GRAND  MASTER’S  ADDRESS. 

The  Grand  Master  delivered  his  address,  which,  on 
motion,  was  referred  to  a special  committee,  which  the 
Deputy  Grand  Master  announced  as  follows:  John  W.  Cot- 

ten,  Past  Grand  Master;  John  Nichols,  Past  Grand  Master, 
and  F.  M.  Moye,  Past  Grand  Master. 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina: 

For  the  one  hundred  and  eighteenth  time  in  its  history 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  Masons  has  been  opened, 
and  is  now  ready  to  hear  and  act  upon  the  reports  of  those 
to  whom  its  interests  have  been  intrusted  for  the  past  year. 
As  Grand  Master  I bid  you  a hearty  welcome,  believing 
that  all  are  here  for  but  one  purpose,  the  betterment  of  the 
condition  of  Masonry  in  North  Carolina  and  the  increasing 
of  its  usefulness.  We  have  no  time  to  waste  on  petty  dif- 
ferences ; how  we  can  best  work  and  best  agree  and  accom- 
plish most  that  is  desirable  should  consume  the  time  of  this 
communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  What  has  been  accom- 
plished will  appear  in  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary. 
For  me  it  has  been  a busy  year,  and  if  little  has  been  accom- 
plished it  is  not  because  your  Grand  Master  has  devoted 
but  little  of  his  time  to  the  duties  his  office  imposed.  I 
believe  that  I can  truthfully  say  that  fully  one-third  of  my 
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time  has  been  devoted  to  Masonry.  I know  that  much  was 
expected  of  me  along  certain  lines,  and  I have  striven  hard 
to  meet  your  expectations.  I am  not  satisfied,  but  I have 
done  the  best  I could ; more  than  this  can  no  man  do. 

STATE  OF  THE  CRAFT. 

I do  not  think  a better  feeling  or  a more  desirable  con- 
dition ever  prevailed  among  the  Masons  throughout  the  State 
than  at  the  present.  I have  had  no  complaints  from  either 
lodges  or  individuals.  The  Grand  Lecturers  have  kept  me 
posted  at  all  times,  and  my  criticism  of  these  reports  would 
be  that  they  were  too  rosy  were  it  not  that  I visited  some  of 
the  places  where  they  had  been  and  found  their  reports  to 
be  literally  true.  One  of  the  lodges  visited  by  me  reports 
the  making  of  thirty-eight  Masons  during  the  past  year,  and 
the  work  of  this  lodge  is  the  best  I have  ever  seen.  Grand 
Lecturer  Hatcher  may  well  feel  proud  of  his  work  at  Gas- 
tonia.

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The  charter  of  Eno  Lodge  No.  210,  at  Durham,  Durham 
County,  was  restored  upon  petition  setting  forth  satisfactory 
reasons  for  such  restoration. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

The  dispensations  granted  by  me  during  the  year  have 
as  a rule  been  to  elect  and  install  officers,  and  in  one  or  two 
instances  to  receive  and  act  upon  petitions  for  the  degrees 
without  waiting  the  time  prescribed  by  the  Code.  In  every 
case  good  and  sufficient  reasons  existed,  and  I will  not  con- 
sume the  time  of  the  Grand  Lodge  by  enumerating  them. 

DECISIONS. 

1.  A man  with  an  artificial  leg  is  not  eligible  to  receive 
the  degrees  of  Masonry. 

2.  A man  with  three  fingers  and  part  of  the  thumb  of 
the  right  hand  missing  is  not  eligible  to  receive  the  degrees 
of  Masonry. 

3.  A man  with  a double  hair  lip  is  ineligible  to  receive 
the  degrees  of  Masonry. 

4.  A person  who  has  lost  the  fingers  of  his  right  hand, 
but  his  thumb  on  this  hand  is  all  right  and  the  knuckles  on 
this  hand  are  saved,  his  right  leg  shorter  than  the  left  and 
has  to  walk  on  crutches,  is  not  eligible  to  receive  the  degrees 
of  Masonry. 

5.  A man  crippled  from  white  swelling,  walking  on  his 
toes  and  getting  worse  every  year,  is  not  eligible  to  receive 
the  degrees  of  Masonry. 

6.  A person  incapable  of  kneeling  on  the  left  knee,  one 
leg  so  short  and  deformed  as  to  require  the  use  of  a cork 
foot,  is  not  eligible  to  receive  the  degrees  of  Masonry. 

7.  A man  so  bow-legged  as  to  almost  amount  to  deform- 
ity is  eligible  to  receive  the  degrees  of  Masonry.  While  he 
could  not  be  styled  a perfect  youth,  there  is  nothing  that 
would  prevent  him  from  passing  through  all  the  forms  of 
initiation. 
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8.  In  answer  to  a letter  asking  if  a man  who  had  joined 
a clandestine  lodge,  not  knowing  that  it  was  such,  was  eligible 
to  receive  the  degrees  in  a regular  lodge,  I replied  as  fol- 
lows: 

“ If  a man  unknowingly  has  gone  wrong,  and  wants  to  go  right, 
there  is  nothing  for  him  to  do  but  turn  around  and  go  in  the  right 
direction.  If  the  man  you  write  about  unknowingly  got  into  a clan- 
destine lodge,  and,  having  learned  of  the  fact,  wishes  to  become  a true 
Mason,  I see  no  reason  why  his  petition  should  not  be  received  and 
take  its  regular  course.  If  he  is  a proper  candidate  for  Masonry,  the 
fact  that  he  had  been  a member  of  a spurious  body,  not  knowing  that 
it  was  such  when  he  joined,  should  not  bar  him  from  receiving  the 
degrees.” 

I would  like  to  have  been  able  to  have  decided  that 
where  a lodge  had  conferred  the  degree  by  request  of  another 
lodge,  that  at  the  request  of  such  lodge  the  brother  could 
become  a member  of  the  lodge  conferring  the  degrees  by  sign- 
ing the  By-laws.  An  Entered  Apprentice  having  received 
his  degree  in  the  Eastern  part  of  the  State,  and  removing 
to  the  Western  part  of  the  State,  where  the  lodge  there,  by 
request,  confers  the  degrees  of  Fellow  Craft  and  Master 
Mason,  should  not  be  compelled  to  return  to  the  lodge  where 
he  was  elected  to  receive  the  degrees,  to  sign  the  By-laws, 
simply  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  a dimit.  I do  not  think 
the  law  of  the  Grand  Lodge  intended  this.  A request  from 
the  lodge  for  whom  the  degrees  were  conferred,  to  allow 
the  brother  on  whom  the  degrees  were  conferred  by  courtesy, 
to  sign  the  By-laws  of  the  lodge  conferring  the  degrees  and 
become  a member  thereof,  should,  in  my  opinion,  be  the 
law,  and  not  require  the  approval  of  the  Grand  Master.  I 
did  authorize  this  course  in  two  instances  where  the  circum- 
stances fully  warranted  my  action. 

In  answer  to  a recent  letter  regarding  the  advancement 
of  an  Entered  Apprentice  where  objections  had  been  raised, 
I wrote  as  follows: 

“If  a candidate  has  received  the  Entered  Apprentice  Degree, 
having  been  passed  upon  as  to  character,  physical  qualifications,  etc. 
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it  would  seem  that  to  stop  his  progress  charges  should  be  preferred, 
but  the  Code  does  not  warrant  this,  and  as  the  Grand  Lodge  meets  in 
January,  I will  hold  your  letter  for  it  to  decide.” 

If  the  committee  appointed  two  years  ago  to  codify  the 
decisions  of  the  Grand  Masters  had  made  its  report,  I might 
have  been  able  to  have  answered  this  question. 

I was  asked  to  put  my  construction  upon  the  resolution 
offered  by  A.  B.  Andrews,  Jr.,  and  appearing  on  page  62  of 
the  Proceedings  of  1903. 

“The  construction  I put  upon  the  resolution  offered  by  A.  B. 
Andrews,  Jr.,  and  appearing  on  page  62  of  the  Proceedings  of  1903,  is 
that  the  Board  of  Custodians  is  appointed  by  the  Grand  Master  to 
decide  that  the  work  as  taught  is  the  Stephenson  work,  and  if  any 
changes  have  to  be  made,  make  them  at  once,  and  then  forever  after- 
ward preserve  the  work  unchanged;  that  any  Mason  desiring  to  become 
a Lecturer  can  demand  of  the  Grand  Lecturer,  or  one  of  his  assistants, 
to  examine  him  and  certify  in  writing  as  to  his  proficiency.  With 
this  certificate  he  can  appear  before  the  Custodians,  who  will  examine 
into  his  character,  decide  on  the  impression  he  would  make  as  a man 
in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  and  pass  upon  his  ability  to  impart  what 
he  knows  himself  to  others.  They  can  then  recommend  him  to  the 
Grand  Master,  who  is  to  be  the  judge  as  to  whether  or  not  more 
Lecturers  are  needed.” 

In  addition  to  these  decisions,  there  were  seventy- five 
letters  received  containing  questions  that  were  answered  by 
reference  to  the  Code  or  a decision  approved  by  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

THE  MASONIC  TEMPLE. 

The  report  of  the  Temple  Committee  will  convey  to 
you  the  information  that  work  will  be  commenced  on  the 
Temple  just  as  soon  as  the  occupants  of  the  building  now 
standing  on  the  site  of  the  new  Temple  can  be  persuaded  to 
vacate.  They  have  six  months’  time  in  which  to  do  this, 
but  the  Committee  feels  confident  that  the  work  of  tearing 
down  will  start  in  the  early  spring  and  the  building  com- 
menced and  pushed  to  completion  as  rapidly  as  can  be  done 
with  safety. 
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There  will  be  no  trouble  raising  funds.  The  sad 
part  will  be  in  having  to  devote  the  revenue  derived  from 
the  building  to  paying  interest  on  bonds,  cost  of  mainte- 
nance and  looking  after  the  sinking  fund.  I had  hoped  that 
the  Masons  of  North  Carolina  would  view  the  situation  as  I 
did,  and  accordingly  sent  to  every  Mason  in  the  State  a cir- 
cular letter  reading  as  follows:

Charlotte,  N.  C.,  March  i,  1904.  J 

Dear  Brother: — There  still  remains  about  $22,000  of  the  second 
mortgage  bonds  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Temple  that  have  not  been  sub- 
scribed for.  I do  not  think  it  will  be  a difficult  task  to  place  these 
among  the  Masons  of  the  State,  but  I sincerely  hope  it  will  not  be 
necessary  to  dispose  of  them  at  all. 

If  every  Mason  in  North  Carolina  will  agree  to  donate  the  sum  of 
$10  as  a contribution,  and  not  as  a subscription  to  the  bonds,  two  dol- 
lars of  the  amount  payable  now  and  two  dollars  annually  for  four 
years  to  come,  we  will  not  only  be  able  to  complete  the  Temple  and 
start  the  Home  for  Indigent  Masons,  but  we  will,  within  five  years, 
have  liquidated  every  outstanding  bond  or  obligation,  be  free  of  debt 
and  have  an  annual  income  sufficient  to  maintain  both  the  Orphanage 
and  the  Home  for  the  Aged  and  Infirm. 

Do  not  let  the  fact  that  you  are  a subscriber  to  the  bonds  prevent 
you  from  contributing  to  this  fund.  The  bonds  will  be  issued,  but 
will  be  paid  long  before  they  mature. 

Now,  let  us  see  what  your  cooperation  means:  It  means  that  you 

have  individually  provided  a home  for  the  orphan  and  the  aged  and 
infirm  for  all  time  to  come.  You  do  it,  for  without  you  it  cannot  be 
done.  What  does  it  cost  you?  A little  more  than  half  of  one  cent 
each  day.  Is  it  a sacrifice?  Does  not  your  Masonic  obligation  demand 
it?  I appeal  to  you  as  men  and  Masons  to  respond  willingly,  cheer- 
fully and  promptly.  If  it  requires  a sacrifice  it  should  be  a willing 
sacrifice,  for  if  we  are  unwilling  to  make  sacrifices,  then  are  we  Masons 
only  in  name.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother: — The  enclosed  letter  is  a duplicate  of 
one  sent  to  every  Mason  in  the  State.  I know  there  are  Masons,  but 
not  many,  who  would  like  to  contribute  to  this  great  work,  but  are 
unable  to  do  so.  These  must  contribute,  as  we  do  not  want  any  left 
out,  and  a fund  will  be  created  to  enable  them  to  do  so.  In  addition 
to  my  own  contribution  of  $2.00  per  annum  for  five  years,  I will  keep 
up  50  other  contributions  of  like  amount  in  the  names  of  worthy 
Masons  who  are  unable  to  do  so  themselves,  and  other  Masons  through- 
out the  State  will  help  out  in  the  same  way. 

What  is  wanted  is  concerted  action.  We  must  have  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  Master  and  officers  in  every  lodge  in  the  State,  and  each 
brother  must  have  impressed  upon  his  mind  the  importance  of  becom- 
ing an  individual  contributor.  I,  therefore,  beg  of  you  to  see  that 
every  member  of  your  lodge  responds  to  this  call,  and  if  any  are  abso- 
lutely unable  to  do  so,  see  that  I am  informed  of  the  fact.  I am  willing 
and  anxious  to  make  sacrifices,  and  if  the  Masons  of  North  Carolina 
will  show  the  same  spirit  the  good  that  will  be  accomplished  will  be 
beyond  anything  that  any  of  us  have  ever  dared  to  hope  for.

I wanted  the  Masters  to  know  that  I was  willing  to 
contribute  liberally  myself,  hoping  that  it  might  influence 
them  to  do  what  they  could  with  their  lodge  members.  I 
had  hoped  to  be  able  to  report  $50,000  pledged  as  the  result 
of  these  letters.  The  Committee  report  will  show  $5,000. 
We  are  disappointed,  but  not  disheartened.  The  coopera- 
tion that  was  withheld  from  the  Grand  Master  the  past  year 
must  be  his  this  year.  If  all  in  attendance  at  this  commu- 
nication of  the  Grand  Lodge  will  go  to  work  in  earnest  the 
end  will  be  accomplished  before  we  meet  again.

THE  ORPHAN  ASYLUM. 

The  reports  of  the  Treasurer  and- Superintendent  of  the 
Oxford  Orphan  Asylum  will  be  submitted  in  printed  form 
and  will  soon  be  in  your  hands.  These  reports  should 
make  glad  the  heart  of  every  Mason  in  North  Carolina.  It 
has  been  my  pleasure  to  visit  and  inspect  the  Asylum  twice 
during  the  year,  once  in  midsummer  and  again  in  midwinter. 
The  same  happy  children,  the  same  kindly  discipline,  the 
same  scrupulous  cleanliness,  the  same  perfect  order  are 
always  there  regardless  of  seasons. 

Col.  Hicks  is  an  ideal  Superintendent  of  an  ideal  Orphan- 
age. Let  us  pray  God  that  his  life  may  be  spared  many 
years. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I have  but  one  recommendation  to  make,  which  is  that 
the  salary  of  the  Grand  Secretary  be  fixed  at  $1,200  per 
annum.  I have  had  enough  to  do  with  the  Grand  Secretary 
during  the  past  year  to  know  that  the  work  for  which  he 
receives  $700  costs  him  $1,500.  The  Grand  Lodge  should 
appreciate  the  services  of  the  Grand  Secretary  too  much  to 
be  willing  that  he  should  serve  it  at  a financial  loss. 

FINALLY. 

Brethren,  my  report  is  before  you.  I have  tried  to 
serve  you  well,  and  if  I have  failed  it  was  not  because  my 
heart  was  not  in  the  work.  I have  visited  twelve  lodges  in 
different  parts  of  the  State;  have  attended  all  of  the  com- 
mittee meetings  of  the  Temple  Association  and  of  the  Oxford 
Orphan  Asylum  at  different  times  and  in  different  places;  have 
sent  out  between  twelve  and  fifteen  thousand  circular  letters 
and  have  replied  to  over  nine  hundred  letters  received  from 
Masons  over  the  State.  There  is  work  connected  with  the 
office  of  Grand  Master,  and  it  has  been  my  delight  to  do  that 
work.  I thank  you  for  having  given  me  the  opportunity. 
I shall  always  remember  with  pleasure  the  year  I served 
you  as  Grand  Master.

GRAND  SECRETARY’S  REPORT. 

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  Auditing  Committee: 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina: 

I submit  herewith  my  Ninth  Annual  Report. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  in  saying  that  there  has  been  a 
very  decided  improvement  in  the  prompt  and  satisfactory 
manner  in  which  the  Secretaries  of  Subordinate  Lodges 
have  made  their  reports  to  the  Grand  Secretary’s  office  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  I can,  therefore,  state  that  the  facts  and 
figures  herewith  submitted  for  your  consideration  are  corre- 
spondingly more  accurate  and  more  reliable  than  they  have 
ever  been  in  the  past.  1 do  hope  that  the  time  is  not  far  dis- 
tant when  it  can  be  reported  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  when  it  con- 
venes, that  the  Secretary  of  every  Subordinate  Lodge  in  the 
jurisdiction  has  promptly  sent  in  the  returns  from  his  lodge 
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and  that  there  are  no  delinquents  in  the  column  for  Grand

The  above  statements  are  gratifying  and  encouraging, 
as  they  show  a steady  and  healthy  increase. 

In  accordance  with  my  usual  custom,  I bring  forward 
the  receipts  and  membership  this  year  and  compare  them 
with  the  receipts  and  membership  nine  years  ago,  which  will 
show  the  rapid  growth  of  our  Order  in  this  State. 

In  the  year  1895  the  receipts  from  all  sources  to  this 
Grand  Body  were  $4,799.50;  the  total  receipts  this  year,  as 
shown  above,  are  $9,435.55,  which  is  an  increase  in  receipts 
of  97  per  cent.  In  1895  the  number  of  Master  Masons 
reported  in  the  State  in  good  standing  was  9,824;  we  now 
have  a membership  of  14,578,  which  is  an  increase  of  about 
50  per  cent. 
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On  July  15th  I sent  a copy  of  the  following  letter  to 
every  lodge  in  the  State: 

Raleigh,  N.  C.,  July  15,  1904. 

My  Dear  Sir  and  Brother: — At  the  last  session  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  North  Carolina  the  folio-wing  resolution  was  adopted: 

“ Resolved , That  no  man  shall  be  eligible  to  membership  in  this 
Order  who  is  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  intoxicating  liquors  or 
the  wholesale  or  retail  liquor  business,  and  the  same  be  referred  to 
the  Subordinate  Lodges,  and  the  same  shall  be  the  law  of  this  Grand 
Lodge  as  soon  as  a majority  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges  vote  for  this 
resolution.” 

Please  submit  this  resolution  to  your  lodge  at  its  next  Regular 
Communication  and  have  action  taken  on  it.  You  will  then  please 
notify  me  of  the  action  as  soon  as  you  can,  in  order  that  I may  record 
same  and  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  next  regular  annual  session. 

Please  give  prompt  and  careful  attention  to  this  request.

This 
will  complete  our  list  of  portraits  of  all  Past  Grand  Masters 
except  Gov.  Richard  Caswell.  I have  been  unable  to  obtain 
any  information  which  leads  me  to  believe  that  I can  secure 
a portrait  of  Gov.  Caswell,  but  I shall  endeavor  to  obtain 
this  portrait,  as  I am  exceedingly  anxious  to  complete  the 
portrait  gallery,  embracing  portraits  of  every  Past  Grand 
Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  from  its 
organization  to  the  present  tin?  e. 

Some  of  these  portraits  are  very  valuable,  and  in  the 
course  of  a few  years  cannot  probably  be  duplicated.  I 
therefore  recommend  that  photographs  be  taken  of  these 
portraits  and  that  these  photographs  be  placed  in  a fire-proof 
vault  for  safe  keeping. 

MASONIC  TEMPLE. 

I refrain  from  making  any  special  mention  of  the  work 
done  by  the  Masonic  Temple  Committee  during  the  year,  as 
this  committee  will  make  a full  and  careful  report  at  some 
time  during  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  This  report 
will  show  that  splendid  work  has  been  done,  and  that  Grand 
Master  Liddell,  aided  by  every  member  of  the  committee, 
has  been  earnest  and  constant  in  his  efforts  to  raise  the 
necessary  funds  with  which  to  build  the  Temple.  I regret 
to  say  that  his  efforts  along  the  line  of  securing  donations 
to  the  Temple  fund  have  not  met  with  the  prompt  action 
which  was  expected,  but  he  has  not  faltered  in  his  faith  or 
devotion  to  the  work,  and  I can  but  feel  that  when  this  mat- 
ter is  properly  presented  to  this  Grand  Lodge  by  the  Masonic 
Temple  Committee  that  it  will  meet  with  the  hearty  response 
and  support  from  this  Grand  Body  and  the  Masons  through- 
out the  State  which  it  so  justly  deserves.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS  OF  THE 
OXFORD  ORPHAN  ASYFUM. 

Bro.  G.  Rosenthal,  for  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Oxford  Orphan  Asylum,  submitted  the  following  report, 
which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Orphan 
Asylum: 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Masons  of  North  Carolina . 

Brethren: — Your  Board  of  Directors  has  the  honor  to 
submit  to  you  its  report  for  the  eleven  months  ending 
October  31,  1904. 

Your  Board,  in  its  efforts  to  conduct  the  affairs  of  the 
institution  committed  to  its  care,  is  constantly  mindful  of 
the  noble  purposes  that  moved  you  to  establish  a home  and 
school  for  the  helpless. 

One  of  the  chief  ideas  that  belongs  to  your  ancient  and 
noble  Order  is  the  protection  of  the  weak,  an  idea  which 
enters  into  and  shapes  the  growth  of  modern  civilization. 
It  is  gratifying  to  your  Board,  and  we  feel  sure  that  it  will 
be  gratifying  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Masons,  to  learn  that, 
in  some*  measure  at  least,  the  aims  which  led  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum  are  being  more  and 
more  realized.  Each  year  marks  some  definite  increase  in 
the  equipments  of  the  institution,  thus  placing  it  in  better 
condition  to  fill  its  noble  mission.  With  becoming  propri- 
ety your  Board  can  assure  you  that  its  labor  in  behalf  of 
the  welfare  of  this  institution  is  a labor  in  which  they  find 
no  little  inspiration  and  joy.  We  can  also  assure  you  that 
the  Asylum  is  worthy  of  your  sincerest  confidence  and 
untiring  benevolence. 

During  the  eleven  months  which  have  just  closed  there 
were  under  the  care  of  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum  an  aver- 
age of  248  children. 

The  improvements  on  the  main  building  with  the 
exception  of  the  porches  have  been  completed,  and  a part 
of  it  is  occupied  by  your  Superintendent  as  a residence. 
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There  is  room  in  the  dormitories  in  this  building  for  thirty 
or  more  children,  who  will  be  received  as  soon  as  the  neces- 
sary bedding  can  be  gotten. 

The  Superintendent’s  former  residence  has  been  con- 
verted into  a hospital  and  has  many  comforts  and  conveni- 
ences which  were  lacking  in  the  old  one. 

We  call  your  attention  to  the  failure  of  Mr.  Ellington 
to  pay  the  interest  on  his  note  for  one  thousand  dollars, 
and  which  now  amounts  to  $220.00,  he  being  in  arrears  for 
the  past  three  years.  We  respectfully  recommend  that  the 
Grand  Treasurer  be  directed  to  take  such  steps  as  may 
insure  the  speedy  collection  of  both  principal  and  interest. 

The  receipts  from  the  several  concert  tours  of  the 
singing  class  were  $5,479.60,  exceeding  the  amount  received 
in  1903  by  $215.71,  which  shows  that  the  interest  of  the 
good  people  of  the  State  in  your  institution  is  constantly 
increasing.  We  are  duly  grateful  to  them  for  their  liberal 
support  and  encouragement.  In  this  connection  we  must 
not  omit  to  mention  the  work  Miss  White  is  doing  in  train- 
ing the  children  for  the  concerts  and  to  express  our  appre- 
ciation of  her  successful  efforts. 

The  boys  who  worked  in  the  Furniture  Factory  earned 
$514.38  during  the  eleven  months. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  Asylum  is  good  and  it 
has  no  debts  and  shows  a balance  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year.  For  particulars  we  refer  to  the  report  of  the  Treas- 
urer. 

Mrs.  Malvina  T.  White,  of  Winston,  who  died  the  latter 
part  of  1903,  bequeathed  to  the  Asylum  her  residuary  estate 
amounting,  as  we  have  been  informed  by  the  executor,  Mr. 
H.  Montague,  to  between  $2,500.00  and  $3,500.00.  We 
quote  from  her  will  as  follows: 

“Also  to  the  Wachovia  Loan  and  Trust  Company  $400.00  in  cash,  in 
trust  however,  that  the  interest  on  said  amount  at  six  per  cent,  shall 
be  paid  to  my  said  brother,  Alex  Brights,  twice  each  year  so  long  as 
he  shall  live  and  after  the  death  of  my  said  brother  the  said  interest 
on  said  $400.00  shall  go  in  like  manner  and  amount  to  his  said  wife, 
Serena  J.  Brights  during  her  life  time,  if  she  should  be  the  longer 
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liver  of  the  two.  After  the  death  of  said  Alex  Brights  and  his  said 
wife  the  interest  on  said  $400.00  shall  be  paid  in  like  manner  and 
amount  to  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum  in  accordance  with  the  ex- 
pressed wishes  of  my  beloved  husband,  Tandy  J.  White,  during  his 
life  time. 

“I  hereby  direct  my  executor  hereinafter  named,  to  sell  all  my  real 
estate  at  such  time  and  under  such  circumstances  as  he  may  deem 
most  expedient  and  for  the  best  advantage  and  to  realize  the  best 
prices  for  same  and  to  turn  over  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  to  the 
Wachovia  Loan  and  Trust  Compaq  as  a perpetual  fund  for  the  uses 
and  trusts  as  hereinafter  set  out  and' none  other — that  is  to  say — the 
said  Wachovia  Loan  and  Trust  Company  shall  hold  such  fund  in  trust 
for  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum,  situated  at  Oxford,  N.  C.,  and  the  inter- 
est at  six  per  cent,  or  whatever  may  be  the  legal  rate  of  interest  in 
North  Carolina,  shall  twice  each  year  be  turned  over  to  said  Orphan 
Asylum  in  accordance  with  the  oft  expressed  wishes  of  my  said  hus- 
band, Tandy  J.  White.” 

We  have  been  informed  by  the  executor  that  he  has 
placed  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  on  account  of  the 
above  legacy  in  the  Wachovia  Loan  and  Trust  Company, 
and  we  expect  to  receive  an  income  from  it  at  an  early  day. 
The  balance  of  the  estate  is  being  converted  into  money 
and  will  be  disposed  of  by  Mr.  Montague  in  like  manner. 

Miss  E.  V.  Bynum,  of  Saratoga,  Wilson  county,  be- 
queathed to  Mr.  Joseph  G.  Brown,  of  Raleigh,  as  trustee, 
a $500.00  bond  of  the  City  of  Raleigh.  He  is  to  collect  the 
interest  semi-annually  and  pay  it  to  the  Oxford  Orphan 
Asylum  and  the  principal  at  maturity  of  said  bond.  She 
further  directs  that  Mr.  Brown  “apply  the  sum  of  seven 
hundred  dollars  to  the  erection  of  a room  at  the  Asylum,  in 
which  shall  be  placed  a silver  tablet,  dedicating  said  room 
to  the  memory  of  the  late  R.  W.  Best  and  his  family,  which 
room  shall  be  accepted  by  the  Trustees  of  said  Asylum,  set 
apart  and  used  exclusively  for  the  safe-keeping  and  preser- 
vation of  such  articles  as  may  be  given  by  the  widow  or 
friends  of  the  said  R.  W.  Best  to  the  said  Asylum.” 

Mr.  Brown  has  informed  us  that  after  consultation  with 
the  relatives  of  Miss  Bynum  all  agree  that  the  above  is 
impracticable  and  that  they  will  be  satisfied  to  have  a room 
in  one  of  the  cottages  set  aside  for  the  purpose.  He  has 
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been  advised  by  his  attorneys  not  to  pay  the  interest  on  the 
aforesaid  bond  until  after  the  expiration  of  twelve  months, 
which  will  be  some  time  during  next  March.

To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum : 

I herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  eleyen  months 
ending  the  31st  day  of  October  last,  in  accordance  with  the 
change  made  in  the  fiscal  year  of  the  institution  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  Annual  Communication. 

I am  pleased  to  state  that  the  Asylum  is  in  a healthy 
financial  condition,  having  a balance  of  $6,051.65  on  hand 
at  this  date. 

The  interest  on  the  Ellington  note,  amounting  to  $220, 
is  in  arrears  for  the  past  three  years  and  I suggest  that  you 
ask  the  Grand  Lodge  to  instruct  the  Grand  Treasurer  to 
take  the  necessary  steps  for  its  collection. 

In  addition  to  the  receipts  from  the  Mocksville  picnic, 
amounting  to  $386.40,  the  managers  have  set  aside  $115.00 
to  pay  the  expenses  of  one  of  the  orphans  at  the  Normal 
and  Industrial  College  at  Greensboro. 

Neuse  Lodge  No.  6,  I.  O.  O.  Fellows,  has  contributed 
$10,  and  Burkemount  Council  No.  44,  J.  O.  U.  A.  M.,  $5.75 
towards  the  support  of  your  institution. 

I hold  a certificate  of  stock  for  three  shares  of  the 
Fayetteville  Woodenware  Co.,  the  par  value  of  which  is 
$100  a share,  on  which  I have  received  dividends  amounting 
to  $18. 00  during  the  year.  Y7ou  will  remember  that  this 
stock  was  bequeathed  to  the  Asylum  by  the  late  B.  E. 
Sedberry,  of  Fayetteville,  N.  C.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  OXFORD  ORPHAN 

ASYLUM. 

Bro.  W.  J.  Hicks,  Superintendent  of  the  Oxford  Orphan 
Asylum,  submitted  his  report,  which  was  read  and  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Orphan  Asylum. 

To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum: 

Gentlemen  : — The  change  of  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year 
of  our  institution  from  November  30th  to  October  31st 
necessitates  a report  upon  the  work  of  only  eleven  months 
this  time. 

The  Treasurer  has  submitted  to  you  an  itemized  state- 
ment of  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  funds  of  the 
institution  and  all  tabulated  statements  of  the  Superin- 
tendent are  given  in  the  appendix  to  this  general  report. 

PERMANENT  MATERIAL  IMPROVEMENTS  TO  THE  PLANT 

have  not  been  very  extensive  nor  costly  during  this  term. 
Yet  they  have,  we  trust,  been  such  as  were  needed  and  are 
of  real  value  to  the  work,  truly  economical. 

Mostly  of  the  material  in  the  old  wood- working  shop 
a storage  house  for  lumber  and  products  of  the  new  shop 
has  been  constructed.  A barn  for  feed  and  stock  has  also 
been  built  largely  of  this  old  material  and  donated  iron. 

The  apartment  in  the  main  building  for  the  home  of 
the  Superintendent  was  completed  and  occupied  early  in  the 
year  and  the  hospital  was  moved  to  the  Superintendent’s 
former  residence. 

The  farmer’s  house,  the  hospital  and  the  wood-work  of 
the  main  building  have  been  repaired  and  repainted. 

A house  containing  two  rooms  and  an  attic  in  the  rear 
of  the  present  hospital  has  been  moved  to  a more  conve- 
nient location  and  connected  with  the  hospital  by  a glass- 
enclosed,  sunny,  well  ventilated  hall.  This  connecting  hall 
makes  an  admirable  play  room  for  convalescing  children 
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and  the  change  gives  a suitable  ward  for  the  isolation  of 
contagious  diseases. 

Small  houses  in  which  are  kept  fire  hose  ready  for  use 
have  been  placed  over  the  two  hydrants. 

These  and  other  minor  improvements  have  cost  about 
$3,000.00,  including  the  value  of  labor  and  materials 
furnished  by  several  of  our  industrial  departments. 

The  work  of  kitchen,  dining-rooms,  bake-rooms, 
laundry  and  shoe-shop  is  under  the  direction  of  the  same 
workers  as  at  time  of  last  report. 

We  hope  and  believe  some  progress  has  been  made  in 
the  spirit,  method  and  character  of  work  in  these  and  all 
departments  of  the  institution. 

The  number  of  children  receiving  training  in  the  above 
mentioned  departments  has  been  but  slightly  changed. 

One  teacher  resigned  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  to 
accept  another  position  and  this  has  been  the  only  change 
in  our  corps  of  workers. 

The  hospital  facilities  are  now  vastly  improved.  We 
are  grateful  to  state  that  the  health  of  the  boys  and  girls 
has  been  good.  One  death  has  occurred  during  the  eleven 
months.  Randolph  Sutton,  aged  ten  years,  succumbed  to 
diphtheria  three  weeks  after  he  entered  the  institution. 
Randolph  was  unwell  and  unusually  homesick  during  his 
short  stay  in  our  midst.  We  believe  the  little  boy  has 
found  the  perfect,  heavenly  home.  The  diphtheria  did  not 
spread  at  all.  In  the  early  spring  several  boys  and  girls 
had  pneumonia  and  bronchitis  and,  in  the  summer,  one 
girl,  Alice  Bazemore,  had  a spell  of  fever.  All  seemed  to 
make  full  recovery.  The  other  cases  of  sickness  were  of  a 
rather  mild  nature. 

An  eighteen-year-old  girl,  who  showed  inclination  and 
aptitude  for  hospital  work,  was  secured,  by  Masons  in 
Wilson,  the  advantage  of  a course  of  training  in  the  Wilson 
Sanatorium. 

FARM. 

The  effort  to  bring  the  farm  to  a higher  state  of  culti- 
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vation  is  already  showing  some  results.  This  department 
has  produced  most  of  the  feed  for  stock  and  the  vegetables 
for  the  table.  Its  largest  service,  without  doubt,  lies  in  the 
opportunity  which  it  affords  for  healthful  occupation  and 
valuable  training  of  boys.  The  farmer  now  has  direct 
charge  of  the  herd  of  cattle  and  he  and  his  boys  have 
increased  the  quantity  and  improved  the  quality  of  dairy 
products. 

Twenty  bushels  of  wheat  will  be  sowed  this  season. 

PRINTING  OFFICE. 

The  subscription  list  of  The  Orphans'  Friend  and 
Masonic  Journal  has  increased  to  about  4,800.  We  hope 
yet,  with  the  support  and  aid  of  the  brethren  and  others,  to 
have  10,000  subscribers  to  our  paper.  Demand  for  the 
standard  blanks  used  in  local  Masonic  Lodges  is  increasing 
and  the  volume  of  job  work  in  this  department  is  growing 
steadily.  One  printer  boy  has  gone  this  year  to  accept  a 
position.  Nine  boys  are  now  learning  the  trade.  State- 
ment of  the  financial  result  of  the  operations  of  printing 
office  is  added  to  report. 

WOOD-WORKING  SHOP. 

The  number  of  boys  working  in  this  shop  has  been 
increased  to  twelve.  Even  more  attention  is  being  given 
to  their  training,  the  chief  value  of  the  department, 
although,  with  increased  effort  under  more  favorable  condi- 
tions this  year,  the  financial  statement  of  the  wood-working 
shop  shows  a very  considerable  improvement  over  that  of 
last  year.  (See  appendix). 

SCHOOL. 

The  fact  should  be  strongly  emphasized  that  the  Oxford 
Orphan  Asylum  is  primarily  and  essentially  a home  for  the 
care  of  destitute,  homeless  children  and  any  attempt  by 
anyone  to  secure  the  admission  of  a child  for  the  sake  of

the  school  advantages  and  the  industrial  training  alone 
should  be  promptly  forestalled.  Our  brethren  of  the  local 
lodges  will,  we  believe,  cooperate  with  our  Executive 
Committee  in  reserving  the  benefits  of  the  institution 
entirely  to  the  really  destitute  little  ones,  without  a home. 

Yet  these  dependent,  homeless,  orphan  children  ought 
to  be  and  are  given  the  opportunity  and  encouragement  to 
acquire  an  English  education  and,  as  far  as  possible,  indus- 
trial training.  The  purpose  of  this  is  to  enlarge  their  lives 
and  increase  their  usefulness,  and  it  is  but  justice  to  them 
and  to  the  world  to  give  to  them  educational  advantages. 

We  are  sure  you  are  right  in  trying  to  secure  only  the 
capable,  earnest  teachers  for  our  institution.  The  degree 
of  interest  in  school  work  on  the  part  of  instructors  and 
pupils  is  encouraging. 

Two  of  our  girls  entered  the  Normal  and  Industrial 
College  in  October  and  another  girl  will  likely  graduate 
from  that  institution  in  June.  The  Mocksville  brethren 
kindly  opened  up  this  opportunity  for  these  young  people. 
Two  girls  are  taking  the  course  at  the  Oxford  Female  Semi- 
nary and  are  by  their  labor  in  the  Seminary  paying  their 
board  and  tuition.  Two  of  our  boys  are  at  Trinity  Park 
School  working  to  partly  meet  their  necessary  expenses. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

For  the  summary  showing  movement  of  the  children 
during  the  eleven  months  please  see  appendix. 

Value  of  donations  in  kind  we  have  estimated  at  $704.71. 

A number  of  our  local  lodges  put  forth  effort  to  raise 
funds  for  the  institution  and  made  contributions  on  or 
about  St.  John’s  Day.  We  believe  this  summer  campaign 
for  the  cause  will  be  entered  into  by  more  of  the  lodges. 
The  summer  is  a most  opportune  time  for  funds  to  be  sent 
after  several  months  when  contributions  are  not  large.  An 
extension  of  this  St.  John’s  Day  work  will  be  of  value  to 
our  cause  and,  we  are  sure,  to  our  lodges. 
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The  public  school  children  of  North  Carolina,  encour- 
aged by  parents  and  teachers,  are  engaging  more  and  more 
in  effort  for  homeless  children.  At  this  we  greatly  rejoice, 
because  it  is  a blessing  to  the  tender-hearted  young  workers 
and  givers,  a factor  in  their  development,  a benediction  to 
our  children  and  to  the  world.  The  hope  grows  stronger 
that  the  boys  and  girls  of  today,  who  will  be  the  men  and 
women  tomorrow,  will  enlarge  and  improve  greatly  this 
and  every  enterprise  for  God  and  humanity. 

We  would  here  express  our  gratitude  for  all  of  the  help 
and  encouragement  given  this  institution.  Lodges,  churches, 
schools  and  other  institutions,  business  firms  and  individ- 
uals have  made  voluntary  offerings  to  the  cause. 

The  singing  class  receipts  on  the  two  tours  of  the  year 
were  $5,479.60.  When  we  charge  the  amount  paid  out  on 
this  account  by  the  institution  direct,  $571.76,  and  the 
printing  office  bill  of  $180.00  for  advertising  and  other 
printed  matter,  we  make  the  net  direct  financial  profit, 
$4,727.84.  The  increasing  support  accorded  this  feature  of 
our  work  is  another  evidence  of  a growing  interest  in  the 
orphan  child. 

Eight  boys  receive  training  in  the  Oxford  Furniture 
Factory  instead  of  in  one  of  our  own  industrial  departments 
half  of  each  day  during  the  school  term.  One  sixteen-year- 
old  boy  who  has  had  training  in  this  trade  was  secured  a 
position  with  the  Oxford  company.  The  revenue  to  our 
institution  from  the  wages  of  the  boys  in  the  factory  during 
the  year  was  $514.38. 

Ninety-two  applications  for  admission  of  children  have 
been  received  by  me  and  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. After  investigation,  seventy-nine  of  these  were 
approved  by  the  Committee,  nine  disapproved,  three  refer- 
red to  the  Board  of  Directors  and  one  has  not  yet  been 
reported  upon. 

Thirty-seven  approved  applications  for  reception  of 
boys  and  girls  we  count  on  file.  Fifteen  of  these  have  been 
in  the  file  for  a number  of  months  and,  without  doubt, 
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other  arrangements  have  been  made  for  some  of  the  boys 
and  girls  whose  applications  are  approved.  The  delay  in 
reception  of  children  after  certificates  of  vaccination  have 
come  to  hand  has  not  been  great. 

If  we  mistake  not,  two  hundred  and  seventeen  applica- 
tions for  boys  and  girls  to  go  to  homes  or  to  positions  have 
been  either  withdrawn,  dropped  or  disapproved.  Twenty 
requests  for  children  from  the  institution  are  pending 
investigation.  Twelve  children  have  been  placed  in  homes 
approved  after  a careful  investigation. 

The  true  home  is  the  ideal  institution  for  the  training 
and  development  of  children.  We,  who  have  at  heart 
humanity's  highest  good  will  set  ourselves  strongly  against 
all  that  destroys  homes  or  lessens  their  purity  and  power. 
Since  there  are  children  without  homes,  such  institutions  as 
the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum  are  necessary  and,  under  a God 
of  infinite  wisdom  and  justice  and  love,  they  are  agencies 
in  the  salvation,  the  uplift  of  lives.  Orphanages  are  most 
effective  as  they  approach  in  spirit  and  character  the  pure 
home.  They  are  means  of  blessing  to  those  who  see  in 
them  a proof  of  God’s  faithfulness  and  love,  to  those  who 
obey  the  divine  impulse  to  help  maintain  and  enlarge  this 
work,  to  those  who  are  directly  engaged  in  the  training  of 
these  children,  to  those  who  receive  the  care  and  training 
of  such  institutions,  to  the  world. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  most  important  results  of  the  work  of  the  Oxford 
Orphan  Asylum  are  not  such  as  can  be  arranged  in  columns 
of  figures,  tabulated  in  items  or  detailed  in  a report.  They 
are  results  wrought  in  hearts  and  lives  by  divine  power. 
They  cannot  be  accurately  computed  by  us;  they  cannot  be 
fully  known  until  we  see  clearly  in  the  light  of  eternity  and 
know  as  we  are  known.  We  humbly  and  gratefully  say 
that  God,  the  Father,  is  working  in  and  through  this  insti- 
tution. His  spirit  has  pervaded  this  work;  His  love  has 
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kept  watch  over  its  highest  interests ; His  power  will  work 
out  still  greater  achievement.  He  makes  its  service  great. 
To  Him  belongs  the  glory.

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REPORT  OF  GRAND  LIBRARIAN. 

Bro.  R.  IT.  Bradley,  Grand  Librarian,  presented  the 
following  report,  which  was  read  and  adopted : 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina: ' 

I herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Grand  Librarian 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  year  1904. 

I have  received  during  the  year  for  the  library,  in 
addition  to  the  regular  exchange,  Masonic  Manual  of  Ala- 
bama, Constitution  and  Laws  of  New  Jersey,  and  Digest 
and  Decisions  of  Mississippi.  I am  sorry  we  cannot  make 
a more  favorable  report  as  to  accessions  to  our  library,  but 
hope  to  do  better  in  the  near  future. 

We  are  short  Proceedings  from  Arizona,  1893;  Arkan- 
sas, 1901  and  1903;  British  Columbia,  1896;  California,  1902; 
Colorado,  1902;  Indiana,  1903;  Michigan,  1900;  New  Jersey, 
1903;  New  Mexico,  1888,  and  New  York,  1903.  With  the 
exceptions  above  mentioned,  we  have  received  Proceedings 
from  all  the  Grand  Lodges  up  to  and  including  the  year 
1903  and  the  greater  part  for  the  year  1904. 

For  the  reasons  stated  in  my  last  report  I did  not  have 
any  Proceedings  bound  the  past  year.

GRAND  ORATOR’S  ADDRESS. 

The  Grand  Orator,  Bro.  T.  C.  Linn,  was  then  intro- 
duced by  the  Grand  Master  and  delivered  the  Annual  Ad- 
dress, as  follows,  which,  on  motion  of  Bro.  J.  T.  Alderman, 
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was  ordered  printed  in  the  Proceedings,  and  a vote  of  thanks 
was  unanimously  extended  to  Grand  Orator  T.  C.  Linn. 

Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  and  Members  of  the  Grand 

Lodge  of  North  Carolina: 

Dickens  has  named  one  of  his  most  touching  Christmas 
stories  “The  Battle  of  Life.”  Why  he  should  have  selected 
this  name  I have  never  been  able  to  satisfy  myself  from 
reading  the  story;  and,  while  it  may  be  overdrawn,  it  is 
nevertheless  one  of  the  tenderest  of  all  his  writings,  being 
a striking  example  of  unselfishness  and  self-sacrifice.  Life, 
in  a certain  sense,  is, a battle,  and  our  surroundings,  asso- 
ciations, circumstances  and  various  connections  is  the  battle- 
ground. 

No  one  knows  his  destiny.  It  is  too  broad  an  assertion 
to  say  that  we  are  entirely  the  “architects  of  our  own  for- 
tunes.” We  are  too  apt  to  pass  our  lives  in  regretting  the 
past,  complaining  of  the  present,  and  indulging  false  hopes 
of  the  future.  Ws  aspire  to  the  highest,  and  happy  the  man 
who  never  gives  in.  W e are  borne  on  like  the  rushing  of  a 
mighty  river;  at  first  we  glide  through  the  narrow  channel 
down  the  little  brook  by  its  grassy  borders — we  are  happy 
in  hope  and  eagerly  enjoy  the  beauties  around  us.  As  we 
grow  older  we  are  hurried  on  along  deeper  and  wider  streams, 
among  objects  more  striking,  magnificent,  and  animated. 
Whether  rough  and  stormy,  or  smooth  and  tranquil,  we  are 
hastened  on  until  the  roar  of  the  ocean  is  in  our  ears,  the 
tossing  of  the  waves  is  beneath  our  feet,  and  the  floods  are 
lifted  up  around  us,  when,  indeed,  we  find  ourselves  in  the 
midst  of  life’s  breakers.  Hunger,  fatigue,  sickness,  temp- 
tation, remorse  and  sorrow  are  some  of  the  strong  powers 
with  which  we  must  continually  war.  Our  foes  are  not 
always  from  without,  but  frequently  the  most  dangerous 
and  subtle  are  from  within. 

The  General  who  leads  his  army  to  victory  must  be  ready 
for  the  enemy  on  all  occasions — he  must  avert  the  ambush  as 
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well  as  protect  his  forces  from  the  open  foe.  He  does  not 
achieve  victory  without  undergoing  fatigue,  hardship,  dan- 
ger and  perhaps  suffering,  so  likewise  no  man  can  hope  to  ride 
through  life  “on  flowery  beds  of  ease”  and  accomplish  the 
highest  mission  which  crowns  a successful  life  without  some 
conflict  and  struggle — some  defeats  as  well  as  victories.  No 
army  made  up  of  raw  recruits  can  hope  to  cope  with  the 
well-drilled,  hardened  and  thoroughly  equipped  regulars. 
So,  likewise,  the  more  preparation  the  greater  experience 
and  training  will  the  better  enable  man  to  grapple  with  the 
every-day  propositions  of  life. 

The  possibilities  of  humanity  are  sublime.  What  can 
we  make  out  of  it?  Masonry  teaches  us  to  look  beyond  our 
frail  existence,  out  into  the  great  future,  and  view  with 
wonder  and  admiration  the  possibilities  of  humanity.  What 
does  the  whole  world  amount  to  alongside  of  true,  pure  and 
noble  manhood?  We  might  well  turn  our  eyes  inwardly 
and  look  into  our  own  natures  and  see  what  powers  and 
possibilities  lie  there  dormant,  as  it  were,  in  an  embryo 
state,  awaiting  development.  Have  we  ever  contemplated 
the  glorious  achievements  which  come  within  the  range  of 
the  rightly  directed  and  carefully  trained  human  mind?  It 
has  been  said  that  the  mind  is  a storehouse  in  which  may  be 
garnered  the  rich  fruits  of  past  ages — a workshop  out  of 
which  great  contrivances  and  useful  mechanisms  may  be 
wrought — a'  mine  out  of  which  may  be  digged  precious 
stones  and  ores. 

Freemasonry  exalts  humanity  and  exerts  an  influence 
which  makes  the  world  better  and  happier.  Its  teachings 
tend  to  curb  intemperate  passion  and  to  reconcile  conflicting 
interest  and  stimulate  in  its  members  the  worthy  ambition 
to  do  that  which  will  elevate  society  and  preserve  that  which 
is  noblest,  highest  and  best.  No  man  can  afford  to  ignore 
the  great  moral  worth  of  this,  the  most  ancient  institution, 
and  I would  call  attention,  first,  to  the  companionship  and 
the  associations  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity. 
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Lord  Clarendon  attributed  his  success  and  happiness  in 
life  to  associating  with  persons  more  learned  and  virtuous 
than  himself.  It  has  been  truly  said  that  an  author  is  known 
by  his  writings,  a mother  by  her  daughters,  a fool  by  his 
words  and  all  men  by  their  companions.  If  intercourse 
with  persons  of  decided  virtue  and  excellence  is  of  great 
importance  in  the  formation  of  good  characters,  then  the 
Masonic  Fraternity  takes  no  small  part  in  the  development 
of  humanity  and  is  one  of  the  world’s  greatest  moral  teach- 
ers, both  by  precept  and  example.  The  friendly  compan- 
ionship of  the  Masonic  brethren  has  done  more  to  mould  a 
public  sentiment  against  dissolute  and  unworthy  associates 
than  any  other  association  of  men.  A philosopher  was  one 
day  astonished  by  the  fragrance  of  a piece  of  clay.  On 
asking  how  it  came  to  have  so  sweet  a perfume,  the  clay 
answered,  “I  was  once  a piece  of  common  clay,  but  I was 
placed  for  some  time  in  the  company  of  a rose,  and  the 
sweet  quality  of  my  company  was  communicated  to  me; 
otherwise  I should  only  be  a piece  of  common  clay,  as  I 
appear  to  be.”  No  man  lives  to  himself  alone;  he  may  be 
selfish,  peculiar,  petulant,  stern,  snarlish  and  not  easily 
approachable,  but  he  exerts  a certain  power  and  influence, 
and  this  goes  out  to  the  world  with  greater  or  less*  force, 
according  to  the  activity  of  the  person  exerting  it — and 
whether  he  casts  off  sunshine  .or  shadow,  it  will  effect,  to 
some  extent,  at  least,  the  lives  of  those  who  happen  to  be 
within  reach  The  plant,  if  cultivated  under  favorable  cir- 
cumstances, with  plenty  of  sunshine  and  refreshing  showers, 
produces  a fruit  rich  in  color,  fragrance,  flavor  and  beauty, 
while,  on  the  other  hand,  if  denied  these  wholesome  advan- 
tages, its  product  is  ill-shaped,  distorted  and  tasteless.  The 
same  principle  obtains  with  men.  The  Masonic  Fraternity 
surrounds  her  members  with  the  best  influences  and  incites 
into  their  mind  the  desire  for  that  which  is  purest,  truest 
and  most  salutary.  Who  can  estimate  the  material  worth  of 
such  an  institution? — who  can  place  a market  value  of  its 
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effect  upon  society  or  upon  the  individual?  The  sweetest 
and  most  satisfactory  connections  in  life  are  those  formed 
between  persons  of  congenial  minds>  equally  linked  together 
by  the  conformity  of  their  virtues.  This  helpful,  healthful 
influence  reaches  out  to  all  the  world.  It  does  not  confine 
itself  within  the  recesses  of  the  lodge  room,  but  permeates 
the  universe.  It  may  be  seen  flourishing  on  the  snow- 
capped mountains  of  Northern  Russia  as  well  as  along  the 
sluggish  waters  of  sunny  India,  everywhere,  cheering  and 
encouraging  humanity  to  lift  itself  up  to  a higher  and  more 
virtuous  plane  of  life.  No  surveyed  chart,  no  national 
boundary  line,  no  rugged  mountain,  or  steep,  declining  vale, 
puts  a limit  to  its  growth. 

The  force  of  example  is  powerful ; we  are  like  the  parrot, 
the  creatures  of  imitation,  and  by  a necessary  influence  our 
tempers  and  habits  are  very  much  formed  on  the  model  of 
those  with  whom  we  familiarly  associate.  Ill  qualities  are 
as  contagious  and  infectious  as  diseases.  There  are  none 
who  can  come  within  the  pale  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity  who 
do  not  have  good  associates,  and  the  effect  of  this  goodly 
company  in  the  lodge  room  is  not  lost  to  the  outside  world. 
You  will  find  its  effect  somewhere;  somewhere  in  this 
world  you  will  reach  the  fruits  of  this  goodly  companion- 
ship, perhaps  in  part ; somewhere  in  the  future  life  you  will 
meet  its  gathered  harvests.  Longfellow  has  beautifully 
illustrated  this  great  truth : 

I shot  an  arrow  into  the  air, 

It  fell  to  earth,  I knew  not  where; 

I breathed  a song  into  the  air, 

It  fell  to  earth,  I knew  not  where; 

Long,  long  afterwards,  in  an  oak, 

I found  the.  arrow  still  unbroke; 

And  the  song  from  beginning  to  end, 

I found  again  in  the  heart  of  a friend. 

No  man  can  limit  his  influence  for  either  good  or  bad, 
so  also  no  man  can  bound  the  moral  worth  and  influence  of 
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an  institution  which  has  for  its  beacon-light  the  elevation  of 
society  and  the  good  of  mankind.  This  benificence  starts 
within  the  lodge,  but  like  the  ripple  of  water,  caused  by  the 
falling  pebble,  it  widens  and  broadens  until  it  circumscribes 
the  globe.  It  not  only  lives  forever,  but  it  keeps  on  grow- 
ing as  long  as  it  lives.  There  never  comes  a time  when  it 
reaches  its  maturity  and  when  its  growth  is  arrested.  Tra- 
dition informs  us  of  the  motive  of  our  Ancient  Grand  Masters 
in  founding  this  fraternity  of  men.  In  its  inception  its 
means  of  doing  good  must  necessarily  have  been  limited  to 
a small  number,  but  as  the  world  has  grown  older  and 
civilization  advanced,  its  influence  has  rolled  forward  through 
the  ages,  growing  wider  and  deeper  and  stronger  with  every 
passing  hour,  brightening  and  blessing  humanity  as  it  rolls. 

Allow  me  another  observation  in  this  connection.  As 
a direct  result  of  this  friendly  intercourse  and  association, 
the  Masonic  Fraternity  becomes  a great  school  of  discipline, 
versatility  and  tact.  No  man,  it  matters  not  how  well 
fitted,  can  immediately  fill  a new  position  with  naturalness; 
there  is  always  more  or  less  embarrassment,  stiffness  and 
awkwardness — like  the  new  recruit  at  his  first  drill.  He 
who  possesses  this  happy  faculty,  to  be  always  at  home  and 
at  ease  under  all  circumstances,  is  especially  to  be  congratu- 
lated. It  is  a peculiar  accomplishment,  and  while  it  may 
not  be  necessarily  essential  to  success,  it  adds  much  to  life. 
To  give  it  a name  is  almost  impossible;  some  would  call  it 
culture,  some  genius,  others  tact;  I do  not  name  it,  but  it  is 
the  open  eye  that  sees,  the  quick  ear  that  hears,  and  the 
judging  taste  that  is  discreet.  It  instructs,  enlightens,  is 
useful,  portable,  applicable  and  always  marketable.  It  is 
the  talent  of  talents,  the  availableness  of  resources,  the  appli- 
cability of  power,  the  eye  of  discrimination,  the  right  hand 
of  intellect.  To  some  it  is  the  gift  of  nature,  to  a certain 
extent,  but  to  most  it  is  an  accomplishment  acquired  by 
earnest  effort.  The  constant  meeting  and  friendly  associa- 
tion of  Masonic  brethren,  where  we  receive  this  friendly 
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criticism  and  caution,  as  well  as  the  deserved  plaudit  and 
commendation  of  the  brethren,  develops  this  talent,  if  we 
may  call  it  such.  No  member  ever  attended  a meeting  of 
his  lodge  in  the  right  spirit  but  that  he  went  away  a better 
man  than  when  he  came.  No  member  ever  engaged  in  the 
deliberations  of  a Masonic  gathering  or  mixed  up  with  or 
rubbed  up  against  the  brethren  but  that  he  is  thereby  the 
better  fitted  to  grapple  with  the  world.  We  have  but  to 
look  around  and  we  find  that  the  men  most  prominent  in 
deliberative  bodies,  in  business  enterprises,'  in  social  and 
religious  affairs,  are  Masons.  Is  not  this  largely  the  result 
of  the  discipline  and  training  in  the  lodge? 

Our  ancient  brethren  wrought  not  in  wood  that  could 
be  consumed  by  fire,  or  that  time  could  devastate  and  destroy, 
but  out  of  the  ever  enduring  rock,  they  wrought  square 
work,  true  work,  massive  and  enduring.  Silently  the  struc- 
ture rose.  No  sound  of  hammer  or  anvil  was  heard  there- 
from, deep  down  under  the  ground  they  laid  the  foundation 
and  wrought  out  the  skillful  designs  of  the  Master  Builder, 
raising  and  rearing  an  edifice  the  magnificence  of  which 
challenged  the  admiration  of  the  world  and  became  the  joy 
and  pride  of  the  Jewish  people.  Every  piece  of  material 
which  entered  into  the  structure  was  carefully  cut,  marked 
and  inspected.  So  ought  we,  as  Free  and  Accepted  Masons, 
to  carefully  probe,  scrutinize  and  inspect  the  material  which 
is  being  put  into  the  Masonic  Fraternity.  If  it  is  to  continue 
to  shower  blessings  on  humanity,  it  behooves  every  Mason 
to  be  alert  and  perform  his  full  duty,  ever  remembering 
that  Masonry  has  no  room  for  idlers  or  drones.  If  we  would 
secure  for  the  Craft  the  regard  of  the  good,  it  is  not  enough 
.that  we  tell  them  it  inculcates  the  purest  and  sublimest 
morals.  We  must  show  by  our  conduct  that  such  are  its 
teachings.  If  we  would  disarm  animosity,  silence  opposi- 
tion and  remove  all  obstacles  in  the  way  of  the  growth  of 
Masonry  among  men,  to  their  good  and  the'  honor  of  the 
Fraternity,  let  us  embody  in  ourselves  its  principles  and 
teachings,  and  demonstrate  that  —

Who  thinks  most,  feels  the  noblest,  acts  the  best.” 

Bro.  A.  J.  Harris,  from  committee  on  Masonic  Temple 
Committee,  presented  the  following  report,  which  was  read 
and  referred  to  the  Special  Committee  appointed  to  consider 
that  portion  of  the  Grand  Master’s  address  relating  to  the 
Temple : 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina: 

We,  the  undersigned  members  of  the  Masonic  Temple 
Committee,  submit  for  your  consideration  our  annual  report. 

Since  our  last  annual  report  only  a few  meetings  have 
been  held,  but  we  have  constantly  pushed  the  matter  of 
getting  additional  subscriptions  and  contributions.  We 
have  also  urged  in  the  most  earnest  manner  upon  those  who 
were  good  and  generous  enough  to  make  contributions  and 
subscriptions  to  the  Temple  fund,  that  payments  should  be 
made  as  promptly  as  convenient  in  order  to  enable  the  Com- 
mittee to  commence  work  on  the  Temple  as  soon  as  possible. 
It  has  been  gratifying  to  us  to  see  the  prompt  and  liberal 
spirit  with  which  the  brethren  in  almost  every  instance  have 
responded. 

In  our  last  report  we  stated  that  about  $40,000  in  second 
mortgage  bonds  had  been  subscribed,  including  $3,000  real- 
ized from  the  Masonic  Fair,  and  that  $15,725.92  of  that 
amount  had  been  paid.  Out  of  this  amount  we  purchased 
the  Ball  property  at  a cost  $6, 000  and  paid  other  small  items 
amounting  to  $35,  and  that  we  had  in  bank  at  that  time 
$9,837.36,  including  interest.  We  have  had  no  one  on  the 
road  during  the  past  year  soliciting  subscriptions,  but  circu- 
lar letters  have  been  sent  out  to  the  lodges  and  the  individual 
Masons  calling  to  their  attention  the  great  importance  of 
this  work,  and  some  have  cheerfully  responded.  The  result 
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is  that  we  have  added  about  $5,000  in  new  subscriptions  and 
about  $5,000  in  donations.  This  gives  us  a total  of  $42,000 
subscribed  for  second  mortgage  bonds,  $3,000  realized  from 
Masonic  Fair  and  $5,000  in  donations,  or  a grand  total  of 
$50,000.  This  amount,  together  with  the  $50,000  of  first 
mortgage  bonds  which  it  is  our  purpose  to  issue,  will  give 
us  in  available  assets,  in  round  numbers,  $100,000.  In  view 
of  this  condition  of  our  affairs,  we  concluded  that  the  time 
had  come  for  us  to  proceed  and  take  steps  looking  to  the 
early  commencement  of  the  work  on  the  Temple.  We  have, 
therefore,  contracted  with  the  Raleig'h  Savings  Bank  for  the 
site  for  the  temple  on  the  corner  of  Fayetteville  and  Har- 
gett streets,  in  the  city  of  Raleigh,  to  pay  for  it  $30,000, 
which,  added  to  the  amount  of  $6,000  formerly  paid  for  the 
Ball  property,  makes  a total  to  be  paid  for  building  site 
$36,000.  We  will  notify  the  tenants  in  the  buildings  to 
vacate  within  a reasonable  time,  as  we  desire  to  commence 
the  construction  of  the  Temple  in  the  near  future. 

Our  plan,  as  previously  outlined,  is  to  erect  a handsome 
seven-story  building  of  slow  burning  steel  construction,  at 
a cost  of  about  $80,000  or  $90,000.  The  building,  together 
with  the  site,  we  estimate  will  cost  in  round  numbers  about 
$120,000.  We  estimate  that  the  material  in  the  old  build- 
ings can  be  utilized  to  the  amount  of  $5,000. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  figures  that  we  are  yet 
short  about  $15,000  of  having  an  amount  sufficient  to  carry 
out  our  plans  and  complete  the  Temple. 

Your  committee  has  endeavored  to  proceed  very  pru- 
dently and  carefully,  and  we  have  taken  steps  only  after 
much  thought  and  deliberation,  and  we  have  said  from  the 
beginning  that  we  did  not  propose  to  commence  the  build- 
ing of  the  Temple  until  we  had  a sufficient  amount  of  money 
in  sight  or  its  equivalent,  to  enable  us  to  calculate  with  reas- 
onable certainty,  to  complete  the  Temple  as  soon  as  possible 
after  its  commencement. 

There  are  a number  of  lodges  in  the  State  which  have 
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not  yet  subscribed  anything  or  given  anything  towards  the 
building  of  this  Temple.  We  believe  that  every  lodge  in 
the  State  will  take  a personal  interest  in  this  movement  and 
will  give  something  to  the  Temple  fund  as  soon  as  they 
have  an  opportunity  to  do  so.  We  know  of  one  lodge  in  the 
State  which  has  already  subscribed  liberally,  yet  states  that 
it  will  subscribe  for  $1,000  more  of  the  second  mortgage 
bonds  if  it  is  necessary  to  enable  us  to  build  the  Temple. 
If  the  lodges  in  the  State  which  have  not  yet  subscribed  for 
any  of  the  Temple  bonds  would  take  on  an  average  of  only 
$100  each,  we  would  have  sufficient  funds  to  complete  the 
Temple.  Or  suppose  every  Mason  in  North  Carolina  who 
was  able  to  do  so  would  donate  $10  to  the  Temple  fund,  we 
would  have  enough  money  to  build  the  Temple  without  one 
dollar  of  debt  upon  it. 

Our  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  Brother  Walter  S. 
Liddell,  conceived  the  idea  of  getting  as  many  Masons  in 
the  State  as  he  could  to  sign  a card  agreeing  to  give  $10  to 
the  Temple  fund,  payable  in  five  annual  installments  of  $2 
each.  There  are  at  least  5,000  Masons  in  North  Carolina 
who  could  easily  have  signed  one  of  these  cards  and  given 
$10  to  this  fund  and  would  never  have  missed  the  amount, 
and  yet,  to  our  astonishment,  only  about  400  signed  the  cards 
and  returned  them.  We  believe  the  failure  to  sign  the  agree- 
ment to  give  $10  to  the  Temple  fund  was  more  through 
neglect  or  want  of  realizing  the  importance  of  the  matter, 
rather  than  a lack  of  interest  in  the  work.  We  don’t  believe 
there  is  a member  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  we  believe  fur- 
ther, that  there  are  but  few  Masons  in  North  Carolina  who 
are  not  able  to  give  $2  per  year  for  five  years  to  a noble  and 
worthy  cause  which  appeals  to  them.  If  only  one  half  of 
the  Masons  in  the  State  would  give  $10  each  it  would  aggre- 
gate $70,000  and  the  Temple  could  be  built  with  a very  small 
debt  upon  it.  This  is  a grand  work  which  we  have  under- 
taken and  it  means  much  for  the  future  welfare  and  prosperity 
of  Masonry  in  this  State,  and  it  becomes  every  Mason  in  the 
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State  to  see  to  it  that  we  measure  up  to  the  full  standard  of 
our  duty. 

When  this  Temple  is  built  and  paid  for  the  Grand 
Lodge  will  have  a home  of  its  own  where  it  can  store  and 
preserve  its  valuable  documents  and  records.  It  will  own 
a property  worth  easily  $125,000,  bringing  in  an  annual 
income  of  about  $12,500,  which  can  be  used  in  enlarging 
and  extending  the  usefulness  of  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum 
or  in  establishing  in  connection  with  that  institution  a home 
for  aged  and  indigent  Masons  who  have  no  loved  ones  to 
care  for  them  in  their  old  age. 

Can’t  we  find  at  least  5,000  Masons  in  North  Carolina 
who  will  agree  to  give  $2  per  year  for  five  years  to  this 
good  work?  Won’t  every  Representative  here  present  in 
this  Grand  Lodge  pledge  the  committee  his  faith  as  a Master 
Mason  that  he  will  go  back  to  his  lodge  and  make  a personal 
appeal  to  every  member  of  his  lodge  and  endeavor  to  get 
every  one  of  them  to  sign  one  of  these  cards?  If  every 
member  of  this  Grand  Lodge  will  resolve  to  do  this  and  will 
live  faithfully  up  to  this  resolve,  we  can  build  the  Temple 
in  the  near  future  and  will  soon  see  it  unencumbered  of  debt 
and  the  absolute  property  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  We  will 
see  our  hopes  and  expectations  realized  and  a consummation 
of  the  many  blessings  which  we  have  endeavored  to  set 
before  you  in  this  report. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  the  Grand  Lodge  establish 
and  create  an  honor  roll,  on  which  shall  be  enrolled  and 
preserved  a record  of  every  Mason  who  contributes  $10  to 
the  building  of  the  Temple,  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary 
be  instructed  to  prepare  and  have  printed  a neat  certificate 
with  the  cut  of  the  Temple  and  the  name  of  the  contributor 
on  it,  stating  that  he  has  an  interest  in  the  Temple  and 
donated  $10  to  its  construction.  This  certificate  will  become 
valuable  as  time  rolls  on,  and  in  after  years  this  honor  roll 
will  become  one  of  the  most  highly  prized  possessions  of  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

The  committee  desires  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
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express  its  thanks  and  appreciation  to  those  lodges  and 
individuals  who  have  come  to  our  assistance  and  pledged 
either  subscriptions  or  donations.  Some  lodges  and  some 
individuals  have  given  liberally,  some  have  not  given  at  all, 
and  some  have  not  given  as  liberally  as  they  should.  We 
now  call  on  every  lodge  and  every  individual  Mason  in  the 
State  to  do  their  full  duty  by  this  splendid  enterprise,  and  if 
you  come  to  our  assistance  as  you  should,  it  will  not  be  many 
more  months  before  we  can  commence  the  building  of  the 
Temple  and  push  it  rapidly  to  completion. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  work  of  your  committee  is 
materially  increasing  and  will  be  largely  extended  and 
enlarged  as  soon  as  the  building  of  the  Temple  is  commenced, 
we  recommend  that  the  number  of  your  committee  be  in- 
creased from  nine  to  eleven,  and  that  the  names  of  Bros. 
B.  S.  Royster  and  A.  B.  Andrews,  Jr.,  be  added  to  the  com- 
mittee. 

Your  committee  takes  a pride  in  stating  that  we  have 
endeavored  to  be  exceedingly  prudent  and  conservative  in 
every  movement  concerning  the  Temple,  even  at  the  risk  of 
being  criticised  for  being  slow  and  for  a seeming  failure  to 
push  the  work  as  rapidly  as  we  should.  We  have  felt  that 
it  was  wise  and  best  to  pursue  a waiting  policy  in  regard  to 
commencing  the  building  until  we  were  in  good  shape  finan- 
cially to  commence  this  work,  and  then  push  it  to  comple- 
tion as  rapidly  as  possible.  We  have  incurred  but  little 
expense  outside  of  paying  for  the  real  estate,  and  we  say 
with  pride  that  if  the  Grand  Lodge  should  decide  today  not 
to  build  the  Temple,  we  are  in  a position  to  dispose  of  our 
real  estate  and  return  to  everyone  who  has  subscribed  all 
that  he  has  paid  in,  with  6 per  cent,  interest,  and  then  have 
a surplus  of  about  $5,000,  which  we  can  convert  into  the 
Grand  Lodge  treasury,  besides  returning  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  what  has  been  paid  on  its  subscription.  We  feel  that 
this  condition  of  affairs  should  fully  satisfy  and  please  every 
Mason  in  the  State  and  delight  everyone  who  has  been  kind 
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and  generous  enough  to  help  this  good  work  with  their 
subscriptions.

Whereas,  We  believe  the  building  of  the  Masonic 
Temple  is  a matter  of  great  importance  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
North  Carolina  and  is  fraught  with  much  good  for  the  future 
welfare  and  prosperity  of  Masonry  in  this  State,  and  believ- 
ing that  the  completion  of  the  plans  contemplated  in  regard 
to  the  Temple  will  enable  us  to  further  prosecute  the  great 
work  which  this  Grand  Lodge  is  now  doing  in  connection 
with  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum,  and  will  further  enable 
this  Grand  Lodge  to  consummate  its  desires  in  regard  to 
establishing  a home  for  aged  and  indigent  Masons ; and, 
Whereas,  Our  Committee  on  Masonic  Temple  has  endeav- 
ored to  mature  its  plans  with  prudence  and  economy  and  with 
a desire  to  complete  the  Temple  as  soon  as  possible,  at  the 
same  time  not  to  deviate  from  good  business  principles,  and 
believing  that  every  Mason  in  North  Carolina  should  take 
an  interest  and  a pride  in  the  building  of  this  Temple  and 
should  aid  the  committee  in  its  work  and  lighten  its  burden 
as  much  as  we  can;  and, 

Whereas,  The  committee  has  undertaken  to  raise  a 
specific  amount  in  donations  of  $10,  payable  in  five  annual 
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installments  of  $2  each  in  order  to  lessen  the  debt  as  much 
as  possible  upon  the  Temple ; therefore, 

Resolved , That  this  Grand  Lodge  indorses  the  action  of 
the  committee  and  believes  that  it  is  the  duty  of  every 
Mason  in  North  Carolina  who  is  able  to  do  so  to  obligate 
himself  to  give  $2  a year  to  this  noble  enterprise  for  the 
next  five  years,  and  that  we  heartily  recommend  and  request 
every  member  of  this  Grand  Lodge  to  feel  that  he  is  appointed 
a committee  of  one  by  this  Grand  Lodge  to  solicit  contribu- 
tions of  this  nature  from  every  member,  as  far  as  he  can,  of 
their  respective  lodges,  and  report  the  result  of  such  canvass 
to  the  Grand  Secretary.

Grand  Lodge  was  called  from  refreshment  to  labor 
at  9:30  o’clock,  a.  m.,  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master 
W.  S.  Liddell  presiding. 

Bro.  F.  D.  Winston,  to  whom  was  referred  the  case  of 
Chas.  F.  Allen,  presented  the  following  report,  which  was 
read  and  adopted,  and  the  Grand  Master  appointed  Bro. 
J.  S.  Grant,  of  King  Solomon  Lodge,  Jackson,  N.  C.,  to 
further  investigate  the  facts  in  the  case  at  the  expense  of 
the  petitioner  and  report  at  the  next  session  of  the  Grand 
Lodge : 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge: 

I beg  leave  to  report  that  the  resolution  relating  to  the 
case  of  Chas.  F.  Allen,  late  of  Charity  Lodge  No.  5,  is  mis- 
leading. 

Chas.  F.  Allen  was  expelled  from  Charity  Lodge  and 
not  “indefinitely  suspended.”  Believing  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  should  know  this  fact,  I have  not  proceeded  under 
the  resolution  to  investigate  that  case.  After  maturely  con- 
sidering the  matter  and  calling  to  mind  the  fact  that  I was 
the  prosecutor  of  Charity  Lodge  upon  the  charges  on  which 
Chas.  F.  Allen  was  expelled  therefrom,  I have  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  it  would  not  be  proper  for  me  to  investi- 
gate this  matter,  and  I think  it  advisable,  if  the  Grand  Lodge 
sees  fit  to  have  further  investigation,  that  some  other  person 
be  appointed  in  my  place.

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Wm.  Hatcher,  presented  the  following  report,  which  was 
read  and  adopted,  and  the  Grand  Master  appointed  Bro. 
J.  H.  Withers,  W.  M.  of  Lillington  Lodge,  and  Bro.  J.  A. 
Campbell,  of  Buies  Creek  Lodge,  to  make  further  investi- 
gation in  this  case,  at  the  expense  of  Mr.  Wm.  Hatcher,  and 
make  report  at  next  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge: 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge: 

I respectfully  report  that,  acting  under  a resolution 
passed  at  the  last  communication,  I visited  Cape  Fear  Lodge 
on  December  27,  1904.  After  full  and  free  discussion  of  the 
matter  referred  to  me,  to-wit:  the  indefinite  suspension  of 
William  Hatcher,  I beg  leave  to  report  that,  while  I find 
that  time  has  effaced  much  recollection  of  the  trial  and  its 
incidents,  and  also  that  the  records  relating  thereto  are  not 
now  to  be  found,  still  I find  that  the  charges  were  regularly 
made  and  a trial  had,  and  William  Hatcher  indefinitely  sus- 
pended. From  this  judgment  he  appealed  to  the  Grand 
Lodge,  which  appeal  the  Grand  Lodge  did  not  sustain.  I 
find  that  from  time  to  time  William  Hatcher  has  endeavored 
to  bring  the  matter  before  the  Grand  Lodge,  but  that  owing 
to  his  ignorance  of  the  procedure  he  has  failed  to  do  so.  I 
find  that  he  has  repeatedly  petitioned  Cape  Fear  Lodge  to 
reinstate  him  to  membership,  but  that  his  petition  has  inva- 
riably, upon  ballot,  been  rejected. 

After  full  consideration  I conclude  that  it  is  not  possibe 
for  William  Hatcher  to  be  reinstated  as  a member  of  Cape 
Fear  Lodge,  and  that,  if  reinstated  at  all,  it  must  be  through 
your  Body.  In  justice  to  William  Hatcher  and  to  Cape  Fear 
Lodge,  I recommend  that,  before  any  action  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  is  taken  on  the  question  of  his  reinstatement,  a com- 
mittee be  appointed  with  power  to  take  testimony  concerning 
the  character  of  William  Hatcher  and  his  behavior  since  his 
suspension.  If  since  he  was  suspended  William  Hatcher 
has  lived,  as  he  claims,  the  life  of  an  upright  man  and  Mason, 
he  ought  to  be  reinstated  by  the  Grand  Lodge ; but  if,  as 
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claimed  by  the  members  of  Cape  Fear  Lodge,  he  has  not  so 
lived,  he  ought  not  to  be  reinstated. 

William  Hatcher  defrayed  the  expense  incident  to  my 
trip  and  furnished  me  every  convenience  in  his  power  to 
make  the  investigation.  The  brethren  of  Cape  Fear  Lodge 
were  extremely  cordial,  and  my  visit  to  them  was  one  of 
pleasure.

Brethren: — Your  Committee  on  the  Oxford  Orphan 
Asylum  has  considered  the  reports  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
and  of  the  Treasurer  and  is  pleased  that  the  institution  in 
which  all  Masons  take  such  great  and  just  pride  is  in  a flour- 
ishing condition,  both  financially  and  otherwise. 

Your  Superintendent  and  his  corps  of  teachers  and  offi- 
cers deserve  unstinted  praise  at  your  hands  for  the  most 
efficient  manner  in  which  they  have  conducted  the  affairs  of 
the  Asylum,  and  to  them  is  due  its  success  in  a large  meas- 
ure. We  refer  to  the  report  of  the  Superintendent,  which 
is  full  and  complete  in  every  detail.  The  singing  class, 
under  Miss  White,  its  accomplished  teacher,  has  met  with 
marked  success  in  its  several  tours  during  the  year,  which 
proves  the  interest  the  people  of  the  State  take  in  the  orphan 
work,  thereby  encouraging  the  great  work,  of  which  this 
Grand  Body  was  the  pioneer. 

We  concur  in  the  recommendations  of  the  Board  of 
Directors,  to- wit:  to  instruct  the  Grand  Treasurer  to  take 
steps  to  collect  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  Ellington 
note  and  for  this  Grand  Lodge  to  appropriate  three  thousand 
dollars  towards  the  support  of  the  Asylum  for  the  current 
year. 

It  gives  us  peculiar  pleasure  to  call  your  attention  to 
the  Mocksville  annual  picnics,  which  have  been  regular 
adjuncts  of  the  Asylum  for  the  past  26  years,  and  the  man- 
agers of  which  spare  neither  time  nor  labor  to  always  make 
them  big  financial  successes.  They  are  the  parent  of  all  the 
Masonic  picnics  which  are  given  annually  by  a number  of 
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lodges  in  different  parts  of  the  State,  and  it  is  gratifying  to 
note  the  spirit  of  emulation  shown  by  the  brethren  in  this 
matter. 

Your  committee  takes  pleasure  in  reporting  that  since 
your  last  Annual  Communication  two  legacies  have  been 
left  to  the  Asylum — one  by  Mrs.  Malvina  T.  White,  of 
Winston,  amounting  to  about  three  thousand  dollars,  the 
other  by  Miss  E.  V.  Bynum,  of  Saratoga,  Wilson  County, 
amounting  to  five  hundred  dollars. 

Mrs.  A.  J.  Buffaloe,  who  was  editor  and  proof-reader  of 
the  Orphans'  Friend  for  several  years,  died  last  November. 
We  take  this  occasion  to  extend  our  sympathy  and  that  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  to  the  family  of  the  deceased. 

The  Board  of  Directors  informs  us  that  at  its  meeting- 
held  in  Durham  on  the  14th  of  December,  T904,  it  carried 
out  the  wishes  of  the  Grand  Lodge  by  presenting  your  most 
efficient  Superintendent  with  a handsome  silver  service, 
consisting  of  a waiter  and  five  pieces. 

It  gives  the  committee  pleasure  to  commend  the  work 
of  the  Orphans'  Friend. , our  official  organ,  and  to  especially 
mention  for  the  consideration  of  the  brethren  the  helpful- 
ness gained  by  reading  the  Masonic  Department,  conducted 
by  our  aged  and  venerable  Past  Grand  Master,  John  Nichols. 

We  are  glad  to  note  that  the  Grand  Master  has  visited 
the  Orphan  Asylum  twice  during  the  past  year,  thereby 
showing  the  interest  he  takes  in  this  grand  charity;  also  the 
magnificent  condition  he  found  the  Asylum  in,  having  care- 
fully and  closely  inspected  each  department.  The  Grand 
Master’s  visits  are  worthy  of  emulation,  and  we  wish  to 
impress  upon  the  brethren  the  importance  of  following  his 
example. 

The  Board  of  Directors  being  composed  of  members 
elected  by  the  Grand  Lodge  and  also  by  appointment  of 
the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth,  it  is  well  that  we  have 
one  among  those  elected  by  the  Grand  Lodge  who  is  willing 
to  devote  all  of  his  time,  if  necessary,  to  promoting  the 
interests  of  the  Asylum. 
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Brother  Rosenthal,  the  efficient  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  Secretary  of  the  Orphan

F.  M.  Moye,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Custodians, 
presented  the  report  of  the  board  as  follows,  which  was  read 
and  action  postponed  until  tomorrow : 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina: 

We,  the  undersigned  Custodians  of  the  Work,  appointed 
by  the  Grand  Master  under  a resolution  adopted  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  at  its  Annual  Communication  in  1903,  beg 
leave  to  submit  the  following  report  of  our  official  acts  to 
date  : 

Certain  explicit  duties  as  set  forth  in  said  resolution  are 
imposed  upon  the  Custodians:  first,  that  they  shall  annually 
meet  in  Raleigh  on  Monday  preceding  the  Annual  Commu- 
nication of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  at  such  other  times  and 
places  as  the  Grand  Master  may  order;  second,  to  preserve 
the  work  as  defined  in  Article  XII,  Section  3 of  the  Masonic 
Code  of  1897,  which  is  declared  to  be  the  “Ancient  Work  of 
Masonry,  ” known  as  the  Stevenson  System;  third,  to  assist 
the  Grand  Lecturers  in  exemplifying  the  work  before  the 
Grand  Lodge.  While  other  powers  are  conferred  upon 
them,  these  are  the  only  absolute  and  positive  duties  enu- 
merated in  the  law. 

We  regret  that  owing  to  the  sickness  of  the  Chairman 
of  our  Board,  Bro.  F.  M.  Moye,  we  were  unable  to  hold  a 
meeting  as  prescribed  by  law  on  Monday  preceding  our 
Annual  Communication  last  year,  or  make  a report  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  at  that  time.  We  have  held  but  two  meet- 
ings since  our  appointment — one  by  order  of  Past  Grand 
Master  Clark,  the  other  by  order  of  Grand  Master  Liddell. 
The  first  was  held  in  Raleigh  in  the  early  spring  of  1903, 
soon  after  the  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  which 
there  were  present  our  full  Board,  (Brother  Womack  being 
then  a member,  but  since  succeeded  by  Brother  Cameron 
who  is  now  a member),  also  Grand  Master  Clark,  and  by 
invitation  Bros.  B.  W.  Hatcher,  Grand  Lecturer,  and  C.  F. 
Bahnson,  Assistant  Grand  Lecturer.  Brother  Moye  was 
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elected  chairman  and  given  the  three  years’  term  of  office, 
while  the  one  and  two  years’  term  was  assigned  respectively 
to  Brothers  Womack  and  Matthews. 

Believing  that  the  spirit  if  not  the  letter  of  the  resolu- 
tion contemplated  an  inquiry  on  our  part  as  to  whether  the 
work  practiced  by  the  Grand  Lecturers  is  in  all  respects  the 
“Stevenson  System,”  Brother  Hatcher,  by  our  request, 
very  patiently  and  in  his  usual  clear  and  intelligent  manner, 
rehearsed  the  whole  work  as  taught  by  him,  after  which  we 
called  his  attention  to  certain  minor  changes  which  we 
regarded  as  proper,  and  in  which  he  readily  and  cheerfully 
acquiesced.  We  have  reason  to  believe  that  it  is  a conten- 
tion on  the  part  of  some  that  it  is  not  the  purpose  of  the 
resolution  to  confer  upon  the  Custodians  the  right  to  make 
or  suggest  changes  in  the  work  taught  by  the  Grand  Lec- 
turers, it  being  their  duty  simply  to  accept  the  same  as  the 
true  Stevenson  work  and  using  their  best  endeavors  to 
preserve  it  in  its  purity,  and  transmit  it  unchanged  and 
unimpaired  to  their  successors. 

We  are  persuaded  that  a construction  of  the  resolution 
on  this  point  by  the  Grand  Master,  or  the  Grand  Lodge, 
would  be  timely  and  in  the  interest  of  harmony  and  love 
among  the  brotherhood. 

In  the  view  of  the  matter  honestly  undertaken  by  the 
Custodians,  who  were  in  pursuit  of  truth  only,  surely  it  was 
not  their  purpose  to  assume  knowingly  a right  they  did  not 
possess  or  unfairly  to  criticise  in  the  smallest  degree  the 
work  being  taught  by  our  worthy  Grand  Lecturer  and  his 
very  capable  assistants.  Rather  would  we  commend  their 
zealous  and  faithful  labors  in  the  vineyard  of  Masonry,  and 
bear  willing  testimony  to  the  fact  that  the  ceremonial  work 
of  the  degrees  is  rendered  by  them  in  a most  beautiful, 
impressive  and  instructive  manner. 

We  did  not  further  investigate  the  work  at  this  our  first 
meeting,  the  majority  of  the  board,  on  account  of  other 
important  and  pressing  engagements,  being  anxious  to  defer 
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the  matter  for  future  action.  Grand  Master  Clark  called  a 
second  meeting  at  Wilmington  June  16,  1903,  but  unfortu- 
nately the  Grand  Chapter  and  Grand  Commandery  of  the 
State  were  in  session  at  the  same  time  and  place,  and 
Brother  Matthews  one  of  our  members  being  unavoidably 
absent  no  meeting  was  held. 

By  order  of  Grand  Master  Liddell  our  full  board  met  at 
Wilmington  May  16,  1904,  the  Grand  Master  himself  being 
present,  also  Grand  Lecturer  Hatcher  and  Assistant  Grand 
Lecturer  Bahnson.  At  the  suggestion  of  the  Grand  Master, 
Brothers  Hatcher  and  Bahnson  carefully  rehearsed  the  cer- 
emony, catechism  and  lectures  pertaining  to  the  work  of 
each  degree  as  taught  by  them,  Brother  Cameron  in  the 
meantime  noting  the  points  of  difference  between  the  Cus- 
todians and  Lecturers,  and  between  the  Lecturers  them- 
selves. Each  of  these  points  after  a full  and  free  discussion 
were  definitely  decided,  by  which  all  expressed  their  willing- 
ness to  abide.  The  changes  made  in  the  work  taught  by 
the  Grand  Lecturers  are  few  and  easily  understood. 
Nothing  radical  has  been  done — nothing  to  excite  or  disturb 
the  Craft  in  any  way.  Everything  is  now  definitely  settled 
except  one,  and  that  we  conceive  to  be  of  supreme  impor- 
tance to  the  Craft,  and  upon  it  we  desire  to  lay  special  stress. 
It  has  claimed  our  earnest  and  careful  consideration,  and 
the  Custodians  and  Lecturers  are  a unit  in  regard  to  it.  We 
do  not  think  the  present  way  of  wearing  the  Master’s  apron 
is  in  accordance  with  ancient  usage,  or  the  Stevenson  work. 
It  being  beyond  our  prerogative  to  act  in  the  matter  as  it  is 
a law  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  we  heartily  recommend  that  the 
manner  of  teaching  of  the  wearing  of  the  Master’s  apron 
previous  to  1892  be  adopted  and  we  hope  a resolution  to 
this  effect  will  receive  favorable  consideration. 

Appreciating  the  honor  conferred  upon  us,  and  regret- 
ting that  we  have  been  unable  to  complete  at  an  earlier  day 
the  work  assigned  us,  this  report  is  fraternally  submitted 
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for  such  disposition  as  the  Grand  Lodge  in  its  wisdom  may 
determine.

To  the  Most  Worshipful  the  Grand  Master , Grand  Officers 

and  Brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  : 

Most  Worshipful  Sir  and  Worshipful  Brethren: — I 
have  the  honour  to  inform  you  that  a number  of  lodges  of 
Freemasons,  holding  Warrants  of  Constitution  under  the 
Grand  Lodges  of  Ireland  and  Scotland  respectively,  have 
formed  themselves  into  an  independent  Grand  Lodge  of 
Ancient,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  Queensland,  and 
have  elected  George  Samuel  Hutton,  Es'q.,  as  Grand  Master. 

The  movement  has  been  conceived  and  carried  out  free 
from  any  feeling  of  antagonism  to  our  parent  Grand  Lodges, 
for  whom  we  have  always  felt,  and  still  feel,  the  most  sin- 
cere affection  and  gratitude,  but  solely  from  a conviction, 
arrived  at  after  much  earnest  and  thoughtful  deliberation, 
that  the  establishment  of  a Grand  Lodge  in  Queensland 
would  be  conducive  to  the  good  of  the  Craft,  and  tend  to 
strengthen  and  increase  its  usefulness  in  our  State. 

It  is  now  over  forty  years  since  Freemasonry  was  first 
established  in  Queensland,  and  although  grateful  for  the 
fostering  care  of  our  parent  Grand  Lodges,  we  are  con- 
vinced that  we  are  sufficiently  strong  to  exercise  the  privi- 
leges and  responsibilities  of  self  government  with  credit  to 
ourselves  and  honour  to  those  Grand  Lodges  from  whom  we 
derived  our  being. 

By  this  mail  I am  sending  printed  Reports  of  the  Pro- 
ceedings, and  it  will  be  apparent  from  the  long  list  of  names 
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of  brethren  holding  important  positions  in  the  Craft  here, 
that  every  consideration  has  been  given  the  matter,  and  that 
the  work  has  been  undertaken  by  the  brethren  who  have 
attained  high  rank  and  who  are  well  qualified  to  judge  of  the 
expediency  of  the  whole  proceedings. 

The  action  taken  by  the  brethren  in  this  State  will,  it  is 
trusted,  be  approved  by  your  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge, 
and  I am  instructed  to  respectfully  request  fraternal  recog- 
nition and  cooperation  for  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Queensland 
in  the  full  hope  and  confidence  that  such  recognition  wjill  be 
cordially  and  promptly  given,  thus  tending  to  ensure  to  this 
Grand  Lodge  sole  jurisdiction  within  the  territory.

B.  S.  Royster,  from  Committee  on  Masonic  Juris- 
prudence, submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  read 
and  adopted: 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  and  Brethren  of  the 

Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina: 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  to  which  was  referred 
the  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master,  as  set  forth  in  his  annual 
address,  beg  leave  to  report : 

They  have  considered  the  question  presented  on  page  3 
in  which  one  lodge  had  conferred  the  degrees  by  the  request 
of  another  lodge  (by  which  latter  lodge  candidate  had  been 
elected  to  the  degrees  of  Masonry).  In  such  case  can  the 
brother  become  a member  of  the  lodge  conferring  degrees 
by  signing  the  By-laws? 

If  this  is  not  already  met  by  the  existing  law  your  com- 
mittee is  of  the  opinion  that  the  Code  should  be  amended 
by  providing  that  in  such  case  the  brother,  having  been 
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elected  to  the  degrees  of  Freemasonry,  should  be  allowed  to 
sign  the  By-laws  of  his  original  lodge  by  proxy,  or  should 
signify  his  assent  in  writing  to  the  By-laws,  and  should 
thereupon  be  entitled  to  receive  a dimit.  It  seems  best  to 
the  committee  that  the  record  to  the  lodge  in  which  the 
brother  was  elected  should  show  that  he  had  become  a mem- 
ber thereof  by  signing  the  By-laws,  or  by  signifying  in  writing 
his  assent  to  the  By-laws,  which  would  be  substantially  the 
same.  He  could  then  receive  a dimit  just  as  in  all  other 
cases  of  a change  of  residence. 

In  regard  to  the  advancement  of  an  Entered  Apprentice 
where  objections  had  been  raised,  the  committee  endorses 
the  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master.  While  the  practice  is 
not  uniform  throughout  the  various  Grand  J urisdictions,  in 
North  Carolina  an  applicant  is  usually  elected  to  the  three 
degrees  of  Masonry  at  the  same  time  by  a single  ballot.  If 
for  any  cause  subsequently  arising,  or  information  subse- 
quently obtained  by  a member  of  the  lodge,  or  upon  infor- 
mation already  in  the  possession  of  any  member  who  was 
not  present  at  the  election,  it  would  seem  that  any  brother 
had  a right  to  demand  a new  ballot  for  the  succeeding 
degrees.  While  this  might  be  subject  to  abuse,  it  is  no  more 
so  than  the  use  of  the  blackball,  which  in  every  instance 
puts  the  power  of  veto  in  the  hands  of  any  individual  brother. 

The  committee  approves  the  first  eight  decisions  and 
also  the  construction  placed  upon  the  resolutions  providing 
for  the  appointment  of  the  Board  of  Custodians  of  the  work.

Whereas,  At  the  time  of  the  surrender  of  its  charter 
said  Mount  Energy  Lodge  owned  about  one  acre  of  land 
upon  which  is  located  a two- story  frame  building,  the  lower 
floor  of  which  was  formerly  used  as  a store  house  and  the 
upper  floor  was  used  as  a lodge  room ; and, 

Whereas,  At  the  time  of  the  surrender  by  said  lodge  of 
its  charter  there  were  twenty-two  members  of  said  lodge  in 
good  standing;  and, 

Whereas,  Since  said  lodge  has  surrendered  its  charter 
two  of  its  members  have  been  received  as  members  of 
Creedmoor  Lodge  No.  499,  and  five  of  said  members  have 
petitioned  for  membership  in  said  Creedmoor  Lodge;  and, 

Whereas,  A large  majority  of  the  remaining  members 
of  said  Mount  Energy  Lodge  will  petition  said  Creedmoor 
Lodge  for  membership ; and, 

Whereas,  Nineteen  of  the  charter  members  of  said 
Creedmoor  Lodge  were  formerly  members  of  said  Mount 
Energy  Lodge ; and, 

Whereas,  Since  the  organization  of  said  Creedmoor 
Lodge  six  of  the  members  of  said  Mount  Energy  Lodge 
have  petitioned  and  have  been  received  as  members  of  said 
Creedmoor  Lodge ; and, 

Whereas,  Said  Creedmoor  Lodge  is  more  conveniently 
located  than  said  Mount  Energy  Lodge ; and, 

Whereas,  Said  Creedmoor  Lodge  has  purchased  a valu- 
able lot  in  the  town  of  Creedmoor  and  has  erected  thereon 
a large  two-story  building,  the  lower  floor  of  which  is  used 
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as  a store  room  and  the  upper  floor  as  a lodge  room,  at  a 
cost  for  the  lot  and  building  of  about  $1,500;  and, 

Whereas,  It  has  become  necessary  for  said  Creedmoor 
Lodge  to  borrow  the  sum  of  $1,100  to  complete  the  pay-- 
ment  for  said  lot  and  building;  and, 

Whereas,  Masonry  will  be  greatly  promoted  in  that 
section  by  the  paying  off  of  the  amount  now  owing  by  said 
Creedmoor  Lodge ; and, 

Whereas,  It  is  hardly  possible  to  reorganize  and  rees- 
tablish said  Mount  Energy  Lodge  for  the  reason  that  it  is 
not  conveniently  located  and  for  the  further  reason  that  the 
town  of  Creedmoor  has  become  the  center  of  population  in 
that  section ; and, 

Whereas,  Under  the  laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  the  said 
lot  and  building  owned  by  said  Mount  Energy  Lodge  at  the 
time  of  the  surrender  of  its  charter  became  the  property  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  ; and, 

Whereas,  A majority  of  the  members  of  said  Mount 
Energy  Lodge  at  the  time  of  the  surrender  of  its  charter  are 
anxious  that  the  said  lot  and  building  owned  by  said  Mount 
Energy  Lodge  shall  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  of  such  sale 
paid  over  to  said  Creedmoor  Lodge  so  that  those  to  whom 
this  property  belongs  may  enjoy  the  benefits  of  the  same; 
therefore,  be  it  resolved:

Christ  and  yet  who  are  eligible  to  receive  the  degrees  of 
Masonry  because  of  their  belief  in  Deity.  We  therefore 
recommend  that  the  service  be  not  adopted.  Of  course, 
lodges  can  sing,  if  they  prefer,  under  the  present  service.

The  orator  of  the  day,  Prof.  J.  B.  Carlyle,  was  intro- 
duced and  delivered  the  following  address: 

MASONRY:  PAST.  PRESENT  AND  PROSPECTIVE. 

I have  chosen  as  a theme  for  today:  Masonry — past, 
present  and  prospective — its  record  in  the  past,  its  achieve- 
ments in  the  present  and  its  purposes  for  the  long,  long 
years  of  the  future.  This  theme  will  at  once  appear  both 
vast  and  vague — vast  enough  for  the  profoundest  philoso- 
pher and  vague  enough  for  the  veriest  dreamer.  Being 
neither  a philosopher  nor  a dreamer,  I shall  attempt  neither 
to  explore  its  vastness  nor  to  illuminate  its  vagueness,  but 
to  deduce  from  it  some  plain,  practical  suggestions  for  our 
conduct  as  Masons. 

The  past  of  our  noble  Order  is  radiant  with  high  and 
heroic  achievement.  This  is  not  the  place  nor  the  time  to 
demand  a detailed  discussion  of  the  exact  date  and  place  of 
its  origin.  It  is  sufficient  to  say  that  through  the  Middle 
Ages,  when  the  light  of  learning  was  lost  in  the  mists  of 
superstitious  ignorance  ; when  Christianity  had  lost  its  power 
and  purity  in  the  foul  atmosphere  of  Paganism ; when  vice 
reigned  triumphant  over  virtue  and  man  seemed  about  to 
relapse  into  savagery,  Masonry  was  in  its  own  way  doing  its 
silent,  salutary  work,  shining  as  a beacon  of  hope  above  a 
sea  of  gloom  or  threading  its  way  like  a stream  of  limpid 
water  amid  foul  and  poisonous  rivers.  Civilization  will 
never  be  able  to  pay  its  debt  to  Masonry  for  its  service  in 
the  dark  ages.  It  lessened  the  horrors  of  war  and  height- 
ened the  pleasures  of  peace,  stood  as  a helpmeet  for  Chris- 
tianity and  proclaimed  with  ever  increasing  charm  the  value 
16 
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of  civilization.  Such  a record,  while  not  entitling  it  to 
unquestioning  acceptance,  certainly  does  justify  its  claim  to 
respect.  Antiquity  in  origin,  while  not  a sufficient  passport 
to  favor  in  itself,  always  establishes  a 'friendly  presumption. 

Bitter  and  determined  opposition  Masonry  has  always 
encountered.  More  than  half  a century  ago  the  Know . 
Nothing  party  sought  to  destroy  it  by  appealing  to  political 
prejudice;  later  religious  zealots,  mistaking  fanaticism  for 
piety,  tried  to  overwhelm  it  by  arraying  against  it  an  irresist- 
ible volume  of  Christian  sentiment.  The  last  and  least  of 
these  is  John  Alexander  Dowie,  the  modern  Elijah,  who  is 
fed  not  by  ravens,  as  was  his  ancient  namesake,  but  by 
gulls,  male  and  female,  endowed  with  all  the  attributes  of 
humanity  except  common  sense.  But  above  all  these  foes 
Masonry,  standing  for  faith  in  Jehovah,  freedom  from  vice, 
and  fraternity  among  men,  has  risen  triumphant,  grown 
stronger  in  every  conflict  and  brighter  from  the  burning 
fires  of  opposition. 

Out  of  the  many  objections  I choose  two. 

First,  its  secrecy.  This  objection  has  more  plausibility 
than  potency,  and  is  not  peculiar  to  Masonry.  The  home, 
God’s  oldest  and  greatest  institution,  is  hedged  about  with 
privacy.  Christianity  has  more  than  once  been  forced  to 
conceal  the  counsels  of  its  champions.  The  senate  of  this 
great  country,  the  most  honored  deliberative  body  on  the 
globe,  in  executive  session  binds  its  members  under  the 
solemn  promise  of  secrecy.  Courts  of  justice,  in  some  of 
their  operations,  protect  themselves  from  the  gaze  of  the 
world.  Go  further.  Nature  teems  with  the  spirit  of  secrecy. 
Somewhere  in  my  brain  the  will  decides  to  raise  my  hand. 
Quicker  than  the  electric  flash  the  message  is  communicated 
to  the  nerve.  The  process  no  man  knows.  The  fragrant 
flower  at  our  feet,  the  mighty  planet  sweeping  through 
space ; all  nature’s  forms  and  fancies  are  thronged  with 
secrets.  Across  the  vaulted  sky  and  on  ocean’s  bosom 
secrecy  is  written,  and  he  who  would  strike  down  Masonry 
because  its  work  is  done  in  secret  must  aim  a blow  first  at 
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Jehovah  himself,  for  God  the  Maker  moves  in  a mysterious 
way,  his  wonders  to  perform. 

Another  objection,  that  Masonry  seeks  to  usurp  the 
functions  of  the  Church,  is  more  unreasonable  still. 

Faith  in  the  existence  of  Deity  and  a spirit  of  brother- 
hood among  men — fundamentals  in  the  Christian  creed — 
are  also  primary  essentials  in  the  Mason’s  armor,  showing 
our  Order  to  be  not  a hindrance,  but  a helpmeet  of  the 
Church. 

Not  in  the  antiquity  of  its  origin,  not  in  the  illustrious 
lives  of  its  sons  in  the  ages  past,  does  Masonry  find  its  chief- 
est  glory,  but  in  the  lofty  character  of  its  aims.  These  are 
twofold  as  they  relate  to  the  Mason  himself  and  to  others. 
In  the  individual,  Masonry  aims  to  promote  self  control  and 
self  cultivation.  He  has  espoused  the  principles  of  our 
noble  Order  to  little  purpose  or  profit  who  has  failed  to  learn 
the  essential  lessons  of  self  control.  Xenophon,  the  great 
Greek  historian,  makes  one  of  his  characters  say  “ He  who 
would  rule  others  must  first  learn  to  rule  himself.”  The 
first  aim  of  Masonry  is  to  impart  this  power  of  self  control. 
To  subdue  the  passions,  to  control  the  appetite,  to  make  the 
will  obey  the  behest  of  the  judgment,  to  keep  the  imagina- 
tion in  proper  bounds — in  a word,  to  bring  all  the  powers  of 
one’s  personality,  all  the  functions  of  one’s  being  under  the 
dominion  of  wise  and  righteous  self  control — this  is  the  first 
aim  of  Masonry.  But  it  stops  not  here.  Not  the  control 
alone,  but  the  cultivation  of  the  faculties  to  their  highest 
efficiency— -this  is  another  aim  of  Masonry.  Improvement 
— always  better — better  in  spirit,  in  heart,  in  head,  in  mind 
and  morals — this  is  the  motto  of  our  ancient  Order.  The 
temple  reared  by  Solomon  was  perfect.  Perfection,  embodied 
in  its  plan  and  scope,  marked  its  every  part  when  finished. 
So  with  speculative  Masonry;  perfection  is  the  ideal  toward 
which  its  symbols  and  ceremonies  tend,  never  reached,  but 
always  sought  and  ever  near  because  so  sought.  In  this 
upward  evolution  of  the  true  Mason — this  striving  after  the 
ideals  of  our  Order — self  cultivation  is  a prime  factor. 
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Sometimes  I have  thought  that  in  our  zeal  for  the  benefit 
and  betterment  of  others  we  are  in  danger  of  forgetting 
that  he  is  able  to  do  most  for  others,  able  to  brighten  the 
world  most  who  has  first  learned  to  make  the  most  of  him- 
self. The  matchless  majesty  of  a man  with  a vision  clear 
enough  to  know  the  right  and  a will  to  do  it — this  is  the 
noblest  work  of  Masonry. 

Again,  Masonry  aims  to  touch  and  transform  the  lives 
of  others.  First,  through  sympathy.  Sympathy,  my  breth- 
ren, is  one  of  the  noblest,  I had  almost  said  the  noblest, 
attributes  of  humanity.  It  separates  man  from  the  brute 
and  differentiates  the  civilized  man  from  the  savage.  Under 
its  beneficent  spell  the  bitterness  of  hate  melts  as  snow  under 
the  gentle  rays  of  the  April  sun.  It  breaks  the  heart  as 
hard  as  stone  and  makes  another’s  woe  our  own.  This 
heaven-born  quality  Masonry  seeks  to  impart  and  inspire. 
The  true  Mason  is  imbued  with  the  sentiment  of  the  Roman 
poet  who  sang  twenty-two  centuries  ago:  “ Homo  sum; 

Illimani  nil  a me  alicnurn  pnto  ” — I am  a man  and  consider 
nothing  that  concerns  humanity  without  interest  to  me. 

Once  again,  Masonry  aims  to  give  succor.  Sympathy 
that  does  not  seek  to  give  succor  is  useless  and  fruitless. 
Hence  we  see  the  inherent  sympathy  of  Masonry  giving  aid 
to  the  needy,  the  sick  and  the  sorrowing.  Are  these  orphans? 
Masonry  provides  them  a home  where  so  far  as  possible 
loving  hands  and  loyal  service  may  take  the  place  of  mother 
and  father.  Does  age  find  itself  bereft  of  comfort,  facing 
the  grim  shadows  of  the  hereafter  under  the  stern  threat  of 
want?  Masonry  offers  aid.  Does  the  widow,  heart-broken 
by  the  loss  of  the  strong  arm  of  the  husband,  shudder  as 
she  looks  into  the  eye  of  an  unpitying  world?  Masonry  seeks 
to  wipe  away  her  tears  by  supplying  her  wants.  Is  there 
no  need  for  the  ministry  of  Masonry?  Look  around  you. 

There  is  never  a home  so  happy, 

There’s  never  a spot  so  bright 
But  sorrow,  grief  and  trouble 

Have  shed  their  withering  blight. 
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This  sorrow  needs  the  balm  of  healing.  This  grief 
needs  the  comfort  of  sympathetic  hearts.  This  trouble 
needs  the  active  aid  of  earnest  friends.  This  healing  and 
comfort  and  aid  Masonry  aims  to  bestow;  not  with  the  sound 
of  trumpets,  not  with  the  beat  of  drums,  not  with  the  tinsel 
and  noise  of  vulgar  display,  but  in  the  quiet  and  seclusion 
of  the  soul’s  supremest  need,  like  the  good  Samaritan  of 
old,  the  Mason  goes  about  doing  good. 

The  programme  was  concluded  by  the  children  singing 
“Old  North  State.” 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  returned  to  the  lodge  room. 

Past  Grand  Master  B.  S.  Royster  offered  the  following 
resolution,  which  was  unanimously  adopted : 

Resolved , That  the  thanks  of  the  Grand  Lodge  be  ten- 
dered to  Bro.  J.  B.  Carlyle  for  his  able  and  eloquent  address, 
and  that  he  be  requested  to  furnish  copy  of  same  for  publi- 
cation in  the  Orphans'  Friend  and  Proceedings  of  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

Bro.  J.  J.  Carden  announced  the  serious  illness  of  Bro. 
James  Southgate,  of  Durham,  N.  C.,  which  was  heard  with 
regret  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  Grand  Lodge  was 
closed  in  ample  form.

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MATT.  WHITAKER  RANSOM. 


In  this  sketch  it  is  not  proposed  to  more  than  briefly 
outline  the  life  of  Matt.  W.  Ransom  — soldier,  statesman 
and  diplomat — whose  career  is  so  intimately  interwoven 
with  the  history  of  his  State  as  to  be  known  of  all. 

He  was  born  in  Warren  County,  October  7,  1826,  and 
departed  this  life  at  his  home  in  Northampton  County, 
October  8,  1904.  It  may  thus  be  seen  that  before  he  was 
gathered  to  his  fathers  he  had  attained  a ripe  old  age.  Dur- 
ing that  time  his  life  was  full  and  well  rounded,  for  he  drew 
inspiration  from  every  worthy  source.  He  was  a great  man, 
and  such  characters  constitute  the  wealth  of  a nation,  for 
they  direct  the  channels  of  public  thought  and  control  the 
destinies  of  a people. 

In  early  life  General  Ransom  was  not  favored  by  fortune, 
and  did  not  spend  his  hours  in  idleness.  On  the  contrary, 
he  was  a close  and  diligent  student.  After  careful  prepara- 
tion he  entered  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  where  he 
graduated  with  great  distinction,  dividing  the  honors  with 
General  Johnston  Pettigrew,  one  of  the  foremost  scholars 
that  renowned  institution  of  learning  ever  sent  forth  from 
this  classic  retreat.  Choosing  law  for  his  profession,  he  was 
soon  known  as  one  of  the  most  promising  young  lawyers  in 
the  State,  and  in  his  twenty-eighth  year  was  elected  Attorney 
General  over  William  Eaton,  a scholarly,  able  and  most 
exemplary  member  of  the  profession.  At  this  time  General 
Ransom  was  known  not  only  as  a brilliant  lawyer,  but  gave 
assurance  of  his  subsequent  fame  and  usefulness.  United 
with  a distinguished  personality,  he  possessed  a resistless 
charm  of  manner,  a courtesy  and  an  elegance  of  deportment 
which  attracted  all  with  whom  he  was  brought  in  contact. 
In  his  speeches  he  was  fluent,  graceful  and  persuasive.  He 
never  resorted  to  the  arts  of  the  demagogue,  but  on  the 
contrary,  in  his  speeches  he  always  appealed  to  the  reason, 
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the  nobler  traits  of  man’s  nature,  and  at  no.  time  indulged 
in  any  expression  which  would  wound  the  sensibilities  of 
the  most  refined  woman. 

During  his  public  career  party  lines  were  well  defined, 
and  while  there  were  “giants  in  the  land,”  it  was  but  natural 
that  his  party  should  often  avail  itself  of  his  services.  He 
always  regarded  as  one  of  his  greatest  political  triumphs  a 
discussion  held  between  himself  and  some  of  the  leaders  of 
the  Democratic  party  in  Northampton  County.  It  was  a 
gathering  notable  for  its  intelligence,  numbers,  and  the 
presence  of  ladies;  among  the  latter  was  a renowned  beauty 
and  belle,  whom  he  afterwards  married. 

After  his  marriage  he  removed  to  Northampton,  where 
he  successfully  pursued  the  practice  of  law  and  engaged  in 
agriculture — for  which  he  always  entertained  a partiality. 
In  this  county  he  was  on  several  occasions  elected  as  a Rep- 
resentative to  the  General  Assembly;  and  in  these  assem- 
blages, composed  at  that  time  of  leading  men  of  various 
pursuits,  by  his  commanding  ability  as  an  orator  and  states- 
man, he  early  ranked  among  its  foremost  leaders. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  fifties  the  evil  genius  of  fanati- 
cism and  sectionalism  had  made  such  progress  throughout 
the  nation  that  our  ablest  statesmen  North  and  South  began 
to  realize  it  was  becoming  more  and  more  apparent  that  the 
Union  could  not  bear  the  strain  of  such  bitter  sectional 
antagonism.  Of  the  two  national  parties  which  had  so  long 
guided  the  affairs  of  the  Nation,  one  had  been  virtually  dis- 
solved and  the  other  had  become  so  overwhelmingly  strong 
as  to  fall  to  pieces  through  political  rivalries,  and  thus 
opened  the  way  for  the  election  of  a President  on  purely 
sectional  lines.  Suffice  it,  the  War  between  the  States 
ensued,  despite  the  most  earnest  and  patriotic  efforts  of  the 
great  conservative  leaders  of  both  sections  to  avert  it. 
Ransom  clearly  and  early  appreciated  the  dangers  threat- 
ening the  country  and  did  what  he  could  to  arrest  them, 
even  at  the  sacrifice  of  his  personal  popularity.  After 
the  Confederate  Government  was  established  at  Mont- 
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gomery,  Alabama,  Ransom,  together  with  ex-Governor 
Swain,  were  sent  as  “ Peace  Commissioners,”  with  the  hope 
of  delaying  action  by  that  body  until  wiser  counsels  might 
prevail.  Mr.  Lincoln  in  the  meantime  issued  his  war  proc- 
lamation and  called  upon  North  Carolina  to  furnish  her  quota 
of  troops  to  put  down  the  “ rebellion.  ” Following  that  call, 
there  was  no  longer  a peace  party  among  us.  Come  weal 
or  come  woe,  the  people  of  the  State  resolved  to  stand 
together  with  their  natural  friends  apd  neighbors,  as  they 
did,  to  the  bitter  end.  Ransom  promptly  tendered  his  ser- 
vices to  the  Governor,  they  were  accepted  and  he  was 
appointed  Lieutenant  Colonel  of  one  of  the  ten  regiments 
raised  for  the  war.  He  was  subsequently  elected  Colonel 
and  still  later  promoted  to  a Bridadier  Generalship.  He 
was  a brave  and  gallant  soldier  and  was  several  times 
wounded  in  battle.  Always  kind  and  considerate  to  those 
under  his  command,  officers  and  privates  alike,  they  learned 
to  love  him,  no  less  as  a man,  than  to  admire  him  as  a 
capable  and  efficient  officer. 

At  the  close  of  the  war  Ransom  resumed  the  practice 
of  his  profession,  and  was  distinguished  no  less  for  protect- 
ing the  interests  of  his  clients  by  successful  settlements  out 
of  court  than  by  the  ability  with  which  he  managed  their 
cases  in  court  after  a compromise  was  impracticable. 

In  1872  he  was  elected  to  the  United  States  Senate, 
which  position  he  continued  to  fill  until  1895,  so  long  as  his 
party  held  the  reins  of  power  in  the  State.  His  invaluable 
services  in  that  distinguished  body  both  for  his  State  and 
Nation  will  never  be  known,  for  he  was  more  concerned  in 
accomplishing  results  than  parading  his  achievements 
before  the  public  eye.  Upon  his  retirement  from  the  Senate, 
with  the  unanimous  recommendation  of  his  colleagues, 
President  Cleveland  appointed  him  Minister  to  Mexico, 
which  post  he  filled  with  great  acceptability.  While 
filling  this  office  he  had  the  distinguished  honor  of  being 
appointed  by  President  Diaz  a commissioner  to  adjust  a 
dispute  between  that  government  and  a neighboring  republic. 
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Returning  from  the  Mexican  mission  Ransom,  with  his 
sons,  successfully  followed  the  pursuit  of  agriculture,  and 
at  his  death  was  one  of  the  largest  land  owners  and  produc- 
ers of  cotton  in  the  State. 

Before  the  war,  and  while  residing  in  Warren  ton,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch  took  the  Entered  Apprentice  degree 
of  a Mason  in  Johnston-Caswell  Lodge.  His  marriage  and 
removal  from  the  county  delayed  his  further  advancement, 
as  his  active  and  strenuous  life  was  directed  to  other  mat- 
ters, and  in  the  meantime  the  charter  of  the  lodge  had  been 
surrendered,  but  was  subsequently  restored.  Later  on, 
with  his  life  was  full  of  honors  and  full  of  years  and  the 
sunset  drew  near,  he  again  appeared  at  the  door  of  the 
lodge  and  craved  admittance.  He  was  asked  by  what 
right  he  hoped  to  secure  the  reward,  and  unable  to  satisfac- 
torily answer,  he  was  denied  admission.  For  Masonry  is  no 
respecter  of  persons,  but  it  clothes  its  Grand  Master  with 
prerogatives,  which,  like  charity,  may  cover  acts  of  omis- 
sion and  commission.  Exercising  this  power,  the  Grand 
Master  issued  his  dispensation,  the  lodge  was  convened,  and 
accompanied  by  many  friends,  this  grand  old  man  was  made 
a Master  Mason.  When  his  last  summons  came,  members 
of  the  Order,  clothed  in  the  insignia  of  purity  and  bearing 
emblems  of  immortality,  committed  to  his  mother  earth  all 
that  was  mortal  of  their  distinguished  brother  (“Dust  to 
dust,  ashes  to  ashes  ”)  in  the  presence  of  his  distressed 
family  and  a large  concourse  of  sorrowing  friends  and 
admirers. 
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To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina: 

Your  Committee  on  Correspondence  begs  leave  to  pre- 
sent its  Ninth  Annual  Report  upon  the  condition  of  the  Craft 
as  disclosed  by  the  transactions  of  English-speaking  Grand 
Lodges  which  have  come  to  hand.  An  inspection  of  the 
Proceedings  of  59  Grand  Jurisdictions  gives  evidence  of 
unparalleled  prosperity,  complete  harmony  and  a noble 
emulation  in  good  works. 

It  is  believed  that  an  occasional  glance  at  this  report, 
brief  and  incomplete  as  it  is,  will  be  a revelation  and  inspi- 
ration to  the  North  Carolina  Mason,  for  whose  service  it  is 
prepared.

THE  address  of  the  Grand  Master,  Robert  J.  Redden,  is 
a plain  presentation  of  the  progress  of  the  Craft  during 
his  administration.  He  grows  eloquent  in  contemplating 
the  prosperity  which  prevails  generally,  and  says: 

Our  great  railroads  are  burdened  with  the  products  of  industry  and 
our  marts  are  resonant  with  the  busy  hum  of  trade.  The  sooty  clouds 
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floating  above  the  smoke  stacks  of  onr  great  manufacturing  plants  and 
the  rumblings  of  the  ponderous  machinery  beneath,  speak  most  elo- 
quently of  the  demand  for  Alabama’s  products.  Our  country  is  at 
peace  with  all  the  world,  and  contentment  and  happiness  are  reflected 
from  every  countenance. 

Thirteen  dispensations  were  granted  for  the  formation 
of  new  lodges;  one  had  thirty  petitioners,  but  the  other 
twelve  had  from  seven  to  eleven  only.  These  newly  made 
lodges  seem  to  have  but  small  promise  of  vitality  or  useful- 
ness, and  it  is  probable  that  the  three  lodges  allowed  to  be 
“reorganized”  and  the  seven  “to  continue  work  ” sprang 
from  just  such  puny  ancestry. 

The  Grand  Master  and  the  Special  Committee  on  Reso- 
lutions paid  proper  tribute  to  the  virtues  and  memory  of 
Past  Grand  Master  Henry  Hart  Brown,  who  died  January 
9,  1903. 

Corner  stones  were  laid  half  a dozen  times,  but  the 
Grand  Master  generously  conferred  the  honors  of  conduct- 
ing the  functions  on  other  brethren. 

The  following  case  is  reported  by  the  Grand  Master : 

On  the  5th  of  last  February  I received  a letter  from  W.  R.  Canida, 
W.  M.  of  Oelmar  Lodge  No.  501,  stating  that  his  Lodge  had  conferred 
the  Entered  Apprentice  and  Fellow  Craft  degrees  upon  an  applicant 
with  an  artificial  leg.  It  appears  that  the  members  of  the  Lodge  did 
not  know  that  they  were  violating  the  Constitution  until  their  atten- 
tion was  called  to  it  by  a Brother  belonging  to  another  Lodge.  The 
Worshipful  Master  wrote  to  me  at  once,  asking  my  advice  as  to  what 
they  should  do  in  regard  to  advancing  the  applicant  to  the  third  degree. 

I notified  him  to  proceed  no  further,  but  to  return  the  petition 
and  the  fees  to  the  applicant.  Later  I was  asked  to  grant  a special 
dispensation  permitting  the  Lodge  to  confer  the  Master  Mason  degree 
upon  this  party.  This  I refused  to  do,  but  promised  to  bring  the 
matter  before  the  Grand  Lodge  at  this  communication.  I subsequently 
received  quite  a lengthy  letter  from  the  part3^  on  whom  the  degrees 
had  been  conferred,  pleading  that  I grant  the  Lodge  the  required 
dispensation  to  confer  the  remaining  degree  upon  him.  His  letter 
shows  that  he  is  a man  of  superior  intelligence  and  information.  He 
is  a young  professional  man,  a man  of  sufficient  income  to  be  worth 
something  to  the  fraternity.  He  seems  to  be  a man  of  honor  and

integrity,  and  is  highly  respected  in  his  community.  It  is  my  opinion 
that  this  Grand  Lodge,  with  all  the  conditions  connected  with  this 
case,  should  grant  permission  for  this  man  to  receive  the  remaining 
degree,  but  with  a most  distinct  and  emphatic  declaration  that  it  is 
not  to  be  a precedent  to  be  used  in  any  other  case.  I have  referred 
the  entire  matter  to  the  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence,  with  a 
request  that  it  report  upon  it  at  this  communication. 

The  Jurisprudence  Committee,  reporting  on  the  matter, 
says : 

Your  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  has  carefully  consid- 
ered the  papers  referred  to  it  by  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  Redden, 
relating  to  the  action  of  Delmar  Lodge  No.  501,  with  reference  to  the 
initiating  and  passing  of  a candidate  who  had  a cork  leg.  After  the 
candidate  had  received  the  Fellow  Craft  degree,  the  Worshipful  Master 
of  Delmar  Lodge  wrote  to  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  and 
asked  whether  or  not  they  could  raise  the  candidate.  The  Worshipful 
Grand  Master  held  that  it  could  not  be  done,  but  reported  that  the 
matter  could  be  brought  before  the  Grand  Lodge  at  this  communica- 
tion and  in  his  address  recommended  that  a dispensation  be  granted 
to  raise  the  candidate,  but  this  dispensation  not  be  construed  as  a 
precedent.  In  this  recommendation  your  committee  non-concurs.  It 
is  contrary  to  all  Masonic  law  for  the  party  in  question  to  have  even 
been  initiated  or  passed;  and  we  hold  that  the  candidate  cannot  be 
raised. 

Although  Grand  Lodge,  by  the  adoption  of  the  com- 
mittee’s report,  seems  to  have  settled  the  status  of  this 
candidate  summarily  and  finally,  still  there  will  be  the  con- 
viction that  he  was  not  fairly  treated  by  those  members  of 
the  fraternity  into  whose  hands  he  had  fallen. 

From  our  point  of  view  he  is  a Fellow  Craft  regularly 
made,  free  from  any  charge  of  wrong  doing  either  before  or 
since  his  passing,  a man  of  good  repute  in  the  community, 
and 'should  not  have  been  expelled  without  due  trial  and 
conviction. 

The  officers  of  the  Lodge  who  ignorantly  or  wilfully 
disregarded  the  constitution  of  Grand  Lodge  in  considering 
this  gentleman’s  application  and  conferring  two  degrees 
upon  him  are,  so  far  as  we  can  see  in  the  record,  held  to  be 
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without  fault.  If  the  Grand  Master  had  granted  the  dispen- 
sation to  confer  the  third  degree,  it  would  have  been  only 
simple  justice  to  the  brother,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
Grand  Lodge  will  yet  correct  this  wrong. 

The  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master  were  approved  with 
slight  modifications,  except  this: 

“ No.  19:  A Mason,  who  has  been  suspended  for  six  months,  has 

a right  to  sit  in  the  Lodge  and  take  part  in  the  business  of  the  Lodge 
pending  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge.” 

The  Most  Worshipful  Master  evidently  was  of  the  opinion  that  an 
appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge  served  as  a stay  of  the  verdict  of  suspen- 
sion. In  this  he  is  incorrect.  A suspended  Mason  does  not  have  the 
right  to  sit  in  Lodge  and  take  part  in  the  business  of  the  Lodge  pend- 
ing his  appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Like  some  of  his  predecessors  in  the  Grand  East,  Brother 
Redden  is  an  enthusiast  for  the  establishment  of  a Masonic 
Home.  We  are  like-minded  with  those  Alabama  brethren 
who  indicate  a purpose  o f going  slow  in  this  enterprise,  not 
because  of  opposition  to  the  principle  of  relief  where  it  is 
needed,  but  as  to  the  method.  He  concludes  his  appeal  in 
this  wise: 

Must  Alabama  Masonry  lag  behind?  Again,  I ask  the  question, 
can  she  afford  it? 

A second  defeat  of  this  proposed  amendment  demonstrates  the 
fact  that  some  other  plan  than  that  which  this  proposed  amendment 
provided  for  will  have  to  be  devised  if  we  ever  build  a Masonic  Home 
in  Alabama.  That  some  plan  can  be  formulated  by  which  we  can 
succeed  I have  no  doubt.  What  some  have  done  and  others  are  doing 
we  can  do.  I have  no  plan  to  offer. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Corre- 
spondence, the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica  was  duly  recog- 
nized as  a regular  and  independent  Grand  Body. 

The  recommendation  of  the  same  committee  that  those 
suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues  be  reinstated  on  pay- 
ment of  arrears  at  the  time  of  suspension  failed  of  adoption, 
the  Grand  Lodge  holding  with  the  Jurisprudence  Committee 
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that  the  dues  continued  to  grow  even  when  the  brother  was 
out  in  the  cold,  and  that  he  is  entitled  to  no  Masonic  rights 
or  privileges  except  to  petition  for  reinstatement.  The 
North  Carolina  plan — to  pay  the  amount  of  the  first  judg- 
ment— seems  the  fairer  way. 

The  number  of  lodges  is  412,  with  an  aggregate  mem- 
bership of  14,340.  Of  the  members  there  are  885  ministers. 

In  221  pages  of  interesting  and  profitable  review  Bro. 
William  Y.  Titcomb  presents  the  most  important  doings  of 
62  Grand  Lodges,  and  North  Carolina  for  1903  receives 
liberal  space  and  fraternal  notice.  We  thought  Grand  Master 
Clark’s  decision  as  to  the  eligibility  of  a candidate  having 
but  one  eye  was  eminently  sensible,  but  Brother  Titcomb 
does  not  seem  to  think  so.  He  says: 

We  will  not  attempt  a re-hash  of  the  perfect  youth  theory,  but 
merely  ask  how  much  nearer  perfection,  physically,  for  Masonic  pur- 
poses, is  a man  who  has  only  one  eye,  than  a man  with  the  latest 
improved  wooden  leg,  with  which  he  can  conform  to  all  the  require- 
ments of  our  ceremonial,  he  being  otherwise  “sound  as  a dollar,” 
bodily?  The  latter  has  no  blind  side. 

We  are  in  accord  with  Brother  Titcomb  in  so  many 
important  matters  that  we  can  very  well  disagree  in  our 
views  as  to  physical  perfection.

ARIZONA— 1903. 

2 2ND  Annual.  Tucson.  November  10. 

|~HE  address  of  the  Grand  Master,  Francis  M.  Zuck, 
‘ whose  likeness  forms  the  frontispiece,  covers  fully  the 
work  of  the  executive  office  during  the  year. 

The  story  of  the  acceptance  by  a Subordinate  Lodge  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  Valle  de  Mexico  of  two  American  citizens, 
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rejected  material  of  an  Arizona  lodge,  occupies  some  space 
in  the  address,  the  correspondence  being  printed  in  full, 
and  is  calculated  to  impress  the  brethren  of  Arizona  with 
the  wisdom  of  steering  clear  of  the  mixed  product  over  the 
border,  known  as  “Mexican  Masonry.” 

In  this  case  the  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Valle  de 
Mexico  admit  the  allegations  in  the  complaint  of  the  Arizona 
lodge  (Tucson  No.  4)  but  justify  themselves  on  the  ground 
that  the  act  of  piracy  was  committed  one  month  before  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Arizona  recognized  the  Grand  Lodge 
Valle  de  Mexico  and  four  months  before  the  official  announce- 
ment and  exchange  of  representatives. 

To  this  conclusive  argument  the  Mexican  Grand  Officers 
add  that,  although  they  were  perfectly  right  in  this  matter, 
for  the  sake  of  harmony  and  brotherly  love,  they  will  never 
do  so  any  more,  if  they  can  help  it ! 

The  forbearance  and  patience  of  the  Arizona  brethren 
in  Grand  Lodge  is  to  be  commended.  Beyond  its  endorse- 
ment of  the  Grand  Master  in  his  attitude  of  dignified  pro- 
test, the  Grand  Lodge  has  taken  no  action  except  to  refer 
the  subject  to  the  incoming  Grand  Master,  Bro.  James  S. 
Cromb. 

The  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master  were  few  and,  to 
our  mind,  in  accordance  with  Masonic  law  and  usage,  but 
the  Jurisprudence  Committee  reversed  him  in  declaring 
that  corner  stone  laying  or  other  Masonic  labor  should  not 
be  done  on  Sunday,  except  the  burial  of  the  dead.  Grand 
Lodge  went  with  the  Committee. 

The  following  recommendation,  after  approval  by  the 
Jurisprudence  Committee,  was  adopted: 

Our  V.\W.\  Grand  Secretary,  at  sundry  times,  sent  diplomas  for 
my  official  signature  which  has  strongly  impressed  upon  my  mind  with 
the  necessity  for  a like  regulation  as  is  now  enforced  in  many  of  our 
Sister  Jurisdictions — “To  accept  no  visiting  Brother  who  does  not 
exhibit  external  evidence  of  his  Lodge  standing.”  While  the  right  to 
visit  is  an  inherent  one  to  all  Brother  Masons  in  good  standing,  it  is 
the  undeniable  duty  of  the  visited  to  know  that  the  visitor  has  an 
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undoubted  right  to  the  privilege.  Many  Brother  Masons  coming  to 
the  “Far  West”  neglect  the  duty  of  contributing  to  their  Home 
Lodges.  Any  Brother  failing  in  such  duty  is  clearly  out  of  standing 
and  should  not  be  allowed  the  privileges  of  visitation.  The  XVth 
Ancient  Charge  of  our  Installation  Ceremonies,  to  which  all  Worship- 
ful Masters  most  solemnly  assent,  states:  “ You  agree  that  no  visitors 
shall  be  received  into  your  Lodge  without  due  examination  and  pro- 
ducing proper  vouchers  of  their  having  been  initiated  into  a regular 
Lodge.”  The  clandestine-made  Masons  in  spurious  Lodges  through- 
out our  Nation  lay  the  special  duty  on  all  regular  Masons  and  Lodges 
to  proceed  with  great  caution  in  recognition  of  strangers  who  do  not 
produce  “ proper  vouchers.”  I would  therefore  recommend,  by  such 
action  as  your  judgment  may  dictate,  the  requirement  that  all  of  our 
Lodges  debar  visitors  who  do  not  exhibit  a receipt  for  dues  for  the 
current  year,  a dimit,  less  than  six  months  from  date,  or  a diploma, 
with  receipt  for  dues  attached. 

The  Grand  Master  has  his  views  on  non-affiliates  and 
non-payment  of  dues,  and  the  cure  for  these  evils,  but  the 
remedy  in  the  nature  of  things  will  never  be  found. 

He  has  a belief  in  some  kind  of  legislation,  jumping  on 
the  Secretary,  the  Master,  or  both,  but  these  plans  have  all 
failed. 

The  Grand  Lodges  of  Costa  Rica  and  Egypt  were  duly 
recognized,  but  that  of  Brazil  was  invited  to  wait  until  the 
Correspondence  Committee  could  report  at  the  next  Annual 
Communication. 

A resolution  was  adopted,  after  approval  by  the  Juris- 
prudence Committee,  extending  greetings  to  the  Grand 
Chapter,  Order  Eastern  Star,  then  in  session. 

The  following  resolution  defining  eligibility  of  candi- 
dates was  adopted  and  designated  Regulation  io: 

Whereas,  Much  confusion  and  doubt  has  arisen  among  the  sev- 
eral subordinate  Lodges  of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  as  to  what  really 
constitutes  an  eligible  candidate  for  the  degrees  of  Masonry;  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved , That  the  following  regulation  be  and  is  hereby  adopted 
by  this  Grand  Lodge  as  its  definition  of  eligibility:  “The  person  who 
desires  to  be  made  a Mason  must  be  a man;  no  woman  nor  eunuch; 
free  born,  being  neither  a slave  nor  the  son  of  a bond  woman;  a 
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believer  in  God  and  a future  existence;  of  moral  conduct;  capable  of 
reading  and  writing;  having  no  maim  or  defect  in  his  body  that  may 
render  him  incapable  of  learning  the  art,  and  physically  able  to  con- 
form literally  to  what  the  several  degrees,  respectively,  require  of 
him.” 

In  the  Territory  there  are  nineteen  lodges  with  a total 
membership  of  1,123,  a gain  of  100. 

In  182  pages  of  fine  print  Bro.  Charles  D.  Belden  pre- 
sents a review  of  the  proceedings  of  sixty  Grand  Lodges, 
the  North  Carolina  transactions  for  1903  having  received 
kindly  notice. 

Discussing  ciphers  under  Ohio,  Brother  Belden  gives 
his  experience  and  his  opinion  in  this  wise : 

My  own  experience  as  Grand  Lecturer  has  developed  the  fact  that 
there  is  not  a Lodge  within  our  Jurisdiction  that  has  not  several  of 
the  unauthorized  publications  within  its  precincts,  and  I believe  the 
method  as  said  to  have  been  adopted  by  Ohio  and  Michigan  will  erad- 
icate the  evil.  Have  an  authorized  edition,  and  keep  it  within  due 
bounds. 

Discussing  with  Brother  Vanderleith,  of  Nevada,  the 
importance  of  a receipt  for  dues  as  a qualification  for 
visitation,  Brother  Belden  presents  his  view  in  this  vigorous 
style,  and  we  vote  with  him : 

“Our  Brother  does  not  ‘think  it  is  any  business  of  the  Lodge  the 
Brother  seeks  to  visit,  whether  he  is  twelve  months  or  twelve  years 
in  arrears  with  his  dues,  so  long  as  his  own  Lodge  has  not  called  him 
to  account.’  Not  the  business  of  the  Lodge  he  seeks  to  visit?  A 
Lodge  most  certainly  is  the  judge  of  the  qualifications  of  all  seeking 
entrance  to  its  portals,  and  a visiting  Brother  seeking  justice  or  his 
rights  at  its  hands  must  come  with  clean  hands,  as  he  would  to  a court 
of  equity.  Before  the  revival  of  1717  the  payment  of  dues  was  not  a 
duty  owing  to  the  Craft  in  general,  but  to-day  dues  have  become  a 
part  of  Masonry,  as  much  so  as  the  immemoriaLdoctrine  that  labor  is 
worship.  Having  become  a part  of  Masonry,  their  payment  becomes 
a duty,  and  therefore  it  is  the  business  of  a Lodge  to  know  if  a Brother 
seeking  admission  has  performed  his  full  duty.  The  question  is  not 
one  only  of  good  standing  in  the  Craft  in  general;  it  is:  Is  his  stand- 
ing such  as  will  be  considered  good  enough  by  the  Lodge  he  seeks  to 
a — 2 
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visit?  We  hold  that  a Brother  seeking  entrance  as  a visitor  must  be  as 
good  and  true  a Mason  from  every  point  of  fellowship  as  the  Brethren 
of  the  Lodge  with  whom  he  wishes  to  sit.  There  can  be  no  fairer 
measure  than  that  for  a Mason  to  stand  up  to,  and  the  Lodge  itself  is 
the  judge  to  apply  the  measure.  A tramp  may  be  of  good  standing  in 
the  Brotherhood  of  man,  and  as  such  we  give  him  our  sympathy  and  a 
helping  hand,  but  it  does  not  follow  when  he  reaches  our  community7 
and  our  little  home  in  said  community  that  we  must  take  him  in  and 
give  him  place  at  our  family  table.

N account  of  the  initiative  taken  by  the  Committee  on 


Printing  and  Chartered  Lodges,  photographs  of  two 
Past  Grand  Masters  add  to  the  attractiveness  of  the  volume. 
They  are  Robert  Burnaby  and  Israel  W.  Powell.  This  plan 
of  annually  having  the  likeness  of  one  or  two  Past  Grand 
Masters  to  appear  with  the  Proceedings  met  the  approval  of 
Grand  Lodge. 

Grand  Master  C.  Ensor  Sharp  presented  an  account  of 
his  administration  of  the  affairs  of  Grand  Lodge  for  the 
past  year  and  won  the  hearty  commendation  of  his  brethren. 
The  Craft  is  reported  to  be  prosperous  and  at  peace  with  all 
the  world. 

He  reports  having  issued  a circular  letter  to  the  lodges, 
from  which  we  take  this  extract  as  having  application  every- 
where : 

The  office  of  Master  requires  that  the  Master-elect  should  have  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  the  Ritual,  and  also  a fair  acquaintance  with 
the  Book  of  Constitutions,  the  Rules  of  Order,  and  the  Duties  of  Officers, 
and  an  examination  is  the  gurantee  to  the  Installing  Master,  and  to 
the  Brethren  of  his  Lodge  that  the  candidate  is  so  qualified.  There  is 
too  great  a tendency  to  make  Masters  of  Lodges,  and  the  Craft  would 
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foe  in  a better  condition  if  bodges  were  to  retain  a Master  for  at  least 
two  years,  and  if  lie  is  exceptionally  able,  for  a longer  period.  The 
Craft  would  be  better  ruled,  the  Grand  Master  and  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary would  be  saved  a great  deal  of  unnecessary  correspondence,  and 
the  very  dangerous  practice  of  promotion  by  rotation  would  be  done 
away  with.  That  this  latter  rule  of  promotion  is  not  contemplated  by 
the  Craft  is  clearly  shown  by  the  demand  for  a ballot  for  the  office  of 
Master.  It  must  happen  sometimes  that  kindly  feelings  will  place  a 
Brother  in  the  South,  whose  qualifications — even  in  the  estimation  of 
his  dearest  friends — are  not  such  as  fit  him  to  rule  the  bodge. 

He  calls  attention  to  the  large  number  of  Past  Grand 
Masters  and  Past  Masters,  there  being  of  the  former  one  to 
every  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  members,  and  of  the 
latter  one  to  every  seven  jmembers.  And  still  he  recom- 
mends that  past  grand  rank  be  conferred  on  some  meritorious 
brothers;  but  Grand  Lodge  could  not  agree  with  him  as  to 
this  creation  of  new  officers. 

There  are  36  lodges  and  a total  membership  of  2,624,  a 
gain  of  1 5 1. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  188  pages,  or  consider- 
ably more  than  half  the  volume,  is  the  work  of  Bro.  W.  A, 
DeWolf  Smith,  and  is,  like  his  contributions  in  the  past, 
instructive  and  entertaining.  In  his  talk  with  Brother 
Shaver,  of  Kansas,  he  says  some  things  about  which  we  are 
of  one  mind: 

Brother  Shaver  is  opposed  to  cipher  rituals,  but  thinks  that  every 
Grand  bodge  should  have  one.  He  is  a strong  advocate  of  the  letter- 
perfect  ritualist,  and  in  our  opinion  this  is  one  of  the  reasons  why  these 
rituals  are  regarded  by  so  many  as  necessaries.  We  think  that  it  is 
much  better  to  teach  the  ritual  by  the  mouth-to-ear  method  than  by 
any  form  of  cipher,  even  if  an  occasional  word  or  phrase  is  changed. 
It  would  make  Brother  Shaver  and  some  others  open  their  eyes  if  they 
could  visit  British  Columbia  and  see  the  varieties  of  work  done  here, 
and  yet  we  experience  no  trouble  in  getting  from  one  bodge  to  another, 
nor  do  visitors  from  other  Jurisdictions  seem  to  find  any  difficulty  in 
gaining  admission  here. 

Brother  Shaver  is  also  a firm  believer  in  the  possession  by  the 
Grand  Master  of  certain  prerogatives,  such  as  making  Masons  at  sight, 
which  are  inherent  in  the  office  and  not  the  result  of  any  authority 
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conferred  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  He  falls  into  the  common  error  of 
thinking  that-  the  office  of  Grand  Master  antedates  the  formation  of 
Grand  Lodges;  a fiction  which  has  been  exploded  for  a number  of  years. 

The  Proceedings  of  North  Carolina  for  1904  receive  the 
kind  consideration  of  Brother  DeWolf-Smith  and  a liberal 
apportionment  of  his  space.

CALIFORNIA— 1903. 

54TH  Annual.  San  Francisco.  October  13-17. 

THIS  ponderous  volume  of  800  pages  is  a veritable  treas- 
ury of  information  and  should  prove  of  immense  value 
to  the  Craft  of  the  State.  It  is  adorned  with  the  likeness  of 
Grand  Master  Orrin  Staples  Henderson  in  the  Masonic 
clothing  of  his  rank  and  as  he  appears  while  in  the  East. 
Beside  the  routine  business  which  engaged  the  attention  of 
Grand  Lodge  for  nearly  five  days  and  is  fully  recorded,  we 
find  a complete  roster  of  the  subordinate  lodges  and  a list  of 
their  membership ; the  admirable  Report  on  Correspondence 
by  Past  Grand  Master  Wm.  A.  Davies;  a census  of  the 
inmates  of  the  Masonic  Home,  with  name,  age  and  sex;  the 
roll  of  Grand  Officers  since  the  organization  of  Grand 
Lodge ; and  such  tabular  statements  as  are  usually  presented 
in  the  Annual  Proceedings.  To  aid  the  inquirer  an  ample 
index  gives  all  needed  guidance. 

The  address  of  Grand  Master  Henderson  is  a lengthy 
paper,  but  from  its  eloquent  exordium  to  the  “conclusion” 
it  gives  evidence  of  the  ability  and  thoughtful  zeal  of  its 
author.  He  has  been  industrious  and  tactful  in  the  promo- 
tion of  unity  and  harmony  in  the  body  of  the  Craft,  and  a 
convincing  evidence  of  his  success  is  found  in  his  statement 
that  he  had  no  occasion  to  make  a single  decision. 

The  insolence,  born  of  ignorance  and  religious  intoler 
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ance,  which  prompted  a follower  of  the  meek  and  lowly 
Jesus  to  attempt  to  bring  discredit  to  the  Craft  is  thus  mildly 
referred  to  by  Brother  Henderson : 

Only  once  has  the  voice  of  Church  been  raised  against  us,  and  that 
at  Santa  Rosa,  where,  in  spite  of  priest-protesting,  was  laid  the  corner- 
stone of  the  Carnegie  Free  Public  Library. 

This  protest,  ill-advised,  seemed  but  to  inspire  and  unite  the 
brethren  of  this  section.  Never  in  the  memory  of  the  oldest  inhabit- 
ant, we  were  told,  was  there  such  a gathering,  seemingly  bent  on  pro- 
testing, by  their  presence,  against  such  an  unwarranted  attack  as  was 
made  against  our  Fraternity  through  the  public  press.  How  any  one 
claiming  to  wear  the  holiness  of  the  Great  Divinity,  as  a true  servant 
of  the  Master,  can  hold  such  thoughts  within  his  breast  as  were  put 
forth  in  the  attack  upon  us  in  this  twentieth  century,  is  more  than  we 
can  conceive. 

We  do  not  claim  to  be  a religious  body;  but  we  do  claim  that 
Masonry  is  the  hand-maiden  of  religion,  and  that  so  long  as  we  con- 
tinue to  base  our  foundation  upon  and  work  with  the  Holy  Bible  as  the 
rule  and  guide  of  our  faith,  we  will  ever  continue  to  exist;  and  that 
no  attack  by  any  man  or  set  of  men,  be  they  priests  or  laymen,  kings 
or  peasants,  or  what  not,  will  ever  shake  us  from  our  foundations. 

The  Grand  Master  is  an  earnest  friend  of  the  Masonic 
Home,  but  agrees  with  the  Trustees  of  the  institution  that 
a per  capita  expense  of  $18  a month  is  too  much  and  should 
be  reduced,  if  possible. 

Notwithstanding  the  assessment  of  $i  on  the  twenty- 
seven  thousand  Masons,  it  is  found  that  it  takes  nearly  all 
of  it  to  support  the  present  population  of  109  men,  women 
and  children,  while  there  is  a large  number  on  the  outside 
asking  for  admission.  The  Trustees  seem  to  appreciate  the 
magnitude  of  their  work  in  the  future.  They  say  in  part: 

The  day  will  soon  arrive  when  the  number  of  inmates  will,  no 
matter  how  economically  affairs  are  managed,  require  our  entire  income 
for  the  mere  providing  of  food  and  clothing.  It  will  then  be  a very 
serious  question  whether  we  can  care  for  all  the  indigent  brethren, 
their  widows  and  orphans,  in  this  Jurisdiction.  There  is  only  one 
solution  possible  for  this  problem.  We  must  rely  upon  donations  and 
bequests  to  enable  us  to  carry  on  the  good  work.  It  is  clear  from 
bequests  and  donations  already  received  during  the  short  life  of  the 
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institution,  that  the  charitable  brethren  will  assist  in  caring  for  the 
Home.  As  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  with  my  office  in 
San  Francisco,  I am  constantly  receiving  communications  from  lawyers, 
both  in  the  city  and  out  of  it,  asking  as  to  just  what  name  should  be 
given  the  institution  in  order  to  leave  money  to  it.  This  shows  an 
awakening  interest  in  the  Home,  and  that  many  brethren  are  providing 
for  the  future  by  bequests  in  their  wills  and  otherwise.  In  the  mean- 
time, the  Board  of  Trustees  will  do  what  it  can  by  cutting  down  expenses 
to  care  for  every  applicant. 

We  have  not  the  figures  on  which  to  base  a comparison 
with  other  Grand  Jurisdictions  in  the  matter  of  disburse- 
ments for  charity,  but  we  are  impressed  with  the  conviction 
that  the  Craft  of  California  has  paid  out  more  money  for  the 
relief  of  worthy  brethren,  their  widows  and  orphans,  than 
any  like  number  of  Masons  on  the  face  of  the  earth. 

A generous  brother  of  San  Francisco  has  expended 
$30,000  in  the  construction  and  furnishing  of  a building  on 
the  Home  grounds,  to  be  known  as  the  Siminoff  Temple,  in 
honor  of  the  donor,  Morris  Siminoff.  Other  gifts  and 
bequests  are  expected. 

We  subscribe  without  reservation  to  the  wisdom  of 
these  “observations”  presented  by  the  Grand  Master: 

There  should  be  no  Lodge  politics  or  rings  or  wings  or  factions  in 
a Lodge.  The  will  of  the  majority  should  of  course  always  govern, 
but  there  should  never  be  an  organized  majority  in  any  Lodge.  Har- 
mony is  often  best  preserved  by  bowing  to  respectable  minority’s  lease. 

Some  Lodges  allow,  through  their  Secretaries,  a piling  up  of 
delinquent  dues.  The  books  and  finances  should  be  kept  clean.  Hither 
collect,  remit  or  purge  your  rolls;  it  is  but  just  to  yourselves.  It  has 
been  found  an  invariable  rule  that  the  Lodge  whose  Secretary  has 
been  prompt  in  all  ways  is  most  successful. 

In  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  there  are  284 
Subordinate  Lodges,  with  a total  membership  of  27,078,  a 
net  gain  in  the  year  of  2,343. 

In  176  pages  of  rather  fine  print  Bro.  Wm.  A.  Davies 
takes  note  of  the  most  important  events  in  the  doings  of  58 
Grand  Lodges,  North  Carolina  for  1903  being  of  the  number. 
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He  commends  our  work  for  the  orphan  in  these  fraternal 
words : 

A great  work  has  been  carried  on  by  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum  to 
the  everlasting  credit  of  the  Masons  of  North  Carolina.  Two  hundred 
and  twenty-one  children,  boys  and  girls,  are  cared  for  and  started  in 
life  in  the  pathway  that  leads  to  good  citizenship  by  this  great  charity. 

Under  Wyoming  Brother  Davies  expresses  the  view 
that  the  doctrine  of  perpetual  jurisdiction  has  lived  too  long. 
He  says: 

Now,  without  contesting  the  question,  because  we  believe  the  idea 
is  progressing  and  if  let  alone  the  unwisdom  of  the  doctrine  of  perpetual 
jurisdiction  will  assert  itself  and  the  common-sense  of  American 
Masonry  will  wipe  it  out — in  fact,  our  observation  tells  us  that  the 
jurisdictions  of  Pennsylvania  and  New  Jersey  are  about  the  only  ones 
who  stand  by  the  heresy  in  its  original,  undiluted  harshness.

COLORADO— 1904. 

44TH  Annual.  Denver.  September  20. 

THIS  handsome,  well-printed  volume  of  proceedings  is 
adorned  with  the  portrait  of  the  incoming  Grand 
Master,  Benjamin  L.  James,  and  of  three  deceased  brethren, 
Past  Grand  Master  Robert  A.  Quillian,  Grand  Chaplain 
Andrew  Armstrong  and  Deputy  Grand  Master  George  T. 
Cooper. 

The  address  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  James  R. 
Killian,  covers  about  twenty-five  pages  of  the  volume,  and 
gives  a full  account  of  his  official  doings.  In  his  exordium 
he  becomes  enthusiastic  and  eloquent,  as  for  instance  in  the 
following  apostrophe  to  Colorado : 

Fair  Virgin  Colorado!  No  fairer,  richer  land  than  this  lifts  its 
face  to  kindly  skies.  A land  of  snow  and  sunshine — a land  of  frost 
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and  flowers,  with  her  rolling  prairies,  her  wide  extending  plains,  her 
smiling  valleys,  her  waving  forests,  her  sky-piercing  peaks,  her 
sparkling  streams,  her  widening  rivers,  her  wondrous  canons, -and  her 
gladsome  hills  and  glens  and  parks  and  dales,  and  her  mountains, 
sublime  and  majestic;  at  once  making  a happy  combination  of  the 
beautiful  and  sublime — a rare  blending  of  all  that  is  tender  and  terrific 
in  nature!  Here  in  our  favored  land  we  have  every  condition  con- 
ducive to  the  highest  development  of  man,  physically,  morally,  intel- 
lectually and  spiritually,  and  for  the  attainment  of  the  happiest  mani- 
festations of  the  social  state.  In  the  working  out  of  such  happy 
results,  I am  pleased  to  believe  that  Masonry,  founded  as  it  is  upon 
the  basic  principles  which  underlie  allenduring  institutions,  be  they 
social,  benevolent  or  governmental,  must  necessarily  enter  into  and 
remain  an  important  factor. 

In  his  reference  to  the  dead,  Brother  Killian  offers 
appropriate  tribute  to  those  members  of  his  Grand  Lodge 
who  have  passed  within  the  veil. 

The  functions  of  consecration,  dedication  and  constitu- 
tion of  new  lodges  made  demands  upon  the  time  of  the 
Grand  Master.  Dispensations  were  issued  for  the  forma- 
tion of  four  new  lodges  and  special  dispensations  galore, 
and  of  these  the  pious  brethren  were  several  times  given 
permission  to  attend  “divine  service  ” in  all  the  bravery  of 
Masonic  clothing. 

The  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master  numbered  seven  and 
each  met  the  approval  of  the  Jurisprudence  Committee  and 
of  the  Grand  Lodge.  We  cannot,  however,  agree  to  the 
following : 

4.  It  is  not  permissible  for  a Lodge  to  grant  a dimit  to  one  of  its 
members,  who  states  in  his  request  for  such  dimit  that  he  seeks  the 
same  for  the  purpose  of  affiliating  with  a Lodge  belonging  to  a Grand 
Jurisdiction  with  which  our  Grand  Lodge  is  not  in  fraternal  inter- 
course. 

We  take  it  that  when  a brother  is  in  good  standing  and 
free  of  the  books,  he  has  a right  to  his  dimit,  and  should  be 
as  free  to  go  as  he  was  to  come  in. 

The  official  visits  of  the  Grand  Master  were  quite 
numerous,  the  most  notable  and  ceremonious  of  which  was 
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that  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kansas  on  the  18th  and  19th  of 
February,  1904.  He  says  in  part  of  this  visit: 

A pleasing  feature  of  the  session  was  a visit  of  the  wards  of  the 
Masonic  Home  at  Wichita.  After  being  presented  by  the  Grand 
Master  they  gave  a musical  entertainment  which  filled  the  auditors 
with  mingled  feelings  of  pathos  and  pleasure.  The  appearance  of 
those  wards  of  the  Masonic  Home  gave  a beautiful  demonstration  of 
true  Masonic  beneficence.  On  the  evening  of  the  first  day,  the  work 
on  the  Third  Degree  was  exemplified  by  the  officers  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  the  character  of  the  work,  the  large  number  in  attendance,  the 
brilliantly  lighted  and  beautifully  decoroted  hall,  altogether,  presented 
a most  inspiring  scene.  I esteemed  it  a great  pleasure  and  privilege, 
to  attend  upon  that  occasion,  and  convey  the  fraternal  greetings  and 
good  wishes  of  the  ten  thousand  brethren  of  our  Jurisdiction  to  its 
Mother  Grand  Jurisdiction. 

The  Grand  Master  refers  to  the  recognition  of  foreign 
Grand  Lodges,  and  recommends  that  the  Grand  Lodge  Valle 
de  Mexico  be  recognized,  and  this  endorsement  of  the  Grand 
Master  is  reinforced  by  a special  report  of  the  Correspondence 
Committee,  Bro.  Lawrence  N.  Greenleaf,  from  the  conclu- 
sion of  which  we  make  this  brief  extract : 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  interests  of  Colorado  and  Mexico  are 
so  closely  related  in  business  and  mining  enterprises,  that  so  many  of 
our  Colorado  Brethren  are  now  permanently  located  in  our  Sister 
Republic,  and  that  the  Grand  Lodge  Valle  de  Mexico  has  shown  its 
determination  to  conform  to  the  Ancient  Landmarks  and  usages  of  the 
Craft,  there  should  be  no  further  delay  in  extending  to  it  a helping 
hand  when  most  needed,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  extend  to  the  Grand  Lodge  Valle  de  Mexico 
our  fraternal  recognition  and  recommend  an  interchange  of  Grand 
Representatives  for  the  promotion  of  closer  reciprocal  relations. 

An  inspection  of  the  reports  of  the  committees  having 
charge  of  the  important  affairs  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  showed 
that  financially  and  numerically  the  Fraternity  has  made 
satisfactory  progress. 

This  extract  from  the  introduction  to  Brother  Green- 
leaf’s  correspondence  report  exhibits  very  forcibly  the  rapid 
growth  in  lodges  and  members: 
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We  herewith  present  our  twentieth  report,  being  the  sixteenth  in 
consecutive  order.  Our  first  report  was  written  in  1870,  followed  by- 
others  in  1878,  1882  and  1885.  From  1889  to  the  present  time  our  work 
in  this  special  field  has  been  continuous.  In  1870  there  were  but 
fifteen  Lodges  and  854  members  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  and  our 
report  embraced  a review  of  the  Proceedings  of  thirty-eight  Grand 
Lodges.  To-day  there  are  107  Lodges,  with  a total  membership  of 
10,569,  while  our  present  review  covers  the  Proceedings  of  sixty-two 
Grand  Lodges. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  from  the  fertile  and 
graceful  pen  of  Bro.  Lawrence  N.  Greenleaf  and  gives  a 
review  of  the  proceedings  of  sixty-two  Grand  Lodges,  some 
of  them  for  two  years,  and  covers  184  pages  of  the  volume. 
The  transactions  of  North  Carolina  for  1904  receives  kindly 
consideration  and  very  generous  space.  In  regard  to  the 
trouble  which  confronts  the  struggling  Grand  Lodge  of 
Queensland,  Brother  Greenleaf  says: 

Your  committee  also  have  in  their  hands  the  request  of  the  newly- 
formed  Grand  Lodge  of  Queensland  for  recognition.  The  Grand 
Lodge  of  Colorado  now  holds  fraternal  relations  with  the  District 
Grand  Lodge  of  England  in  that  Jurisdiction,  a review  of  which 
appears  in  this  report.  The  Grand  Master  of  this  new  applicant  for 
recognition  is  one  of  those  suspended  by  the  District  Grand  Master 
for  participation  in  the  movement  to  organize  a new  Grand  Lodge. 
Whether  the  act  was  arbitrary  or  not,  the  Grand  Master  is  a suspended 
Mason  until  the  action  of  the  District  Grand  Master  is  over-ruled  and 
set  aside  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England.  That  is  the  light  in  which 
we  view  the  matter  and  we  must  therefore  await  further  developments.

CONNECTICUT— 1904. 

ii6th  Annual.  Hartford.  January  20. 

THIS  handsomely  printed  volume  is  adorned  with  the 
portrait  of  Grand  Master  Leon  M.  Woodford  as  a 
frontispiece,  and  preceding  the  memorial  pages  are  found 
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the  likenesses  of  three  deceased  brethren  who  were  prominent 
in  the  Craft  of  Connecticut — Past  Grand  Masters  Eli  Sanford 
Quintard  and  Wm.  Wallace  Lee,  and  Past  Grand  Chaplain 
Eaton  W.  Maxey,  D.  D. 

In  twenty  pages  of  the  volume  Grand  Master  Woodford 
gives  a very  full  account  of  his  stewardship  and,  although 
fearing  that  errors  were  made,  he  received  the  thanks  and 
hearty  commendation  of  Grand  Lodge.  This  is  the  flatter- 
ing report  he  makes  of  the  conditions  in  the  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tion: 

I am  pleased  to  inform  you  that  the  Craft  is  prosperous,  and  har- 
mony prevails  throughout.  A marked  increase  in  membership  is  noted. 
Several  new  Halls  have  been  dedicated,  and  great  interest  in  the  Order 
is  manifested  on  every  hand. 

Affectionate  tribute  is  paid  to  the  virtues  of  the  distin- 
guished brethren  of  the  jurisdiction  who  had  finished  their 
labors. 

The  visitations  were  not  very  numerous,  but  pleasant, 
as  may  be  inferred  from  this  report  of  one  of  them  : 

At  the  close  of  the  lodge  we  were  invited  to  the  banquet  hall, 
where  a sumptuous  banquet  awaited  us.  At  the  door  we  were  greeted 
with  a profusion  of  beautiful  flowers  throughout  the  Hall  and  the 
smiling  faces  of  the  Ladies  of  the  Eastern  Star.  We  here  spent  a 
happy  hour,  and  with  good  wishes  and  a God-speed  we  parted  for  the 
night. 

Having  become  acquainted,  through  his  regular  official 
visits,  with  the  excellent  management  of  the  Masonic  Home 
and  the  immense  amount  of  good  it  is  doing,  the  Grand 
Master  is  justly  proud  of  the  progress  made  and  is  sure  the 
endowment  fund  of  $250,000  will  soon  be  in  sight.  From 
the  reports  of  the  officers  it  appears  there  are  sixty-three 
inmates,  forty  men,  twenty-two  women  and  one  boy,  and 
that  the  average  daily  cost  of  maintenance  is  about  thirty- 
eight  cents. 

Thirty-three  special  dispensations  were  granted,  and  of 
these  nine  were  for  the  purpose  of  “attending  Divine  Ser- 
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vice.  ” All  the  world  and  the  Grand  Master  know  what  these 
displays  are  for,  and  they  know,  too,  that  the  alleged  pur- 
pose is  a misnomer  if  not  a mockery.  Knights  Templar 
may  fitly  do  these  things,  but  as  it  looks  to  us  Craft  Masons 
may  not. 

The  Grand  Secretary  has  been  very  careful  in  guarding 
the  brethren  against  the  wiles  of  the  plausible  “traveling 
brother,”  He  says: 

I have  during  the  year  sent  out  notices  of  caution  against  impos- 
tors traveling  from  place  to  place  endeavoring  to  live  upon  the  frater- 
nity. I have  also  sent  a corrected  list  of  clandestine  lodges,  requesting 
that  they  be  placed  in  the  Tyler’s  room.  I can  only  repeat  the  advice 
given  in  former  reports,  “ Make  sure  the  applicant  is  worthy  before 
granting  assistance  or  allowing  him  to  visit  our  lodges.” 

The  number  of  lodges  on  the  roll  is  no  and  the  total 
membership  19,047.  The  average  lodge  membership  is  173. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  213  pages,  is  furnished 
by  the  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  John  H.  Barlow,  who  thus 
gives  his  brethren  a pretty  clear  idea  of  the  condition  of 
Craft  Masonry  among  English-speaking  peoples.  North 
Carolina  for  1903  receives  fraternal  notice  from  Brother 
Barlow.  We  quote,  in  part,  from  his  conclusion: 

We  have  once  more  concluded  our  annual  round  and  present  our 
tenth  annual  report  on  correspondence.  We  have  had  the  pleasure  to 
examine  every  Grand  Lodge  in  correspondence.  To  accomplish  this 
we  have  reviewed  over  20,000  pages  of  printed  matter,  a large  proportion 
of  which  must  be  carefully  read.  The  situation  is  indeed  encouraging 
and  gratifying.  The  Fraternity  is  prospering  in  every  jurisdiction. 
There  are,  as  usual,  the  few  points  of  difference,  such  as  dependent 
membership,  which  is  fast  becoming  a general  regulation.  Perpetual 
jurisdiction  in  most  jurisdictions  has  been  modified  to  apply  only  for 
a certain  period  of  from  one  to  seven  years.  Concerning  the  subject 
of  physical  qualifications,  most  jurisdictions  take  the  conservative 
middle  ground  that  the  applicant  must  be  able  to  conform  to  all  the 
requirements  of  the  degrees  without  artificial  appliances.

49TH  Annual.  Brockville.  July  20. 

THE  portrait  of  the  incoming  Grand  Master,  Benjamin 
Allen,  in  the  full  regalia  of  his  rank,  forms  the  frontis- 
piece of  the  volume. 

Two  Special  Communications  were  held  for  the  purpose 
of  laying  the  corner  stones  of  a church  and  a public  building. 

The  address  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  John  E. 
Harding,  is  very  brief,  owing  to  the  fact  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary reports  much  of  the  Grand  Master’s  doings  and  the 
Deputy  Grand  Master  also  makes  a report. 

Five  lodges  were  constituted  and  five  Masonic  halls 
were  dedicated;  and  dispensations  were  granted  for  the 
formation  of  eight  new  lodges.  Out  of  the  large  number 
of  special  dispensations  sixty  were  for  “attending  divine 
service,”  but  there  was  business  in  the  matter  to  the  amount 
of  $750.68  for  Grand  Lodge,  or  seemingly  about  five  dollars 
per  dispensation. 

The  condition  of  the  Craft  is  reported  to  be  eminently 
satisfactory  and  the  funds  ample  to  meet  legitimate  demands, 
including  $12,905  disbursed  in  relief  to  worthy  brethren, 
their  widows  and  orphans. 

We  quote  the  closing  paragraph  of  the  report  of  the 
sub-committee  on  the  condition  of  Masonry: 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  is  of  opinion  that  there  is  abundant  cause 
for  thankfulness  in  the  growth  and  prosperity  of  the  Craft  in  this 
jurisdiction.  We  are  gaining  in  numerical  strength  beyond  all  expec- 
tations, the  character  and  reputation  of  the  Craft  still  stands  four 
square  to  all  the  winds  that  blow.  We  have  done  much  for  the  suffer- 
ing and  distressed,  and  we  are  hoping  to  extend  this  good  work. 
Thirty-three  thousand  men  of  character  bound  together  for  the  purpose 
of  promoting  peace,  harmony  and  friendship  ought  to  be  a tremendous 
power  for  good.  Let  us  recognize  our  responsibilities,  and  by  every 
means  possible  endeavor  to  strengthen  and  extend  the  usefulness  of 
our  beloved  order. 
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There  are  383  lodges  and  an  approximate  membership 
of  33,000,  showing  a phenomenal  increase  in  numbers. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  presented  by  Past 
Grand  Master  Henry  Robertson  and  covers  a review  of 
sixty- four  Grand  Lodges,  North  Carolina  for  1904  of  the 
number,  within  a compass  of  ninety-three  pages.  We  take 
this  from  his  introduction: 

The  perusal  alone  of  the  many  thousands  of  pages  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  over  sixty  Grand  Lodges  is  no  light  task,  and  the  discrimination 
necessary  in  making  the  most  suitable  selections  requires  the  most 
careful  attention.  We  hope  that  our  readers  will  find  both  profit  and 
pleasure  from  the  association  of  ideas  which  we  have  placed  under 
contribution.

DELAWARE-1904. 

98TH  Annual.  Wilmington.  October  5. 

THE  address  of  the  Grand  Master,  Charles  H.  Maull, 
whose  portrait  appears  on  the  fly  leaf,  opens  with  con- 
gratulations to  the  Craft  on  account  of  the  blessings  of  peace 
and  prosperity  which  prevail  throughout  the  Jurisdiction. 
He  announces  that  there  has  been  no  occasion  for  the 
infliction  of  discipline  either  to  lodges  or  to  individuals. 

Appropriate  reference  is  made  to  the  Masonic  dead  at 
home  and  abroad,  and  the  memorial  pages  show  that  many 
useful  brethren  have  ceased  from  their  labors. 

A pleasant  feature  of  the  record  is  the  interchange  of 
fraternal  courtesies  between  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Delaware 
and  its  neighbors  of  New  York,  New  Jersey  and  of  Penn- 
sylvania. 

The  Grand  Master  reports  having  visited  every  lodge 
in  the  Jurisdiction  except  one;  and  of  this  omission,  the 
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Committee  on  the  Grand  Master’s  address  administers  this 
gentle  rebuke : 

We  are  glad  to  know  that  the  Grand  Master  visited  all  of  the 
Lodges  but  one,  and  regret  that  circumstances  prevented  his  visit  to 
this  particular  Lodge  as  the  Grand  Lodge  law  requires  that  the  Grand 
Master  shall  visit  each  and  every  Lodge  in  the  Jurisdiction. 

He  reports  having  issued  seven  dispensations,  but  fails 
to  mention  the  purpose  of  either,  and  the  same  committee 
reports  that  on  account  of  this  failure,  it  is  unable  to  make 
any  recommendation. 

In  the  conclusion  of  his  address  the  Grand  Master  offers 
this  excellent  advice  to  the  Fraternity  of  Delaware: 

Brethren,  the  returns  show  that  the  increase  in  membership  for 
the  year  has  been  large  in  numbers.  Has  it  been  equal  in  strength 
and  influence?  What  we  fancy  to  be  strength  maybe  in  reality  weak- 
ness, for  our  real  strength  lies  not  in  numbers,  but  in  our  fidelity  to 
the  principles  and  teachings  of  Free  Masonry,  in  the  upbuilding  and 
uplifting  of  individual  character,  and  in  the  uniting  of  those  char- 
acters into  a compact  and  harmonious  society,  having  for  its  aim  the 
advancement  of  everything  that  stands  for  more  intelligent  citizen- 
ship, more  godly  homes  and  better  lives.  The  bringing  into  this 
society  of  imperfect  material  weakens  its  force,  destroys  its  influence 
and  nullifies  its  aims.  The  Masonic  Lodge  should  by  the  character  of 
its  membership  exert  an  influence  for  good  in  the  community  where 
it  exists,  and  if  it  does  not,  we  may  be  assured  that  its  portals  have 
not  been  securely  guarded  and  its  high  standard  of  morality  and 
righteousness  has  been  lowered  to  the  level  of  men  yet  in  darkness. 
If  this  is  true  to  any  extent  in  your  Lodge,  I urge  you  to  each  use 
every  effort  to  correct  it  and  to  help  raise  up  the  standard  again  to  its 
proper  place. 

From  the  excellent  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  we 
find  that  the  Craft  has  grown  in  numbers  and  that  unusual 
care  has  been  given  to  the  investigation  of  the  qualifications 
of  those  applying  for  initiation,  no  less  than  ninety  having 
been  rejected. 

In  preparation  for  the  proper  celebration  of  its  centen- 
nial celebration,  which  is  to  take  place  in  1906,  the  Grand 
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Secretary  reports  the  fund  to  be  growing,  and  there  is  now 
on  hand  $1,241.25.  Besides  this  centennial  fund,  the  other 
funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge  are  as  follows:

The  total  number  of  lodges  in  the  Jurisdiction  is  22 
and  the  aggregate  membership  is  2,602,  a net  gain  of  98. 

Eighty  pages  of  the  volume  are  occupied  by  a con- 
densed summary  of  the  principal  doings  of  sixty-five  Grand 
Lodges,  among  which  the  Proceedings  of  North  Carolina 
for  1904  receive  kindly  notice  from  Bro.  Lewis  H.  Jackson, 
the  reporter.

DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA— 1903. 

93 rd  Annual.  Washington.  December  16. 

THIS  fat  volume  of  532  pages  is  bewildering  in  the  variety 
and  richness  of  its  contents,  but  the  absence  of  an 
index  is  apt  to  make  the  explorer  flounder  many  times  before 
he  knows  exactly  where  “he  is  at.”  The  pictorial  adorn- 
ments consist  of  portraits  of  Grand  Master  Geo.  H.  Walker 
and  of  Past  Grand  Master  Noble  D.  Larner  (1881-1882)  and 
a photograph  of  the  handsome  monument  erected  to  the 
memory  of  the  late  beloved  Grand  Secretary,  Wm.  R. 
Singleton.  The  dedication  of  this  very  beautiful  memorial 
was  attended  with  the  impressive  ceremonies  of  the  Craft 
and  gave  occasion  for  eloquent  eulogies  to  the  departed 
brother. 

Besides  the  proceedings  proper  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the 
volume  contains  a roster  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges  and 
their  membership;  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  of  the 
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Grand  Lodge;  forms  and  ceremonies,  revised  by  Committee 
on  Work  and  Lectures;  and  the  Report  on  Correspondence 
of  246  pages.  The  brother  of  the  District  who  desires  to 
keep  up  with  the  trend  of  Masonic  thought  needs  no  other 
textbook  than  this  volume  of  proceedings. 

A petition  for  dispensation  to  form  a lodge  in  unoccu- 
pied territory  in  China  was,  on  recommendation  of  the 
Jurisprudence  Committee,  refused. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  at  the  Annual  Com- 
munication is  a paper  of  considerable  length,  fifty-one  pages, 
and  discusses  mostly  matters  of  domestic  interest.  His 
decisions  are  covered  up  in  a correspondence,  as  is  the  rule 
in  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  requires  time  to  get  to  the  gist  of 
it.  In  all  other  Grand  Lodges  the  rulings  are  compressed 
into  the  fewest  and  plainest  words,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  District  of  Columbia  will  adopt 
the  general  plan  generally  pursued. 

The  work  of  the  lodges  is  thus  told  by  the  Grand  Master: 

The  returns  from  the  several  Lodges  show  that  all  have  been 
active  during  the  year.  The  membership  reported  one  year  ago  was 
6,711.  There  has  been  a net  gain  of  353,  and  on  the  30th  of  September 
last  7,064  affiliated  brethren  were  enrolled  upon  the  rosters  of  the 
Lodges.  The  net  gain  has  not  been  so  great  as  in  some  years  past, 
but  this  is  accounted  for  in  part  by  the  fact  that  the  losses  from  death 
and  other  causes  have  been  greater  in  the  year  just  closed  than  for 
many  years  previous.  The  number  of  rejections  has  exceeded  any 
previous  year,  showing  that  the  brethren  are  endeavoring  to  use  due 
caution  in  the  consideration  of  petitions,  so  as  to  keep  out  unworthy 
material  from  the  fraternity. 

The  reports  of  the  officers  and  committees  show  the 
Grand  Lodge  affairs  to  be  in  good  hands  and  in  good  shape. 

The  Jurisprudence  Committee  asked  for  further  time 
to  report  on  the  request  for  recognition  by  the  Grand  Lodges 
of  Mexico  and  the  Argentine  Republic,  and  the  time  was 
extended. 

There  are  thirty-seven  lodges  on  the  roll,  with  a mem- 
bership of  7,064. 
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The  Report  on  Correspondence,  246  pages,  is  an  admir- 
able review  of  the  proceedings  of  seventy-one  Grand  Lodges, 
in  which  North  Carolina  receives  full  credit  for  what  she 
did  in  1903.  Past  Grand  Master  G.  W.  Baird  has  written  a 
good  report  for  the  benefit  of  his  brethren,  and  they  will  do 
well  to  read  it  carefully.

FLORIDA— 1904. 

75TH  Annual.  Jacksonville.  January  19. 

PORTRAITS  of  Grand  Master  Thomas  M.  Puleston  and 
of  Junior  Grand  Warden  Warren  Tyler,  who  died 
December  21,  1903,  adorn  the  volume. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  a well- written  docu- 
ment of  thirty-eight  pages,  in  which  is  contained  a full 
account  of  his  stewardship,  and  in  evidence  that  his  labors 
were  appreciated,  he  was  reelected  for  another  term  of 
service.  In  a brief  historical  review  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
since  its  organization  in  the  summer  of  1830,  the  Grand 
Master  closes  with  this  satisfactory  exhibit: 

The  first  year  that  we  find  any  statistics  given  of  the  Lodges  in 
this  State  was  in  1832,  when  four  Lodges  were  reported  with  an  aggre- 
gate membership  of  116;  while  the  population  of  the  Territory  at  the 
census  compiled  a few  years  prior  thereto  was  34,730,  thus  showing  a 
ratio  of  one  Lodge  to  each  8,682  of  population,  and  one  Mason  to  each 
300  inhabitants. 

When  our  last  census  was  taken  the  State’s  population  was  525,000, 
while  we  report  145  Lodges  with  a membership  of  4,460,  or  one  Lodge 
to  each  3,600  people,  and  one  Mason  to  each  118  of  population,  the 
percentage  of  growth  of  our  Grand  Lodge  being  almost  three  times 
that  of  the  population. 

Our  progress  during  the  past  year  has  been  satisfactory,  the  net 
gain  in  membership  being  527,  and  if  proper  care  over  the  ballot  box 
has  been  exercised  by  members  of  the  particular  Lodges,  then  indeed 
may  we  hope  for  good  results  in  the  future. 
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In  reference  to  the  spread  of  clandestine  Masonry  in 
other  States  and  the  need  of  guarding  the  Craft  of  Florida 
against  it,  the  Grand  Master  says,  in  part: 

Florida  is  peculiarity  liable  to  be  imposed  upon  by  these  clandes- 
tine Masons,  who  may  come  to  us  in  the  guise  of  visitors,  in  the  throng 
of  winteT  tourists.  How  best  can  we  guard  the  portals  of  our  Lodge 
rooms  against  these  impostors?  Has  not  the  time  arrived  when  we  should 
apply  ourselves  with  all  diligence  to  the  consideration  of  this  question 
and  endeavor  to  formulate  some  plan  to  bar  the  doors  of  our  lodges 
effectually  against  the  visits  of  the  product  of  these  spurious  lodges? 
This  question  has  received  the  consideration  of  several  of  our  sister 
Grand  Lodges,  and  vigorous  measures  adopted  in  some. 

Many  pleasant  and  profitable  official  visits  are  reported, 
and  numerous  special  dispensations. 

The  decisions  are  few  and  were  approved  as  in  accord 
with  the  law  of  the  jurisdiction.  The  following  in  relation 
to  the  powers  of  a lodge  working  under  dispensation  to 
dimit  its  members  was  sustained  by  the  Jurisprudence  Com- 
mittee and  by  Grand  Lodge: 

Query:  Has  a Lodge  U.  D.  the  power  to  grant  dimits  to  members 

who  were  initiated,  passed  and  raised  in  said  Lodge? 

Answer:  A Lodge  U.  D.  being  a creature  of  the  Grand  Master 

and  existing  only  by  virtue  of  his  dispensation,  is  confined  to  the 
powers  and  privileges  granted  therein,  and  cannot  therefore  dimit 
Masons  made  by  such  Lodge,  as  such  power  is  not  given  by  the  Grand 
Master’s  dispensation. 

The  language  of  the  dispensation  of  course  governs, 
but  it  seems  reasonable  that  if  a lodge  is  clothed  with  author- 
ity to  make  a profane  a Mason,  the  most  important  function 
it  can  perform,  it  would  also  have  the  right  to  dimit  one  of 
its  members.  There  may  be  good  reason  for  the  limitation, 
but  it  does  not  now  appear  so. 

The  Masonic  Home  engages  the  attention  of  the  Grand 
Master,  who  gives  this  history  of  the  enterprise : 

The  decided  stand  taken  in  the  Grand  Lodge  at  our  last  Grand 
Communication  in  favor  of  immediate  action  for  the  consummation  of 
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the  project  of  providing  a Home  and  Orphanage  for  our  indigent 
Masons,  widows  and  orphans,  was  followed  by  the  appointment  of 
three  of  our  distinguished  brethren,  whom  I regarded  as  specially 
fitted  for  that  duty,  as  Trustees  of  the  fund,  as  provided  for  by  the 
action  of  the-Grand  Lodge. 

These  trustees  will,  during  the  session,  report  as  to  the  status  and 
progress  of  the  work  with  such  recommendations  as  their  wisdom  and 
judgment  may  dictate. 

There  are  149  lodges  with  a total  membership  of  5,432, 
a net  gain  of  527  for  the  year. 

In  an  appendix  the  “History  of  the  Temple”  from  its 
inception  to  its  completion  is  told  by  Past  Deputy  Grand 
Master  Granville  Beal  in  eighty-six  pages.  The  Grand 
Lodge  has  reason  to  be  proud  of  this  final  showing: 

The  announcement,  “All  the  outstanding  bonds  against  the  Tem- 
ple have  been  called  in,  cashed,  and  burned:  the  Temple  is  ours,”  was 
made  in  open  Grand  Lodge  by  Past  Grand  Master  S.  Pasco  on  jan. 


22,  1903. 

First  dollar  donated Feb.  26,  1878. 

Temple  “ours”  (free  and  clear) Jan.  22.  1903. 


A lapse  of  nearly  twenty-five  years. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  141  pages,  is  an  excel- 
lent presentation  of  the  condition  of  Masonry  throughout 
the  English-speaking  world  and  is  prepared  for  the  instruc- 
tion and  profit  of  the  Florida  Craft  by  Past  Grand  Master 
Silas  B.  Wright.  The  North  Carolina  transactions  for  1903 
receive  fraternal  notice  and  nearly  three  pages  of  Brother 
Wright’s  space. 

In  a special  report  on  Mexican  Masonry  Brother  Wright 
advises  “hands  off”  for  the  present,  and  says  in  part: 

In  view  of  the  chaotic  condition  of  Masonry  in  Mexico,  and  the 
evident  fact  that  the  petitioning  Grand  Lodge  are  not  generally  rec- 
ognized, even  in  their  own  jurisdiction,  as  a sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
having  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  the  York  or  any  other  Rite,  and  as 
they  have  stultified  themselves  by  joining  the  atheistic  and  clandestine 
bodies  who  assisted  the  Swiss  Grand  Lodge  in  holding  the  so-called 
Masonic  Congress,  your  committee  can  not,  at  this  time,  recommend 
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its  recognition.  We  do  not  desire,  however,  to  absolutely  cut  them 
off,  hoping  that  in  the  near  future  conditions  may  improve  and  that 
under  the  influence  of  our  American  Masons  they  may  yet  so  conduct 
their  Masonic  affairs  as  to  render  it  possible  for  us  to  grant  their  re- 
quest. We  therefore  recommend  that  the  recognition  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  Valley  of  Mexico  and  the  Grand  Lodge  Ignacio  Ramirez 
be  indefinitely  postponed,  with  permission  to  your  Correspondence 
Committee  to  call  it  up  at  any  time  when  conditions  and  circumstances 
make  it  desirable.

HE  portrait  of  Grand  Master  Max  Meyerhardt  having- 


appeared  in  the  volume  of  1902,  the  pictorial  embellish- 
ment for  the  beautifully  printed  journal  of  this  year  consists 
of  a microphotograph  of  the  deed  to  the  property  conveyed 
to  Grand  Lodge  by  Bro.  A.  O.  Bacon  for  the  use  and  benefit 
of  the  Orphans’  Home. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  a paper  of  marked 
value  and  expresses  exalted  sentiments  in  poetic  phrases, 
but  the  business  of  Grand  Lodge  is  never  forgotten  even  in 
the  phrenzy  of  oratory. 

The  most  notable  event  of  this  communication  was  the 
laying  of  the  corner  stone  of  the  Masonic  Home  with  its 
attendant  exhibition  of  enthusiasm  and  eloquence.  The 
Grand  Master’s  zeal  and  determination  contributed  very 
largely  to  the  present  happy  consummation  of  an  enterprise 
only  talked  about  for  many  years  in  the  past,  but  he  mod- 
estly tells  the  story  of  the  great  undertaking: 

With  emotions  that  cannot  be  described  in  words,  it  is  my  privi- 
lege and  my  duty  to  announce  to  you  that  early  in  September  actual 
work  was  commenced  on  the  erection  of  our  Masonic  Home,  and  that 
today  the  corner-stone  of  that  structure  will  be  laid  with  imposing 
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ceremonies  in  the  presence  of  the  representatives  of  twenty-five  thou- 
sand Masons  of  Georgia.  I thank  God  that  I have  lived  to  see  the 
day  when  this  grand  consummation  of  our  earnest  hopes  and  heartfelt 
prayers  has  at  last  been  so  gloriously  realized.  Most  of  you  are 
familiar  with  the  history  of  the  efforts  and  struggles  that  have  led  up 
to  this  consummation.  In  the  year  1892  and  in  the  City  of  Rome, 
Grand  Master  John  S.  Davidson  discussed  with  me  the  project  of  erect- 
ing a Masonic  Home  in  Georgia.  I then  and  there  pledged  to  him  my 
earnest  support  and  my  cordial  co-operation.  Year  after  year,  in 
words  glowing  with  the  fires  of  eloquence,  that  peerless  man  and 
Mason  urged  upon  this  Grand  Body  the  establishment  of  such  a Home. 
Dike  Moses  of  old,  he  was  not  permitted  to  enter  this  promised  land. 
Death  cut  short  his  brilliant  career,  but  upon  this  day  of  our  rejoicing, 
let  us  not  forget  to  honor  his  memory  and  lay  upon  his  tomb  the 
flowers  of  our  love  and  affection.  Men  die,  but  great  measures  never 
fail.  And  so  it  was  that  the  work  of  Davidson  was  taken  up  by  his 
successors,  and  I desire  here  to  pay  just  tribute  to  the  memory  of  that 
other  noble  man  and  loyal  Mason,  John  P.  Shannon,  who  so  ably  con- 
tinued the  work  begun  by  his  predecessor.  And  not  the  dead  alone, 
but  the  living  too  are  entitled  to  our  praise.  Taylor  and  Davis  are 
with  us  yet  and  will  participate  with  us  in  crowning  the  great  work 
which  their  labors  helped  to  build. 

The  visitations  were  numerous,  the  Grand  Master  having 
traveled  three  thousand  miles,  and  were  profitable  to  the 
Fraternity.  His  tribute  to  the  personnel  of  the  officers  and 
members  of  the  lodges  visited  is  gratifying.  He  says  in 
part : 

The  Dodges  which  I have  been  able  to  visit,  I found  to  be  in 
splendid  condition.  Their  officers  are  characterized  by  energy  and 
enthusiasm.  The  high  plane  occupied  by  Masonry  in  Georgia  is  truly 
wonderful,  and  to  me  it  is  a matter  of  sincerest  congratulation.  I 
found,  too,  that  Masonry  is  not  only  held  in  the  highest  respect,  but 
is  looked  up  to  almost  with  veneration  in  all  the  communities  in  which 
Dodges  exist.  I have  invariably  found  in  Masonic  Dodges,  the  very 
best  men  in  their  respective  communities — the  very  highest  types  of 
citizenship  and  of  manhood. 

Brother  Meyerhardt,  now  in  the  Grand  East  for  the 
fourth  term,  has  reason  to  be  proud  of  the  record  of  the 
three  preceding  years,  which  he  summerizes  as  follows: 
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For  three  years  we  have  walked  together  the  path  of  honor  and  of 
duty.  May  I not  refer  with  pardonable  gratification  to  the  work  and 
the  achievements  of  these  three  years? 

We  have  seen  the  surplus  in  our  treasury  grow  from  $2,000  to 
$30,000.  We  have  seen  the  number  of  Lodges  increase  from  four 
hundred  and  thirty-three  to  four  hundred  and  fifty.  We  have  seen 
our  membership  grow  from  nineteen  thousand  to  twenty-five  thou- 
sand. We  have  witnessed  the  development  of  the  Masonic  Home  idea 
until  it  has  been  realized  in  all  its  fullness,  and  will  be  gloriously  con- 
summated upon  this  day.  We  have  seen  our  laws  and  edicts  compiled 
and  arranged  in  comprehensive  and  substantial  form,  and  distributed 
to  all  the  Lodges  in  the  State.  We  have  seen  the  most  important  leg- 
islation enacted  and  carried  into  effect,  until  this  Grand  Lodge  has 
taken  the  most  advanced  position  upon  every  important  question 
affecting  Masonry  and  morality.  We  have  seen  the  wonderful  growth 
of  the  social  feature  of  Masonry,  and  the  increasing  number  of  public 
demonstrations  that  have  placed  our  Order  upon  the  highest  pinnacle 
of  popular  favor.  We  have  witnessed  the  marvelous  increase  of 
Masonic  zeal  and  Masonic  enthusiasm,  and  above  all  and  beyond  all, 
we  have  beheld  the  mighty  increase  of  moral  sentiment  among  our 
membership,  until  today,  in  every  city  and  every  hamlet  and  every 
community  of  our  great  and  beloved  commonwealth,  Masonry  stands 
for  the  highest,  noblest,  most  exalted  type  of  citizenship  and  of  man- 
hood. The  banner  of  Masonry  floats  proudly  above  us,  and  the  square 
and  compass  are  symbols  of  honor  and  virtue,  known  and  recognized 
of  all  men. 

The  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master  were  approved  with 
some  slight  modifications. 

Expulsion  for  non-payment  of  dues  is  certainly  very 
severe  punishment  in  any  case,  but  particularly  so  in  the 
case  of  a brother  too  poor  to  pay,  as  is  unfortunately  some- 
times the  case.  The  punishment  in  North  Carolina  is  exclu- 
sion from  lodge  privileges  until  the  claim  is  adjusted  by 
payment  or  remission.  The  Committee  on  Appeals  and 
Grievances  issued  this  decree  against  fifty-five  brethren, 
and  the  finding  was  approved  by  Grand  Lodge : 

The  following  members  of  Lodges  named  have  been  tried  and  sen- 
tenced for  non-payment  of  dues  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  this 
Jurisdiction,  and  your  Committee  recommend  that  the  judgments  and 
sentences  of  the  several  Lodges  be  carried  into  effect,  and  the  said 
members  be  expelled. 
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In  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  there  are  461  lodges  having 
an  aggregate  membership  of  22,841,  showing  a net  gain  of 


The  Report  on  Correspondence  covers  113  pages  of  the 
volume  and  gives  an  excellent  summary  of  the  most  import- 
ant doings  of  fifty-four  Grand  Lodges,  North  Carolina  for 
1903  being  of  the  number  to  whom  Bro.  A.  Q.  Moody,  the 
reporter,  .is  partial.  He  says: 

Whenever  the  writer  comes  to  review  the  Proceedings  of  North 
Carolina,  it  brings  to  mind  many  pleasant  recollections  connected 
with  the  “Old  North  State,”  he  being  a graduate  of  Trinity  College, 
situated  near  the  spot  where  the  Grand  Podge  holds  its  sessions.

HE  fly  leaf  is  occupied  by  a group  picture  of  fifty-three 


prominent  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  consid- 
ering the  number  of  faces  is  a very  good  specimen  of  pho- 
tographic art.  We  miss,  however,  from  the  aggregation 
the  representation  of  Past  Grand  Master  Fred  G.  Mock,  the 
accredited  representative  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North 
Carolina,  although  he  is  reported  as  being  present.  At  the 
close  of  the  proceedings  appears  the  picture  of  the  incoming 
Grand  Master,  Albert  W.  Gordon. 

The  retiring  Grand  Master,  Joshua  M.  Cowen,  sub- 
mitted a compact  report  of  the  work  of  his  administration, 
which  received  the  commendation  of  his  brethren. 

He  issued  only  a few  special  dispensations,  all  of  which 
were  approved.  Two  new  lodges  were  formed.  The  Grand 
Master’s  decisions,  twelve  in  number  and  with  the  excep- 
tion of  three,  were  approved  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  The 
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three  in  which  the  Grand  Master  was  reversed  had  reference 
to  the  interpretation  of  local  law  as  to  saloon  keepers, 
dealers  and  manufacturers  of  liquors.  The  Grand  Master 
was  disposed  to  be  generous  to  Masons  who  were  engaged 
in  the  business  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  prohibitory 
enactment,  but  the  Grand  Lodge  put  a strict  construction 
on  the  law,  which  says  to  Masons,  “You  must  quit  the 
whiskey  business  or  get  out  of  the  lodge.” 

The  request  for  recognition  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Brazil  was  postponed  for  future  consideration,  and  a similar 
request  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Queensland  was  deferred 
until  the  next  Annual  Communication.  In  this  same  list  is 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia,  formed  in  1898,  but 
the  Grand  Lodges  of  Costa  Rica  and  Valle  de  Mexico  were! 
duly  recognized,  and  an  exchange  of  representatives  ordered. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  is  a very  full  and 
interesting  document,  in  which  everything  that  properly 
comes  through  his  office  is  presented  in  detail  by  Bro.  Theo. 
W.  Randall.  His  suggestions  are  valuable  and  were  readily 
adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  different  funds  of  the 
Grand  .Lodge  are  in  prosperous  condition,  and  it  is  gratify- 
ing to  see  that  allowances  amounting  to  $15,000  were  made 
to  indigent  Masons  and  orphan  children.  This  method  of 
helping  the  needy  at  their  homes  and  among  their  friends 
commends  itself  to  us  qs  being  the  ideal  form  of  giving 
Masonic  relief. 

There  are  37  lodges  on  the  roll,  with  a membership  of 
L954- 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  prepared  by  Bro. 
Geo.  E.  Knepper,  and  is  an  excellent  condensed  summary 
of  the  principal  transactions  of  sixty-two  Grand  Lodges, 
covering  ninety-three  pages  of  the  volume.  The  doings  of 
North  Carolina  for  1904  received  fraternal  consideration 
from  Brother  Knepper  and  the  generous  space  of  nearly 
two  pages.

THE  amount  of  business  coming  before  Grand  Lodge  in 
this  large  Jurisdiction  necessarily  makes  the  record 
voluminous. 

In  continuation  of  the  plan  of  printing  the  portraits  of 
the  early  Grand  Masters  this  volume  is  adorned  with  the 
pictures  of  five  of  these  distinguished  Masons,  rulers  of  the 
Illinois  Craft  from  1856  to  1864, — J.  H.  Hibbard,  Harrison 
Dills,  Ira  A.  W.  Buck,  F.  M.  Blair  and  Thomas  J.  Turner. 

The  address  of  Grand  Master  Wm.  B.  Wright  is  an 
excellent  Masonic  State  paper  and  indicates  very  clearly 
that  the  office  of  Grand  Master  is  no  sinecure,  as  may  be 
inferred  from  this  extract  from  his  exordium : 

The  year  just  closed  has  been  a busy  one;  each  day  has  brought 
its  duties  and  its  cares,  its  pleasures  and  its  sadness.  Much  work  has 
been  done,  and  I now  submit  to  you  so  much  of  it  as  seems  important 
and  of  general  interest  to  the  craft. 

A list  of  the  fraternal  dead  of  other  Grand  Jurisdictions 
is  given  precedence  in  the  necrology  of  the  year. 

The  revenue  from  granting  dispensations  for  the  crea- 
tion of  eight  new  lodges  amounted  to  $800,  and  for  special 
purposes  to  the  additional  sum  of  $203,  a total  of  $1,003. 

Very  many  Special  Communications  of  Grand  Lodge 
were  held  for  the  purpose  of  laying  corner  stones,  and  the 
dedication  of  Masonic  halls  required  the  attendance  of  the 
Grand  Master  or  his  proxies  on  five  occasions. 

The  Grand  Master  was  subjected  to  the  usual  fire  of 
questions,  which  were  answered  by  reference  to  the  law  and 
he  had  need  to  make  but  two  decisions.  One  of  these  inter- 
preted a local  law.  The  other  is  of  broader  scope  and 
should  commend  itself  to  Grand  Lodges  generally.  We 
quote  a part  only  of  what  he  says  and  subscribe  to  it : 

I have  been  asked  if  it  was  proper  for  Masons,  individually  or  as  a 
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lodge,  to  participate  or  aid  in  the  conduct  of  a “Fair”  where  books  of 
chance  and  drawings  were  features  and  I have  decided  that  to  do  so 
was  a clear  violation  of  Section  6,  Article  32,  Part  Second  Grand 
Lodge  By-Laws. 

While  I do  not  think  any  argument  necessary  in  support  of  the 
above  decision,  I take  this  occasion  to  emphasize  the  position  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  upon  the  subject  of  gambling  in  all  its  various  forms. 

Lotteries  and  games  of  chance  are  prohibited  by  Acts  of  Congress 
and  by  acts  of  the  legislatures  in  nearly  every  state.  The  acts  are 
held  to  be  constitutional  and  are  enforced  by  the  courts  when  they 
are  invoked  in  cases  pending  before  them.  And  the  Mason  who  aids 
or  gives  countenance  to  lottery  or  gift  enterprises  in  any  form  or 
under  any  pretext,  not  only  violates  the  plain  provisions  of  the  above 
section  but  transgresses  the  law  of  the  land  which  he  is  taught  in  his 
lodge  to  respect  and  obey. 

You  certainly  will  agree  with  the  statement  that  nothing  is  more 
damaging  to  the  public  welfare  or  more  harmful  and  demoralizing 
than  the  tacit  license  given  by  public  officials  to  conduct  gambling 
enterprises  when  carried  on  by  people  of  good  standing  in  the  com- 
munity. 

This  brief  extract  from  the  address  shows  how  bold  the 
clandestine  propaganda  has  become  and  how  vigorously 
they  are  fighting  it  in  Illinois: 

So  many  notices  of  the  activity  of  clandestine  Masons,  in  this  and 
other  jurisdictions,  came  to  my  notice  shortly  after  the  close  of  the 
last  session  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  I felt  justified  in  issuing  an 
official  letter  to  be  read  in  each  lodge,  directing  attention  to  the 
encyclical  of  my  predecessor  on  that  subject  and  enjoining  upon  lodge 
officers  the  exercise  of  proper  caution  in  the  admission  of  visitors. 

The  two  great  charities  of  Grand  Lodge,  the  Illinois 
Masonic  Orphans’  Home  in  Chicago,  and  the  Masonic  Home 
in  Sullivan,  naturally  receive  the  careful  consideration  of 
the  Grand  Master,  and  of  them  he  says: 

The  Illinois  Masonic  Orphans’  Home  has  been  conducted  by  the 
officers  and  directors  who  were  acting  at  the  time  it  was  transferred  to 
the  Grand  Lodge.  During  the  year  they  have  acted  as  a committee  of 
this  Grand  Body  and  will  report  to  you  what  they  have  done  as  well 
as  the  present  condition  and  needs  of  the  institution. 

The  Illinois  Masonic  Home  at  Sullivan  was  not  completed  as  soon 
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as  was  hoped.  A number  of  things  not  necessary  to  enumerate  here 
occasioned  delay  but  it  is  now  ready  for  those  for  whom  it  was  built, 
and  the  number  of  applications  that  have  been  called  for  indicate  that 
in  a very  short  time  a considerable  number  of  our  brethren  will  be  at 
home  within  its  sheltering  walls. 

In  undertaking  the  management  of  these  Homes  and  assuming 
the  burden  of  their  support  this  Grand  Hodge  has  entered  upon  what 
to  it  is  a new  line  of  work  and  it  will  not  be  at  all  strange  if  some 
time  is  required  to  get  the  machinery  adjusted  in  such  a way  that  the 
maximum  of  efficiency  with  the  minimum  of  expense  will  result. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  institution  at  Sullivan 
says  in  its  report  that  as  soon  as  the  furniture  and  fixtures 
are  installed  the  applicants  in  waiting  will  be  cared  for. 
At  present  there  are  twenty-one  of  these — men,  women  and 
children.  The  Board  wisely  announces  that  the  Home  is 
not  a hotel  or  a hospital: 

One  other  question  has  arisen  which  has  required  a decision. 
Persons  who  have  partial  or  full  means  of  support  have  asked  to  Come 
to  the  home  to  reside.  Your  board  has  held  that  the  intention  is  to 
care  for  those  wholly  dependent.  Persons  who  have  some  means  will 
expect  greater  privileges  than  those  who  have  none,  hence  discord 
and  dissatisfaction  would  result.  It  has,  therefore,  been  thought  wise 
to  restrict  the  admission  of  members  to  those  who  are  wholly  dependent. 

One  other  class  of  applicants  has  also  been  deemed  ineligible. 
These  are  persons  utterly  helpless  and  who  require  the  constant  atten- 
tion of  a nurse.  They  are  subjects  for  a hospital  and  should  be  cared 
for  there.  This  is  a Masonic  home  and  not  a hotel  or  hospital.  Nec- 
essarily for  a time  the  accommodations  will  be  limited,  and  it  is  im- 
perative to  accept  those  only  who  come  within  the  scope  of  such  an 
institution. 

The  printed  report  of  the  Committee  on  Appeals  and 
Grievances,  like  that  of  Pennsylvania,  is  our  ideal  of  the 
form  in  which  these  ugly  things  should  be  presented. 
Take  this,  for  instance: 

Golden  Rule  Hodge  No.  726.

We  recommend  that  the  action  of  the 


lodge  be  sustained. 
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The  number  of  chartered  lodges  is  732,  and  the  total 
membership  70,921,  a net  gain  of  4,254. 

Through  the  adoption  of  a special  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Correspondence,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Western 
Australia  was  recognized,  sympathy  was  expressed  for  the 
young  Grand  Lodge  of  Queensland  and  the  legitimacy  of 
the  following  Grand  Lodges  denied:

The  regular  Report  on  Correspondence  is  furnished  by 
Past  Grand  Master  Joseph  Robbins  and  is  a real  review 
and  summary  of  the  proceedings  of  sixty  Grand  Lodges, 
North  Carolina  for  1904  of  the  number.  We  appreciate  his 
kind  personal  reference.  In  the  three  hundred  and  thirty- 
nine  pages  of  this  report  there  is  not  one  which  fails  to 
instruct  or  stimulate  the  reader.  From  Brother  Robbins’ 
introduction  we  take  these  liberal  extracts  for  the  benefit  of 
those  North  Carolina  Masons  who  may  happen  to  read  them  : 

That  there  has  been  in  recent  years  a disposition  to  relax  the 
rigidity  of  Masonic  rules  is  startlingly  true  as  regards  some  of  them. 
Take  for  instance  the  universally  traditional  method  of  Masonic 
instruction,  when  the  instructive  tongue  reached  the  understanding 
and  the  heart  through  the  attentive  ear,  and  the  eye  was  neither 
appealed  to  by  unlawful  means  on  the  one  hand,  nor  through  them 
the  understanding  itself  lost  in  the  glitter  of  the  spectacular.  The 
year’s  reading  affords  abundant  evidence  of  the  extent  to  which,  by 
ciphers  and  display,  the  impressive  method  has  bsen  diluted  and 
displaced. 

Much  has  been  recently  said,  and  truly  said,  of  the  robbing  of 
Masonry  of  its  blood  in  a material  sense  by  the  parasitic  bodies  that 
have  been  superimposed  upon  it.  But  the  danger  to  Masonry  is  far 
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greater  in  another  direction  than  in  the  mere  loss  of  material  support. 
It  lies  in  the  weakening  of  all  the  sanctions  of  the  fundamental  law 
which  has  defined  and  differentiated  Masonry  from  all  other  human 
institutions;  that  law  to  whose  unchangeableness  we  are  all  doing 
constant  lip-service,  while  at  the  same  time  we  unprotesting  see  it 
honey-combed  out  of  its  identity. 

Generally  from  mere  habit,  or  from  ignorance,  we  call  these 
organizations  known  to  be  composed  of  Masons,  Masonic  bodies  while 
we  know  them  to  be  no  part  of  Masonry;  and  our  young  Masons, 
hearing  this,  go  into  them  with  the  expectation  of  finding  something 
of  genuine  Masonry  that  they  have  not  obtained  in  the  Symbolic  lodge. 
These  bodies  and  the  systems  they  administer  have  no  landmarks,  and 
so  upon  their  threshold  the  brother  who  enters  them  encounters  a 
condition  well  calculated  to  make  him  forget  the  landmarks  of  the 
great  fraternity  on  which  they  build.  This  may  not  have  been  the 
purpose  of  their  organizers,  and,  we  freely  concede,  is  not  the  con- 
scious purpose  of  most  of  the  members  of  any  of  them.  But  the  effect 
is  the  same.  It  is  in  bodies  outside  of  the  symbolic  lodge  that  brethren 
first  become  familiar  with  printed  rituals  and  printed  ciphers.  The 
infection  filters  back  into  the  lodge,  poisons  its  membership  with  its 
specious  pleas,  spreading  until  we  see,  as  this  year’s  report  discloses, 
one  grand  lodge  after  another  shocking  the  Masonic  instincts  of  every 
unsophisticated  brother  by  lending  its  sanction  to  the  heresy  of  cipher 
rituals.

THE  pictorial  adornment  of  the  volume  consists  of  the 
likenesses  of  the  newly  elected  Grand  Master,  George 
E.  Grimes,  and  the  capable  Grand  Secretary,  Calvin  W. 
Prather. 

The  address  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  William  E. 
English,  is  a full  and  painstaking  report  of  his  care  of  the 
Craft  for  the  past  year.  He  leaves  the  Fraternity  in  this 
excellent  condition : 
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It  is  with  a justifiable  pride  that  I call  your  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  year  has  been  the  most  prosperous,  the  most  harmonious  and 
the  most  successful  ever  known  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana.  The 
increase  in  membership  has  been  the  greatest  ever  experienced  in  the 
history  of  the  Grand  Body,  two  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy- 
one  new  names  having  been  added  to  our  Masonic  Roll  since  the  last 
Annual  Report,  making  a total  of  forty  thousand  one  hundred  and 
ninety-nine  Master  Masons  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction.  Not  only  have 
we  enjoyed  this  gratifying  increase  in  numbers,  but  we  have  likewise 
experienced  in  every  direction  a proportionate  measure  of  substantial 
and  material  prosperity.  Peace,  harmony  and  fraternity  have  walked 
in  sweet  companionship  within  our  ranks  and  we  have  been  brought 
to  realize  to  the  fullest  extent  “ How  good  and  how  pleasant  it  is  for 
brethren  to  dwell  together  in  unity.” 

Seven  lodges  were  constituted  and  dispensations  issued 
for  the  formation  of  six  new  lodges.  Six  Masonic  halls 
were  dedicated  by  proxies,  and  eight  corner  stones  were 
laid  by  the  Grand  Master  or  his  proxies. 

The  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master  were  all  approved, 
and  before  reporting  them  he  spoke  as  many  executives 
have  in  the  past  and  as  others  will  in  the  future: 

The  Grand  Master  has  been  simply  overwhelmed  during  the  past 
year  with  questions  upon  which  an  “ official  decision  ” was  requested. 
Notwithstanding  that  the  majority  of  these  questions  were  amply  cov- 
ered by  the  General  Regulations  or  the  decisions  of  my  predecessors, 
I endeavored  to  courteously  reply  to  all  of  them,  but  if  my  patience 
was  maintained  throughout,  I fear  yours  would  be  taxed  beyond  endur- 
ance did  I here  endeavor  to  recapitulate  them  all. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  this  recommendation  of  the 
Grand  Master,  having  met  the  approval  of  the  Jurisprudence 
Committee,  was  adopted  by  Grand  Lodge: 

It  is  the  judgment  of  your  Grand  Master  that  reports  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Grievances  and  Appeals  should  in  every  instance  only 
embrace  a statement  of  the  case  and  the  finding  of  the  Committee,  the 
same  to  be  published  in  the  printed  Proceedings,  all  other  matter  in 
reports  from  the  Committee  on  Grievances  and  Appeals  to  be  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  but  eliminated  from  the  printed 
Proceedings. 
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Although  all  the  Grand  Secretaries  receive  deserved 
recognition  of  their  services  every  year,  it  is  not  always 
that  it  is  so  elegantly  expressed  as  in  this  tribute: 


During  my  term  of  office  I have  at  all  times  been  most  ably  assisted 
by  Grand  Secretary  Calvin  W.  Prather,  whose  services  have  been 
invaluable  to  me.  Ever  willing,  cheerful  and  accommodating,  I cannot 
speak  too  highly  of  his  ability,  zeal  and  devotion.  Kindly  in  nature, 
unflagging  in  industry,  high  in  character,  learned  in  Masonic  law, 
eminent  in  fitness,  long  may  he  be  spared  to  fill  the  important  position 
which  he  now  graces  and  adorns. 


The  Grand  Secretary  reports  524  lodges,  whose  aggre- 
gate membership  is  40,199,  an  increase  of  2,871,  and  he 
confirms  the  statement  of  the  Grand  Master  as  to  the  breth- 
ren living  in  unity.  He  says: 


Notwithstanding  the  remarkable  growth  of  Masonry  in  this  Grand 
Jurisdiction,  there  has  been  less  friction,  less  complaint  of  one  brother 
toward  another  or  of  one  Lodge  toward  another,  than  at  any  time  in 
the  past  twenty  years. 

I am  pleased  to  say  that  all  Lodges  in  this  Jurisdiction  were  prompt 
in  their  reports  and  equally  as  prompt  iffi  the  payment  of  their  dues; 
that  the  Grand  Secretary  was  able  to  make  a complete  statement  of 
the  exact  condition,  financially  and  numerically,  within  five  days  after 
the  time  prescribed  by  the  Rules  and  Regulations  for  Lodges  to  make 
their  final  reports  and  payments. 

The  “ Indiana  Annual  Masonic  Review  ” is  the  title — 
and  a very  good  one  — that  Past  Grand  Master  Daniel 
McDonald  gives  to  his  fine  Report  on  Correspondence  of 
1 63  pages.  Sixty-eight  Grand  Lodge  Proceedings  are 
reviewed  very  fully  and  few  quotations  made.  We  are 
sorry  that  the  North  Carolina  transactions  failed  to  appear 
and  receive  the  kindly  touch  of  Brother  McDonald’s  hand.

31ST  Annual.  Claremore.  August  9. 

THE  portrait  of  Past  Grand  Master  Royall  J.  Allen  adorns 
the  volume  and  represents  a useful,  self-reliant  man, 
who  is  described  in  a biographical  note  as  “one  of  God’s 
noblemen.”  Seven  times  the  Grand  Master  or  his  proxies 
laid  corner  stones. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master,  Philip  D.  Brewer,  is  a 
complete  recital  of  his  official  acts  and 'indicates  that  he  was 
thoughtful  and  zealous  in  the  performance  of  his  duties. 
He  reports  granting  dispensations  for  the  constitution  of 
ten  chartered  lodges  and  for  the  erection  of  fifteen  new 
ones. 

He  reports  the  existence  of  two  clandestine  lodges,  of 
which  he  says: 

Some  time  since  my  attention  was  called  to  a couple  of  negro, 
so-called,  Masonic  lodges,  one  at  Bristow,  I.  T.,  and  one  at  Newby,  I.  T., 
to  which  it  was  claimed  that  some  white  men  belonged,  and  had  been 
imposing  themselves  upon  the  community  as  Masons.  I investigated 
this  most  astounding  proposition  and  found  to  my  horror  and  chagrin, 
that  at  Bristow,  at  least,  one  white  man  was  a member  of  the  so-called 
Negro  Masonic  Lodge,  and  that  at  Newby,  at  least  three  white  men 
belonged  and  affiliated  with  them.  I notified  Tuscan  Lodge,  No.  134, 
located  at  Bristow,  that  any  such  men  were  clandestine,  and  warned  it 
to  have  nothing  to  do  with  them,  and  I now  warn  the  Craft  at  large  to 
be  careful  of  strangers  hailing  from  either  locality,  and  advise  that 
special  inquiry  be  made  as  to  the  name  and  number  of  the  lodges  they 
claim  to  belong  to. 

The  condition  of  the  Craft  is  reported  to  be  prosperous 
and  satisfactory  in  every  way. 

Seven  decisions  were  reported  and  approved  as  in  accord 
with  Masonic  law. 

He  overlooked  the  manner  of  transacting  Grand  Lodge 
business  and  introduced  some  practical  reforms  in  the  mat- 
ter of  disbursing  some  of  the  funds. 

The  prevalence  of  the  drink  habit  among  the  members 
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of  some  of  the  lodges  and  complaints  as  to  this  vice  engaged 
the  attention  of  the  Grand  Master,  who  says,  in  part: 

The  world  has  learned,  and  justly  so,  to  look  upon  the  Masonic 
fraternity  as  being  composed  of  the  best,  most  moral,  conservative 
and  temperate  body  of  men  anywhere  banded  together.  And  a single 
instance  of  drunkenness  of  a known  Mason  in  the  community  is  noted 
and  commented  upon  and  most  harshly  criticised  by  the  profane.  And 
equally  so  among  even  the  very  men  who  are  guilty  themselves.  It  is 
because  it  is  not  expected  of  a Mason. 

I admonish  all  lodges  to  refuse  absolutely  to  elect  any  man  to  take 
the  degrees  unless  he  is  a sober  man;  do  not  take  professions  of  reform 
until  time  has  demonstrated  the  genuineness  of  the  claims. 

In  reference  to  the  use  of  the  ballot  in  the  selection  of 
material,  he  gives  his  brethren  this  advice: 

A large  number  of  inferior  brick  and  stone  will  never  make  a 
strong,  beautiful  or  enduring  structure.  When  exercising  the  ballot 
you  do  not  vote  for  or  against  a candidate;  you  vote  for  the  Good  of 
Masonry;  this  is  the  only  test  as  to  how  you  should  vote.  It  is  not  a 
question  as  to  whether  you  like  a man,  or  dislike  him  in  a general 
sense;  it  is  a question  whether,  in  your  judgment,  he  will  make  a good 
stone  to  place  into  the  Masonic  structure.  Is  he  fit,  is  he  honest,  sober, 
industrious  and  temperate?  Will  he  be  of  benefit  and  strength  to 
Masonry,  and  has  he  qualities  of  mind  and  heart  of  such  a nature  as  to 
enable  him  to  appreciate  its  goodness  and  exemplify  its  beauties  in 
his  daily  walk?  These  are  the  questions  to  be  answered  by  the  member 
in  casting  his  ballot. 

The  excellent  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  J.  S. 
Murrow,  gives  confirmation  to  the  optimism  of  the  Grand 
Master  as  to  the  outlook  for  Masonry  in  the  Territory. 

The  zeal  and  industry  of  the  devoted  friends  of  the 
Orphans’  Home  have  been  rewarded  by  the  accumulation  of 
$21,665.34  for  that  benevolent  purpose,  and  within  a very 
brief  time.  Grand  Lodge  contributed  four  thousand  dollars 
to  this  fund. 

An  interesting  address  on  the  subject  of  “Masonic 
Light”  was  delivered  by  Brother  Fullerton,  to  which  the 
public  was  invited. 
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The  request  for  recognition  by  Grand  Lodge  Valle  de 
Mexico  was  laid  over  for  future  consideration. 

The  number  of  lodges  is  152  and  the  total  membership 
is  5,669,  a gain  of  660. 

Past  Grand  Master  Bro.  Thomas  C.  Humphrey,  in  105 
pages,  furnishes  a condensed  and  readable  summary  of  the 
doings  of  fifty  Grand  Lodges,  North  Carolina  for  1903  among 
them,

IN  THE  beauty  and  elegance  of  its  cover  design,  in  the 
excellence  of  its  printing  and  in  the  wealth  of  its  pictorial 
adornments,  this  volume  bespeaks  the  fine  taste  of  the 
Grand  Secretary  and  the  fidelity  of  the  printer.  Anything 
like  an  intelligent  description  of  the  book  would  cover  more 
space  than  we  can  give  to  its  valuable  contents.  There  is  a 
group  of  thirty-three  Grand  and  Past  Grand  Officers  of 
Grand  Lodge,  a fine  engraved  likeness  of  the  retiring  Grand 
Master,  Charles  C.  Clark,  and  photographs  of  prominent 
members  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

In  a well- written  address  of  twenty-five  pages  the  Grand 
Master  gives  an  account  of  his  administration,  and  in  every 
instance  his  official  acts  are  strongly  commended.  We  take 
this  extract  from  his  opening,  which  shows  that  he  has 
poetic  proclivities,  although  a lawyer: 

It  seems  peculiarly  appropriate  that  the  annual  celebration  of  this 
great  and  growing  fraternity  should  come  at  a time  of  year  when  all 
nature,  instinct  with  life,  has  fairly  burst  the  heavy  bonds  of  winter, 
and,  like  a lusty  infant,  is  putting  on  its  new  clothes  to  celebrate  the 
emancipation. 

The  poet  has  well  said: 
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“And  what  is  so  rare  as  a day  in  June? 

Then,  if  ever,  come  perfect  days, 

Then  Heaven  tries  the  earth  if  it  be  in  tune, 
And  over  it  softly  her  warm  ear  lays.” 


In  reporting  his  refusal  to  grant  dispensation  for  the 
formation  of  a new  lodge,  he  has  this  to  say  of  small,  inac- 
tive lodges,  and  we  are  in  cordial  agreement: 

Some  energetic  action  should  be  taken  to  arouse  the  lethargic;  the 
lodges  may  not  be  dead  but  only  sleeping,  but  if  so  the  sleep  is  mighty 
sound.  Perhaps  the  locality  is  bad;  perhaps  the  remedy  is  consolida- 
tion. It  seems  to  me  that  the  matter  is  worthy  a special  committee 
and  a profound  study.  Every  effort  should  be  put  forth  to  avoid  taking 
up  their  charters,  but  should  all  efforts  fail,  then  there  is  absolutely  no 
excuse  for  their  further  existence.  They  are  a detriment  to  progress, 
an  object  of  ridicule  among  the  profane  of  their  own  towns,  a drag  to 
the  ever-onward  march  of  the  sons  of  light;  their  usefulness  is  ended 
and  the  Grand  Lodge  should  terminate  their  existence. 

Five  decisions  were  reported  and  were  approved  as 
expressing  good  Masonic  law. 

As  to  his  visitations  and  their  worth  the  Grand  Master 
says : 

One  of  the  very  pleasantest  parts  of  the  year  has  been  that  devoted 
to  visitation.  Not  so  much  was  accomplished  in  this  line  as  I sincerely 
desired,  but  enough  to  make  me  feel  keenly  how  much  I was  missing 
in  not  being  able  to  do  more.  ’Tis  an  uplifting,  soul-inspiring  privi- 
lege to  meet  my  brethren  face  to  face,  to  realize  that  the  brain,  brawn 
and  heart  of  this  great  State  are  merged  in  this  noble  fraternity,  to 
grasp  friendly  hands  in  the  warm  clasp  of  fraternal  greeting,  to  know 
that  here  one  may  trust  without  fear,  may  speak  without  reserve,  may 
believe  without  question.  At  every  place  work  was  done,  and  it  was  a 
never-ending  delight  to  see  the  faces  light  up  as  the  great  lessons  of 
the  ritual  were  inculcated.  Old,  yet  ever  new.  Repeated  again  and 
again,  yet  ever  fresh;  a mine  that  never  fails  to  yield  abundant  gold, 
a field  that  ever  repays  the  most  arduous  cultivation. 

Like  many  other  Grand  Masters,  he  has  some  sensible 
views  as  to  the  use  and  abuse  of  the  black  ball,  and  if  the 
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Masons  of  Iowa  will  accept  and  act  on  them  it  will  be  all  the 
better  for  the  Craft. 

Forty  pages  is  taken  up  by  the  report  of  the  Grand 
Secretary  and  Grand  Librarian,  and  it  tells  of  the  great 
prosperity  of  Freemasonry  in  Iowa  for  the  past  year. 

The  following  proposed  amendment  to  the  Code,  after 
adverse  report  by  the  Jurisprudence  Committee,  failed  of 
passage: 


“ It  shall  be  deemed  unmasonic  to  use  the  word  ‘ Masonic  ’ as  the 
name  or  part  of  the  name  of  any  corporation  or  institution  not  under 
direct  control  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  any  Mason  guilty  of  violating 
this  section  shall  be  dealt  with  as  for  other  unmasonic  conduct.  This 
section  shall  not  apply  to  corporations  formed  for  the  purpose  of  build- 
ing or  owning  lodge  property.” 


There  are  504  working  lodges  in  jurisdiction,  having  a 
total  membership  of  34,595,  a gain  of  1,362. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  the  third  of  the  same 
high  order  as  those  others  which  preceded  it,  and  covers 
173  pages  of  this  large  volume.  The  transactions  of  North 
Carolina  receive  the  fraternal  consideration  of  Bro.  Joseph 
E.  Morcombe.  We  tender  our  sincere  sympathy  to  our 
brother  in  the  bereavement  which  he  has  suffered  in  the 
death  of  a daughter,  and  to  which  he  thus  sorrowfully  refers: 


Some  portion  of  the  work  which  follows  has  been  carried  out  while 
the  mind  of  the  writer  was  burdened  with  anxiety  and  again  while 
numbed  with  grief.  Ere  yet  the  winter  wore  to  spring  Death  entered 
our  home  and  took  from  us  one  whose  childhood’s  promise  had  ripened 
into  pure  and  lovely  womanhood.  From  the  soul’s  sad  Gethsemane 
there  went  vain  prayer  that  the  cup  of  coming  grief  might  pass  from 
shrinking  lips.  And  after  that  the  heart-ache  and  the  ever-present 
sense  of  loss.

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IRELAND— 1903. 


THIS  journal  of  the  proceedings  is  adorned  with  a photo- 
graph of  a full-length  portrait  of  the  Grand  Master, 
the  Duke  of  Abercorn.  The  cost  of  the  painting  was  met 
by  subscriptions  of  a few  of  the  friends  of  the  Grand  Master, 
and  was  presented  to  Grand  Lodge  with  appropriate  cere- 
monies. 

Twenty  charters  for  new  lodges  were  issued  during  the 
year.  Under  the  jurisdiction  of  Grand  Lodge  there  are 
fifteen  provincial  Grand  Lodges,  thirten  in  Ireland,  one  in 
New  Zealand  and  one  in  Queensland,  with  a total  list  of 
Subordinate  Lodges  of  about  450. 

The  address  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Sir  James 
Creed  Meredith,  LL.  D.,  covers  every  item  of  importance 
to  the  Fraternity. 

The  facility  with  which  an  Irishman  can  be  made  a 
Mason  by  stepping  across  the  Channel,  either  to  England  or 
Scotland,  gives  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  some  trouble. 
The  adoption  of  the  plan  pursued  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Pennsylvania  under  like  circumstances  would  cure  this 
practice  very  effectually. 

Right  Worshipful  Brother  Meredith  says: 

Turn  to  another  topic.  I am  very  sorry  to  say  that  the  present 
arrangements  for  the  initiation  of  candidates  in  other  jurisdictions  is 
not  quite  so  satisfactory  as  it  is  in  our  own.  Our  law  is  very  strict 
that  no  subordinate  Lodge  shall  initiate  into  Freemasonry  any  person 
who  is  not  a resident  in  the  town,  or  country,  or  immediate  neighbour- 
hood where  the  Lodge  that  proposes  to  admit  such  person  meets,  with- 
out communicating  with  and  receiving  a satisfactory  report  from  the 
Lodge  meeting  near  his  residence,  and  therefore  we  cannot  initiate 
without  full  inquiry  any  one  hailing  from  either  England  or  Scotland. 
Their  law  is  not  as  strict  as  ours  upon  that  subject,  and  I am  sorry  to 
say  cases  have  come  to  my  knowledge  in  which  persons  who  would  not 
be  received  into  our  Order  in  this  country  have  gone  across  the  Channel 
and  been  received  into  Lodges  working  under  sister  jurisdictions,  and 
such  receptions  place  us  as  Masons  in  a very  serious  difficulty.  It 
may  be  of  interest  in  connection  with  this  matter  that  you  should 
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know  that  in  both  England  and  Scotland  the  law  as  to  a single  black 
ball  excluding  is  not  so  very  definite  as  it  is  with  us.

IKE  the  volume  of  Proceedings  of  last  year,  this  impos- 


ing journal  is  adorned  with  a portrait  gallery  of  eight 
Grand  Masters,  that  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  Bro. 
Bestor  G.  Brown,  occupying  the  fly-leaf.  Interesting  bio- 
graphical sketches  accompany  the  pictures. 

Before  the  opening  of  Grand  Lodge  the  children  of  the 
Home,  having  been  brought  to  Topeka  for  the  purpose, 
were  introduced  and  entertained  the  brethren  by  rendering 
a programme  of  songs  and  recitations,  which  was  greatly 
enjoyed. 

The  address  of  Grand  Master  Brown  is  a strong  paper, 
in  which  the  varied  interests  of  the  Craft  are  considered, 
and  praise  and  blame  wisely  mixed.  He  admits  regretfully 
that  an  “unfortunate  state  of  affairs”  exists  in  some  of  the 
lodges  and  proceeds  to  enumerate  the  principal  causes,  thus: 

Among  the  prominent  factors  in  this  undesirable  condition  of 
affairs  is  the  incompetency  of  Secretaries.  Either  a total  indifference 
to  the  duties  of  the  office,  or  else  a lack  of  capacity,  retards  the  busi- 
ness growth  of  many  lodges.  Another  factor  in  this  condition  is  to  be 
found  in  a class  of  Secretaries  who,  by  reason  of  age  and  years  of  ser- 
vice, assume  an  authority  over  the  affairs  of  Masonry  which  even  a 
Grand  Master  would  hesitate  to  exercise.  The  well-meaning,  though 
halting  Master,  who  comes  to  the  East  in  such  a lodge,  finds  himself 
speedily  cowed  and  overawed  by  a Secretary  who  assumes  to  shape  the 
legislation  of  the  lodge  and  makes  the  Master  his  servant.  Such  a 
Secretary  is  more  undesirable  than  an  incompetent  one.  Masters  are 
in  part  responsible  for  this  condition  of  affairs  by  not  qualifying  them- 
selves and  asserting  their  prerogatives.  There  are  other  cases  where 
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Secretaries  totally  neglect  their  duties,  and  the  operation  of  our  law 
does  not  permit  their  removal  unless  formal  charges  be  preferred 
against  them,  which  every  Master  should  be  slow  in  doing. 

There  are  some  lodges  that  seem  to  be  possessed  of  a too  keenly 
developed  commercial  spirit  and  measure  the  efficiency  of  the  lodge, 
not  by  the  character  of  its  work  or  the  influence  it  exerts  in  the  com- 
munity, but  by  the  number  of  petitions  it  receives  and  the  quantity  of 
money  it  has  in  its  treasury.  With  these . lodges  the  all-consuming 
impulse  is  not  how  good  but  how  many. 

There  are  occasionally  ignorant  and  inefficient  Secre- 
taries, rarely  one  who  browbeats  the  Master  or  the  lodge, 
and  we  beg  to  take  issue- with  the  Grand  Master  on  this 
factor.  An  intelligent  Master,  capable  of  governing  his 
lodge  and  giving  the  brethren  proper  instructions  for  their 
labors,  will  have  no  trouble  of  this  kind  to  meet,  and  if  he 
does,  he  will  have  tact  enough  to  correct  it  without  resort 
to  drastic  measures. 

The  devastation  caused  by  the  sudden  overflow  of  the 
Raw  River  in  June,  1903,  is  graphically  described  by  the 
Grand  Master,  and  the  prompt  and  successful  measures  for 
relief  by  the  Craft  for  those  members  of  the  Fraternity  who 
were  overtaken  by  the  disaster  are  thus  told: 

Masonry  came  promptly  to  the  relief  of  its  suffering  members, 
and,  while  the  watars  were  still  rising,  a thorough  and  effective  organ- 
ization was  accomplished  in  Topeka,  and  the  work  so  diligently  prose- 
cuted that  no  Mason  or  dependent  of  a Mason  slept  in  other  than  the 
house  of  the  brotherhood,  nor  partook  from  the  table  of  public  charity. 
The  operations  of  this  committee  merit  the  highest  commendation, 
and  the  thoroughness  with  which  every  case  of  loss  and  destitution 
was  investigated,  and  the  intelligent  application  of  relief  to  all  cases, 
stands  as  an  example  for  the  disbursement  of  aid  in  disasters  of  all 
kinds. 

Six  pages  of  the  address  are  given  to  the  history,  pres- 
ent condition  and  future  of  the  Masonic  Home  and  an 
acknowledgment  of  the  active  help  of  the  ladies  of  the  Order 
of  the  Eastern  Star  in  fostering  the  enterprise.  He  says: 

The  great  work  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  must  not  be  over- 
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looked.  This  worthy  organization  has  ever  been  ready  and  willing  to 
labor;  it  has  not  sought  to  legislate.  Much  of  the  success  of  our  cher- 
ished institution  at  Wichita  would  not  have  come  to  it  without  the 
sacrifice  and  unselfish  devotion  of  the  members  of  the  Order  of  the 
Eastern  Star. 

From  the  Report  of  the  Masonic  Home  Board  we  find 
this  legislation  designating  the  beneficiaries  of  the  Home: 

Section  i of  Article  VII  of  the  By-laws  was  amended  to  read  as 
follows: 

“ Master  Masons  in  good  standing,  their  wives,  widows  and  chil- 
dren, and  members  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  in  good  standing 
and  their  children,  who  are  residents  of  the  State  of  Kansas  and  who 
are  recommended  by  their  respective  lodge  or  chapter,  and  who  are 
worthy  of  Masonic  charity,  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board,  be 
admitted  to  the  Home,  subject  to  the  Home  rules  and  the  discipline  of 
the  Home,  provided  all  applications  are  based  upon  a continuous 
membership  of  not  less  than  two  years  in  lodge  or  chapter  of  the  Order 
of  the  Eastern  Star  immediately  prior  to  their  application.  The  Board 
may  also  upon  its  own  motion  admit  such  persons.” 

Following  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on 
Correspondence,  the  Grand  Lodge  deferred  action  on  the 
requests  for  recognition  by  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Porto 
Rico,  the  Grand  Orient  of  Argentina  and  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Egypt,  and  declined  outright  to  recognize  the  Grand 
Lodge  Cosmos  of  the  State  of  Chihuahua,  Mexico. 

We  are  old  fogy  enough  to  believe  that  the  tragedy 
exemplified  in  conferring  the  Master  Mason  degree  in  the 
old,  simple  way  was  highly  dramatic  and  impressive,  but 
not  so  in  Kansas: 

At  7:30  o’clock  Orient  Lodge  No.  51  was  opened  on  the  third  degree 
of  Masonry,  the  several  stations  being  occupied  by  the  officers  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  when  the  Master  Mason’s  degree  was  exemplified  in  the 
standard  dramatized  form  with  full  costumes  and  accessories.  The 
Grand  Officers  were  assisted  in  the  dramatization  of  this  work  by  a 
corps  of  workers  selected  from  Orient  Lodge  No.  51  and  Siloam  Lodge 
No.  225. 

The  Grand  Lodge  adopted  the  report  of  the  committee 
authorizing  the  publication  of  a cipher  ritual  for  general  use 
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of  the  fraternity,  and  about  twelve  pages  of  the  volume  are 
given  to  consideration  of  this  subject.  The  volume  will  be 
small,  convenient  to  carry  and  a source  of  profit  to  Grand 
Lodge  at  the  price  of  one  dollar! 

The  total  number  of  lodges  Dec.  31,  1903,  was  369;  the 
membership  at  the  same  time  was  24,742,  a net  gain  of 
1, 1 75- 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  a very  full  and  valu- 
able review  of  the  doings  of  Grand  Lodges  whose  proceed- 
ings had  been  received,  and  covers  350  pages,  or  somewhat 
more  than  half  the  volume.  The  transactions  of  North 
Carolina  for  1903  receive  fraternal  consideration  in  three 
and  a half  pages.  Past  Grand  Master  William  M.  Shaver, 
in  doing  this  excellent  work  for  the  Craft  of  Kansas,  had  to 
examine  and  select  from  seventy  volumes  of  Proceedings. 
We  take  this  extract  from  his  conclusion,  and  endorse  the 
advice : 

Many  Grand  Masters  in  reporting  the  marvelous  growth  call 
attention  to  the  excellent  character  of  the  aspirants  who  are  asking 
for  “ masonic  light,”  and  some  wisely  couple  with  this  the  warning  to 
scan  well  the  petitioner.  Because  Masonry  is  regarded  as  a great  and 
powerful  instrument  for  good  in  the  community,  and  the  best  men  are 
to  be  found  within  its  walls,  the  hypocrite  wants  it  for  a cloak.  The 
counterfeit  is  always  a tribute  to  the  value  of  the  true  coin.  In  the 
dark  and  troublous  days  of  Masonry,  few  except  “ square  men  ” were 
to  be  found  within  the  Temple  or-  seeking  admission,  but  now  in  the 
heyday  of  its  prosperity  our  fraternity  must  look  well  to  the  door. 
Have  your  black  ball  ready,  and  do  not  be  afraid  to  use  it.

KENTUCKY— 1903. 

103RD  Annual.  Louisville.  October  20. 

THE  portrait  of  Grand  Master  John  W.  Landrum  occupies 
the  fly  leaf  of  the  volume.  His  address  is  an  excellent 
showing  of  the  work  of  his  administration  and  has  the  merit 
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of  comparative  brevity.  In  his  announcement  to  the  Craft 
of  the  death  of  Past  Grand  Master  J.  W Staton,  Brother 
Landrum  paid  a very  eloquent  tribute  to  the  Masonic  and 
civic  virtues  of  the  deceased  brother,  from  which  we  take 
this  extract: 

Always  conservative  and  just,  lie  was  positive  in  his  convictions 
and  inflexible  in  his  advocacy  of  the  truth.  Few  were  so  well  informed 
in  Masonry;  still  fewer  made  so  good  use  of  the  knowledge  which  he 
had.  Gentle  and  tender  was  he,  amiable  under  all  circumstances,  but 
a true  warrior  for  the  right,  a valiant  leader  in  our  mystic  ranks. 
Wise  and  good  and  learned  and  tolerant  as  he  was,  holding  always 
that  the  law  of  Love  was  the  supreme  Masonic  law,  he  steadfastly 
adhered  to  the  ancient  landmarks  of  the  order,  ever  fighting  against 
all  encroachments  and  planting  his  feet  firmly  upon  the  traditional 
principles  of  the  royal  craft. 

The  Masonic  Temple  was  dedicated  with  appropriate 
ceremonies,  and  of  this  undertaking  the  Grand  Master  says 
in  part: 

The  past  history  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky  has  been  a 
series  of  struggles  and  triumphs,  noble  aims  and  grand  achievements. 
After  having  furnished  the  measures,  means  and  moral  support  in  the 
erection  and  maintenance  of  Homes  for  the  infirm,  the  destitute  and 
the  helpless;  and  schools  for  the  young  and  the  ignorant,  it  found 
that  its  liberality  had  deprived  itself  of  a home,  or  a place  in  which 
to  hold  its  annual  gathering.  Without  complaint  or  regret  that  it  had 
thus  bestowed  its  generosity,  but  with  a renewed  activity  and  firmness 
of  purpose,  it  purchased  a lot  and  with  only  a few  thousand  — or 
practically  without  a dollar,  boldly  proceeded  to  the  erection  of  this 
magnificent  edifice  that  is  equaled  in  splendor  by  very  few  temples  on 
this  continent,  and  reflects  additional  credit  upon  the  craft  in  Ken- 
tucky and  elsewhere. 

The  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master,  six  in  number,  were 
approved  except  as  to  Nos.  i and  2,  as  follows: 

1.  Should  white  and  black  balls,  or  paper  ballots,  be  used  in 
determining  degree  of  punishment?  Held:  Paper  ballots  or  white  and 
black  balls  may  be  used,  as  the  result  of  the  vote  is  the  thing  desired. 
It  is  only  a technical  matter  as  to  which  form  is  used. 

2.  It  is  unlawful  for  lodges  to  abide  by  written  agreement  as  to 
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jurisdiction.  The  Constitution  prescribes  the  boundary  between 
lodges,  and  any  agreement,  written  or  otherwise,  is  invalid. 

From  an  outside  view  we  agree  with  the  Grand  Master 
in  No.  i and  the  committee  in  No.  2,  but  in  either  case  the 
Kentucky  law  must  govern. 

There  is  no  Report  on  Correspondence,  which  seems  to 
be  accounted  for  in  part  by  this  statement  of  the  Grand 
Master: 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  consists  of  three,  while  hut 
one  ever  performs  a moment’s  work.  Yet  the  two  ornamental  mem- 
bers cost  the  Grand  Lodge  mileage  and  per  diem  from  $25  to  $50  a 
year.  I think  there  should  be  but  one  on  this  committee,  and  he 
should  be  known  as  the  Reporter , at  a fixed  salary.  Or,  better,  dis- 
pense with  it  altogether,  and  let  the  information  come  to  us  editorially 
through  the  Masonic  Home  Journal,  which  reaches  every  lodge  mem- 
ber in  Kentucky.  The  report  as  now  made  is  not  read,  as  I firmly 
believe,  by  a score  of  the  brethren.  The  saving  would  amount  to 
about  $ 500  a year. 

Owing  to  the  death  of  Bro.  Staton,  there  will  be  no  “ Foreign 
Correspondence  ” report  this  year. 

Following  the  footsteps  of  his  immediate  predecessor 
in  the  executive  chair  the  Grand  Master  deemed  it  inappro- 
priate for  Masonic  lodges  to  constitute  a part  of  public  dis- 
plays, and  it  seems  to  us  he  is  eminently  right.  On  this 
subject  he  says: 

A request  came  under  seal  from  Newport  Lodge,  after  unani- 
mously accepting  an  invitation  from  Newport  Commandery  to  act  as 
escort  to  the  latter  on  Easter  Sunday.  Held:  It  is  unwise  to  grant 
dispensation  to  participate  in  any  service  in  which  all  the  members 
could  not  join.  The  Knights  Templar  order  being  founded  on  a cer- 
tain principle,  admits  none  who  can  not  declare  their  belief  in  the 
Christian  religion.  The  great  body  of  Masonry  as  an  organization 
respects  religion  in  all  its  various  forms  and  denominations,  but 
should  not  in  its  aggregate  capacity  recognize  any  particular  religious 
sect  or  creed. 

The  Grand  Master  found  it  necessary  to  remove  an 
unworthy  Master  of  a lodge  and  reported  the  matter  in  his 
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address  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  but  wisely  refrained  from 
giving  details  of  probably  a shocking  violation  of  Masonic 
duty.  In  some  Grand  Lodges  the  display  of  the  family 
skeletons  is  all  too  frequent  and  does  no  good. 

This  eulogy  to  the  Grand  Secretary  is  well  merited,  and 
wherever  there  is  a Grand  Lodge  of  Masons  this  kind  of 
man  is  always  found.  He  says: 

And  now  comes  Grant!  The  good,  Christian  man;  the  peerless 
Secretary,  whose  knowledge  and  skill  is  so  necessary  and  so  ready  for 
the  use  of  a Grand  Master;  whose  merit  is  beyond  computation,  and 
to  whom  my  greatest  tribute  would  be  but  a weak  offering.  My 
warmest  thanks  go  to  him  for  his  many  acts  of  favor.  The  man , some 
day,  will  die;  but  Grant  will  live  on  and  on,  to  lighten  the  burdens  of 
future  Grand  Masters  and  adorn  with  beauteous  splendor  the  history 
of  Kentucky  Masonry. 

The  Craft  of  Kentucky  is  justly  proud  of  its  two  great 
charities,  the  Widows’  and  Orphans’  Home  at  Louisville, 
and  the  Home  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Brethren  at  Shelbyville. 

From  the  summary  of  the  Grand  Secretary  we  find  the 
number  of  lodges  to  be  479,  with  a membership  of  23,547, 
showing  a net  gain  of  1,728.

KENTUCKY— 1904. 

104TH  Annual.  Louisville.  October  18. 

THIS  bulky  volume  should  furnish  the  Kentucky  Mason 
all  the  information  he  needs  as  to  the  doings  and  status 
of  his  Grand  Lodge.  It  contains  records  of  the  proceedings, 
full  statistical  tables,  a report  on  correspondence  and  the 
conclusion  of  the  centennial  history  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
prepared  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  H.  B.  Grant.  It  is  in  a 
special  manner  a pictorial  volume,  the  embellishments  of 
this  kind  being  really  too  numerous  to  mention. 
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Besides  the  portraits  which  appear  in  Brother  Grant’s 
history,  the  likenesses  of  the  directors,  teachers  and  other 
officers  of  the  Masonic  Widows’  and  Orphans’  Home  occupy 
twenty-two  pages  in  the  back  of  the  volume,  and  give  added 
interest  to  it.  The  fly  leaf  of  the  volume  shows  the  likeness 
of  the  young  Grand  Master,  Owen  D.  Thomas,  who  in  nine 
years  has  advanced  from  a private  in  the  ranks  to  the  high- 
est office  in  the  gift  of  the  Fraternity.  Although  but  thirty- 
five  years  old,  his  address  gives  evidence  of  mature  mind 
and  a full  appreciation  of  his  duties.  His  administration 
has  been  eminently  successful  and  elicited  the  hearty  com- 
mendation of  his  brethren. 

He  rendered  seven  decisions,  five  of  which  were 
approved,  one  modified  slightly  and  one  disapproved.  In 
regard  to  the  last  we  are  disposed  to  agree  with  the  Grand 
Master  when  he  says: 

Question  3.  In  organizing  a new  lodge  is  it  necessary  for  the 
petitioners  to  secure  dimits  before  asking  consent  of  lodges  whose 
jurisdictions  are  affected? 

Held.  It  is  not. 

The  Jurisprudence  Committee,  however,  differed 
entirely  with  the  Grand  Master,  as  shown  by  this  extract 
from  its  report: 

Your  committee  can  not  concur  with  the  Grand  Master  in  his 
answer  to  question  number  3,  but  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  answer 
should  be:  “Held.  It  is,”  and  recommends  that  his  decision  be  modi- 

fied as  herein  suggested. 

The  Grand  Master  made  many  official  visits,  which 
proved  of  service  to  the  Craft,  and  in  one  instance  led  to  a 
reconciliation  of  a long  standing  difference.  Two  pages  of 
the  address  are  devoted  to  a discussion  as  to  how  Master 
Masons  should  wear  their  aprons.  The  Jurisprudence  Com- 
mittee referred  to  the  ruling  of  Grand  Lodge  in  1896  as 
indicating  the  proper  manner,  and  such  we  believe  to  be  the 
general  rule.  The  committee  says: 
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“The  apron  is  worn:  First  degree,  bib  up;  second  degree,  bib 
down,  apron  flowing  freely;  third  degree,  bib  down,  flowing  freely — 
except  when  worn  as  a mark  of  distinction  the  left  lower  corner  is 
tucked  up.  This  is  in  conformity  with  the  teachings  of  the  oldest 
charts,  and  is  consistent  with  the  progressiveness  of  our  degrees  and 
the  analogy  of  the  operative  craft.  It  is  also  the  teachings  of  the 
oldest  jurisdictions  of  the  United  States.  And  (the  wearing  as  stated) 
is  to  be  obeyed  by  subordinate  lodges.” 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Correspond- 
ence the  Grand  Lodges  of  Western  Australia,  Costa  Rica  and 
Queensland  were  duly  recognized  as  independent  Masonic 
bodies,  but  the  application  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  Brazil 
was  deferred  for  future  consideration. 

The  two  great  charities  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the 
Masonic  Widows’  and  Orphans’  Home  and  the  Old  Masons’ 
Home,  receive  extended  notice  from  the  Grand  Master  and 
unstinted  praise.  He  says  in  part: 

The  Masons  of  Kentucky  have  builded  wisely  and  well  in  their 
Widows’  and  Orphans’  Home.  Each  year  of  its  existence  adds  to  their 
glory  and  renown.  Standing  out,  as  it  does,  a safe  shelter  to  all  those 
entitled  to  its  protection  and  care,  it  reflects  back  its  own  splendor 
upon  those  by  whose  beneficence  it  exists.  And  as  year  succeeds  year, 
we  have  cause. to  congratulate  ourselves  on  still  greater  improvement 
in  its  management.  We  find  going  out  from  its  precincts,  where  love 
and  virtue  abound,  girls  who  make  happy  wives  and  mothers,  and 
boys  who  take  high  rank  as  men  in  the  world  of  business  and  useful- 
ness, who,  but  for  the  loving  care  and  careful  training  received  at  the 
Home,  on  being  left  alone  in  the  world  to  meet  the  vicissitudes  of  life 
during  their  tender  years,  would  in  all  human  probability  have  failed 
to  reach  such  desirable  stations  in  life  or  of  human  endeavor. 

The  struggles  of  the  Masonic  Temple  in  its  efforts  to 
make  both  ends  meet  is  adverted  to  by  the  Grand  Master, 
but  no  way  is  suggested  to  meet  the  difficulty.  The  Special 
Committee,  however,  to  which  this  matter  was  referred, 
made  a thorough  investigation  and  submitted  a strong- 
report,  which  was  adopted.  We  quote  from  this  report  the 
opening  and  closing  paragraphs : 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  excess  of  operating  expenses,  fixed  charges, 
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over  the  present  income  is  $6,328.87.  At  this  point  it  must  not  be  for- 
gotten that  an  additional  item  should  be  included  in  estimated  fixed 
charges  to  cover  alterations  in  different  parts  of  the  building  which 
from  time  to  time  must  be  made  to  secure  and  hold  tenants,  and  to 
cover  minor  repairs  always  incident  to  maintaining  a property  like 
this  in  good  condition.  We  are  below,  rather  than  above,  the  probable 
figure  in  saying  that  at  present  the  fixed  charges  of  the  building  are 
more  than  $6,500.00  in  excess  of  its  income.  The  taxes  are  also  more 
likely  to  be  higher  than  lower  than  at  present. 

We  have  come  to  the  conclusions  herein  stated  guided  by  a sense 
of  duty.  The  situation  is  a serious,  but  not  hopeless  one  for  “ The 
Masonic.”  The  spirit  of  economy  suggested  by  the  last  two  Grand 
Masters  takes,  we  think,  in  this  crude  report  some  practical  shape. 

We  admire  sentiment,  but  sentiment  does  not  pay  insurance, 
interest  and  taxes.  It  was  largely  a sentiment  that  gave  birth  to  this 
enterprise  against  the  better  business  judgment  of  many  devoted 
brethren.  That  sentiment  was  yours,  but  it  has  led  to  the  sale  of  only 
$14,800  worth  of  bonds  out  of  $200,000  worth  issued,  over  and  above 
the  amount  taken  by  the  Home.  This  unpleasant  situation  is  now 
also  yours.  It  must  be  dealt  with  in  a business  way.  Our  suggestions 
are  along  business  rather  than  sentimental  lines. 

The  number  of  lodges  on  the  roll  is  486,  a gain  of  seven 
lodges;  the  total  membership  is  25,416,  a gain  of  1,869. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  an  excellent  review 
of  the  proceedings  of  those  Grand  Lodges  which  had  been 
received  and  covers  eighty  pages  of  the  volume.  The  trans- 
actions of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  for  1904 
receive  fraternal  consideration  at  the  hands  of  Past  Grand 
Master  W.  M.  Clarke,  the  reporter.  He  pays  a compliment 
to  Grand  Master  H.  I.  Clark  in  the  following  extract: 

We  believe  that  all  Grand  Masters  preface  their  decisions  with  the 
complaint  that  they  have  been  overwhelmed  with  letters  asking  for  a 
decision  on  some  question  already  decided;  or,  it  may  be,  the  fact  that 
the  Masters  of  lodges  do  not  read  is  stated  in  some  other  form.  How- 
ever, it  is  quite  the  thing  for  Grand  Masters  to  so  introduce  this  topic. 

We  think  Grand  Master  Clark  does  it  quite  happily,  and  gives  a 
hint  to  Grand  Masters  in  the  future  as  to  the  possibilities  of  the  ques- 
tion. He  "says: 

As  usual,  the  early  frost  failed  to  catch  many  of  the  honest  breth- 
ren who  were  seeking  to  have  a knotty  problem  in  Masonic  law  unrav- 
eled, and  as  a result,  I have  been  besieged  with  many  requests  to 
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decide  this  question  and  that,  the  writers  forgetting  entirely  that  every 
law  is  plainly  laid  down  in  the  Code,  and  that  I have  to  frame  my 
replies  from  the  law  as  given  there.  A few  moments  of  careful  study 
of  the  Code  would  save  delay  and  make  them  brighter  Masons.

LOUISIANA. 

92ND  Annual.  New  Orleans.  February  i. 

_|~ HE  address  of  Grand  Master  Robert  R.  Reid  has  the 
* merit  of  comparative  brevity,  although  the  usual  topics 
of  the  papers  receive  ample  consideration.  His  exordium 
contains  some  thoughts  on  the  teachings  and  influences  of 
Masonry,  from  which  we  take  this  extract : 

The  prominence  of  Freemasonry,  as  a factor  in  the  development  of 
our  civilization,  is  due  not  alone  to  the  recognition  of  a Supreme 
Creator  and  to  the  inculcation  of  a belief  in  that  Creator  as  a dominant 
feature  in  her  esoteric  as  well  as  exoteric  teachings,  but  because  she 
has.  added,  as  a co-ordinate,  that  principle  of  action  which  is  the 
heritage  of  her  glorious  past,  the  tocsin  of  her  splendid  present  and 
the  ultima  thule  of  her  grander  future — Toleration.  That  toleration, 
that  freedom  of  thought,  of  speech  and  of  action  which  mean  the 
liberation  of  man  from  the  thralldom  of  his  own  passions  and  preju- 
dices to  the  liberty  which  shall  make  of  him  the  true  citizen,  the  actual 
man,  the  real  Mason. 

On  the  subject  of  the  formation  of  new  lodges  at  the 
expense  of  the  old,  as  is  often  done,  the  Grand  Master  gives 
expression  to  a danger  presented  to  a greater  or  less  extent 
in  every  Grand  Jurisdiction.  He  says: 

In  connection  with  the  formation  of  new  Lodges,  I have  observed, 
in  several  instances,  that  the  petitioners  were,  largely,  from  Lodges 
already  chartered  and  in  the  vicinity  of  the  proposed  new  Lodge.  In 
one  case  the  petition  contained  a number  of  signatures  of  which  over 
80  per  cent,  were  those  of  members  of  lodges  in  the  neighborhood. 

While  I do  not  decry  the  formation  of  new  Lodges,  believing  that 
a good  Lodge  of  good  Freemasons  is  an  advantage  to  any  community, 
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what  is  the  benefit  to  our  Craft  or  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  if,  to  use  a 
trite  expression,  we  are  to  “rob  Peter  to  pay  Paul?” 

If  the  new  Lodge  will  bring  back  to  the  fold  and  to  active  partici- 
pation in  our  labors  those  dismissions,  or  lapsed  memberships,  which 
was  caused  by  change  of  residence  or  similar  conditions,  it  is  well,  but 
if  it  be  at  the  risk  of  endangering  the  perpetuity  or  usefulness  of  a 
Lodge  already  chartered  and  active,  then  no  benefit  can  follow  and  the 
converse  holds  good  that  injury  must  result.  It  is  not  only  a duty, 
but  should  be  esteemed  a privilege  to  assist  in  maintaining  the  Lodge, 
especially  our  “ Old  Lodges,”  venerable  from  their  age;  rich  in  recol- 
lections of  the  earlier  days  and  history  of  our  Craft  and  hallowed,  as 
they  are,  by  memories  of  the  great  and  good  who  have  knelt  at  their 
altars  and  mingled  with  the  brethren.  It  sometimes  occurs  that  a new 
Lodge  is  but  another  name  for  disappointed  ambitions,  and  this,  in  the 
very  moment  of  its  birth,  is  an  element  of  weakness  difficult  to  eliminate. 

Masonry  does  not  depend  upon  multiplicity  of  Lodges  or  numerical 
strength.  It  is  the  Masonry  of  our  daily  lives  that  the  world  weighs 
and  values. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  is  better 
than  it  has  been  since  the  Temple  debt  was  assumed  many 
years  ago.  This  obligation  has  been  met  except  $6,000,  and 
this  small  balance  will  soon  be  wiped  out. 

The  fraternity  is  now  looking  forward  to  the  establish- 
ment of  a Masonic  Home,  for  the  purposes  of  which  $1,500, 
contributed  by  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Louisiana  for  the 
Widows’  and  Orphans’  Relief  Fund,  may  be  applied  at  the 
proper  time. 

In  the  Report  of  Louisiana  Relief  Lodge  we  find  that 
in  the  disbursements  there  was  $5  for  the  relief  of  a North 
Carolina  brother.  We  quote  from  the  report  of  the  W.  M. 
of  the  lodge: 

Calls  for  relief  have  been  frequent,  and  the  number  of  imposters, 
or  those  not  entitled  to  Masonic  aid,  has  increased.  Our  Secretary, 
Bro.  Alfred,  has  had  some  interesting  experiences  in  this  direction.  I 
am  pleased  to  report  that  our  treasury  has  never  been  exhausted,  as 
the  responses  of  the  brethren  of  the  local  Lodges  have  been  most 
prompt.  We  have  thus  been  enabled  to  relieve  every  worthy  case  of 
distress. 

While  our  funds  are  limited  and  we  may  not  be  able  to  do  all  we 
may  wish  in  the  alleviation  of  the  distresses  of  sojourning  brethren,  I 
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feel  that  Louisiana  Relief  Lodge  is  accomplishing  great  good  and  that 
its  usefulness  becomes  more  apparent  with  each  year. 

A set  of  preambles  and  resolutions  making  a Grand 
Master  ineligible  to  be  his  own  successor  was  presented  by 
the  Grand  Senior  Deacon  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
State  of  the  Order,  by  which  the  proposed  legislation  was 
approved.  The  Grand  Lodge,  however,  took  a different 
view  and  by  a vote  of  199  to  108  expressed  its  dissent  to  the 
idea  of  rapid  transit  to  the  Grand  East.  We  think  the 
Grand  Lodge  was  right.  If  a Grand  Master  is  unwilling 
to  “tote  ” the  heavy  load  a second  time,  he  need  but  say  so 
and  a brother  will  be  found  who  will  take  it  up  as  a matter 
of  duty. 

The  number  of  Lodges  in  the  Jurisdiction  is  160  and 
the  membership  7,740. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  124  pages  of  fine  print, 
is  the  work  of  Rev.  Bro.  Herman  C.  Duncan,  who  culls 
from  the  proceedings  of  fifty-six  Grand  Lodges  whatever 
may  be  profitable  to  his  brethren  of  Louisiana.  His  notice 
of  North  Carolina  consists  of  extracts  from  the  oration  of 
Bro.  M.  C.  S.  Noble.

MAINE— 1904. 

85TH  Annual.  Portland.  May  4. 

A HANDSOME  engraving  of  Grand  Master  William  J. 

Burnham  fronts  the  initial  page  of  the  proceedings, 
and  his  autograph  underneath  shows  an  elegant  penmanship 
that  we  admire  now  as  much  as  when  a boy  we  painfully 
attempted  to  do  likewise. 

His  address  contains  a report  of  his  official  acts  and 
gives  evidence  of  a painstaking  and  conscientious  executive. 
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The  distinguished  dead  of  his  own  Grand  Jurisdiction  receive 
affectionate  tribute  and  high  praise. 

The  special  dispensations  granted  were  not  numerous 
as  compared  with  other  Grand  Masters  and  they  were  all 
approved.  The  decisions,  five  in  number,  were  also  approved 
by  the  Law  Committee  and  by  Grand  Lodge.  The  con- 
ditions in  the  lodge,  among  officers  and  members,  which 
gave  rise  to  this  decision,  would  seem  to  require  attention : 

Statement.  A ballot  upon  an  application  was  declared  “ clear  and 
tlie  candidate  accepted;”  the  records  were  so  made  up.  After  the 
meeting  had  closed  the  S.  D.  stated  that  he  noticed  one  black  ball  in 
the  box  as  he  emptied  it  for  another  ballot;  a member  present  stated 
that  he  had  cast  such  a ballot,  but  should  make  no  objection  to  it 
remaining  as  it  was.  Question.  What  should  be  done? 

Answer.  The  record  as  made  must  stand  and  the  degrees  be  con- 
ferred, unless  an  objection  is  made,  in  which  case  the  W.  M.  should 
declare  the  candidate  rejected.  While  it  was  careless  on  the  part  of 
the  W.  M.  and  Wardens  in  not  detecting  the  ballot,  and  stupid  on  the 
part  of  the  S.  D.  in  not  calling  the  attention  of  the  W.  M.  to  it,  as  the 
party  who  so  voted  did  not  object,  it  must  stand  as  declared. 

The  Grand  Master  is  certainly  mild  in  saying  that  the 
Master  and  Wardens  were  “careless”  and  the  Senior  Deacon 
“ stupid  ” only. 

The  functions  of  dedication,  corner  stone  laying  and 
installation  made  frequent  demands  on  the  time  of  the 
Grand  Master,  but  the  occasions  were  made  pleasant  by  the 
spirit  of  fraternity  and  good  fellowship  which  always  attended 
them. 

Upon  the  right  of  objection  the  Grand  Master  very 
properly  says: 

The  number  of  rejections,  as  shown  by  our  returns,  indicates  that 
a good  watch  is  being  kept  at  the  outer  door  of  our  lodges.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  it  is  with  due  regard  to  making  sure  of  the  character  of  the 
applicants  being  upright. 

Every  applicant  has  his  friends  who  think  well  of  him  and  wish 
him  success  in  the  efforts  to  gain  admission,  but  finding  him  unable 
so  to  do,  are  willing  to  consider  it  a case  of  malice,  or  desire  to  impede 
the  work  of  the  lodge,  and  the  question  is  frequently  asked  whether 
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there  may  not  be  a way  to  overcome  it.  To  many  of  such  inquiries 
my  answer  has  been  that  the  right  to  object  is  inalienable:  it  must  be 
maintained  and  protected,  as  my  experience  shows  that  it  generally, 
and  in  a large  majority  of  cases,  is  correct,  and  that  time  will  so  dem- 
onstrate it;  but  that  no  one  has  a moral  or  Masonic  right  to  use  it  for 
malicious  purposes;  that  it  is  a test  of  the  character  of  the  voter,  and 
that  it  is  better  to  wait  in  patience  until  time  will  indicate  an  oppor- 
tunity to  correct  it. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Correspond- 
ence it  was  deemed  inexpedient  to  enter  into  fraternal 
relations  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica. 

Grand  Master  Burnham  is  a modest  man  and  does  not 
hunger  for  more  honors.  He  says  at  the  close  of  his  address ; 

I am  aware  of  the  custom  and  usage  of  a second  term  of  office,  and 
it  would  be  a source  of  gratification  as  well  as  thorough  enjoyment, 
could  I accept  such  continued  honor  at  your  hands,  but  circumstances 
render  it  incompatible,  and  I am  constrained  to  decline  a re-election. 
I bespeak  for  my  successor  the  same  kindness  which  you  have  accorded 
me.  I shall  extend  to  him  my  sincere  greeting,  with  the  assurance  of 
his  receiving  a cordial  and  active  support  from  every  member  of  this 
Grand  Lodge. 

All  the  reports  of  the  Grand  Lodge  officers  indicate 
very  clearly  that  the  Craft  of  Maine  is  prosperous  and 
harmonious.  There  are  201  working  lodges,  having  a total 
membership  of  24,611,  a net  increase  of  671. 

Past  Grand  Master  Bro.  Albro  E.  Chase  has  furnished 
to  the  reading  Brethren  of  Maine  an  admirably  painted 
birdseye  picture  of  Freemasonry  as  it  is  in  the  English- 
speaking  countries  of  the  world,  sixty-eight  in  number,  in 
184  large  pages  of  fine  print.  We  subscribe  to  this  creed: 

We  are  of  a conservative  nature.  We  believe  in  Masonry  as  it 
existed  in  the  days  of  our  fathers;  -we  mean  before  all  the  hurry  and 
bustle  of  the  present  day,  when  there  was  time  for  everything,  and 
everything  at  a proper  time;  in  the  days  when  the  attentive  ear  caught 
the  true  meaning  of  Masonry,  and  it  was  not  thought  necessary,  by 
means  of  robes  and  glittering  paraphernalia,  to  teach  Masonry  to  a 
candidate  through  his  eyes.  As  a matter  of  fact,  it  is  “light  in 
Masonry  ” the  candidate  is  seeking  for,  and  it  is  only  by  a study  of  the 
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teachings  of  Masonry  through  his  brains  that  his  heart  becomes  filled 
with  pure  Masonic  love  to  God,  his  neighbor,  and  himself. 

The  transactions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina 
for  1904  receive  ample  space  and  very  courteous  considera- 
tion at  the  hands  of  Brother  Chase.  It  is  gratifying  to 
know  that  our  views  on  some  mooted  questions  meet  his 
approval  to  the  extent  of  reproducing  some  of  them.

MANITOBA— 1904. 

29TH  Annual.  Edmonton.  June  18. 

THE  address  of  the  Grand  Master,  Bro.  E.  E.  Braithwaite, 
is  an  exceedingly  brief  paper  which  covers  only  three 
pages  of  the  volume;  and  this  brevity  is  probably  owing  to 
the  fact  that  he  did  not  trench  upon  the  reports  submitted 
by  other  officers  of  Grand  Lodge.  Many  addresses  might 
profitably  be  abbreviated  in  the  same  way.  We  clip  this 
from  his  opening: 

Another  mile  post  in  our  Masonic  History  has  been  reached,  and 
it  is  well  that  we  should  on  these  occasions  pause  to  consider  how 
constant  and  how  beneficent  has  been  the  care  bestowed  by  Him  whose 
fatherly  love  has  guided  the  craft  in  all  ages.  The  year  has  silently 
but  swiftly  sped  away  into  the  shadow  of  the  past.  It  has  witnessed 
changes  in  all  conditions,  and  also  has  brought  sorrows  which  time 
itself  will  scarce  allow  us  to  forget.  It  has  brought  abundant  evidence 
of  progress  to  this  bright  and  growing  Western  land,  and  in  the  course 
of  the  year  our  order  has  gladly  joined  in  keeping  pace,  and  we  find 
ourselves  in  growing  prosperity.  Not  alone  in  numbers  do  we  now 
rejoice,  but  also  in  the  fact  that  the  principles  for  which  our  order 
stands  have  found  and  are  finding  daily  expression  in  the  lives  and  in 
the  character  of  our  members.  These  principles  teach  unselfishness, 
stand  for  strength  of  character,  and  produce  uprightness  in  life  and 
conduct,  making  us  better  men  and  inspiring  only  towards  the  good. 
To  be  selfish  is  to  be  uncharitable,  and  to  be  uncharitable  is  to  be 
un-Masonic. 
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Twenty-five  pages  are  devoted  to  the  painstaking 
reports  of  the  deputies  of  the  twelve  Masonic  districts,  and 
from  these  it  can  be  seen  that  the  Craft  is  prospering. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reports  that  charters  were  granted 
to  five  lodges,  and  dispensations  issued  for  the  formation  of 
three  others. 

Special  dispensations  for  various  purposes  were  numer- 
ous, twenty-three  of  them  for  “ attending  divine  service.  ” 

There  are  80  lodges  having  a total  membership  of  4,274, 
a gain  of  463. 

The  funds  of  Grand  Lodge  are  in  good  condition,  the 
balance  in  the  General  Fund  being  $1,771.11;  Special 
Account  $3,084.65;  and  the  Aged  and  Indigent  Masons' 
Fund  $2,631.41. 

The  Jurisprudence  and  Grievance  Committees  reported 
that  they  had  nothing  to  do  and  that  “peace  and  harmony 
universally  prevails.” 

We  hope  our  brethren  in  the  far  North-west  will  not 
take  it  amiss  if  we  remind  them  that  in  their  Grand  Secre- 
tary, Grand  Librarian  and  grand  man  of  all  work  they  have 
a faithful  and  industrious  servant  who  deserves  well  of  the 
Fraternity.

rHIS  large  and  handsome  volume  of  proceedings  is 
enriched  with  the  portraits  of  distinguished  Craftsmen 
of  the  Grand  Jurisdiction — Past  Grand  Master  Charles  H. 
Ohr,  who  died  March  3,  1903,  in  the  93rd  year  of  his  age; 
the  venerable  Grand  Secretary  Emeritus,  Jacob  H.  Medairy, 
and  his  active  successor  in  office,  William  M.  Isaac. 

At  the  Semi-annual  Communication  of  May  12th,  Past 
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Grand  Master  John  M.  Carter  paid  an  eloquent  tribute  to 
the  services  of  Dr.  Ohr,  of  whom  he  says: 

Dr.  Ohr  was  truly  a Prince  and  lawgiver  among' Masons.  Coming 
into  the  Fraternity  in  1839,  just  as  the  Morgan  excitement  was  begin- 
ning to  wane,  he  found' a mere  handful  of  men  who  had  stood  firm  at 
their  posts  during  the  troublous  period. 

But  13  Lodges  with  an  affiliated  membership  of  300  remained  of  a 
large  and  prosperous  Masonic  Community  which  encountered  the 
storm  a dozen  years  before.  In  other  states  than  our  own  the  losses 
had  been  even  more  severe.  Benjamin  C.  Howard  and  Joseph  K. 
Stapleton  had  been  the  sheet  anchors  of  ancient  Craft  Masonry  and 
the  Capitular  and  Templar  degrees  throughout  the  storm,  and  their 
benign  influence  had  been  exerted  all  over  the  land. 

But  these  Brethren  and  their  compeers  had  grown  old  in  the 
service  and  earned  a rest  from  the  wearing  labors  of  their  splendid 
work  of  stemming  the  tide  of  persecution  and  malice. . Young,  vigor- 
ous and  zealous  men  were  needed  to  rebuild  the  fabric  and  reestablish 
and  rehabilitate  the  well  nigh  destroyed  remnant  of  Freemasonry  in 
our  State. 

Brother  Ohr  and  his  brother  in  law,  Daniel  A.  Piper,  undertook 
this  difficult  task.  Shortly  after  being  made  a Mason  he  organized 
Tonoloway  Lodge  at  Hancock.  The  following  year  he  removed  to 
Baltimore  and  with  Bro.  Piper  revived  Washington  Lodge  No.  3.  In 
1846  he  assisted  in  the  organization  of  Adherence  Lodge  No.  88,  and 
the  following  year,  removing  to  Cumberland,  he  inaugurated  the  resus- 
citation of  Cumberland  Lodge  No.  61.  Of  all  four  of  these  Lodges  he 
served  as  Worshipful  Master,  and  was  the  leading  spirit  in  their  estab- 
lishment and  reorganization. 

At  the  Annual  Communication  Grand  Lodge  took  this 
action  in  reference  to  their  great  Grand  Secretary: 

The  Grand  Lodge  A.  F.  and  A.  M.  of  Maryland  acknowledges  with 
grateful  appreciation  the  invaluable  services  of  Bro.  Jacob  H.  Medairy, 
its  able  and  faithful  Grand  Secretary  for  forty  years. 

After  such  long  and  useful  service  our  good  brother,  now  verging 
upon  82  years  of  age,  has  fairly  earned  a rest  from  his  labors. 

Be  it  Therefore  Resolved,  That  Bro.  Jacob  H.  Medairy  be  and  he 
is  hereby  elected  Grand  Secretary  Emeritus  of  this  Grand  Lodge, 
with  continued  annual  salary,  for  the  remainder  of  his  life,  which  we' 
trust  may  be  prolonged  for  many  years. 

From  the  brief  report  of  the  Grand  Inspectors  it  is  seen 
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that  the  Fraternity  is  in  satisfactory  condition.  The  lodges 
have  capable  and  intelligent  officers,  the  finances  in  good 
shape,  the  records  well  kept  and  the  membership  zealous. 

There  are  32  city  lodges,  74  country  lodges  and  a mem- 
bership of  about  10,000. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  125  pages,  is  the  work 
of  Bro.  E.  T.  Schultz  and  is  an  excellent  review  of  the 
transactions  of  57  Grand  Lodges,  some  of  them  for  two 
years.  The  proceedings  of  North  Carolina  for  1903  are 
fully  summarized  and  the  rulings  of  Grand  Master  Clark 
approved.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  Brother  Schultz’s 
loss  of  vision  in  no  wise  incapacitates  him  from  performing 
the  best  quality  of  the  reviewer’s  work.

WO  pamphlets  contain  the  transactions  of  the  quarterly 


communications  of  September  9th  and  December  9th, 
of  the  Annual  Communication  of  December  29th,  and  of  two 
Specials. 

At  the  September  quarterly  the  Master  of  one  of  the 
lodges  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  a Scotchman,  long  a 
resident  of  the  locality,  who  had  been  rejected,  and  after- 
wards on  a visit  to  Scotland  was  made  a Mason.  On  his 
return  to  Massachusetts  he  attempted  to  visit  the  lodges, 
but  was  refused.  There  is  frequent  complaint  made  against 
lodges  in  Scotland  for  acts  of  this  kind.  Indeed,  it  has  been 
charged  that  some  of  the  Scotch  lodges  will  confer  the 
degrees  upon  any  man  who  has  the  money  to  pay  for  them. 

The  Grand  Jurisdiction  has  been  invaded  by  spurious 
bodies  calling  themselves  Masonic,  and  to  protect  the  Craft 
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170TH  Anniversary.  Boston. 


December  29. 
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from  imposition  the  following  resolution  was  unanimously 
adopted : 

That  this  Grand  Lodge  earnestly  recommends  to  the  Grand  Lodges 
throughout  the  country  the  adoption  of  a regulation  requiring  of  every 
visiting  Brother  the  production  of  a Grand  Lodge  certificate  as  a pre- 
liminary to  examination;  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  be  authorized 
to  request  that  in  all  other  jurisdictions  orders  may  be  issued  requir- 
ing the  production  of  such  a certificate  from  all  Brethren  hailing  from 
Massachusetts,  as  a preliminary  to  the  compliance  with  all  local  regu- 
lations now  existing. 

At  the  quarterly  communication  of  December  9th  the 
Grand  Master,  Baalis  Sanford,  presented  a full  report  of  his 
very  successful  administration  of  the  affairs  of  Grand  Lodge. 

In  his  report  of  the  fraternal  dead  within  the  Grand 
Jurisdiction  is  the  name  of  Past  Grand  Master  Samuel 
Wells,  an  engraved  portrait  of  whom  appears,  and  of  whom 
this  fine  eulogy  is  put  on  record : 

These  traits — gentleness,  humor,  generosity — were  prominent  in 
his  character  and  never  failed.  By  these  fraternal  chords  he  bound 
our  hearts  to  his  so  strongly  that  this  separation,  though  temporary, 
is  both  painful  and  sorrowful,  yet  we  will  cherish  with  sincere  grati- 
tude the  blessed  memories  of  his  sterling  worth  and  constant  friend- 
ship. 

The  numerous  official  visits  of  the  Grand  Master  with 
his  associate  officers,  the  work  of  the  District  Deputies  and 
the  Grand  Lecturer  combine  to  make  the  Craft  of  Massa- 
chusetts strong  and  compact.  Of  the  concrete  condition  of 
the  Fraternity  we  take  this  extract  from  the  address : 

There  are  now  two  hundred  and  thirty-six  chartered  Lodges  in 
our  jurisdiction,  including  three  in  Chile  and  one  in  China;  also  three 
working  under  Dispensation  in  China.

I welcome  you  all  to  the  happiness  and  good  fellowship  of  this 
annual  Feast,  which  is  so  dear  to  us  all.  It  is  one  of  the  occasions  to 
which  we  all  look  forward  with  special  delight.  The  memories  and 
reminiscences  which  cluster  around  these  festivals  are  dear  to  our 
hearts.  It  is  to  us  a thanksgiving  day,  enriched  with  grateful  recol- 
lections of  the  past,  and  a rejoicing  together  over  the  prosperity  and 
harmony  which  has  attended  us  in  the  years  gone  by,  and  a looking 
forward  with  hopeful  expectancy  to  the  future  which  lies  before  us.

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tion  of  the  labors  of  his  administration.  Of  the  condition 
of  the  Craft  he  says: 

In  telling  you  the  history  of  the  year  that  has  passed  since  last  we 
met,  I have  to  report  no  discords,  no  disturbances,  no  contentions, 
other  than  the  trifling  ones  that  arise  even  among  brothers.  Not  one 
single  serious  event  of  this  nature  has  occurred  to  mar  the  peace  and 
tranquility  of  our  Masonic  lives.  We  have  maintained  our  usual 
friendly  relations  with  foreign  jurisdictions.  We  have  lived  in  peace 
and  harmony  with  our  brethren  at  home.  We  have  built  new  and 
larger  temples.  We  have  moved  from  the  old  into  the  new.  We  have 
grown  in  strength  and  numbers.  We  have  thriven  in  every  way 
beyond  our  expectations.  Our  reports  show  that  this  has  been  one  of 
the  most  prosperous  years  Michigan  Masonry  has  ever  known.  It 
becomes  us  as  we  enter  upon  our  deliberations  to  lift  our  hearts  to  the 
God  of  Masons  in  thanksgiving  and  praise  for  the  manifold  blessings 
we  have  enjoyed. 

Loving-  tribute  is  paid  to  the  Masonic  dead  at  home  and 
abroad. 

The  Grand  Master  conducted  the  ceremonies  of  laying- 
corner  stones  eight  times  and  had  thus  the  opportunity  of 
meeting  personally  members  of  the  Fraternity  in  different 
parts  of  the  State. 

Eight  Masonic  edifices  were  dedicated  by  the  Grand 
Master  or  his  proxies. 

Many  special  dispensations  were  granted,  those  for 
conferring  degrees  in  less  than  statutory  time  having  con- 
tributed ninety-five  dollars  to  the  Grand  Lodge  treasury. 

The  death  of  Brother  Conover  made  a vacancy  at  the 
Grand  Secretary  station  which  the  Grand  Master  filled  by 
appointing  Bro.  Lou  B.  Winsor,  late  Grand  Lecturer.  , The 
Grand  Lecturer’s  office  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of 
Past  Grand  Master  Frank  T.  Lodge,  who  is  eminently  fitted 
for  this  important  place. 

Only  a few  decisions  were  reported  and  these  were 
approved  as  “in  accord  with  the  established  principles  of 
Masonic  law.  ” 

This  extract  from  the  report  of  the  new  Grand  Secre- 
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tary  sustains  the  statements  of  the  Grand  Master  as  to 
growth  in  numbers: 

The  past  year  has  been  an  exceedingly  prosperous  one  for  the 
Masonic  fraternity  of  Michigan.  Never  before  were  so  many  raised 
to  the  sublime  degree  of  a Master  Mason  in  one  year,  and  we  record 
the  largest  net  gain  in  the  history  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  new  Grand  Lecturer  has  been  at  work  lone  enough 

o o 

to  find  that  all  his  pathway  is  not  strewn  with  flowers,  as 
for  instance: 

The  position  of  Grand  Lecturer  is,  in  many  ways,  the  most  ardu- 
ous and  responsible  position  in  the  gift  of  Grand  Lodge.  It  requires 
great  physical  endurance  with  which  to  withstand  the  great  strain  of 
constant  traveling,  irregular  hours,  a constant  round  of  banquets,  con- 
finement in  crowded  and  poorly  ventilated  Lodge  rooms,  and  the 
other  strains  upon  the  health  necessarily  attending  the  situation. 

From  the  reports  of  the  officers  of  the  Masonic  Home  it 
is  seen  that  the  inmates  were  forty-three  men  of  the  average 
age  of  73,  and  nine  women  of  the  average  of  77  years,  and 
that  the  average  per  capita  of  cost  of  maintenance  is  $3.28 
per  week. 

The  time  of  the  Annual  Communications  of  Grand 
Lodge  was  changed  from  January  to  May,  so  that  the  meet- 
ing of  1905  will  be  in  the  balmy  spring  time. 

The  request  for  recognition  by  the  Grand  Lodge  Valle 
de  Mexico  having  failed  to  receive  consideration  at  last 
year’s  communication,  was  brought  up  through  a report  of 
Past  Grand  Master  Frank  T.  Lodge,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee having  the  matter  in  hand.  After  giving  a partial 
history  of  Masonry  in  Mexico,  the  committee  asked  to  put 
the  matter  off  for  another  year,  during  which  time  the 
members  of  the  committee  hoped  to  be  able  to  visit  Mexico 
and  take  a look  at  short  range.  Further  time  was  granted. 

The  number  of  active  lodges  January  1,  1904,  was  393, 
with  a total  membership  of  49,724. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  furnished  by  Grand 
Secretary  Lou  B.  Winsor  and  covers  230  pages  of  the 
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volume.  Sixty-one  Grand  Lodges  are  reviewed,  some  of 
them  for  two  years,  making  the  equivalent  of  seventy  vol- 
umes of  transactions  noticed.  North  Carolina  for  T903  is 
kindly  treated  by  Brother  Winsor.

HANDSOME  portrait  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master, 


Henry  Rice  Adams,  forms  the  frontispiece.  His 
address,  which  received  the  commendation  of  Grand  Lodge, 
is  a full  report  of  his  official  acts  for  the  year.  After  extend- 
ing welcome  to  the  brethren,  he  presented  forcibly  some  of 
the  salient  duties  of  a Mason;  paid  an  eloquent  tribute  to 
the  dead  of  the  Fraternity  and  called  up  Grand  Lodge  while 
he  read  the  names  of  those  who  had  fallen  on  the  field  of 
duty  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Minnesota  within  the  year — 
Royal  H.  Gove,  Past  Grand  Master,  and  William  T.  Rigby, 
Past  Deputy  Grand  Master.  Brief  sketches  of  the  lives  of 
these  brethren  were  furnished  to  the  Craft  in  the  Grand 
Master’s  announcement  of  their  death. 

In  speaking  of  Masonic  funerals  he  says: 

The  debt  of  Nature  must  be  paid,  and  as  we  near  the  portal  we  are 
comforted  by  the  thought  that  loving  hands  will  bear  us  to  our  final 
resting  place  and  our  Brethren  will  cast  the  flowers  of  their  love  and 
the  sprig  of  acacia,  emblem  of  eternal  hope,  upon  our  pulseless  breast. 
It  is  important,  then,  that  the  service  should  be  well  rendered  and  well 
attended. 

The  love  of  the  departed  so  affected  our  Aryan  brethren  that  whole 
tribes  went  to  the  seashore  in  the  observance  of  their  funeral  rites. 
They  honored  the  bodies  of  their  Brethren  by  placing  them  on  boats 
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and,  setting  fire  thereto,  sent  them  out  to  sea.  Then  by  ocean’s  side 
they  chanted  requiems  as  they  watched  their  loved  ones  float  away 
with  sail  of  flame — into  the  mist-mantled  bosom  of  the  deep.  In  that 
rite  they  gave  their  love  and  surrounded  their  Brothers  with  the  splen- 
dor of  a departing  ovation  as  a prophecy  of  future  honors  in  the  para- 
dise beyond.  May  it  be  ours  to  profit  by  that  rite,  faith  and  love. 
The  last  opportunity  we  have  to  show  our  respect  and  love  for  a 
Brother  is  at  his  funeral.  To  his  memory  we  owe  our  presence  there. 
To  the  cause  of  Masonry  we  owe  our  presence  there.  In  the  year  to 
come  let  us  make  it  our  Masonic  and  religious  duty  to  attend  the 
funeral  of  our  Masonic  Brothers.  Thus  will  we  convince  the  world  that 
we  are  what  we  profess  to  be,  for  a brother  attends  the  funeral  of  his 
brother. 

Eleven  lodges  chartered  at  the  previous  annual  Grand 
Communication  were  constituted  and  dispensations  issued 
for  the  formation  of  three  new  lodges. 

A strong  plea  is  made  by  the  Grand  Master  for  the  pay- 
ment of  per  diem  and  mileage  to  the  District  Deputy  Grand 
Masters  at  the  regular  sessions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  the 
publication  of  their  reports  in  the  Proceedings,  but  after 
much  discussion  final  action  was  postponed  until  next  year. 

The  extension  of  clandestine  Masonry  in  other  Grand 
Jurisdictions  prompted  the  Grand  Master  to  warn  the  Masters 
of  lodges  to  exercise  great  care  in  admission  of  visitors  hail- 
ing from  other  Jurisdictions. 

The  Grand  Lodge  is  opposed  to  the  plan  of  reciprocal 
waiver  of  jurisdiction  over  candidates  on  the  borders  of 
neighboring  States,  and  the  Jurisprudence  Committee  pre- 
sented this  strong  argument  in  support  of  the  attitude  of 
Minnesota: 

The  American  rule  of  territorial  jurisdiction,  sanctioned  by  the 
constitutions,  laws  and  regulations  of  our  several  grand  jurisdictions, 
should  be  steadily  and  strictly  observed  and  adhered  to,  in  order  to 
preserve  the  unity  and  integrity  of  our  institution  in  its  peaceful  and 
fraternal  relations  with  our  sister  jurisdictions.  The  wishes  of  our 
sister  Grand  Lodges  can  be  met,  as  your  committee  believe,  by  adhes- 
ion to  the  rule  ever  existing,  sanctioned  by  usage  and  law,  namely,  by 
individual  petitioners  to  the  nearest  lodges,  applying  through  the 
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W.\  Master  to  the  Grand  Master  of  their  respective  jurisdictions  for  a 
dispensation  to  apply  to  the  nearest  lodge  in  the  neighboring  jurisdic- 
tion, which  is,  we  believe,  invariably  granted.  Your  committee  there- 
fore fraternally  report  that  such  waiver  by  states  is  inadmissible  and 
of  doubtful  constitutionality. 

The  question  of  the  establishment  of  a Masonic  Home 
is  a live  one,  and  the  record  shows  eighteen  pages  covered 
in  advocacy  of  the  enterprise,  but  the  project  was  defeated 
“by  a decided  majority.”  The  time  may  come  when  Min- 
nesota will  need  a Home,  and  when  that  time  comes  the 
Craft  will  not  neglect  its  duty.  That  time  is  not  now,  and 
we  commend  the  courage  of  the  brethren  who  stopped  the 
threatened  stampede. 

The  need  for  relief  of  a Past  Grand  Master,  sick  and 
destitute,  was  so  urgent  that  Grand  Master  Adams  took 
prompt  measures  for  the  care  and  comfort  of  the  brother  in 
distress,  but  was  confronted  by  the  law  which  denied  him 
the  use  of  more  than  $50  in  any  emergency.  His  own  lodge 
and  another  offered  to  loan  him  all  the  money  he  needed  in 
this  case,  and  Grand  Lodge  did  the  handsome  thing  in  foot- 
ing all  the  bills — $270. 

There  are  239  lodges,  having  a total  membership  of 
19,474. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  of  100  pages,  in  which 
the  proceedings  of  fifty-seven  Grand  Lodges  are  epitomized, 
is  the  work  of  Bro.  Irving  Todd,  who  is  enabled  to  condense 
in  a few  paragraphs  the  gist  of  the  North  Carolina  Proceed- 
ings for  1903.  Aside  from  this  work  he  made  a special 
report  on  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia,  and  on 
his  recommendation  it  was  duly  recognized  as  a regular  and 
independent  Grand  Lodge.  After  having,  carefully  read  all 
the  record  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  reference  to  the  Masonic 
Home,  we  are  willing  to  subscribe  to  this  statement  of 
Brother  Todd,  which  we  find  under  Illinois: 

The  conservative  element  of  the  craft  believe  that  the  Minnesota 
plan  of  dispensing  relief  is  the  most  satisfactory  that  could  be  adopted 
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in  this  jurisdiction,  at  a mere  fraction  of  the  cost  of  erecting  and  main- 
taining a home.

HOTOGRAPHS  of  Grand  Master  E.  N.  Thomas,  and  of 


deceased  Grand  Masters  John  Riley  and  John  L.  Spinks 
adorn  this  volume  of  proceedings. 

The  Masons  and  citizens  of  Greenville  extended  a cor 
dial  welcome  to  Grand  Lodge,  which  was  eloquently 
acknowledged  by  the  Senior  Grand  Warden,  R.  W.  Bro. 
Thomas  Upton  Sisson. 

In  his  address  Grand  Master  Thomas  tersely  reported 
his  official  doings,  covering  the  topics  usually  co'nsidered  in 
these  papers. 

He  reports  no  decisions;  special  dispensations  granted 
and  refused  are  recited.  Twenty-eight  official  visits  were 
made,  and  of  these  he  says: 

I delivered  an  address  to  all  of  the  above  Lodges.  Whether  or  not 
what  I had  to  say  will  accomplish  anything  of  good  to  the  Craft  I do 
not  know,  but  I felt  when  I was  elected  Grand  Master,  that  it  was  my 
duty  to  do  what  I could  to  elevate  the  ideals  of  our  brethren,  and  to 
disseminate  true  Masonry,  and  to  this  end  I devoted  myself  with  all 
the  energy  and  earnestness  I possess.  I was  received  everywhere  with 
the  greatest  courtesy,  indeed,  the  brethren  seemed  to  be  delighted  to 
have  me  with  them.  I am  sure  that  I shall  not  soon  forget  the  pleas- 
ure and  profit  I received  from  these  visits.  I am  especially  indebted 
to  Robert  G.  Smith  Lodge  for  the  warm-hearted,  genuine  greeting  it 
gave  to  me.  I mention  this  Lodge,  especially,  because  it  is  a country 
Lodge,  situated  sixteen  miles  from  the  railroad,  and  the  brethren  put 
themselves  to  no  end  of  trouble  to  give  their  Grand  Master  a hearty 
welcome. 

Special  dispensations  were  issued  for  the  formation  of 
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three  new  lodges,  and  one  denied  because  the  proposed 
lodge  was  less  than  ten  miles  of  another. 

Some  cases  of  lodges  and  individuals  were  justly  disci- 
plined, and  others  that  deserved  punishment  escaped  it. 

At  the  end  of  his  report  the  Grand  Master  says: 

And  now,  in  conclusion,  I desire  to  say  that  I have  done  my  best. 
I have  given  all  the  time  that  I could  possibly  spare  to  the  discharge 
of  the  duties  of  this  office.  I have  labored  much,  but  I feel  that  I have 
been  fully  repaid  for  every  weary  hour  I have  spent.  If,  in  after  years, 
I may  know  that  my  labor  has  not  been  in  vain,  I shall  be  comforted. 
If  I may  never  know  anything  of  the  results  of  my  labors,  still  I shall 
have  the  consciousness  of  having  tried  to  do  my  duty.  This  one  thing 
I have  learned:  that  the  Masons  of  Mississippi  are  workmen  of  whom 
no  one  need  be  ashamed.  That  they  constitute  the  very  cream  of  our 
citizenship.  I shall  never  forget  their  love  and  devotion  to  me,  and  I 
can  never  hold  another  office  which  I shall  value  as  I do  the  one  which 
I am  now  about  to  surrender. 

The  Committee  on  Masonic  Law  and  Jurisprudence 
reported  answers  to  fifteen  questions  and  Grand  Lodge 
adopted  the  report.  There  must  be  Mississippi  law  for  it, 
but  we  cannot  understand  how  there  can  be  partial  restora- 
tion after  a sentence  of  indefinite  suspension.  The  remis- 
sion of  the  penalty  ought  to  restore  to  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  originally  held.  This  is  the  case : 

Question  4— What  part  of  the  rights  and  privileges  is  a brother 
entitled  to  when  only  partially  restored,  from  indefinite  suspension;  is 
he  entitled  to  attend  burials,  etc.? 

Answer — A brother  restored  from  indefinite  suspension  to  the 
general  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry  only,  stands  in  the  attitude 
of  a non-affiliated  Mason,  he  can,  however,  place  himself  in  a position, 
entitling  him  to  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  such  as  are 
usually  enjoyed  by  a visitor,  which  includes  attending  a funeral,  by 
paying  dues  to  the  Lodge  under  whose  jurisdiction  he  resides. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Corre- 
spondence, M.  W.  Bro.  A.  H.  Barkley,  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Western  Australia  was  duly  recognized. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Grand  Lecturer  be  paid  a salary 
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of  $100  a month,  and  that  he  shall  visit  such  lodges  as  the 
Grand  Master  shall  indicate,  Grand  Lodge  paying  expense 
of  travel. 

Ten  emergent  Communications  were  held  for  dedica- 
tions or  laying  corner  stones,  and  at  some  of  these  functions 
eloquent  and  impressive  speeches  were  delivered. 

At  the  request  of  the  Grand  Master  Grand  Lodge  was 
closed  by  Past  Grand  Master  Frederic  Speed,  who  paid 
most  affectionate  tribute  to  the  worth  of  two  brothers  gone 
before — Riley  and  Spinks. 

There  are  300  lodges  with  a total  membership  of  11,457, 
a net  gain  of  491. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  as  usual  the  work  of 
M.  W.  Bro.  A.  H.  Barkley  and  is  a review  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  sixty-five  Grand  Lodges,  North  Carolina  for  1903  of 
the  number.  Brother  Barkley  gives  us  fraternal  considera- 
tion and  more  than  our  share  of  his  eighty-nine  pages.  We 
quote  his  eloquent  conclusion: 

We  have  sat  in  the  counsels  of  the  wise  men  of  the  Last,  and  drunk 
of  the  refreshing  waters  which  flow  from  this  perennial  stream.  We 
have  walked  the  halls  of  science  with  the  solons  of  the  mystic  art,  and 
caught  up  the  instructive  words  as  they  fell  from  their  lips.  We  have 
gleaned  in  the  Masonic  fields,  and  gathered  up  the  golden  sheaves  as 
they  dropped  from  the  hand  of  the  busy  reaper.  We  have  plucked  the 
ripe  fruit  from  the  tree  of  knowledge,  and  having  completed  our  labors, 
we  lay  these  precious  treasures  upon  the  altar  of  our  faith,  and  dedi- 
cated them  to  the  use  of  a common  Brotherhood.

MISSOURI— 1904. 

84TH  Annual.  ' St.  Louis.  September  27. 

THIS  volume  is  adorned  with  the  likeness  of  the  beloved 
Grand  Secretary,  Past  Grand  Master  John  D.  Vincil, 
and  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  Frederick  William  Kuhn. 
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There  are  also  photographs  of  Past  Grand  Master’s  jewels, 
presented  to  Brothers  Vincil  and  Kuhn. 

A notable  ceremonial  participated  in  by  prominent 
members  of  the  Craft  was  the  celebration  of  the  golden 
jubilee  of  Brother  Vincil’s  admission  into  the  Fraternity. 
Beside  the  handsome  jewel,  he  was  also  the  recipient  of 
twenty  bright  ten-dollar  gold  pieces  and  a beautiful  solid 
silver  loving  cup.  Distinguished  members  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  delivered  appropriate  and  eloquent  speeches  on  the 
occasion  in  eulogy  of  the  Grand  Secretary  by  whose  labors 
the  Craft  of  Missouri  has  become  distinguished  in  the  sister- 
hood of  Grand  Lodges. 

Only  two  months  after  this  notable  event  Brother  Vincil 
laid  down  his  working  tools  forever,  and  entered  into  rest. 
In  this  connection  it  is  appropriate  to  quote  from  the  address 
of  Governor  Dockery  his  estimate  of  the  deceased  brother: 

I knew  Dr.  Vincil  as  a young  Methodist  preacher,  and  I could 
wish  that  I might  properly  tell  the  story  of  his  ministerial  triumphs. 
If  the  occasion  were  opportune  I would  attempt  to  portray  the  persua- 
sive characteristics  of  this  friend  who  proclaimed  the  doctrines  of  the 
lowly  Nazarene  with  a success  that  has  rarely  been  equalled.  Gifted 
with  perfect  logic,  brilliant  imagery  and  eloquence  seemingly  almost 
inspired,  it  is  no  wonder  that  thousands  hung  upon  his  words  and  his 
pastorate  was  rich  with  abundant  sheaves  for  the  Master. 

As  a Mason  his  history  is  interwoven  with  every  movement  which 
has  marked  the  advancement  of  Missouri  Masonry  during  the  last  fifty 
years.  Brother  Vincil  has  been  an  active,  tireless  worker  during  this 
entire  period,  exemplifying  in  daily  life  the  teachings  of  our  Order. 
It  is  true  of  him,  as  of  all  of  us,  that  he  has  not  been  entirely  faultless, 
and  for  this  reason  I like  him  the  better.  I have  never  aspired,  much 
less  attained,  that  lofty  plane  upon  which  some  people  seem  desirous 
to  move,  which  demands  perfection  of  imperfect  humanity.  A mis- 
take now  and  then  broadens  our  charity  and  enables  us  to  recognize 
the  virtues  of  our  fellowmen. 

On  his  honored  head  the  snows  of  many  winters  have  left  their 
kindly  imprint.  May  the  gray  hairs  of  this  father  in  Masonry  animate 
you  to  still  greater  usefulness.  There  can  be  no  regret  when  the  seal 
of  time  is  so  lovingly  placed  upon  the  brow.  An  untarnished  name 
and  the  strength  of  his  kindly  character  have  borne  fruit  in  the 
Masonic  vineyard  of  this  proud  old  commonwealth.  Manifestly  such 
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a person  merits  your  confidence  and  has  earned  the  right  of  leader- 
ship. That  Brother  Vincil  has  done  so  is  but  the  logical  result  of  the 
forces  of  nature.  He  has  always  been  a leader  in  whatever  calling 
engaged,  and  is  to-day  a most  commanding  figure  in  our  loved  insti- 
tution. 

The  address  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master  is  a lengthy 
document  of  forty-six  pages  and  indicates  that  the  adminis- 
tration of  Brother  Kuhn  was  filled  with  useful  work  to  the 
Fraternity.  He  exhibited  zeal  in  advancing  the  interests  of 
Masonry  and  unusual  courage  in  demanding  obedience  to 
the  laws  of  the  Grand  Jurisdiction.  He  found  it  necessary, 
as  is  unfortunately  too  often  the  case,  to  impose  discipline 
for  infractions  of  the  By-laws.  In  these  official  acts  he 
received  the  full  endorsement  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Under  the  head  of  “Condition  of  the  Craft  ” he  reviews 
the  performance  of  the  ritual,  the  furniture  and  appoint- 
ments of  the  lodges  and  the  varying  efficiency  of  the  lodge 
officers.  We  make  this  quotation  showing  the  contrasts 
which  met  his  eye: 


I have  seen  Ritualistic  work  that  could  not  be  excelled  in  exact- 
ness of  Ritual  and  impressiveness.  If  perfection  were  possible  that 
word  only  would  express  it.  I have  also  seen  the  work  where  the  ren- 
dition was  inexcusably  wretched,  far  from  perfect  and  sloppy  in  every 
movement.  I have  seen  the  Masonic  spirit  progressive,  at  the  fore- 
front, members  enthusiastic  and  willing,  an  “esprit  de  corps”  that 
was  truly  magnificent. 

I have  also  seen  a “valley  of  dry  bones,”  where  the  voice  of 
prophecy  will  never  be  heard,  there  will  be  no  noise  or  a shaking,  and 
bone  will  never  meet  his  fellow  bone.  A valley  of  bones;  no  enthusi- 
asm, no  labor,  no  zeal.  A few  large  watch-charms,  a few  high  degrees, 
a firm  faith  in  the  glory  of  our  antiquity;  nothing  else;  “ Nothing  but 
bones;  nothing  but  bones.” 

The  Grand  Master  rendered  fourteen  decisions,  all  of 
which  met  the  approval  of  the  Jurisprudence  Committee. 

In  defense  of  the  Missouri  law  on  physical  qualifica- 
tions, Brother  Kuhn  thus  vigorously  defends  the  liberal 
view  of  the  Grand  Lodge : 
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A few  questions  have  arisen  on  the  subject  of  physical  qualifica- 
tion; but  in  each  instance  the  subject  has  been  decided  by  some  for- 
mer Grand  Master,  so  that  a mere  reference  to  these  decisions  was 
necessary.  There  need  be  no  misrepresentation  or  misunderstanding 
of  our  law  on  this  subject.  The  law  of  our  Grand  Lodge,  on  Physical 
Qualification,  is  a sensible,  plain  and  wise  one.  Clearly  stated,  our 
law  permits  any  good  man,  who  is  able  to  receive  and  communicate 
the  ceremonies  of  the  Degrees  to  petition  and  receive  them.  The  per- 
fect youth  idea,  as  a symbol  in  Masonry,  is  an  absurd  idea,  for  if 
strictly  enforced,  there  would  be  no  membership  in  Masonry  except 
the  select  Apollos  who  advocate  the  perfect  youth  notion.  Physically 
perfect  men  are  few;  besides,  why  introduce  a far  fetched  symbolism 
that  would  exclude  the  majority?  The  ancient  craftsmen  had  to  pre- 
sent a perfect  physical  development,  only,  so  far  that  the  defect  would 
not  prevent  him  from  learning  his  trade  and  serving  his  Master.  That 
is  all  that  we  require  in  speculative  Masonry.  If  a candidate  comes 
with  a good  moral  character  and  sufficient  intelligence,  even  though 
he  has  a wooden  leg,  or  artificial  left  hand,  he  is  qualified  to  learn  his 
trade  of  being  a Mason,  in  thought,  in  deed,  in  his  daily  life,  and  serv- 
ing his  Master,  the  Great  Architect  of  heaven  and  earth.  The  right 
hand,  hearing  and  sight  are  the  essentials;  for  by  these  we  feel  the 
grip,  hear  the  word  and  see  the  sign.  A cork  leg,  or  a cork  left  hand 
does  not  interfere  with  the  reception  or  the  communication  of  the 
mysteries  of  Masonry.  Intelligence  and  rectitude  of  conduct  are  of 
more  importance  than  a cork  leg,  a wart  on  the  nose  or  an  empty 
head.  An  Apollo  with  a wooden  head  is  a greater  menace  than  the 
absence  of  a finger  on  the  hand  of  a good  man.  The  plumb  line  of 
measurement  is  not  physical  perfection  or  physical  symmetry,  but 
good  work,  square  work,  true  work. 

There  are  many  other  matters  of  importance  in  this 
address  to  which  we  would  like  to  advert,  but  our  limited 
space  forbids. 

The  total  number  of  lodges  is  569,  and  the  total  mem- 
bership 39,080,  a gain  during  the  year  of  1,704. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  the  last  contribution  to 
Masonic  literature  of  our  gifted  Bro.  John  D.  Vincil,  covers 
196  pages  of  the  volume  and  is  characterized  by  the  ability 
and  fraternal  spirit  which  has  distinctively  marked  his  work 
during  the  twenty-seven  years  of  his  service. 

The  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina 
for  1904  received  very  kindly  consideration  from  Brother 
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Vincil  and  this  reporter  commendation  of  his  work.  In 
protest  to  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  granting  recog- 
nition to  any  organization  calling  itself  Masonic,  he  penned 
these  lines: 


“ RECOGNITION  OF  GRAND  DODGES.” 

Under  the  above  caption  I find  the  following,  which  was  reported 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  October  21st,  1903,  by  a committee  of  five  Past 
Grand  Masters,  and  the  same  was  adopted: 

First — Having  given  the  question  careful  consideration,  and  recog- 
nizing the  fact  that  many  other  Grand  Jurisdictions  have  already 
established  fraternal  relations  with  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Cuba,  New 
Zealand,  New  South  Wales,  South  Australia,  West  Australia,  Tasmania 
and  Victoria,  we  recommend  that  this  Grand  Lodge  establish  fraternal 
relationship  with  the  aforesaid  Grand  Jurisdictions. 

It  is  in  order  to  say  that  notwithstanding  I had  been  committee  on 
Foreign  Correspondence  for  the  last  twenty-six  years,  I was  neither 
consulted  on  the  subject  matter  treated  by  said  committee  nor 
appointed  a member  thereof.  Had  I been  interviewed,  the  committee 
might  have  learned  that  there  are  two  organizations  in  Western  Aus- 
tralia bearing  the  same  name  and  both  claiming  legitimacy.  Such  is 
the  fact,  however,  and  a state  of  rivalry  and  sharp  contention,  if  not 
real  bitterness,  exists  between  them  not  in  harmony  with  the  teach- 
ings of  Freemasonry.  The  older  body  was  organized  in  1898,  and  the 
other  in  1900.  The  latter,  or  younger  body,  is  the  one  recognized  as 
the  legal  institution,  with  which,  by  the  above  action,  Missouri  voted 
to  “establish  fraternal  relationship.”  The  older  organization,  created 
in  1898,  has  been  duly  recognized  by  other  Grand  Lodges,  while  we 
have  given  our  approval  to  the  younger,  thereby  becoming  a party  to 
the  existing  contention.  The  local  strife  has  engendered  bad  feelings 
showing  that  the  brethren  do  not  “ dwell  together  in  unity  ” but  are 
having  an  old-fashioned  “ scrap.”  The  senior  body  has  placed  before 
the  Masonic  world  a statement,  to  which  no  reply  has  been  made,  so 
far  as  I am  advised.  The  junior  organization  charges  that  the  other 
body  is  a “rabble,”  “clandestine,”  “irregular,”  “bastards,”  “bogus” 
and  “spurious.”  I am  impressed  with  the  view  that  Missouri  should 
have  ascertained  the  status  of  Masonry  in  Western  Australia  before 
becoming  a party  to  the  contention  by  an  act  of  solemn  recognition. 
Having  thus  given  the  facts  as  furnished  me,  I leave  the  contestants 
where  I found  them,  with  the  admonition,  “ let  your  moderation  be 
known  of  all  men,”  hoping  that  all  alienations  may  cease  and  strife 
give  place  to  harmony.  The  senior  body  claims  as  its  officers  James  W . 
Smith,  Grand  Master,  and  John  W.  Smythe,  Grand  Secretary.  The 
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other  body  gives  the  names  of  John  W.  Hackett,  Grand  Master,  and 
J.  D.  Stevenson  as  Grand  Secretary;  all  of  Perth.

HE  pictorial  adornments  of  the  volume  consist  of  the 


likenesses  of  Grand  Master  Frank  E.  Smith,  of  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt,  and  a photograph  of  the  “ Entrance  Arch 
of  the  Yellowstone  National  Park,  at  Gardiner,  Montana, 
the  corner  stone  of  which  was  laid  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Montana,  April  24,  1903.” 

The  conclusion  of  the  ceremonies  on  the  ground  is  thus 
described  by  Brother  Hedges: 

From  a nearby  stand  the  President  delivered  a stirring  and  very 
appropriate  address,  setting  forth  the  purposes  of  the  Park,  its  dedi. 
cation  to  the  pleasure  and  instruction  of  all  the  people  of  the  country 
and  the  world,  who  are  to  be  its  guardians  and  protectors,  while  the 
General  Government  will  continue  its  bounties  to  make  it  correspond 
with  the  future  greatness  of  the  country. 

After  the  address,  which  was  attentively  listened  to  by  at  least 
five  thousand  people,  the  Grand  Master  presented  the  President  with 
a handsome  gold  nugget  Masonic  charm,  suitably  inscribed. 

The  weather  was  fine,  the  scene  rough  and  rugged,  but  the  occas- 
ion was  enjoyed  by  all  participants. 

In  evidence  of  the  business  methods  prevailing  in  Mon- 
tana, the  Grand  Secretary  reported  verbally  that  returns 
had  been  made  and  dues  paid  by  every  lodge  in  the  Juris- 
diction. 

The  address  of  Grand  Master  Smith  is  devoted  almost 
entirely  to  the  consideration  of  matters  affecting  the  domes- 
tic tranquility  and  advancement  of  the  Craft  and  received, 
as  it  deserved,  the  cordial  approval  of  Grand  Lodge. 


MONTANA— 1903.

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Suitable  reference  is  made  to  the  death  of  Past  Grand 
Master  Charles  H.  Gould,  thirty-first  in  the  succession,  who 
died  at  his  home,  Lincoln,  Nebraska,  June  5,  T903. 

The  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master,  few  in  number,  were 
approved  bodily,  but  it  is  believed  that  these  two  will  not 
pass  unchallenged  outside  of  Montana: 

(1).  In  response  to  an  inquiry,  I held  that  a lodge  cannot  attend 
in  a body  the  funeral  ceremonies  of  a Fellow  Craft  who  was  prevented 
by  illness  from  taking  the  third  degree. 

(2).  To  the  question  as  to  the  fitness  of  a party  who  has  lost  his 
right  thumb  to  receive  the  degrees,  I held  that  it  was  a matter  which 
rested  entirely  with  the  lodge  having  jurisdiction  of  the  candidate. 

In  our  view  the  Grand  Master  lost  an  excellent  oppor- 
tunity of  illustrating  the  broad  and  liberal  spirit  of  the 
Fraternity  by  suspending  the  operation  of  any  law  which 
forbade  giving  burial  to  this  brother,  who  was  prevented 
only  by  death  from  attaining  the  next  and  highest  grade  of 
Craft  Masonry.  He  was  worthy,  but  went  down  in  his 
encounter  with  death  almost  at  the  end  of  his  Masonic 
journey.  Just  here  the  exhibition  of  the  dispensing  power 
would  have  been  eminently  proper  and  consistent. 

What  effect  the  admission  of  the  thumbless  man  will 
have  on  the  symbolism  of  Masonry  must  be  left  for  consid- 
eration by  the  brethren  of  Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey  and 
other  Jurisdictions  who  hold  fast  to  the  doctrine  of  physical 
perfection.  Evidently  Montana  gives  more  attention  to  the 
moral  qualifications  of  petitioners  and  less  to  unimportant 
physical  shortcomings. 

About  half  of  the  Grand  Master’s  address  is  given  up 
to  the  recital  of  his  official  visits  to  the  lodges,  and  it  is  very 
apparent  that  the  result  has  been  of  great  profit  to  the 
Craft.  His  verdict  is  that  the  condition  of  the  Fraternity  is 
satisfactory.  Of  his  visitations  he  says,  in  part: 

Upon  the  occasion  of  my  installation  as  Grand  Master  I promised 
to  use  my  best  endeavors  to  visit  all  of  the  lodges  of  this  jurisdiction. 
I little  appreciated  the  vastness  of  the  undertaking.  We  only  fully 
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appreciate  the  geographical  greatness  of  Montana  when  we  have  to 
traverse  it.  I find  myself  in  a position  to  fully  realize  this  every  time 
I have  to  travel  a hundred  miles  by  stage  to  reach  the  railroad  as  my 
initial  point  from  which  to  take  the  long  railroad  trips  necessary  to 
reach  any  point  where  there  is  a lodge.  I have  spent  four  weeks  of 
time,  stolen  from  arduous  professional  duties,  in  visiting  twenty 
lodges.  I only  regret  that  my  ability  to  make  further  visitations  was 
not  equal  to  my  desires. 

A bequest  of  property  valued  at  $100,000  or  more, 
coupled  with  the  fund  accumulated  by  Grand  Lodge  for  the 
purpose,  will  enable  the  Craft  to  commence  work  on  the 
Masonic  Home,  for  which  they  have  been  hoping,  praying 
and  saving  for  years.  The  Home  Fund  amounts  to  about 
$20,000,  and  on  motion  of  Brother  Hedges  the  Trustees 
were  authorized  to  loan  it  at  the  best  rate  of  interest  to  be 
had.  The  adoption  of  the  following  report  of  the  Jurispru- 
dence Committee  puts  the  enterprise  in  working  order: 

We,  your  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  to  which  was  referred  the 
matter  of  the  appointment  of  a committee  in  regard  to  the  Masonic 
Home,  respectfully  recommend  that  a committee  of  five  be  appointed 
by  the  Grand  Master,  whose  duty  it  shall  be — 

First.  To  formulate  a plan  upon  which  to  conduct  the  adminis- 
tration of  a home. 

Second.  With  power  to  acquire  a site  for  the  building  of  a home. 

Third.  With  power  to  sell,  lease,  rent  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the 
interest  bequeathed  under  the  will  of  our  late  Brother  David  Auchard, 
subject,  however,  to  the  approval  of  the  officers  of  the  Grand  Charity 
Fund. 

Immediately  following  the  Proceedings  is  a sketch  of 
the  life  of  judge  Hezekiah  L.  Hosmer,  the  first  Chief  Justice 
of  Montana,  and  for  two  years  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  1870-1872.  The  likeness  of  the  deceased 
brother  appears  twice  and  shows  the  features  of  a noble  and 
venerable  man. 

The  number  of  lodges  is  49  and  the  total  membership 
3,780,  a net  gain  of  227. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  a very  pleasant  narra- 
tive, covering  136  pages,  of  the  good  things  Bro.  Cornelius 
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Hedges  has  seen  and  heard  in  his  travels  through  other 
Jurisdictions.  We  are  genuinely  glad  to  know  that  he  has 
even  for  a short  time  escaped  the  grip  of  his  old  enemy  and 
is  able  to  address  himself  in  comfort  to  his  usual  labors. 

The  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina 
for  1903  I'eceive  the  kindly  notice  of  Brother  Hedges  and  a 
summary  of  its  doings.  There  is  hardly  a page  of  this 
report  that  is  not  worthy  of  reproduction 

Brother  Hedges  is  ever  an  enthusiast  in  his  advocacy 
of  the  building  and  maintenance  of  Homes  at  home  or 
abroad.  Hear  what  he  says  to  the  complaining  brethren  of 
California,  who  have  to  pay  $1  a year  to  the  Home: 

We  regret  to  see  it  stated  that  “ much  dissatisfaction  ” exists  con- 
cerning the  Home.  It  seems  to  us,  after  a careful  reading  of  the 
reports  of  the  Trustees  and  Superintendent,  that  there  can  be  little 
ground  for  dissatisfaction,  but  rather  pride  and  gratification  in  having 
such  a Home  where  the  inmates  are  so  generously  provided  for.  The 
tax  of  $1  a year  upon  the  membership  for  its  support  is  surely  not  a 
heavy  burden  and  it  relieves  the  lodges  to  as  full  an  extent  as  it  costs 
and  does  the  work  much  better.  When  its  blessed  work  is  better 
understood  it  will  attract  the  attention  of  the  many  rich  and  generous 
craftsmen  of  the  jurisdiction  to  add  to  its  accommodations  and  furnish 
an  endowment  fund  to  relieve  general  taxation.  Till  such  results 
come  every  Brother  who  pays  his  dollar  towards  its  support  ought  to 
be  proud  that  he  is  permitted  to  share  in  this  best  of  all  Masonic  work.

NEBRASKA— 1904. 

47TH  Annual.  Omaha.  June  8. 

THE  likeness  of  Grand  Master  Frank  E.  Bullard  adorns 
the  volume. 

A Special  Communication  of  Grand  Lodge  was  held 
February  5,  1904,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  Masonic  burial 
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to  Past  Grand  Master  Rolland  H.  Oakley,  who  was  greatly 
beloved. 

This  very  unnsual  entry  is  made  in  the  record  of  the 
Annual  Communication: 

After  the  Grand  Lodge  was  declared  open,  the  “Star  Spangled 
Banner”  was  brought  in,  the  Grand  Lodge  arose  and  sang  “ My 
Country!  ’Tis  of  Thee.” 

This  display,  if  made  before  the  opening  of  Grand 
Lodge  or  after  its  close,  might  be  considered  an  exhibition 
of  doubtful  taste  on  the  part  of  a body  of  sensible  Masons 
whose  loyalty  to  their  country  had  never  been  questioned, 
but  when  it  is  made  in  open  lodge  it  seems  to  us  to  be  a 
departure  from  old  and  established  Masonic  procedure  and 
should  not  be  encouraged. 

In  the  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  found  ample 
evidence  of  his  zealous  purpose  to  contribute  what  he  could 
to  the  elevation  of  the  Craft  to  the  plan  of  his  own  ideal, 
and  his  brethren  of  Grand  Lodge  expressed  their  commen- 
dation of  his  labors. 

It  is  a pity  that  a Mason  should  be  other  than  an  upright 
man  and  good  citizen,  but  the  black  sheep  is  not  confined 
to  Nebraska — he  is  everywhere;  and  while  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  Grand  Master  to  report  to  Grand  Lodge  all  cases  of 
lodges  or  individuals  requiring  discipline,  we  cannot  believe 
that  putting  these  unsavory  matters  in  cold  type  is  ever 
productive  of  any  good.  Perhaps  this  denunciation  of 
Brother  Bullard  is  deserved,  but  what’s  the  use  of  printing  it? 

Although  this  apparent  prosperity  has  been  well  distributed,  we 
have  a number  of  very  weak  lodges,  incapable  of  doing  their  work 
with  dignity  and  impressiveness,  and  still  worse,  by  their  lack  of 
harmony,  and  of  the  true  Masonic  character,  bringing  the  Order  into 
disrepute  in  the  community.  These  lodges  should  be  either  purged 
and  cleansed  of  their  iniquity  or  be  no  longer  suffered  to  exist.  I am 
not  a believer  in  human  perfection,  but  there  are  mortal  sins  even  in 
Masonry,  and  the  brethren  guilty  of  them  should  be  made  to  feel  the 
smart  and  sting  of  Masonic  discipline. 
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The  Secretary  of  a lodge  having  been  convicted  of 
misuse  of  lodge  funds  was  awarded  the  punishment  of  repri- 
mand, but  failed  to  appear  before  the  lodge  at  the  time 
fixed  for  the  execution  of  the  sentence. 

The  Grand  Master  having  in  view  the  prerogative  and 
powers  residing  in  him,  issued  the  following  judgment 
against  the  guilty  brother: 

Now  therefore  I,  Frank  E.  Rullard,  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in 
Nebraska,  by  virtue  of  the  power  in  me  vested,  do  hereby  declare  the 
said  brother  to  be  indefinitely  suspended  from  all  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges of  Masonry;  and  it  is  my  order  that  said  sentence  be  entered 
upon  the  records  of,  your  lodge,  and  that  it  remains  of  record  until  the 
said  brother,  having  made  satisfactory  reparation,  is  duly  reinstated 
by  a vote  of  the  lodge  at  a regular  meeting,  or  until  this,  my  action,  is 
disapproved  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Whether  the  failure  of  the  brethren  of  this  lodge  to  do  their  duty7 
in  this  case  was  due  to  lack  of  Masonic  backbone,  or  a mistaken  idea 
of  Masonic  charity,  I am  unable  to  sayr.  I do  say,  however,  with  all 
the  emphasis  of  wdnch  I am  capable,  that  our  society7  is  weakened 
every  time  a lodge  condones  an  offense  against  morality,  integrity,  01- 
social  order. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  modestly  says  what 
may  be  adjudged  fo  be  a pungent  rebuke: 

In  the  matter  of  Elwood  Lodge  No.  167,  we  recommend  that  the 
action  of  the  Grand  Master  in  ordering  the  brother  indefinitely  sus- 
pended be  not  approved;  and  we  further  recommend  that  said  lodge 
be  instructed  to  prefer  charges  against  the  brother  for  disobedience  of 
summons. 

Dispensations  were  issued  for  the  creation  of  three  new 
lodges. 

Fifteen  decisions  were  reported,  and  to  us  they  seem  to 
be  good  law,  but  this  failed  to  meet  the  approval  of  the 
Law  Committee: 

That  an  objection  to  initiation  filed  prior  to  the  report  of  the 
committee  does  not  relieve  the  Master  of  a lodge  from  the  duty  of 
spreading  the  ballot  upon  the  petition. 
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The  Masonic  Home  at  Plattsmouth  was  dedicated  by  the 
Grand  Master  October  30,  1903,  and  of  it  he  says,  in  part: 

For  many  years  the  veteran  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the 
brethren  who  organized  it  and  watched  over  its  early  growth,  have 
looked  forward  to  the  time  when  there  should  be  established  under  its 
auspices  and  maintained  by  its  beneficence  a home  for  those  brethren 
and  those  widows  of  brethren  to  whom  fortune  had  proved  unkind, 
and  who  in  their  declining  years  were  without  the  comforts  and  even 
to  some  extent  the  necessaries  of  life;  and  I am  glad  to  report  that  a 
few  of  the  survivors  of  those  early  days  have  seen  the  fruition  of  their 
hopes,  and  that  Nebraska  Masons  have  indeed  a home  for  indigent 
brethren  and  widows  in  every  sense  of  the  word. 

I regard  it  as  the  red  letter  event  in  my  administration  that  I was 
enabled  to  receive  it  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  to 
declare  it  open  as  a refuge  and  shelter  for  those  of  our  brethren  so 
unfortunate  as  to  be  homeless. 

At  the  conclusion  of  his  address  the  Grand  Master 
uttered  these  wise  words  to  the  representatives  of  the  Sub- 
ordinate Lodges  present: 

True  Masonry  is  the  upbuilding  and  uplifting  of  the  individual 
character  and  the  welding  of  those  characters  into  a compact,  har- 
monious society,  having  for  its  aim  and  object  the  advancement  of 
everything  that  stands  for  more  intelligent  citizenship,  more  godly 
homes  and  cleaner  lives.  The  introduction  into  this  society  of  imper- 
fect, unprepared  material  weakens  its  force,  destroys  its  influence  and 
nullifies  its  aim.  The  Masonic  lodge  should  by  the  very  character  of 
its  membership  exert  an  active,  forceful  influence  in  the  community 
where  it  exists,  and  where  it  does  not,  we  may  rest  assured  that  its 
portals  have  not  been  securely  guarded,  and  that  from  mercenary  or 
other  unworthy  motives,  its  high  standards  of  morality  and  righteous- 
ness have  been  lowered  to  the  level  of  men  yet  in  darkness,  and  with- 
out the  knowledge  of  the  truth.  If  this  is  true  in  any  degree  in  the 
lodge  you  are  here  representing,  let  me  urge  that  you  apply  the  proper 
remedy  ere  disaster  overtake  you. 

The  total  number  of  lodges  is  236  and  the  membership 
14,190,  a net  increase  of  581. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  furnished  by  Past 
Grand  Master  Charles  J.  Phelps  and  covers  129  pages  of 
small  print  in  a volume  of  octavo  size.  The  Proceedings 
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of  North  Carolina  for  1904  receive  fraternal  consideration, 
but  the  word  “dismembered,”  in  the  sense  of  “suspended,” 
used  by  Grand  Master  Clark  in  one  of  his  decisions,  excites 
Brother  Phelps’  wonderment.  We  beg  to  say  that  the 
North  Carolina  Lodge  is  tolerably  old  and  loves  the  old 
forms  of  expression,  as  well  as  the  old  usages,  of  the  Craft, 
but  it  will  be  found  upon  investigation  that  the  result  of 
being  suspended  by  the  neck  or  drawn  and  quartered  is,  to 
the  victim,  about  the  same — suspension  of  Masonic  vitality. 
It  is  rejuvenating  to  find  that  some  of  the  “ old  boys  ” at  the 
round  table  still  retain  a sense  of  humor.

NEW  BRUNSWICK— 1903. 

36TH  Annual.  St.  John.  August  25. 

PORTRAITS  of  William  Wedderburn,  Q.  C.,  and  John  V. 

Ellis,  Past  Grand  Masters,  1870-1874,  arranged  in  the 
bravery  of  full  regalia,  lend  attractiveness  to  the  volume. 

A Special  Communication  was  held  on  June  28th,  the 
purpose  of  which  is  thus  announced  in  the  record: 

The  M.  W.  the  Grand  Master,  announced  that  he  had  summoned 
this  Grand  Lodge  of  Emergency  for  the  purpose  of  attending  Divine 
Service  at  St.  Luke’s  Church,  this  being  the  Sunday  following  the 
Festival  of  St.  John  the  Baptist.  He  then  directed  the  W.  Grand 
Director  of  Ceremonies  to  form  a Procession  of  Grand  Lodge  and  of 
the  several  subordinate  Lodges  and  brethren  present. 

The  brethren  marched  to  the  church,  participated  in 
the  service  conducted  by  an  Archdeacon  and  listened  to  a 
sermon  delivered  by  the  Grand  Chaplain.  The  Grand 
Master  expressed  gratification  for  the  large  attendance  and 
thanked  members  of  Grand  Lodge  for  their  presence ; the 
Grand  Lodge  thanked  the  chaplain  for  his  “thoughtful 
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sermon,”  and  adopted  a resolution  of  thanks  to  the  Arch- 
deacon for  being  there,  and  to  the  trustees  tor  allowing  the 
use  of  their  church  to  the  Craft;  and  there  were  thanks  all 
round.  If  this  were  a devotional  function  the  overwhelm- 
ing presence  of  Masonic  trappings  added  nothing  to  its 
solemnity,  but  if  it  was  just  a display  of  collars  and  gaunt- 
lets and  aprons  and  jewels  to  catch  the  eyes  of  admiring 
women  it  was  a great  success,  for  which  thanks  should  have 
been  given,  but  all  the  same  the  church  should  not  have 
been  made  a side  show. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  brief  and  shows  the 
Craft  to  be  in  a prosperous  condition.  He  worked  faith- 
fully by  visitations  and  otherwise  for  the  promotion  of  har- 
mony and  efficiency.  He  is  in  favor  of  preparing  and  print- 
ing an  annual  Report  on  Correspondence,  but  the  Grand 
Lodge  is  not  yet  prepared  to  assume  the  cost  of  this  depar- 
ture. On  this  subject  Brother  Trueman  says: 

Hitherto  our  Grand  Lodge  has  not  reviewed  the  proceedings  of 
the  Grand  Lodges  with  which  we  maintain  friendly  relations.  The 
question  of  the  desirability  of  having  a report  on  foreign  correspond- 
ence cannot,  I believe,  be  successfully  disputed.  After  very  careful 
consideration,  I would  urgently  recommend  that  this  Lodge  instruct 
our  Committee  on  Relations  with  Foreign  Grand  Bodies  to  prepare 
such  a report  during  the  coming  year,  and  authorize  its  publication 
with  our  proceedings.  I have  read  with  great  pleasure  many  of  these 
reports  as  prepared  by  our  sister  Grand  Lodges,  and  have  found  them 
interesting  and  profitable.  The  knowledge  by  our  brethren  of  what 
is  being  done  by  other  Grand  Lodges — which  knowledge  can  only  be 
had  by  the  publication  with  our  proceedings  of  a synopsis  of  such 
work — cannot  do  otherwise  than  stimulate  them  to  emulate  the  virtues 
and  shun  the  errors  and  mistakes  pointed  out. 


He  supposed  that  two  terms  of  service  would  release 
him  from  the  onerous  duty  of  governing  the  Craft,  but  his 
brethren  think  that  having  been  tried  twice  he  should  be 
willing  to  be  tried  again,  and  so  have  retained  him  for  a 
third  term.  This  is  the  condition  in  which  his  labors  have 
contributed  to  place  the  Fraternity: 
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Freemasonry  in  New  Burnswick  was  never,  I believe,  in  a more 
prosperous  condition,  and  its  future  was  never  brighter.  The  brethren 
throughout  our  jurisdiction  are,  I believe,  fully  alive  to  the  advantage 
and  necessity  of  so  regulating  their  conduct  that  our  Order,  which  is 
pre-eminently  a religious  one,  shall  not  suffer  or  be  impaired  by  any- 
thing done  by  them.  We  cannot  directly  canvass  for  menbers,  but  by- 
spreading  the  cement  of  brotherly  love  we  can  make  known  to  those 
without  our  gates  that  our  tenets  are  such  as  should  govern  the  world, 
and  in  that  manner  persuade  many  to  join  our  ranks. 

May  you  now  enter  upon  your  labors,  ever  mindful  that  the  services 
demanded  of  you  are  the  services  due  to  our  Supreme  Grand  Master.

HE  portrait  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  Harry  M. 


Cheney,  forms  the  frontispiece,  and  likenesses  of 
deceased  members  of  Grand  Lodge  give  added  interest  to 
the  volume;  they  are  Charles  Carroll  Danforth,  Grand  Mar- 
shal; John  Hatch,  Junior  Grand  Warden;  and  George  Oscar 
Dickerman,  District  Deputy  Grand  Master.  Appropriate 
tributes  are  inscribed  to  the  virtues  and  Masonic  labors  of 
these  brethren.  Four  Special  Communications  of  Grand 
Lodge  were  held,  one  for  the  dedication  of  a Masonic  hall, 
one  for  the  centennial  celebration  of  Olive  Branch  Lodge 
and  two  for  attending  funerals. 

At  the  Semi-Annual  of  December  29,  1903,  the  work  of 
the  three  degrees  of  Craft  Masonry  was  exemplified  before 
the  representatives  of  sixty-six  lodges,  and  in  such  excel- 
lent manner  as  to  elicit  high  praise  for  the  lodges  perform- 
ing the  work. 

In  his  excellent  address  the  retiring  Grand  Master, 
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Harry  M.  Cheney,  gives  a full  statement  of  his  official  acts 
and  recommends  that  the  Grand  Lodge  recede  from  the 
doctrine  of  perpetual  jurisdiction  over  rejected  material. 

The  subject  was  referred  to  the  Jurisprudence  Commit- 
tee, but  we  fail  to  find  any  reference  to  it  and  suppose  the 
committee  was  not  then  ready  to  grapple  with  this  stagger- 
ing proposition.  On  account  of  its  general  importance  we 
quote  his  argument : 


When,  two  years  ago,  I assumed  the  duties  of  the  office  of  Grand 
Master,  I counted  myself  a firm  believer  in  the  principle  of  perpetual 
jurisdiction  over  rejected  material.  I was  satisfied  with  the  reason- 
ableness of  the  theory  for  such  perpetuity,  and  confess  that  I was 
prejudiced  in  that  direction.  It  was  almost  a tenet  of  my  Masonic 
profession.  But  during  the  incumbency  of  the  office  of  Grand  Master 
I have  had  to  deal  with  the  theory  and  with  the  practice,  as  held  here 
and  as  held  elsewhere,  in  an  official  capacity,  and  my  faith  in  it  has 
been  transformed  into  a personal  belief  that  it  is  unreasonable,  and 
sooner  or  later  is  destined  to  be  discarded  by  this  grand  jurisdiction, 
as  b,eing  unreasonable,  and  because  it  is  not  in  conformity  with  the 
law  and  practice  of  the  majority  of  other  grand  jurisdictions,  with 
whom,  without  surrendering  too  much,  we  should  strenuously 
endeavor  to  be  in  happy  concord.  My  experience  as  Grand  Master 
has  been  that  the  matter  of  jurisdiction — disputes  concerning  it,  and 
the  requests  for  waivers  of  jurisdiction — is  the  most  perplexing  and 
annoying  of  any  that  are  presented  for  official  consideration  and  direc- 
tion. Take  an  example,  for  instance,  that  has  come  within  my 
knowledge:  Twenty-five  years  ago  a New  Hampshire  Lodge  rejected 
the  petition  of  an  applicant.  Many  years  since,  he  removed  to  another 
grand  jurisdiction,  where,  I understand,  the  principle  of  perpetuity  is 
not  recognized.  He  still  desires  to  be  a member  of  our  fraternity;  but 
notwithstanding  his  long  absence  from  our  state,  a request  for  a 
waiver  of  jurisdiction,  presented  here  in  full  compliance  with  our 
requirements,  is  refused,  and  the  Grand  Master  is  compelled  so  to 
report.  There  is  embarrassment,  there  is  injustice,  there  is  great 
unreasonableness  in  such  an  instance  of  the  length  to  which  our  posi- 
tion leads.  Still  other  requests  for  waivers  come  to  your  Grand  Mas- 
ter from  jurisdictions  which  assert  in  plain  terms  to  him  that  they  do 
not  believe  in  the  theory  of  perpetuity,  do  not  practice  it,  but  go 
through  the  formality  of  making  the  request  to  comply  with  our 
requirements,  so  that  they  may  live  in  peace  with  us.  The  resulting 
embarrassments  are  unpleasant,  not  alone  to  us  of  New  Hampshire, 
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but  to  others.  We  are  holding  to  that  which  is  certainly  becoming 
obsolete  when  we  strive  to  maintain  perpetual  jurisdiction.  Some 
day  we  shall  cease  to  insist  that  we,  almost  alone,  are  right,  and  that 
the  great  majority  is  wrong.  The  time  limit  in  this  particular  is  sure 
to  be  adopted  by  our  grand  body  before  many  years  elapse,  and  the 
men  who  accomplish  this  reform  will  wonder  how  and  why  it  was  per- 
sisted in  so  many  years.  It  may  not  be  in  my  time — yet  I hope  to  see 
that  day — but  I desire  to  be  on  record  in  our  proceedings  as  advocating 
a recession  from  our  present  position,  that  we  may  be  in  accord,  as  I 
understand  it,  with  the  greater  part  of  the  Masonic  world.  I endeavor 
to  suppress  the  zeal  of  the  convert,  but  speak  plainly  and  feelingly 
with  every  confidence  of  ultimate  approval.  I recommend  that  this 
matter  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence. 

The  number  of  lodges  on  the  roll  is  79,  and  the  total 
membership  9,572,  a decrease  of  12  since  last  year. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  covering  17 1 pages,  is 
an  admirable  review  of  sixty-one  Grand  Lodges  by  our 
scholarly  and  modest  brother,  A.  S.  Wait.  He  gives  the 
Proceedings  of  North  Carolina  for  1903  courteous  consider- 
ation and  places  us  personally  under  obligation  for  his  com- 
mendation of  our  efforts.  We  reproduce  his  “conclusion,” 
because  it  is  identically  what  we  have  seen: 

We  draw  to  its  close  our  work  of  the  year,  and  submit  it  to  the 
inspection  of  the  craft.  It  has  been  a year  of  great  prosperity,  in  all 
respects  in  which  prosperity  can  truly  be  said  to  consist.  While  in 
membership  the  increase  has  been  greater  than  in  any  preceding  3^ear, 
the  accessions  have  been  of  that  character  to  bring  to  Masonry  a 
strength  and  elevation  of  character  hardly  attained  in  its  former  his- 
tory. Scarcely  a ripple  has  exhibited  itself  in  the  fraternal  relations 
existing  among  the  brethren,  or  between  the  grand  jurisdictions;  and 
the  fraternity  may  well  congratulate  itself  on  the  promise  which  exist- 
ing conditions  afford  of  a more  full  realization  in  the  future  of  the 
great  and  beneficent  objects  of  the  institution  than  the  retrospect' 
presents.

THIS  handsome  volume  is  embellished  with  the  portrait 
of  Bro.  W.  Holt  Apgar,  the  retiring  Grand  Master. 
His  address  is  a very  full  history  of  his  administration  of 
the  affairs  of  Grand  Lodge  for  the  year  just  past  and  occupies 
thirty-three  pages.  He  furnishes  this  pen  picture  of  Past 
Grand  Master  Charles  Belcher,  the  chairman  of  the  Corre- 
spondence Committee,  who  ceased  from  his  labors  on  Febru- 
ary 20,  1904 : 

Brother  Belcher  was  of  commanding  presence,  a physique  such  as 
one  would  envy,  and  when  he  retired  from  the  Grand  East  his  rugged- 
ness gave  to  us  all  the  hope  that  it  would  be  many  years  before  he 
would  lay  down  the  Master  Mason’s  working  tools;  but  such  was  not 
to  be. 

Brother  Belcher  was  a positive  man.  His  intellect  was  clear  and 
strong;  a man  of  power,  his  physique  did  not  belie  him.  Not  only 
had  he  positive  convictions  and  opinions,  but  he  was  able  to  express 
them  in  clear  and  decisive  language,  and  his  work  as  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  attests  to  the  vigorous  thought 
and  pen  of  which  he  was  possessed.  Both  as  Grand  Master  and  as 
chairman  of  one  of  its  most  important  committees  he  filled  an  impor- 
tant place  in  this  Grand  Lodge  and  in  the  estimation  of  the  Craft  of 
the  State,  and  it  is  indeed  a great  loss  that  it  and  they  have  sustained. 

Special  Communications  of  Grand  Lodge  were  held  for 
laying  corner  stones  and  dedicating  lodges,  and  the  visita- 
tions of  Grand  Master  Apgar  and  his  associate  officers  are 
reported  to  have  been  pleasant  and  profitable. 

As  ex-officio  Inspector  of  the  Cripple  Brigade,  the 
Grand  Master  reports  in  very  complacent  mood  his  exacting 
labors  on  the  dead  line.  The  defections  are  not  classified, 
so  that  it  is  impossible  to  tell  how  many  flat-footed,  box- 
ankled,  knock-kneed,  bow-legged  or  glass-eyed  petitioners 
were  stood  aside.  We  make  this  extract: 

Requests  have  been  submitted  for  decisions  as  to  physical  qualifi- 
cations. I have  acted  upon  them  thus:  Total,  79;  granted,  51;  refused, 

25;  pending,  3. 
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I am  more  than  pleased  with  the  manner  in  which  the  decisions 
given  by  the  Grand  Master  have  been  accepted  by  the  Lodges.  In 
two  or  three  instances  men  who  would  have  honored  the  Fraternity, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Grand  Master,  were  not  physically  qualified, 
and  no  one  regrets  more  than  he  that  a physical  disability  should  have 
made  such  persons  ineligible  under  our  law.  The  moral  excellencies 
and  qualifications  of  the  candidate,  however,  can  have  no  bearing  upon 
the  question  as  to  his  physical  eligibility,  and  they  should  not,  there- 
fore, be  submitted  with  such  request. 

The  rulings  or  opinions  of  Masonic  law  reported  by  the 
Grand  Master  -were  sustained  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  includ- 
ing this  as  to  the  status  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington: 

It  is  most  undesired,  and  we  regret  exceedingly,  that  we  should 
not  be  in  fraternal  relations  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Masons  of  the 
State  of  Washington.  Many  of  the  Grand  Lodges  which  had  severed 
fraternal  relations  with  that  Grand  Body  have  resumed  the  same  upon, 
as  they  state,  their  understanding  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washing- 
ton had  retraced  its  steps  and  overthrown  the  doctrine  promulgated 
in  1898  by  it.  Our  Grand  Lodge  considered  the  action  claiming  to 
repeal  the  resolution  of  1898  and  unanimously  agreed  that  this  action 
which  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington  claimed  did  so  formally  repeal 
and  set  aside  that  which  has  been  done  in  1898,  did  not  convey  that 
idea  to  us.  New  Jersey,  moreover,  is  clear  that,  in  its  judgment, 
there  should  be  no  question  of  construction,  but  that  Washington 
should  clearly  and  unequivocally  state  to  the  Masonic  world  what  its 
position  thereon  is.  If  by  proper  authority  it  certified  to  New  Jersey 
that  it  has  no  intention  to  claim,  and  would  not  recognize  as  regular, 
Masons  that  were  unrecognized  in  this  State  and  who  are,  by  our 
Grand  Lodge,  termed  clandestine  Masons;  that  it  would  prohibit  their 
visiting  or  affiliating  with  any  Lodges  in  their  own  State,  and  that  it 
recognizes  as  supreme  in  New  Jersey  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Jersey 
and  its  Subordinate  Lodges,  and  no  others,  then  the  question  of  con- 
struction, or  of  intent,  could  not  arise  and  New  Jersey  would  have  no 
Masonic  reason  for  refusing  to  resume  fraternal  relations  therewith. 

Under  the  head  of  “Landmarks”  appears  this  satis- 
fying story  of  the  exercise  of  the  prerogative : 

Knowing,  therefore,  that  no  reason  need  be  assigned  for  an}-  act 
done  by  him  as  Grand  Master,  and  yet  feeling  that  an  object-lesson  as 
to  the  power  and  prerogatives  of  the  Grand  Master  of  Masons  of  any 
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properly  recognized  Grand  Lodge  would  be  highly  educative  and  carry 
great  force,  and  being  fully  satisfied  of  the  high  character  of  the 
material  upon  which  such  prerogative  was  exercised,  I state  to  this 
Grand  Lodge  that  by  virtue  of  being  Grand  Master  of  this  Grand 
Jurisdiction  I opened  a Masonic  Lodge  in  the  city  of  Trenton,  and,  with 
the  assistance  of  my  Associate  and  Subordinate  Grand  Lodge  Officers 
and  M.  W.  Past  Grand  Masters,  conferred  the  three  Masonic  degrees 
upon  Mr.  B'rank  O.  Briggs  and  Mr.  Hugh  H.  Hamill,  of  Trenton,  New 
Jersey.  One  week  later  I did,  in  the  Lodge -room  of  Princeton  Lodge, 
No.  38,  F.  & A.  M.,  confer  the  same  honor  upon  Mr.  Moses  Taylor 
Pyne,  of  Princeton.  I conferred  this  honor  upon  them  because  I 
believed  that  they  were  worthy  of  it;  that  they  would  honor  Masonry 
and  Masonry  would  honor  them. 

We  can  see  no  reason  for  this  exhibition,  nor  any  good 
to  the  Craft  nor  to  the  gentlemen  thus  boosted  into  the 
Fraternity  because  the  Grand  Master  so  wills.  The  Grand 
Master’s  avouchment  for  these  men  will  of  course  be  accepted, 
but  it  does  not  appear  that  they  were  petitioners  for  the 
privileges  of  Masonry.  They  were  friends  of  the  King,  and 
his  majesty  decreed  that  they  should  not  be  subjected  to 
the  humiliating  scrutiny  of  the  ballot,  like  common  petition- 
ers. Why?  The  Grand  Master  answers  “because  it  is 
allowed  and  it  pleases  me  and  my  friends.”. 

The  Craft  of  New  Jersey  is  prosperous  and  harmonious, 
growing  in  numbers  and  usefulness  every  year.  Its  great 
charity,  the  Home  and  Orphanage,  will,  in  future  as  it  has 
in  the  past,  receive  the  loving  care  of  the  brethren. 

The  lodges  number  174  and  the  aggregate  membership 
is  22,102,  a net  gain  of  1,751  within  the  year. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  156  pages,  is  a review 
of  the  proceedings  of  sixty-two  Grand  Lodges,  North  Caro- 
lina for  1903  of  the  number,  and  is  the  work  of  Past  Grand 
Master  Charles  Belcher.  The  last  paragraph  of  his  report 
is  as  follows: 

We  again  extend  to  all,  particularly  those  of  our  own  brethren  and 
kin  who  burn  the  midnight  oil,  the  “ Compliments  of  the  Season,”  in 
the  sincere  hope  that  we  may  meet  again. 
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In  less  than  two  months  his  eyes  were  closed  in  sleep 
and  he  entered  into  rest.  The  retiring  Grand  Master,  Bro. 
W.  Holt  Apgar,  was  appointed  to  the  draped  desk  of  Brother 
Belcher,  and  we  extend  a welcome  to  the  new  chairman  of 
the  Correspondence  Committee.

NEW  MEXICO— 1903. 

26th  Annual.  Albuquerque.  October  19. 

THE  address  of  Grand  Master  E.  A.  Cahoon  is  a dignified 
and  condensed  report  of  his  official  acts.  Many  dis- 
pensations were  granted  for  such  purposes  as  elections, 
installations,  removals  and  joint  occupancy,  but  none  for 
conferring  degrees  out  of  time.  Of  three  dispensations 
refused  one  related  to  the  request  of  a lodge  for  permission 
to  change  its  time  of  meeting.  Grand  Lodge,  by  the  adop- 
tion of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Grand  Master’s 
Address,  reversed  the  Grand  Master,  holding  that  the  Sub- 
ordinate Lodge  was  the  best  judge  and  had  a right  to  make 
these  changes. 

The  decisions,  eleven  in  number,  were  approved  except 
these : 

5.  Is  there  legally  invested  in  the  Worshipful  Master  or  Wardens 
of  a lodge,  the  power  to  appoint  a brother  who  has  never  been  a War- 
den to  confer  a degree  or  to  sit  in  the  East  and  perform  other  duties? 

Answer.  The  Master  or  Wardens  have  no  such  power.  No  brother 
who  has  not  at  some  time  occupied  the  position  of  Master  or  Warden 
of  a lodge  should  be  allowed  to  confer  the  degrees  or  to  occupy  the 
East  during  the  transaction  of  business. 

6.  Can  a person  who  has  lost  an  eye,  or  a leg,  or  an  arm  receive 
the  degrees  in  New  Mexico? 

Answer.  No. 

The  objection  of  the  committee,  and  adopted  by  Grand 
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Lodge,  is  as  follows  and  seems  to  be  good  law  and  good 
sense : 

As  to  decision  five  we  agree  with  the  Grand  Master  that  there  is 
no  law  on  our  statute  books  which  specifically  vests  in  the  Master,  or 
in  the  absence  of  the  presiding  warden,  to  call  any  brother  qualified  to 
the  East  for  conferring  degrees,  etc.,  but  it  is  our  opinion  that  the 
higher  law,  that  of  masonic  custom  and  usage,  as  understood  and  prac- 
ticed in  this  jurisdiction,  permits  the  Master,  or  in  his  absence  the 
presiding  warden,  to  call  any  brother  to  the  East,  provided  always  that 
the  proper  elected  presiding  officer  also  sits  in  the  East.  We  there- 
fore recommend  that  this  decision  be  not  approved. 

As  to  decision  six,  at  the  last  annual  meeting  of  this  Grand  Lodge 
it  was  unanimously  declared  that  the  loss  of  an  eye  did  not  necessarily 
disqualify  an  applicant  for  the  mysteries,  our  by-law  on  the  subject 
Art.  IX,  Sec.  4,  says  “ No  degree  shall  be  conferred  upon  anyone  who 
is  physically  unable  to  conform  to  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  ceremo- 
nies of  the  fraternity;  who  is  unable  to  read  and  write;  who  is  affected 
with  any  incurable  disease;  or  who  has  no  visible  or  legitimate  means 
of  support  for  himself  or  family.”  With  this  information  before  us 
we  cannot  recommend  the  approval  of  this  decision. 

The  Grand  Mester  held  that  rejected  candidates  of 
Grand  Lodges  which  accepted  the  doctrine  of  perpetual 
jurisdiction  could  not  be  received  by  the  lodges  in  New 
Mexico,  although  he  and  the  Grand  Lodge  disapproved  of 
that  doctrine  as  intrinsically  unfair  and  unjust.  Judging 
from  this  extract  from  the  committee’s  report  the  Grand 
Lodge  will  not  hereafter  be  bound  by  this  interpretation : 

As  to  decision  eight,  we  approve  the  decision  basing  the  approval 
as  an  act  of  courtesy  to  Illinois,  which  claims  perpetual  jurisdiction 
over  all  rejected  material,  but  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Mexico  has 
always  claimed  the  right  to  accept  any  material  which  has  resided  in 
our  jurisdiction  for  one  year;  we  require,  however,  our  subordinate 
Lodges  to  learn  from  an  objecting  Lodge  their  reason  for  rejection 
before  acting  upon  the  petition  and  in  this  connection  this  committee 
believes  that  this  Grand  Lodge  is  opposed  to  the  theory  of  perpetual 
jurisdiction  and  should  place  itself  on  record  in  this  matter. 

Bro.  W.  H.  Seamon,  who  has  already  contributed  so 
much  to  our  knowledge  of  Mexican  Masonry,  submitted 
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another  report  on  this  subject,  which  shows  no  improve- 
ment in  what  is  called  Masonry  in  the  Republic  of  Mexico. 
We  quote  from  the  conclusion  of  his  report,  which  was 
adopted : 

It  is  only  necessary  to  add  that  Valley  of  Mexico  is  a member  of 
the  Congress  or  Burea,  organized  by  Swiss  Alpina  Lodge  and  is  thereby 
in  quasi  fraternal  relations  with  all  of  the  Godless  Grand  Orients  and 
several  Negro  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States.  This  would  not 
perhaps  have  happened  had  the  American  lodges  been  in  control  of 
Valley  of  Mexico.  This  incident  shows  most  forcibly  the  necessity  for 
us  to  wait  until  Valley  of  Mexico  becomes  in  fact  a Grand  Lodge  of 
the  York  rite,  controlled  by  Americans. 

I therefore  recommend: 

1.  That  recognition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Cosmos  of  Chihuahua  be 
withdrawn. 

2.  That  recognition  of  Grand  Lodge  Valley  of  Mexico  be  deferred 
until  it  becomes  a Grand  Lodge  of  the  York  rite,  with  Americans  in 
control. 

The  special  committee  to  consider  an  amendment  to 
the  By-laws  touching  the  matter  of  ritual,  submitted  major- 
ity and  minority  reports,  and  that  of  the  majority  was 
adopted,  as  follows: 

The  ritual  of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  shall  be  in  charge  of  a com- 
mittee composed  of  the  Grand  Lecturer,  who  shall  be  the  chairman, 
and  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this 
Committee  to  instruct,  and  see  that  all  the  lodges  strive  to  conform 
their  workings  to  this  ritual,  without  any  deviation.  The  ritual  shall 
not  be  changed  in  any  respect  except  by  order  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  members  of  this  Committee  shall  report  to  the  Grand  Master 
any  lodge  which  may  be  derelict  in  conforming  to  the  ritual,  and  the 
Grand  Master  is  empowered  to  reprimand,  or  impose  such  other  pun- 
ishment as  the  gravity  of  the  offense  may  in  his  judgment  justify, 
upon  the  master,  officers  or  members  of  the  offending  lodge. 

This  places  the  ritual  in  the  hands  of  Custodians;  the 
minority  plan  was  to  print  ioo  copies  in  cipher  and  put 
them  in  charge  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  who  was  to  distrib- 
ute them  to  certain  designated  officers. 
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There  are  21  lodges  in  the  Jurisdiction  with  a total 
membership  of  1,231,  a net  gain  of  98. 

Bro.  W.  H.  Seamon  in  the  faithful  discharge  of  his 
duties  as  Grand  Lecturer  for  the  past  seven  years  has  suc- 
ceeded in  bringing  the  Craft  to  such  a state  of  proficiency 
and  uniformity  that  he  has  won  the  unstinted  praise  of  his 
brethren.  The  demands  of  his  private  affairs  have  forced 
him  to  withdraw  from  this  pleasant  but  exacting  work,  not 
however  until  a successor  was  secured  in  every  way  fitted 
to  follow  in  his  steps. 

In  addition  to  his  other  Masonic  labors  which  have 
brought  distinction  to  himself  and  to  his  Grand  Lodge, 
Brother  Seamon  has  furnished  an  excellent  report  of  the 
transactions  of  sixty-three  Grand  Lodges,  North  Carolina 
for  1903  being  the  subject  of  fraternal  notice.

40TH  Annual.  Virginia  City.  June  14. 

THE  likeness  of  Grand  Master  Trenmor  Coffin  forms  the 
frontispiece.  His  health  during  his  term  of  office  has 
been  so  poor  that  he  has  been  unable  to  give  much  attention 
to  the  duties  of  the  executive  office.  On  account  of  his 
enforced  absence  his  address  was  read  by  the  Deputy  Grand 
Master.  We  quote  these  opening  paragraphs  of  his  mes- 
sage : 

Well  Beloved  Brethren: — With  but  few  exceptions  for  the  past 
fifteen  years  I have  been  with  you  in  the  annual  communications  of 
this  Grand  bodge,  and  it  is  with  pain  that  now,  owing  to  serious  illness, 
I must  forego  the  great  pleasure  of  being  with  you  as  your  Grand 
Master. 

With  true  Masonic  pride  I have  looked  forward  to  that  highest  of 
high  honors,  the  distinction  of  presiding  over  my  brethren  in  Grand 
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Lodge  assembled;  but  the  Supreme  Grand  Master  has  willed  otherwise. 
He  doeth  all  things  well.  I dare  look  up  to  Him  and  say,  “ Deal  wdth 
me  as  Thou  wilt;  lam  Thine.”  Though  I cannot  be  with  you,  brethren, 
I send  you  greeting  and  rejoice  with  you  that  our  lodges  are  pros- 
perous and  that  peace  prevails. 

A message  of  sympathy  from  Grand  Lodge  evoked  this 
answer  from  the  courageous  Mason  who  was  waiting  for  his 
last  summons: 

Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge;  Dear  Brothers: — Thank  you  for 
your  kind  and  sympathetic  message.  Deeply  regret  I cannot  meet  you 
all  again  in  this  life.  God  grant  that  we  may  all  meet  when  the  Great 
Grand  Lodge  meets  above  with  the  loving  Father  as  Grand  Master. 

The  condition  of  the  Craft  is  reported  to  be  satisfactory. 

An  invitation  from  a chapter  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern 
Star  to  attend  an  entertainment  and  afterwards  to  partake 
of  a banquet  was  accepted  by  Grand  Lodge,  and  suitable 
acknowledgments  made  to  the  ladies  for  their  generous 
hospitality. 

There  are  21  working  lodges,  having  a total  member- 
ship of  985,  a net  gain  of  41. 

In  the  wonderfully  clever  Report  on  Correspondence 
Bro.  E.  D.  Vanderlieth  furnishes  136  pages  of  very  pleasant 
reading,  in  which  he  tells  delightfully  of  what  he  has  noted 
in  his  tour  of  sixty  Grand  Jurisdictions.  We  are  sorry  that 
North  Carolina  did  not  put  in  an  appearance. 

For  want  of  room  we  shall  have  to  be  content  with  only 
the  clipping  of  his  “conclusion:” 

Once  again  we  have  swung  around  the  circle.  Masonry’s  progress 
has  been  truly  golden  and  “ Prosperity’s  the  very  bond  of  love,”  for 
with  it  all  she  has  borne  herself  with  becoming  moderation.  She  has 
not  forgotten  that  her  first  lesson  is  to  teach  man  to  be  good  and  true. 
Lovingly  has  she  extended  her  uplifting  arms  and  ceaselessly  has  she 
urged  her  children  to  subdue  their  passions,  act  upon  the  square,  to  be 
subservient  to  the  laws  of  their  country,  and  to  keep  a tongue  of  good 
report.  But  over  and  above  all  has  been  her  work  of  doing  good,  the 
blessed  work  of  Charity.  Love  and  Truth  have  exalted  their  columns 
of  Strength  and  Wisdom,  but  the  column  of  Beauty  stands  more  radiant 
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than  ever  before.  Unsurpassed  in  her  history  have  been  Masonry’s 
efforts  to  relieve  the  distressed,  to  soothe  the  unhappy,  to  sympathize 
with  the  unfortunate,  and  to  bring  peace  to  the  minds  and  hearts  of  the 
troubled.  Never  before  have  the  lilies  been  more  fragrant,  nor  the 
pomegranates  more  fruitful.  “ He  is  truly  great  that  is  great  in 
charity.”  The  columns  of  wisdom  and  strength  must  be  studiously 
cared  for,  but  on  the  column  of  Beauty  we  should  lavish  our  love.  It 
is  Masonry’s  noblest  pillar.

NEW  YORK— 1904. 

123RD  Annual.  New  York.  May  3. 

W/ITH  763  lodges  and  a membership  of  more  than 
* * 126,000  it  is  not  surprising  that  the  volume  under 

review  is  a very  large  one,  containing  nearly  600  pages. 
More  than  100  pages  is  devoted  to  the  report  of  the  Grand 
Historian,  the  nature  of  whose  work  is  outlined  in  this  par- 
agraph : 

In  preparing  these  sketches  it  has  been  deemed  proper  to  include 
not  only  the  bare  statement  of  facts  connected  with  the  ordinary  life 
of  a Lodge,  but  in  addition  to  this,  to  include  the  recorded  sentiments 
of  some  of  those  who  were  active  in  Masonic  affairs  nearly  a century 
ago  as  well  as  the  public  utterances  of  some  who  are  still  living  and 
prominent  in  Masonic  circles;  the  object  is  to  provide  opportunity  for 
the  reader  to  compare  the  sentiment  expressed  in  by-gone  days  with 
the  views  entertained  to-day  concerning  the  aims  and  purposes  of  this 
great  fraternity,  the  comparison  will  serve  to  show  how  closely  the 
lines  are  drawn  and  how  the  adherents  of  Masonry  are  loyally  support- 
ing and  advocating  the  principles  which  underlie  and  have  maintained 
in  unbroken  unity  this  great  Brotherhood. 

Two  fine  engravings  adorn  the  volume— one  of  the 
Grand  Treasurer,  Theo.  A.  Taylor,  and  the  other  of  J.  H. 
Anthon,  a brother  of  whose  rank  and  service  we  can  find  no 
data  in  the  proceedings  of  this  date. 
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On  account  of  illness  and  by  the  advice  of  his  physician, 
Grand  Master  Elbert  Crandall  could  not  attend  this  Com- 
munication, and  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Frank  H.  Rob- 
inson, presided  in  the  Grand  East. 

The  able  address  of  Brother  Crandall  was  read  and  gave 
the  details  of  a very  successful  administration,  for  which  he 
received  the  cordial  thanks  of  Grand  Lodge. 

In  the  reference  to  the  fraternal  dead  the  Grand  Master 
says: 

But  a short  twelve  months  ago,  exultant  because  of  the  splendid 
success,  the  harmony  and  good  fellowship  which  characterized  our 
Assembly,  we  turned  our  steps  homeward  in  fond  anticipation  of  all 
again  meeting  in  this  place  to-day.  The  skies  are  as  bright,  the  air  as 
redolent  with  the  fragrance  of  opening  Spring,  the  birds  sing  as 
sweetly,  and  all  nature  is  as  delightful  to  the  eye  as  then;  but  the  joy 
we  anticipated  is  saddened  by  vacant  chairs  and  the  absence  of  forms 
and  faces  of  those  we  expected  to  greet,  leaving  an  aching  void  in 
many  hearts. 

Speaking  of  the  work  of  the  year,  the  Grand  Master 
says ; 

Only  once  in  the  history  of  the  Grand  Lodge  have  there  been  as 
many  initiations  in  one  year  as  have  taken  place  in  the  year  now 
closed.  I have  reason  to  believe,  and  I take  pleasure  in  reporting, 
that  notwithstanding  this  great  increase  in  numbers,  exceeding  care 
has  been  displayed  by  the  several  Lodges  in  admitting  only  those  abso- 
lutely worthy  to  share  the  privileges  of  the  Craft. 

The  Grand  Master  is  an  advocate  of  the  establishment 
of  a sanatorium  for  the  treatment  of  consumption,  and  since 
the  matter  has  been  taken  up  for  consideration  in  Grand 
Lodge  the  Fraternity  has  displayed  considerable  interest  in 
the  enterprise.  Already  the  nucleus  of  the  fund  is  $5,000, 
and  it  is  not  unlikely  that  in  a short  time  definite  plans  will 
be  inaugurated  to  enlarge  the  fund.  It  is  a laudable  under- 
taking. 

Notwithstanding  the  supposedly  liberal  provision  made 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  Masonic  Home  at  Utica,  the 
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large  increase  in  its  population  calls  for  more  room  and 
more  money.  The  inmates  now  number  301,  and  there  are 
49  applicants  awaiting  admission.  The  total  disbursements 
amounted  to  $69,804.34,  the  total  receipts  to  $69,179.70, 
showing  a deficit  of  $624.64. 

The  report  of  the  Trustees  of  Masonic  Hall  and  Asylum 
Fund  commends  in  the  strongest  terms  the  efficiency  and 
economy  of  management  as  conducted  by  Bro.  Jesse  B. 
Anthony,  the  Superintendent.  This  extract  from  the 
report  presents  the  conditions  and  requirements  of  the  insti- 
tution in  the  near  future: 

Recurring  to  the  financial  proposition,  the  needed  enlargement  of 
the  Home,  the  renewal  of  furniture  and  equipment  and  repairs  which 
are  always  incidental  to  such  an  institution  after  a few  years,  and  the 
increase  in  number  to  approximately  500,  will  increase  the  per  capita 
cost  of  maintenance  to,  from  $210  to  $230  per  year,  and  the  total  yearly 
cost  of  maintenance  to,  from  $ 105,000  to  $ 120,000 . Besides,  on  the  basis 
of  the  anticipated  increase  in  numbers  and  the  consequent  super-added 
responsibility  for  the  assured  care  of  our  wards,  we  should  not  feel 
content  or  safe  against  all  emergencies  until  our  Reserve  Fund  shall 
be  increased  to  $500,000. 

The  proposed  per  capita  tax  of  fifty  cents  will  be  no  more  than 
sufficient  to  provide  for  maintenance  and  the  carrying  of  a reasonable 
amount  to  the  Reserve  Fund.  Whenever  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  feel 
confident  that  our  charity  is  on  an  assured  and  safe  basis,  the  tax,  of 
course,  may  be  forthwith  abolished  or  reduced. 

From  the  report  of  the  Commission  of  Appeals  we  find 
that  one  Dr.  Darius  Wilson,  the  most  notorious  and  unblush- 
ing of  degree  peddlers,  was  expelled  from  Yonnondio  Lodge 
No.  163,  and  sought  a reversal  of  the  sentence  on  appeal  to 
Grand  Lodge.  If  we  had  space  we  would  quote  the  entire 
story  of  this  chevalier  d' Industrie,  but  can  take  this  only: 

Defendant  also  admitted  that  he  was  at  No.  100  West  24th  Street, 
where  said  Lodge,  purporting  to  be  under  the  jurisdiction  of  Ohio, 
convened  every  Friday  evening,  and  there  conferred  these  higher 
degrees  in  Masonry  at  least  once  a month.  The  facts  and  circum- 
stances before  us  in  this  case  point  but  one  way,  and  that  is  that  the 
defendant  is  guilty  of  the  charges  beyond  any  reasonable  doubt;  that 
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he  has  made  a business  of  selling  what  purported  to  be  degrees  to  any 
applicant  who  was  willing  to  pay  for  them,  and  in  consequence  thereof 
he  should  be  expelled  from  his  Lodge,  and  from  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  Masonry  forever,  and  pay  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and 
fifty-three  dollars  ($153),  the  amount  of  the  expenses  of  his  trial. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Correspond- 
ence that  Grand  Lodge  enter  into  “official  relations”  with 
the  Grand  Lodge  Valle  de  Mexico  was  adopted.  The 
request  for  recognition  by  Grand  Lodge  Cosmos  of  Mexico 
was  declined,  a similar  request  of  the  Grand  Orient  of 
Brazil  was  deferred,  and  the  prayer  of  the  Grand  Orient  of 
Haiti  was  declined. 

The  review  of  the  proceedings  of  sixty-five  English- 
speaking  Grand  Lodges  is  the  work  of  Past  Grand  Master 
Jesse  B.  Anthony,  and  the  excellent  translations  of  foreign 
Grand  Lodges  are  presented  by  Bro.  Emil  Frenkel.  The 
Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  for  1903 
are  fraternally  noticed  by  Brother  Anthony.

HE  Grand  Lodge  met  in  Annual  Communication  extend- 


ing over  May  4th  and  5th,  the  officers  and  members  of 
Grand  Lodge  and  of  Subordinate  Lodges  in  attendance. 
Grand  Representatives  of  twenty-two  foreign  jurisdictions 
were  present,  but  as  many  more  were  absent,  among  them 
R. \W. \C.  J.  W.  Griffiths,  the  representative  of  North 
Carolina. 

In  his  address  Grand  Master  Herbert  J.  Williams  refers 
to  invasion  of  jurisdiction  by  the  Grand  Lodges  of  England 
and  Scotland: 

Then  there  is  the  question  of  difficulty  with  the  Scottish  Consti- 
tution, which,  I regret  to  say,  is  not  very  much  nearer  settlement  than 
it  was  two  or  three  years  ago.  No  effort  has  been  wanting  on  the  part 
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of  Grand  Lodge  to  secure  an  adjustment.  Again,  we  have  a trouble 
with  the  English  Constitution,  and  I am  sorry  to  know  that  the  trouble 
is  likely  to  extend.  We  have  information  that  it  is  in  training  now  to 
transfer  another  Lodge  from  one  locality  to  another  in  the  Auckland 
District.  This  will  be  a subject  for  your  deepest  consideration  as  to 
what  action  shall  be  taken. 

From  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Benevolence  we  take 
this  extract,  as  showing  the  extent  to  which  the  tramp  evil 
afflicts  the  Craft  of  New  Zealand: 

There  has  been  a large  increase  during  the  past  year  of  applica- 
tions for  relief  from  members  of  the  Craft  moving  about  from  place  to 
place  in  search  of  employment,  principally  from  Australia;  and  although 
in  the  great  majority  of  cases  the  applicants  had  not  been  subscribing 
members  of  any  Lodge  for  years,  and  had  no  legal  claim  upon  our 
funds,  temporary  assistance  was  rendered  where  the  case  appeared  to 
be  one  of  misfortune,  but  it  will  be  necessary  in  future  to  require 
closer  compliance  with  our  rules,  and  however  distasteful  to  us  it  may 
be  to  discriminate  regarding  the  Constitution  to  which  applicants 
belong,  justice  will  compel  us  to  do  so.  It  may  also  be  mentioned  that 
more  than  one  case  of  fraudulent  imposture  has  come  under  our  notice, 
so  that  Lodges  should  exercise  great  care  in  requiring  the  production 
of  proper  credentials  as  a first  and  indispensable  preliminary. 

There  is  a growing  disposition  on  the  part  of  a considerable  section 
of  the  Craft  to  rely  upon  and  claim  relief  and  monetary  assistance  as  a 
matter  of  right,  under  circumstances  which  are  very  frequently 
brought  about  by  their  own  self-indulgence  and  want  of  thrift,  while 
many  really  deserving  individuals  whose  distress  is  the  result  of  “una- 
voidable misfortune  and  calamity”  shrink  from  making  their  necessi- 
ties known. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  General  Pur- 
poses the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica  was  duly  recognized 
as  an  independent  governing  Masonic  body. 

It  seems  that  Grand  Lodge  has  printed  an  edition  of 
500  copies  of  a cipher  ritual  and  intends  to  print  and  sell 
another  like  edition,  after  which  the  type  is  to  be  distributed. 
This  is  the  course  pursued  by  several  American  Grand 
Lodges,  and  more’s  the  pity. 

There  are  129  lodges,  with  a total  membership  of  6,559, 
and  this  excellent  condition  is  reported : 
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Another  pleasing  feature  is  the  absence  of  discord  or  serious  trouble 
of  any  kind  amongst  our  bodges;  the  Board  has  not  had  a single  com- 
plaint or  disagreement  of  any  kind  to  deal  with  during  the  past  year, 
harmony  prevails  throughout  the  territory,  and  an  excellent  spirit 
pervades  the  whole  of  the  Craft.

FTER  reading  annual  addresses  of  more  or  less  poetic 


elaboration  of  noble  sentiments  it  is  really  refreshing 
to  find  a Grand  Master  who  has  the  courage  to  divest  him- 
self of  rhetorical  frills  and  commence  his  report  in  this 
matter-of-fact  way: 

Fifteen  years  ago  those  lodges  of  Dakota  Territory  situated  in 
what  is  now  North  Dakota  separated  from  the  territorial  Grand  Lodge 
and  formed  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Dakota.  There  are,  perhaps, 
not  more  than  a half  dozen  present  who  knew  from  actual  experience 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  territorial  days.  At  that  time  we  had  thirty  char- 
tered lodges,  and  one  lodge  U.-.  Du.  Then  our  membership  was  only 
1,322,  now  we  have  67  chartered  lodges  and  5 U.\  D.-.,  with  a member- 
ship of  4,847.  To  add  to  this  showing  is  the  fact,  which  should  be  grati- 
fying to  us  all,  that  no  lodge  in  this  grand  jurisdiction  has  surrendered 
its  charter  during  the  existence  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  When  I note 
the  history  of  our  Grand  Body,  the  harmony  which  has  existed  among 
the  lodges  and  the  brethren,  m}^  heart  feels  reinforced  to  bid  you  a 
hearty  welcome  to  this  our  Fifteenth  Annual  Communication,  and 
believe,  with  a firm  conviction,  that  the  business  and  transactions  of 
the  communication  upon  which  we  are  entering  will  be,  as  all  other 
communications  have  been,  full  of  harmony,  fraternal  feelings  and 
good  fellowship.  I hope  the  day  will  never  come  when  our  meetings 
shall  be  marred  by  discord,  factional  strife,  or  unfraternal  ambition; 
or  when  shall  be  lost  from  sight  the  fact  that  we  are  Masons,  and  as 
such  owe  more  to  one  another  than  to  the  ■world  at  large.

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indicates  that  he  is  a man  of  blood  and  his  message  that  he 
is  a man  of  ability — such  a man  as  should  be  retained  in  the 
Grand  East  for  more  than  one  or  two  terms.  His  address 
is  brief,  free  from  all  padding,  but  neglects  nothing  of 
importance. 

His  decisions,  common  sense  interpretation  of  local 
law,  were  approved,  and  his  recommendation  of  requiring 
no  affiliation  fee  was  adopted.  But  his  recommendation  to 
give  the  Grand  Master  more  latitude  in  the  disbursement  of 
funds  failed  of  acceptance.  We  have  seen  no  case  of  such 
disbursements  by  Grand  Masters  that  failed  of  subsequent 
approval  by  the  Grand  Lodges.  This  argument  of  Brother 
Blacklock  seems  to  us  to  be  convincing: 

I can  make  this  recommendation  with  good  grace  because  I am 
about  to  retire  from  the  office  of  Grand  Master,  and  shall  never  have 
occasion  to  run  foul  of  the  resolution.  My  reasons  are  that  it  abridges 
the  prerogatives  of  the  Grand  Master  and  confers  upon  a committee 
that  which  of  right  belongs  to  him.  If  the  Grand  Master  is  not  per- 
mitted to  sign  a warrant  for  an  expenditure  which  for  some  unforeseen 
reason  has  exceeded  an  appropriation,  which  must,  at  least  in  most 
cases,  be  only  an  estimate  of  the  expenditure,  without  asking  the 
Finance  Committee,  then  he  could  as  well  be  restrained  from  render- 
ing a decision  without  getting  the  consent  of  a majority  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Jurisprudence.  This  question  cannot  involve  nor  affect  any 
officer  but  the  Grand  Master,  for  no  money  can  be  drawn  out  of  the 
treasury,  appropriated  or  not,  without  his  consent  and  without  his 
signature,  and  I believe  it  to  be  a reflection  upon  every  Grand  Master 
who  has  served  since  the  resolution  was  passed,  and  who  may  serve 
while  it  remains  in  force. 

The  Grand  Lodge,  it  seems  to  us,  was  over  fraternal  in 
its  hasty  recognition  of  the  Mexican  Grand  Lodges  of  Valle 
de  Mexico,  Benito  Juarez  and  Ignacio  Ramiriz,  as  well  as 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Argentina.  A little  waiting  and  inves- 
tigation would  not  work  harm  to  any  one. 

Somebody  must  have  questioned  the  loyalty  of  North 
Dakota  Masons,  and  straightway  Grand  Lodge  indignantly 
denies  the  charge,  as  it  did  a year  ago,  and  puts  its  patriot- 
ism on  exhibition  once  more: 
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Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  question  of  the  display 
of  the  American  flag  upon  appropriate  occasions  in  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and  in  the  halls  of  the  particular  lodges  of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction, 
respectfully  report  and  recommend: 

That  the  resolution  adopted  at  the  Annual  Communication  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  held  in  June,  A.  D.  1903,  as  it  appears  upon  page  152  of 
the  printed  proceedings,  be  modified  to  read  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That,  agreeably  to  the  recommendation  of  the  Grand 
Master,  the  flag  of  our  country  shall  be  displayed  at  all  sessions  of  the 
Grand  Communications  of  this  Grand  Lodge  in  token  of  our  reverence 
and  esteem  of  the  liberty  it  proclaims  to  all  our  people. 

And  we  recommend  that  this  noble  emblem  of  liberty  be  displayed 
in  the  halls  of  all  particular  lodges  within  this  Grand  Jurisdiction; 

And  we  further  recommend  that  it  be  carried  at  the  head  of  all 
Masonic  processions  upon  occasions  when  it  would  be  appropriate. 

We  fail  to  see  any  “appropriate  occasion”  for  these 
displays  by  Masonic  Lodges  or  Grand  Lodges.  Masons 
generally  in  North  Dakota  and  elsewhere  are  good  men,  but 
they  can  make  no  just  claim  to  a monopoly  of  the  civic  and 
other  virtues,  or  to  a proprietary  right  to  the  flag.  We  hope 
the  good  brethren  will  leave  off  this  show  business  and  be 
all  the  better  for  it. 

There  are  72  lodges  and  a total  membership  of  4,847. 

We  are  sorry  to  note  that  sickness  prevented  Bro. 
Robert  M.  Carothers  from  preparing  a report  on  correspond- 
ence, but  he  promises  a double-header  next  year.

THE  likeness  of  the  Grand  Master,  Luther  B.  Archibald, 
forms  the  frontispiece  of  the  volume  of  proceedings. 
In  his  address  he  gives  expression  to  sentiments  of  loyalty 
to  the  crown  and  of  affection  to  King  Edward  VII,  who  for 
twenty-six  years  before  his  accession  to  the  throne  had 
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been  Grand  Master  of  Masons  of  England.  During  this 
period  nearly  1,000  lodges  had  been  added  to  the  rolls  and 
^2,000,000  expended  in  charity. 

In  the  list  of  special  dispensations  granted  not  a few 
were  for  the  purpose  of  exhibiting  regalia  at  church,  under 
the  euphemism  of  “attending  divine  service.” 

From  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  we  extract  this 
story  of  the  condition  of  one  of  the  lodges: 

union  lodge;  no.  18,  HALIFAX. 

This  Lodge  (which  you  all  know  is  composed  entirely  of  colored 
Brethren),  has  been  for  a long  time  in  a most  deplorable  condition, 
many  of  its  older  and  better  informed  members  having  either  retired 
or  absented  themselves  from  the  Lodge,  leaving  its  management  under 
the  control  of  members  nearly  all  of  whom  are  quite  incapable  of 
conducting  its  affairs  in  a satisfactory  manner,  hence  its  gradual 
decadence  until  it  is  now  unable  to  get  a sufficient  number  to  attend 
to  open  the  Lodge. 

On  the  night  of  the  March  meeting,  when  the  D.  D.  G.  Master 
intended  making  his  official  visit,  and  election  of  officers  to  take  place, 
the  Junior  Warden  and  two  other  members  only  presented  themselves, 
consequently  no  meeting  took  place.  The  April  meeting  fared  no 
better. 

Some  days  before  the  May  meeting,  at  the  earnest  solicitation  of 
some  of  the  most  prominent  members  who  were  among  those  lately 
absenting  themselves,  the  Grand  Master  granted  his  dispensation  to 
enable  the  Lodge  to  elect  and  instal  its  officers  at  that  meeting,  but 
when  the  time  arrived  not  a single  officer  was  present,  consequently 
the  Lodge  was  not  opened,  although  several  of  the  hitherto  absenting 
members  (and  they  only),  were  in  attendance  according  to  promise 
given  when  the  Grand  Master’s  dispensation  was  granted,  and  these 
Brethren  expressed  great  regret  at  the  action  of  the  Wardens,  and  other 
officers  and  members  of  the  Lodge,  in  thus  deliberately  refusing  to 
take  advantage  of  what  appeared  to  be  a favorable  opportunity  of 
improving  the  condition  of  the  Lodge.  I may  here  remark  that  the 
W.  M.  has  been  absent  from  the  Jurisdiction  for  fully  six  months. 

On  motion,  it  was  ordered  that  the  officers  and  members 
of  this  lodge  be  summoned  to  appear  before  Grand  Lodge 
at  its  next  Annual  Communication  and  show  cause  why  its 
charter  should  not  be  revoked. 
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The  condition  of  the  Craft  is  considered  satisfactory. 
There  are  63  chartered  lodges  and  one  under  dispensation, 
with  a total  membership  of  3,882,  and  a net  gain  of  160  for 
the  year. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  covers  128  pages  of  the 
volume,  or  nearly  one  half,  and  gives  an  interesting  sum- 
mary of  the  doings  of  sixty-one  Grand  Lodges.  North 
Carolina’s  Proceedings  for  1903  receive  very  liberal  space 
and  full  digest  of  its  transactions.  There  is  nothing  in  the 
report  or  in  the  routine  proceedings  to  indicate  the  author- 
ship, but  we  presume  it  is  the  work  of  the  Grand  Secretary, 
Bro.  Thomas  Mowbray.  The  addition  of  $200  to  his  salary 
would  seem  to  foreshadow  an  increase  in  his  official  duties.

HE  likeness  of  the  Grand  Master,  William  A.  Belt,  would 


indicate  that  the  Craft  of  Ohio  had  at  its  head  a man 
of  kindly  spirit  and  decision  of  character,  and  an  inspection 
of  his  address  confirms  this  opinion  and  shows  besides  that 
he  possessed  rare  tact,  which,  on  occasion,  is  better  than 
genius.  The  condition  of  the  Fraternity  is  thus  told  by 
Brother  Belt : 

Masonry  in  Ohio,  and  I might  say  throughout  its  domain,  has  not 
taken  a step  backward.  Progress  is  the  watchword  everywhere. 
While  the  business  world  has  made  unprecedented  advancement,  and 
the  minds  of  men  are  seemingly  wholly  absorbed  in  the  hustle  and 
bustle  of  the  twentieth  century  life,  still  Masonry  is  not  forgotten. 

The  continual  growth  of  Masonry  is  a fact.  More  men  have  been 
initiated  this  past  year  than  ever  before  in  any  one  year  in  its  history 
in  Ohio.  Last  year  was  the  banner  year  up  to  that  date,  with  its  3,025 
increase.  But  this  year  shows  an  increase  of  3,691,  or  an  increase  of 
666  over  last  year’s  success.

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This  is  not  all.  More  Masonic  Temples  and  new  Halls,  and  grander 
than  ever  before,  are  now  in  process  of  erection,  or  have  been  finished 
this  year,  than  Masonry  in  Ohio  has  ever  known  in  any  one  year. 

Although  the  death  roll  numbers  nearly  eight  hundred 
of  the  Craft,  there  is  not  a single  name  of  a present  or  past 
Grand  Officer  in  the  list. 

The  Ohio  Masonic  Home  receives  deserved  commenda- 
tion from  the  Grand  Master  who,  after  having  visited  the 
institution,  has  this  to  say  of  it: 

Ours,  because  you  and  I help  to  support  it;  ours,  because  it  is  for 
you  and  me  and  our  loved  ones,  if  circumstances  demand  it;  and  ours, 
because  you  and  I love  it  and  like  to  hear  of  it.  But  to  become  thor- 
oughly imbued  with  it,  you  must  visit  it  and  find  the  occupants  as 
they  are  engaged  in  their  every-day  lives. 

There  we  surely  see  Masonry  in  the  concrete.  For  a while  we  all 
met  in  the  chapel  for  a social  time,  and  the  extremes  of  life  com- 
mingled, the  children  enlivening  the  time  with  snatches  from  their 
Christmas  cantata,  and  I want  to  say  to  you  that  they  were  all  happy . 
You  would  be  made  happy  by  a visit  to  Our  Home;,  and  I would 
recommend  that  during  the  year  you  get  your  Lodges  to  make  a visit 
in  a body;  they  will  all  profit  by  it. 

From  the  Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Home, 
Bro.  John  W.  Parsons,  it  is  seen  that  there  are  51  men  of 
the  average  age  of  73;  34  women  of  the  average  age  of  70; 
20  boys,  average  age  11 ; and  27  girls  of  the  average  age  of 
10,  a total  of  132.  The  funds  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
institution  are  ample,  the  receipts  for  the  year  from  the 
Grand  Lodge  and  other  Masonic  Bodies  of  the  Jurisdiction 
amounting  to  $32,013.94.  There  is  besides  a growing 
Endowment  Fund  at  present  reported  to  be  $29,515.04. 
Besides,  there  are  funds  for  the  improvement  of  the  grounds, 
for  the  Library  and  for  the  Hospital. 

This  extract  from  Brother  Parsons’  report  shows  the 
affectionate  feeling  which  he  entertains  for  the  children : 

The  saddest  feature  connected  with  our  Home  life  is  the  separation 
from  our  children.  Most  of  them  come  to  us  as  little  tots,  and  grow 
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up  under  our  care.  We  naturally  become  much  attached  to  them  and  part 
from  them  with  regret.  The  children  all  look  upon  this  place  as  their 
home  and  are  always  glad  to  visit  us,  and  we  are  just  as  glad  to  see 
them.  We  are  proud  to  know  that  all  who  have  left  us  are  doing  well 
in  the  world,  and  we  earnestly  pray  that  they  may  continue  to  so 
conduct  themselves  as  to  prove  a credit  to  the  Home  and  an  honor  to 
the  communities  in  which  they  live. 

The  Grand  Master  granted  many  special  dispensations, 
but  none  for  conferring  degrees  out  of  time.  He  is  not  in 
favor  of  creating  many  new  lodges  and  issued  but  three 
dispensations  for  that  purpose. 

It  is  gratifyingto  see  that  clandestine  Masonry  is  losing 
ground,-  as  may  be  inferred  from  this  statement  of  the 
Grand  Master: 

Early  in  my  term  of  office  I received  a message  from  the  Clandestine 
Lodge  at  West  Mansfield,  Logan  County,  Ohio,  asking  an  interview. 
It  was  granted,  and  quite  a number  of  the  members  called  upon  me. 
They  explained  that  they  wished  to  renounce  their  connection  with 
Cerneauism,  and  wanted,  if  possible,  to  become  regular  Masons.  Your 
laws  were  explained  to  them  and  they  departed,  and  soon  after  dis- 
banded as  an  organization.  Knowing  that  among  their  number  there 
were  seven  who  once  held  allegiance  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  with 
whose  personal  character  and  business  qualifications  I was  familiar,  I 
drew  up  the  usual  form  of  renouncement  and  application  for  reinstate- 
ment into  East  Liberty  Lodge,  their  former  Lodge  home,  and  mailed 
it  to  them.  These  were  promptly  signed  and  returned.  In  due  time 
they  were  reinstated  into  East  Liberty  Lodge,  and  a season  of  good 
feeling  followed. 

There  were  eighteen  Special  Communications  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  for  the  dedication  or  the  laying  of  corner 
stones  of  Masonic  buildings. 

Permission  was  given  twice  for  the  circulation  of  appeals 
for  aid.  One  case  was  that  of  the  widow  of  a deceased 
brother,  and  the  responses  were  sufficient  to  wipe  out  a 
mortgage  on  her  home  and  leave  a small  balance  in  cash. 

In  reply  to  requests  for  recognition  by  the  Gi'and 
Lodges  of  Costa  Rica,  Valle  de  Mexico  and  Ignacio  Rameriz 
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the  Grand  Lodge,  on  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on 
Correspondence,  deferred  action  for  the  present. 

The  Swiss  Grand  Lodge  Alpina,  which  has  held  frater- 
nal relations  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  was  notified 
that  if  it  persisted  in  its  recognition  of  the  Clandestine 
Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  and  a similar  negro  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  and  the  atheistic  Grand  Orient  of 
France,  the  Grand  Lodge  would  be  compelled  to  sever  her 
relations. 

The  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master,  eight  in  number, 
received  the  endorsement  of  the  Law  Committee  and  of 
Grand  Lodge. 

There  are  501  lodges  and  a membership  of  55,065, 
showing  a large  increase  for  the  year. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  J.  H.  Brom- 
well,  is  an  interesting  exhibit  of  the  work  of  his  office  and 
confirms  the  optimistic  views  of  the  Grand  Master  as  to  the 
general  prosperity.  We  extract  this  paragraph  from  the 
report : 

This  year  again  is  a record  breaker,  as  the  net  gain  is  3,691,  as 
compared  with  3,025  last  year,  or  an  increase  of  666  in  the  gain.  There 
were  419  more  raised  this  year  than  last,  34  more  affiliated,  53  more 
reinstated,  28  more  died,  74  more  were  withdrawn;  while  on  the  other 
hand  there  were  258  fewer  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues,  3 fewer 
suspended  for  unmasonic  conduct,  and  1 fewer  expelled.  The  table 
of  Gains  and  Losses  by  Counties,  shown  in  another  part  of  the  Pro- 
ceedings, will  disclose  the  fact  that  in  every  county  of  the  State  except 
four  there  was  a substantial  gain;  one  of  these  four  counties  stood  still, 
having  neither  gained  nor  lost,  and  the  net  loss  in  the  other  three  was 
only  13.  This  will  show  that  every  section  of  the  State  has  partaken 
of  the  general  Masonic  prosperity  which  has  come  to  the  entire  Juris- 
diction. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  the  work  of  Past 
Grand  Master  W.  M.  Cunningham  and  is,  as  usual,  of  broad 
scope  and  full  of  instruction  to  the  thoughtful  Mason.  It 
gives  in  condensed  form  the  transactions  of  nearly  all  the 
Grand  Lodges  of  the  world,  North  Carolina  for  1903  receiv- 
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very  ample  space  and  fraternal  consideration.  The  “ Intro- 
ductory ” discusses  several  topics  of  importance,  one  of 
which,  in  relation  to  clandestine  Masonry,  we  copy  in  full, 
because  the  matter  has  not  been  understood  by  the  Craft  of 
North  Carolina.  It  is  as  follows: 

Clandestinism,  Charlatans,  Cowans,  and  impostors  have  always 
been  an  annoyance  and  menace  to  Freemasonry.  It  is  therefore  a very 
great  mistake,  as  so  often  done,  to  ascribe  its  origin  in  Ohio  to  the 
first  and  necessary  action  by  the  Grand  Lodge  against  the  encroach- 
ments and  unmasonic  schemes  of  so-called  Cerneauism. 

Clandestinism  had  had  an  existence  in  Ohio,  to  some  extent,  for  a 
half  century,  as  it  has  and  has  had  in  nearly  every  Grand  Lodge 
Jurisdiction.  The  Cerueau  invasion,  of  course,  was  an  excuse  for  the 
establishment  of  Clandestine  Bodies  to  feed  its  necessities,  and  it 
originated  in  Ohio  in  the  rule-or-ruin  ambitions  of  at  first  but  a com- 
paratively few  persons;  and  had  it  not  been  for  the  quasi  support 
given  these  spurious  degree  peddlers  by  a few  Masonic  writers  upon 
the  specious,  illogical  and  untenable  plea  that  Craft  Masonry,  as  such; 
has  no  knowledge  of  anything  else,  and  must , forsooth,  let  the  impos- 
tors alone,  and  permit  its  lawful  membership  to  be  swindled  by  irre- 
sponsible promotors  of  bogus  Masonry.  And  then,  too,  Ohio,  by  a few 
writers,  must  be  constantly  and  unjustly  held  up  to  view  and  paraded 
as  a sad  example  of  the  result  of  its  domination  by  the  legitimate 
Scottish  Rite  Bodies,  a plea  that  has  time  after  time  been  absolutely 
disproven,  and  the  charge  shown  to  be  as  unwarranted  as  it  is  unfra- 
ternal;  and  it  is  indeed  an  insult  to  the  more  than  forty  thousand 
Masons  in  Ohio  who  are  not  members  of  the  Scottish  Rite,  and  the 
vote  of  whose  Representatives  could  at  all  times  control  the  legislation 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  if  any  effort  of  domination  or  discrimination  should 
be  made  or  permitted  to  exist. 

The  loyal  Craft  Masons  in  Ohio  who  are  not  Scottish  Rite  Masons 
are,  and  have  been,  among  the  most  determined  against  the  Clandes- 
tine irruption  of  the  so-called  Cerneauism,  and  all  Grand  Lodge  officers 
in  Ohio  are  elected  without  any  reference  to  other  degrees  than  Craft 
Masonry.  Our  last  Past  Grand  Master  and  the  M.-.W.’. Brother  who 
two  years  before  preceded  him,  and  many  other  Grand  and  Past  Grand 
officers,  were  not  Scottish  Rite  Masons;  and  therefore  all  thoughtful 
Masons  will  doubtless  see  why  it  is  that  all  of  such  puerile  charges 
make  loyal  Ohio  Masons  tired.  In  this  connection  the  twenty-six 
paraded  bogus  Lodges  are,  many  of  them,  but  little  more  than  a name; 
and  of  the  five  in  Hamilton  County,  none  of  them  are  now  known  to 
be  active.  New  York,  Louisiana  and  Canada  have,  within  the  past 
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sixty  or  seventy  years,  had  as  many,  if  not  more,  Clandestine  Masons 
even  than  Ohio,  whilst  Massachusetts,  Michigan,  Illinois,  Iowa,  Penn- 
sylvania, New  Jersey,  and  doubtless  other  States,  have  all  had  a 
somewhat  similar  experience. 

It  is  gratifying  to  us  to  find  that  in  some  questions  as 
to  which  there  is  difference  of  opinion  among  correspond- 
ence writers  we  are  in  accord  with  so  distinguished  a Masonic 
scholar  as  Brother  Cunningham.

95TH  Annual.  Toledo.  - October  19. 

PHOTOGRAPHS  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  O.  P. 

Sperra,  and  of  deceased  Past  Grand  Master,  S.  Stacker 
Williams  adorn  the  volume.  Brother  Williams,  up  to  the 
time  of  his  death,  was  one  of  the  most  distinguished  mem- 
bers of  the  Craft  in  Ohio,  and  commended  himself  in  an 
especial  manner  to  the  Fraternity  by  his  defense  of  sym- 
bolic Masonry  against  the  attacks  of  clandestine  organiza- 
tions. He  was  buried  with  the  solemn  ceremonies  of 
Masonry  April  15,  1904. 

Grand  Lodge  was  welcomed  in  a very  cordial  manner 
by  the  Mayor  of  Toledo  and  by  the  local  Masonic  bodies. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  covers  twenty-six 
pages  of  the  volume,  and  gives  a full  accounting  of  his  offi- 
cial acts,  all  of  which  received  the  approval  of  Grand  Lodge. 

There  is  a long  list  of  special  dispensations,  and  the 
records  of  corner  stone  laying  and  dedications  are  numerous. 

Dispensations  were  issued  for  the  formation  of  four 
new  lodges. 

Many  official  visists  were  made,  and  were  evidently 
pleasant  to  the  Grand  Master  and  profitable  to  the  lodges 
visited. 
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Six  decisions  were  reported,  and  after  passing  the  scru- 
tiny of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  were  adopted  by 
the  Grand  Lodge  as  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the 
Jurisdiction. 

The  Grand  Master  is  opposed  to  gambling,  even  in  the 
innocent  form  of  raffles  at  a Masonic  fair,  and  expresses 
himself  in  this  positive  way: 

Masonic  fairs  and  raffles,  while  not  common,  have  been  held  by 
some  of  the  Podges.  This  information  reached  me  too  late  for  imme- 
diate and  timely  action,  for  which  reason  I call  attention  to  it  now.  I 
believe  these  practices  should  be  wholly  discontinued. 

The  condition  of  the  Ohio  Masonic  Home  is  thus 
described  by  the  Grand  Master  after  having  made  a visit  to 
the  institution: 

On  the  26th  of  May,  on  the  occasion  of  my  visit  to  Anthony  Lodge, 
No.  455,  located  at  Springfield,  Ohio,  in  company  with  a number  of 
the  members  of  that  Lodge,  and  also  of  Clark  Lodge,  No.  101,  I visited 
the  Ohio  Masonic  Home.  The  reception  that  I was  accorded  at  that 
time  was  of  such  character  that,  while  I am  unable  to  describe  it  in 
words  to  you,  I will  remember  it  so  long  as  life  exists.  All  the  inmates 
of  the  institution  were  on  hand  to  meet  me,  and  a song  of  welcome 
rendered  by  the  little  children,  residents  of  the  Home,  produced  an 
effect  upon  me,  not  only  one  that  I will  always  cherish,  but  of  such  a 
character  and  with  such  feeling,  that  I was  almost  unfitted  to  perform 
the  duties  required  of  me  as  Grand  Master.  I took  every  inmate  by 
the  hand  and  heard  from  their  lips  the  expression  of  satisfaction  and 
comfort  concerning  their  condition.  I have  never  been  brought  so 
close  to  the  management  of  this  great  charity  as  I was  on  this  occa- 
sion, and  I desire  to  earnestly  express  my  belief  that  in  the  selection 
of  Bro.  Parsons,  the  present  Superintendent  of  the  Home,  and  his 
good  wife,  to  manage  the  details  of  that  institution,  an  admirable 
choice  has  been  made.  While  reasonable  discipline  was  apparent,  and 
neatness  and  cleanliness  abounded  on  every  hand,  every  resident  there 
was  a unit  in  showing  their  respect  for  these  people  and  approval  of 
their  treatment. 


From  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  and  Secretary  of 
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the  Home,  it  is  seen  that  the  population  increases  year  by 
year,  so  that  this  year  the  number  of  inmates  is  149. 

The  number  of  lodges  is  503  and  the  total  membership 
is  58, 243,  a net  gain  of  3, 178. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  prepared  by  Past 
Grand  Master  Brother  W.  M.  Cunningham  and  covers  326 
pages  in  fraternal  review  of  nearly  eighty  Grand  Lodge 
proceedings,  among  which  appear  the  transactions  of  North 
Carolina  for  1904.  Brother  Cunningham  has  given  gener- 
ous space  and  kind  consideration  to  this  volume. 

On  recommendation  of  Brother  Cunningham  some 
Grand  Lodges  were  recognized  and  the  requests  of  others 
were  deferred  for  future  consideration,  as  shown  by  this 
extract  from  his  special  report: 


/.  Recognition  of  Grand  Bodies. — Your  Committee  on  Foreign 
Correspondence,  to  whom  has  been  referred  matters  relating  to  the 
official  recognition  of  the  following  Grand  Bodies,  viz.,  Costa  Rica, 
Grand  Orient  of  Brazil,  Puerto  Rico,  Tasmania,  Western  Australia, 
and  Valle  de  Mexico,  has  had  the  same  under  careful  consideration, 
and  respectfully  recommends  that  fraternal  recognition  with  an 
exchange  of  Grand  Representatives,  be  extended  to  the  M.'.W.l Grand 
Lodges  of  Costa  Rica,  Tasmania,  Western  Australia,  Valle  de  Mexico, 
and  Grand  Orient  of  Brazil;  and  that  the  official  recognition  of  all 
other  Grand  Bodies  referred  to  your  Committee  be  deferred  for  further 
consideration.  We  also  recommend  that  the  official  correspondence 
of  the  M.‘.W.\ Grand  Master  in  reference  to  foreign  relations  be  and 
is  hereby  approved. 

2.  Grand  Lodge  Alpina,  Switzerland. — Your  Committee,  to 
whom  was  referred  matters  relating  to  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
Alpina,  Switzerland,  in  their  recognition  of  the  Grand  Orient  of 
France,  and  fraternization  with  Bodies  deemed  Clandestine  by  this 
M.'.W.’. Grand  Lodge,  would  recommend  that,  as  the  official  corre- 
spondence in  relation  thereto  has  not  been  completed,  the  further  con- 
sideration of  the  subject  matter  be  continued  until  the  next  Annual 
Communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge.

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OKLAHOMA— 1904. 

12TH  Annual.  Guthrie.  February  9. 

THE  likeness  of  Sherman  P.  Larsh,  the  retiring'  Grand 
Master,  adorns  the  volume  of  transactions. 

Five  Special  Communications  were  held  for  the  purpose 
of  laying  corner  stones. 

Grand  Master  Larsh  presents  this  rosy  picture  of  the 
condition  of  the  Fraternity: 

Our  labors  bear  the  crown  of  success.  Twenty-two  lodges  are 
working  under  dispensation,  all  of  which  will  doubtless  ask  for  char- 
ters at  this  session  of  Grand  Lodge.  Seven  hundred  and  fifty-nine  M. 
M.  degrees  have  been  conferred,  and  465  have  been  admitted  by  affil- 
iation, increasing  our  membership  to  a total  of  about  5,215  members. 
Our  marvelous  growth  in  numerical  strength,  and  the  almost  perfect 
accord  which  prevails  throughout  our  Grand  Jurisdiction,  proclaim 
that  our  noble  and  honored  institution  is  keeping  pace  with  the  won- 
derful development  of  our  fair,  unexcelled  Territory,  which  today  rep- 
resents the  most  favored  portion  of  our  vast  domain,  attracting  the 
attention  of  the  world,  furnishing  homes  and  commercial  pursuits  of 
phenomenal  magnitude  to  all  within  her  borders. 

Twelve  lodges  were  constituted,  and  dispensations 
issued  for  the  formation  of  twenty  new  lodges.  Very  many 
special  dispensations  were  granted  and  a few  refused. 

Thirteen  decisions  were  reported  and  approved  except 
these  two: 

No,  6.  April  27:  Kingfisher  Lodge  No.  8 and  Adell  Lodge  No.  66 

asked  if  they  could  receive  a petition  of  a candidate  who  had  been  so 
unfortunate  as  to  lose  a foot? 

Answer.  Yes,  providing  he  can  give  all  the  due  signs  and  summons. 
No.  12.  Nov.  25:  Hobart  Lodge  No.  85  writes  that  a Brother  made 
application  to  the  lodge  for  membership  by  affiliation,  and  presented 
therewith  a dimit  in  due  form  from  the  jurisdiction  of  Missouri,  which 
states  that  it  is  limited  to  one  year  from  date  issued,  and  if  not  pre- 
sented to  some  lodge  within  the  year  the  Brother  stands  suspended. 
Can  the  lodge  receive  and  act  on  his  application? 

Answer.  No.  Do  not  receive  his  application  until  he  heals  the 
defect  of  suspension  as  provided  by  the  laws  of  Missouri. 
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We  agree  with  the  Committee  on  Law  and  Usage  in 
this  brief  dissent : 

We  disapprove  decision  number  6. 

We  disapprove  decision  number  12,  provided,  that  the  dimit  was, 
at  the  time  the  petition  was  presented,  more  than  one  year  old. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Grand  Master  had  refer- 
ence to  an  appropriation  for  the  Grand  Lodge  Library,  a 
suppression  of  cipher  rituals,  and  the  requirement  of  a five 
dollar  fee  for  granting  dispensation  for  holding  elections 
out  of  the  time  provided  by  law.  The  matter  of  aid  to  the 
Library  was  approved  and  the  sum  of  $100  appropriated  for 
that  purpose;  the  use  of  the  cipher  was  declared  to  be 
unlawful;  and  the  expediency  of  charging  a fee  for  dispen- 
sations was  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Grand  Master. 

The  reports  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  the  Grand  Treas- 
urer and  the  various  committees  indicate  a wonderful  growth 
of  the  Craft  of  Oklahoma. 

The  application  for  recognition  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Brazil  was,  upon  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Cor- 
respondence, declined. 

A similar  request  from  the  Grand  Orient  and  Supreme 
Council  of  Brazil  met  with  a like  fate. 

In  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Masonic  Home 
Fund  it  is  shown  that  it  now  amounts  to  $6,042.75.  The 
Trustees  say  in  part : 

We  feel  that  our  young  jurisdiction  should  be  proud  of  the  stand 
that  it  has  taken  in  regard  to  the  accumulation  of  a fund  for  the  pur- 
pose of  erecting  a home  for  the  aged,  the  destitute,  the  homeless  and 
the  orphans,  and  we  feel  that  we  should  be  greatly  encouraged  with 
the  progress  we  have  made.  While  this  is  true,  we  should  not  rest  on 
our  oars,  but  be  up  and  doing,  with  a determination  to  accomplish  the 
purpose  we  have  in  view,  and  with  the  hope  that  the  same  may  be 
accomplished  in  the  very  near  future,  and  that  a Home  will  be  erected 
that  will  be  the  pride  of  every  member  of  this  order  in  this  jurisdiction. 

An  offer  of  a gift  of  twenty  acres  of  land  near  Guthrie 
as  a site  for  the  Home  was  made  by  Bro.  Geo.  C.  Cooper,  a 
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member  of  Guthrie  Lodge  No.  2,  and  was  accepted  by 
Grand  Lodge  and  thanks  extended  to  the  generous  brother. 

There  are  now  111  lodges  in  the  Jurisdiction,  and  a 
total  membership  of  5,219  on  December  31,  1903,  a net  gain 
of  1,071. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  bjr  Bro.  F.  C.  Hunt 
gives  154  pages  of  interesting  review  in  which  the  Proceed- 
ings of  North  Carolina  for  1903  receive  due  consideration. 

The  most  important  items  in  each  volume  of  trans- 
actions are  skilfully  condensed  by  Brother  Hunt  and  given 
to  his  readers  in  clear,  forcible  diction.

OREGON— 1094. 

54TH  Annual.  Portland.  June  15. 

THE  address  of  Grand  Master  Silas  M.  Yoran  is  a model 
of  brevity  and  clearness,  without  frills  or  furbelows. 
His  photograph  forms  the  frontispiece  of  the  volume.  He 
tells  the  condition, of  the  Craft  in  these  encouraging  words: 

In  discharging  the  duties  of  the  responsible  position  to  which  you 
called  me  one  year  ago,  I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  work  being 
done  within  our  Jurisdiction  is  of  a commendable  character,  and  the 
spirit  displayed  among  the  workmen  is  in  imitation  of  “ who  best 
can  work  and  best  agree.”  The  increase  in  membership  during  the 
year  will  equal  that  of  any  former  year,  notwithstanding  the  many 
fraternal  and  beneficiary  societies  that  have  been  recently  organized 
and  continuously  labored  to  induce  men  to  enter  them. 

He  reports  a terrible  disaster  to  the  city  of  Heppner, 
June  14,  1903,  by  a water  spout,  and  the  lossof  two  hundred 
lives,  six  of  whom  were  Masons  and  members  of  the  local 
lodge.  He  drew  a warrant  on  the  Grand  Treasurer  for  $100 
as  an  immediate  relief  fund,  and  Grand  Lodge  of  course 
approved  of  his  action.  Individual  lodges  in  Oregon  and  in 
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the  neighboring  Jurisdiction  of  Washington  came  promptly 
to  the  aid  of  the  distressed  brethren.  He  visited  the  locality 
afterwards,  and  says: 

I made  an  official  visit  to  Heppner  bodge  a few  weeks  after  the 
great  flood.  Words  are  inadequate  to  express  the  depths  of  sorrow 
many  of  them  had  been  called  to  enter,  neither  can  words  express  the 
gratitude  that  came  from  those  sorrow-burdened  souls  for  the  prompt 
and  liberal  manifestations  of  fraternal  love  and  relief  offered  to  the 
extent  of  their  willingness  to  receive. 

Grand  Master  Yoran  expressed  himself  as  opposed  to 
the  doctrine  of  perpetual  jurisdiction  and  suggested  a modi- 
fication of  the  law.  The  Jurisprudence  Committee  reported 
favorably,  but  pointed  out  a constitutional  hindrance  which 
would  have  to  be  removed.  A proposed  amendment  was 
laid  aside  for  one  year.  On  the  subject  the  Grand  Master 
is  disposed  to  be  liberal,  and  says : 

Following  the  subject  of  “ Invasion  ” I venture  to  suggest  a modi- 
fication of  that  law  in  our  system  of  government  reducing  it  to  hold 
for  a period  not  exceeding  five  years.  There  are  now  many  Grand 
Jurisdictions  holding  to  the  Jurisdictional  right  over  material,  to  even 
shorter  periods  than  that  which  I suggest.  Who  among  all  the  applicants 
for  a knowledge  of  the  mysteries,  or  a participation  in  the  benefits  of 
Masonry,  has  been  guilty  of  that  unpardonable  sin  for  which  we, 
professing  faith  in  God  and  a desire  to  do  His  will  toward  our  fellow 
men,  cannot  forgive  him!  Many  -of  us  have  known  those  who  by  long 
acquaintance  were  entitled  to  our  most  sincere  friendship  and  confi- 
dence to  be  rejected  on  what  seemed  to  us  purely  personal  reasons. 
Even  when  the  cause  for  rejection  is  just  and  the  reason  is  removed 
in  the  more  upright  and  manly  life  of  the  applicant,  wheresoever  he 
may  thereafter  locate,  why  may  not  our  right  of  objection  have  a 
reasonable  time  in  which  to  die,  and  permit  others  to  determine  his 
character  as  a man  and  his  worthiness  to  become  a Mason? 


The  Grand  Master  might  have  reported  some  rulings 
on  elementary  law,  but  instead  cited  the  inquirers  to  the 
statutes  made  and  provided,  and  says  in  part: 

I could  not  consistently  give  to  my  responses  the  dignity  of  calling 
them  decisions,  unless  there  was  in  them  a new  interpretation  of 
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Masonic  law.  Many  questions  are  asked  which  are  so  simple  in  their 
character  that  it  admits  of  the  inference  that  some  Lodges  regard  it 
easier  to  pay  postage  and  call  for  decisions  from  the  Grand  Master  than 
it  is  to  look  up  the  law. 

Very  much  of  the  address  is  given  to  a consideration  of 
the  Educational  Fund,  which  is  now  estimated  to  have  a cash 
value  of  $94,082.47.  The  causes  which  led  to  the  creation 
of  this  fund  having  been  removed  by  the  inauguration  of 
general  educational  opportunities,  it  is  probable  that  it  will 
be  applied  to  the  building  of  a Masonic  Temple.  As  to  the 
need  of  applying  this  large  sum  of  money  to  some  particular 
use,  the  Grand  Master  quotes  the  views  of  a predecessor. 
Past  Grand  Master  H.  B.  Thilson,  as  follows: 

“ I should  be  better  pleased  with  this  growth  if  I could  see  a clearly 
defined  use  to  which  this  accumulation  was  to  be  devoted  when  the 
proper  time  had  arrived,  no  matter  how  distant.  The  lack  of  educa- 
tional facilities  which  existed  when  its  wise  and  liberal  founders 
originated  this  fund  exists  no  longer.  Through  state  and  denomina- 
tional enterprise,  educational  institutions  ranging  in  importance  from 
the  district  school  to  the  State  University,  are  to  be  found  in  every 
community,  and  the  usefulness  of  this  fund  at  the  present  time  seems 
to  be  confined  to  an  occasional  call  for  aid  from  those  wards  of  Masonry 
who  are  unable  to  furnish  books  or  clothing  while  gaining  an  educa- 
tion. Even  these  calls  seem  to  be  growing  less.” 

And  Grand  Master  Yoran  adds: 

Our  state  and  all  its  progressive  institutions  are  governed  by  the 
inevitable  law  of  concentration  and  unity  of  action  in  a just  endeavor 
to  secure  the  best  results  from  every  enterprise.  Masonry  can  not 
long  continue  to  stand  as  an  exception  to  this  law.  Ours  is  one  of  the 
established  and  progressive  institutions  of  our  state,  yielding  superior- 
ity to  no  other  for  character  and  integrity  of  purpose;  but  we  have  no 
home  which  is  within  our  own  immediate  control.  Craftsmen  coming 
for  a sojourn  among  us  are  not  (as  we  hope  they  may  be  at  a time  not 
far  distant)  impressed  with  the  thought  that  ours  is  a home,  beautiful 
for  situation  and  arrangement,  and  architecturally  reflecting  the  sym- 
metrical character  of  our  noble  fraternity.  The  law  and  the  financial 
ability  of  the  Grand  Lodge  admit  of  giving  substantial  character  to 
the  thought.  May  we  not  now  take  another  step  toward  its  accom- 
a — :6 
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plishment?  I ask  your  special  consideration  for  the  report  which  will 
be  brought  before  you  by  the  Trustees  of  this  fund.  They  have 
devoted  much  thought  to  the  subject,  and  their  recommendations  will 
express  sound  legal  and  business  judgment  on  the  subject. 

The  brethren  of  Oregon  seem  to  think  that  the  officers 
of  Grand  Lodge  and  the  representatives  of  Subordinate 
Lodges  should  be  in  their  places  until  Grand  Lodge  is  closed 
and  failing  to  be  there,  that  this  resolution  should  apply: 

The  Committee  on  Masonic  Law  and  Jurisprudence  have  consid- 
ered the  resolution  on  the  subject  of  mileage,  and  recommend  that 
Section  3,  Article  VII.,  Part  I.,  of  the  By-laws,  be  amended  by  adding 
to  the  first  clause  after  the  words  “ Grand  Lodge  ” the  words  “ Pro- 
vided that  hereafter  no  member  shall  be  paid  these  expenses  except 
upon  his  personal  receipt  to  the  Grand  Treasurer,  on  the  last  day  of 
the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  unless  he  shall  have  been  excused  by 
vote  of  the  Grand  Lodge.” 

The  Grand  Secretary  reports  105  lodges,  and  everyone 
as  having  made  returns  and  paid  up  in  full.  A good  record! 
The  membership  is  6,953,  a net  gain  of  548. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  175  pages,  is  again  the 
excellent  work  of  Past  Grand  Master  J.  M.  Hodson,  who 
furnishes  to  the  Craft  of  Oregon  a faithful  picture  of  the 
condition  of  the  Fraternity  in  fifty-nine  English-speaking 
Grand  Jurisdictions.  Brother  Hodson  presents  this  nut  to 
crack : 

Perhaps  the  most  important  matter  that  is  yet  to  settle  on  a general 
basis,  and  with  anything  like  a similar  understanding  by  all,  is  the 
uses  and  effect  of  recognition  among  Grand  Lodges.  It  is  not  much 
discussed,  because  nearly  every  one  thinks  he  knows  all  about  it,  and 
yet  the  bunglesome  manner  in  which  it  is  often  managed  changes  the 
effect  in  various  cases,  to  the  extent  that  it  is  possible  for  a Clandes- 
tine made  Mason  to  cure  himself  easily  by  a system  of  three  or  four 
dimits  and  affiliations.  Texas  denies  recognition  to  Washington,  yet 
last  year  affiliated  a Brother  on  a dimit  from  that  Jurisdiction,  all  the 
facts  being  known.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  denies  recognition 
to  Western  Australia,  yet  permits  visiting  and  mutual  recognition 
between  the  members  of  her  Lodges,  and  those  of  the  Western  Aus- 
tralian Lodges,  and  she  goes  right  along  chartering  Lodges  in  the  Juris- 
diction of  a legally  organized  Grand  Lodge.  A man  may  be  made  a 
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Mason  in  the  Clandestine  Lodges  of  Ohio,  go  thence  to  Mexico,  affili- 
ate and  dimit,  come  to  Missouri,  affiliate  and  dimit,  and  then  come  to 
Oregon,  and  when  we  receive  his  application  we  are  not  expected  to 
go  behind  his  Missouri  papers.  He  has,  therefore,  healed  himself.

PENNSYLVANIA— 1903. 

THIS  volume  contains  the  transactions  of  the  stated  Quar- 
terly and  Annual  Communications  of  Grand  Lodge, 
and  of  two  Special  Memorial  Communications  held  in  April 
and  July  for  the  purpose  of  paying  proper  tribute  to  the 
virtues  of  two  Past  Grand  Masters  who  had  ceased  from 
their  labors — Bros.  Michael  Arnold  and  Samuel  C.  Perkins 
— distinguished  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth  and  useful 
and  honored  members  of  Grand  Lodge.  The  eulogies  were 
eloquent  and  beautiful  and  bore  the  stamp  of  sincerity. 

Very  handsome  engraved  portraits  of  the  retiring  Grand 
Master,  Edgar  A.  Tennis,  and  of  Jos.  R.  Chandler,  Grand 
Master  in  1841-1842,  adorn  the  volume. 

In  so  large  and  powerful  a Jurisdiction  it  requires  expe- 
rience and  skill  to  look  after  all  its  interests,  and  the  reports 
of  committees  give  ample  evidence  that  honesty,  fitness  and 
zeal  are  used  in  the  direction  of  its  affairs. 

Beside  the  aid  given  by  individual  Masons  and  Subor- 
dinate Lodges  to  the  needy,  Grand  Lodge  distributed  from 
its  three  charity  funds  the  sum  of  nearly  $10,000  to 
“respectable  and  poor  brethren.” 

Although  this  is  evidence  of  the  purpose  of  the  Frater- 
nity to  care  for  the  helpless  within  its  gates,  Grand  Lodge 
has  expressed  the  intention  of  building  a home  or  homes, 
as  shown  by  the  following  resolution  unanimously  adopted 
at  the  Communication  of  December  2,  1903: 

Resolved , That  the  Grand  Lodge  hereby  approves  of  and  recom- 
mends the  establishment  of  a Masonic  Home  or  Homes,  under  the 
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jurisdiction  and  management  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  for 
the  support  and  maintenance  of  Master  Masons,  their  wives,  widows, 
and  their  orphan  children. 

Resolved,  That  the  present  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  the 
present  Right  Worshipful  Deputy  Grand  Master,  the  present  Right 
Worshipful  Senior  Grand  Warden,  the  present  Right  Worshipful 
Junior  Grand  Warden,  the  Right  Worshipful  Junior  Grand  Warden  to 
be  elected  at  the  Quarterly  Communication  to  be  held  December  2, 
1903,  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  the  Chairman  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  Title  to  the  Masonic  Temple  and  other  Real  Estate 
of  Grand  Lodge,  five  members  of  Grand  Lodge  to  be  appointed  by 
the  present  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  and  five  members  to  be 
named  by  the  managers  of  the  Masonic  Home  of  Pennsylvania,  located 
in  Philadelphia,  be  and  are  hereby  constituted  a committee  which 
shall  make  a report  of  a plan  of  procedure  to  secure  the  title  to  prop- 
erty, to  prescribe  the  requisite  qualifications  for  admission  to  said 
Home  or  Homes,  and  provide  for  the  immediate  organization,  mainte- 
nance, control,  and  management  thereof  to  effect  the  purpose  of  these 
resolutions,  which  report  shall  be  submitted  at  the  Quarterly  Commu- 
nication to  be  held  in  March  next. 

Having  declined  a reelection,  Grand  Master  Tennis  has 
the  satisfaction  and  knowledge  that  the  Craft  appreciates 
the  distinguished  service  which  he  has  been  enabled  to  ren- 
der. His  address  at  the  Annual  Grand  Communication  of 
December  28th,  in  the  nature  of  a valedictory,  is  an  excellent 
paper  and  bears  evidence  of  thoughtful  preparation.  Many 
subjects  affecting  the  interests  of  Grand  Lodge  and  of 
Masonry  in  general  are  forcibly  and  eloquently  discussed  by 
Brother  Tennis,  and  the  message  as  a whole  is  entitled  to 
rank  with  the  best  of  its  kind. 

An  attempt  to  charter  a clandestine  Grand  Lodge  by 
negroes  was  discovered  by  the  Grand  Master  and  prompt 
measures  taken  for  its  prevention.  Instead  of  utilizing  the 
incident  to  advertise  himself  the  Grand  Master  in  a simple, 
manly  way  advises  the  negroes  of  Pennsylvania  that  the 
color  of  their  skin  prefers  no  prescriptive  rights.  He  said: 

We  have  no  objection  to  our  colored  friends  assuming  to  be  of  the 
true  tribe,  so  long  as  that  assumption  pleases  them  and  inspires  them 
to  do  good,  but  we  cannot  encourage  a false  position  which  affects  the 
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fair  name,  the  exceptional  record,  the  sovereignty,  dignity,  and 
respectability  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Masonry  knows  no  distinction  of  race  or  color,  and  no  man,  black 
or  white,  can  of  his  own  mere  will  become  a Mason.  He  must  first  be 
accepted  by  the  Brethren,  and  then  pass  through  ceremonies  in  a regu- 
larly constituted  Lodge  before  he  can  be  entitled  to  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  Masonry. 

If  he  is  not  accepted,  there  is  an  end  to  the  matter,  and  the  law 
applies  with  equal  force  to  white  or  black.  Whatever  claim  the  negro 
may  have  upon  our  sympathies,  however  much  we  may  desire  to 
ameliorate  his  condition  or  raise  him  to  the  level  of  social  equality,  he 
possesses  no  prescriptive  right  to  the  benefits  of  Masonry.  The  law 
cannot  be  changed  in  his  favor,  or  give  him  a preference  over  the 
Caucasian.  He  is  now,  so  far  as  the  right  to  become  a Mason  is  con- 
cerned in  the  eye  of  Masonry,  on  the  same  level  with  the  wThite,  as  he 
ever  will  be. 

If  at  the  present  time  prejudice  prevents  his  admission  to  our 
Lodges,  let  him  wait  with  patience.  Time  produces  many  changes. 
Kindness  wins  more  than  force,  and  the  issues  are  with  God. 

Having  attended  Divine  service  on  December  27,  1903, 
accompanied  by  the  officers  of  Grand  Lodge  and  the  mem- 
bers of  other  lodges  of  the  city,  the  Grand  Master  has  this 
to  say  of  the  observance : 

The  occasion  marked  the  One  Hundred  and  Twentj-fifth  Anni- 
versary of  George  Washington’s  presence  in  the  same  Church,  at 
which  time  about  three  hundred  Masonic  Brethren  accompanied  him. 
No  outward  mark  distinguished  us  upon  this  occasion  from  other 
members  of  the  congregation,  except  the  wearing  of  white  gloves, 
and,  in  my  judgement,  at  no  time  when  attending  Divine  Service  as  a 
Masonic  body  should  any  insignia  of  the  Institution  other  than  white 
gloves  be  worn,  to  do  which  no  Dispensation  will  be  necessary,  and 
Lodges  may  at  their  convenience  attend  Church  without  permission 
from  the  Grand  Master  to  do  so. 

Among  the  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master  there  are 
four  (numbered  by  us)  which  in  our  opinion  will  not  receive 
general  approval: 

(1).  Objection  made  privately  to  a Worshipful  Master,  or  by  letter 
addressed  to  him,  is  not  sufficient  to  prevent  the  initiation  of  an 
approved  petitioner,  unless  the  Master  is  willing  to  make  the  objec- 
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tion  his  own,  makes  it  in  open  Lodge,  and  causes  it  to  be  entered  upon 
the  minutes. 

(2) .  A petitioner,  after  being  approved  and  before  he  has  received 
his  first  Degree,  losing  the  sight  in  one  eye,  is  physically  disqualified 
and  cannot  be  initiated. 

(3) .  No  Masonic  burial  service  can  be  performed  at  a cremation. 

(4) .  A Lodge  cannot  restore  to  good  Masonic  standing,  after  his 
death,  a Brother  who  was  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues.  No 
one  but  the  suspended  member  can  make  application  to  be  restored. 

As  to  No.  4,  it  is  not  apparent  why  a dead  Mason’s 
representative  or  friend  may  not  be  allowed  to  pay  a debt 
to  his  lodge,  as  would  be  done  in  the  case  of  any  other 
creditor,  unless,  indeed,  it  is  intended  to  carry  punishment 
for  non-payment  of  dues  even  beyond  the  grave. 

The  Grand.  Master’s  edicts  are  numerous  and  accepted 
as  consistent  with  the  idea  of  his  being  the  “ Ruler  of  the 
Craft”  and  “Grand  Master  of  Masons.”  One  of  these 
forbids  any  material  other  than  silver  entering  into  the  com- 
position of  Past  Masters’  jewels,  and  another  excludes  the 
letter  “ G ” from  the  list  of  proper  lodge  decorations,  having 
no  part  in  the  Masonic  ceremonial  of  Pennsylvania. 

In  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  there  are  440  lodges  and  a 
total  membership  of  63,097,  an  increase  for  1902  of  3,271. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  238  pages,  is  the  work 
of  Bro.  James  M.  Lamberton,  now  chairman  of  the  committee 
by  reason  of  the  death  of  Past  Grand  Master  Michael  Arnold. 
The  transactions  of  sixty-six  Grand  Lodges,  North  Carolina 
for  1903  one  of  them,  pass  under  review  and  receive  kindly 
commendation  or  criticism,  as  may  be. 

In  many  things  we  are  glad  to  find  ourself  in  accord 
with  Brother  Lamberton,  notably  in  disapproval  of  the 
publication  in  the  Proceedings  of  the  full  reports  of  Com- 
mittees on  Appeals  and  Grievances,  and  the  consequent 
exhibition  of  shocking  charges  against  Master  Masons,  who 
are  sometimes  Masters  of  their  lodges. 

We  endorse  this  under  Indian  Territory: 

We  are  utterly  at  a loss  to  understand  how  some  of  our  Brethren

can  print  in  their  proceedings  the  names  of  daughters  of  Masons  who 
have,  or  it  is  charged  have,  suffered  insult  or  worse  from  Masons. 

Power  should  be  given  to  all  Grand  Secretaries  to  suppress  names 
(initials  answer  every  necessary  purpose)  and  improper  details. 

In  the  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia  for 
1902  there  appears  a resolution  congratulating  Grand  Master 
Kearns  for  the  “unusual,  if  not  unprecedented  occurrence 
of  the  birth  of  a son”  while  the  father  “was  sitting  in 
the  Grand  East.”  To  this  Brother  Lamberton  innocently 
remarks  that  the  championship  was  probably  held  by  the 
first  Grand  Master: 

We  hazard  the  conjecture  that  a similar  event  may  have  occurred 
during  the  Grand.  Mastership  of  King  Solomon. 

The  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina 
are  summarized  and  some  evidences  of  carelessness  in  mak- 
ing up  the  record  referred  to,  as  for  example: 

A number  of  Special  Communications  were  held,  and  the  same 
lack  of  uniformity  in  the  opening  of  Grand  Lodge  continues;  for  one 
who  was  not  even  a Grand  Officer  opened  Grand  Lodge  in  ample  form, 
if  the  proceedings  are  correctly  printed. 

Our  hope  for  first  names  in  place  of  initials  has  not  been  gratified, 
30  we  can  not  say  whether  the  Grand  Master  is  Harold,  Henry,  Hiram, 
Horace,  or  Hugh. 

We  hope  these  little  things  will  in  time  be  corrected, 
so  that  our  brother  will  see  fewer  incongruities.

PRINCE  EDWARD  ISLAND— 1904. 

29TH  Annual.  Charlottetown.  June  24. 

THIS  modest  booklet  of  fifty  pages  contains  the  Proceed- 
ings of  Grand  Lodge  as  completely  though  not  so 
voluminously  as  a more  pretentious  record.  It  is  adorned 
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with  the  portrait  of  Grand  Master  Benjamin  Rogers  in  all 
the  brayery  of  his  official  clothing.  His  address  is  an 
unpretentious  business  paper,  in  which  he  reports  his  most 
important  official  acts.  After  having  visited  all  the  lodges, 
save  one,  and  made  a thorough  inspection  of  their  books 
and  the  work,  he  is  able  to  express  satisfaction  with  the 
general  condition  of  Masonry  on  the  Island.  We  quote,  in 
part : 

In  our  Masonic  life  I am  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that  we  had  a 
happy  and  fairly  prosperous  year,  that  no  strife  or  ill-will  has  been 
engendered  among  the  Brethren,  and  that  harmony  and  peace  have 
prevailed  throughout  the  Jurisdiction.  This  I am  sure  will  be  gratify- 
ing to  us  all,  and  it  affords  me  much  pleasure  to  report  at  this  time. 

Peace  and  prosperity  reign  in  our  beloved  Island.  No  pestilence, 
floods  or  fire  have  destroyed  our  homes.  And  in  the  Dominion  we 
have  had  a bountiful  harvest,  with  good  prices,  and  we  rejoice  our 
Umpire  is  at  peace  with  all  the  world. 

In  appreciation  of  his  labors  Brother  Rogers  was 
reelected,  and  the  Committee  on  Grand  Master’s  Address 
makes  this  flattering  reference  to  his  services: 

Your  Committee  cannot  close  their  report  without  giving  expres- 
sion to  their  appreciation  of  the  untiring  zeal  and  energy  displayed  by 
our  Grand  Master  in  the  visitations  he  has  made  to  the  Subordinate 
Lodges,  where  the  words  of  encouragement,  his  kindly  criticism  and 
his  genial  personality  will  long  be  remembered.  His  presence  in  many 
Lodges  must  have  stirred  the  lethargic  and  ancient  zeal  of  some  of  our 
Brethren.  He  has  not  come  before  us  to-day  with  excuses  for  non- 
performance of  duty,  though  his  modesty  seeks  the  indulgence  of  his 
brethren.  He  has  filled  the  exalted  position  with  dignity  and  honor. 
And  now  in  closing,  we  wish  him  length  of  days  in  the  enjoyment  of 
the  blessing  of  this  life. 

There  are  74  lodges,  having  a membership  of  604, 
seemingly  a gain  of  31.

THE  portrait  of  Grand  Master  John  B.  Tresidder,  who 
was  elected  to  a second  term,  forms  the  frontispiece 
and  presents  a man  of  imposing  presence. 

In  his  address  the  Grand  Master  made  a full  accounting 
of  his  stewardship  and  properly  received  the  commendation 
of  Grand  Lodge.  This  is  his  report  of  the  general  condition 
of  the  Craft : 

The  year  has  been  a busy  one  Masonically,  and  it  is  gratifying  to 
note  that  our  position  at  the  end  of  the  thirty-third  year  of  our  exist- 
ence as  a Grand  Lodge  is  better  and  stronger  in  good  Masonic  work, 
in  numerical  strength  and  in  financial  standing  than  at  any  other 
previous  time  in  its  history. 

Tender  reference  is  made  to  the  fraternal  dead  of  the 

Masonic  world  and  sympathy  extended  to  the  bereaved 

Although  Grand  Lodge  has  only  entered  the  thirty- 

fourth  year  of  its  age,  one  of  its  lodges,  Golden  Rule  No.  5, 

celebrated  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  its  institution 

on  June  24,  1903,  with  elaborate  ceremonies.  From  the 

report  of  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Bro.  A.  H. 

Anderson,  we  clip  this  paragraph: 

/ 

The  24th  of  June,  1903,  will  not  be  forgotten  soon  by  those  who 
had  the  pleasure  of  being  present  on  that  day.  Stanstead  Plain,  always 
picturesque,  particularly  beautiful  and  attractive  in  June,  but  doubly 
so  with  its  added  gayety  on  that  day,  and  by  the  assembly  of  Knights 
Templar,  Royal  Arch  and  Blue  Lodge  Masons  from  all  over  the  Prov- 
ince and  New  England  States  to  participate,  all  in  elaborate  commem- 
oration of  that  event  one  hundred  years  ago,  when  a band  of  pioneers, 
in  whose  breasts  fraternal  sentiment  was  ever  strong,  met  in  a building 
located  on  the  international  boundary  line,  and  instituted  a Lodge  of 
Masons. 

The  official  visits  of  the  Grand  Master  were  numerous 
and  he  believes  profitable  to  the  Fraternity. 
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He  reports  having  refused  two  applications  for  dispen- 
sation to  form  new  lodges  and  one  for  the  revival  of  a dead 
lodge,  and  that  the  petitioners  recognized  the  wisdom  of  the 
denial. 

The  Grand  Master  reports  a case  in  which  he  acted  as 
judge  and  jury  and  is  sustained  by  Grand  Lodge.  Here  it  is : 

A regrettable  incident  -which  called  for  prompt  action  and  extreme 
measures  was  brought  to  my  attention  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Rhode 
Island,  which  complained  that  Lake  Magog  Lodge  No.  55,  in  our 
Jurisdiction,  had  received  and  conferred  the  degrees  upon  an  applicant 
residing  in  its  Jurisdiction  who  had  been  refused  by  them  as  unworthy 
to  receive  the  privileges  of  membership  in  Freemasonry.  Ever  jealous 
of  the  friendly  relations  which  should  always  exist  between  sister 
Grand  Lodges  and  desirous  of  preserving  the  same,  I at  once  caused 
enquiries  to  be  made  and  found,  much  to  my  regret,  that  the  charge 
was  too  true,  and  that  the  party  referred  to  had  made  application,  was 
accepted  by  the  Lodge  in  question  and  initiated,  passed  and  raised, 
without  having  the  necessary  qualifications  of  residence  and  without 
having  been  asked  the  question  as  to  whether  or  not  he  had  been 
rejected  by  any  other  Lodge,  the  application  form  which  was  signed 
by  the  applicant  not  being  in  accord  with  the  requirements  of  this 
Grand  Lodge.  Under  these  circumstances  I felt  it  was  my  duty  to  ask 
the  Grand  Secretary  to  instruct  the  Lodge  which  was  so  culpably 
negligent  to  at  once  communicate  with  the  Brother  and  inform  him  of 
the  action  and  to  delete  his  name  from  their  Register  of  Membership. 
This  action  was  reported  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Rhode  Island,  and 
elicited  a warm  expression  of  appreciation  of  our  promptness  in  the 
premises. 

Assuming  that  the  applicant  in  this  case  was,  as  alleged, 
unworthy,  yet  it  cannot  be  denied  that  he  was  a regularly 
made  Master  Mason,  and  as  such  possessed  rights  of  which 
even  a Grand  Master  could  not  permanently  deprive  him. 
So  far  as  appears  Lake  Magog  Lodge  was  more  to  blame 
than  the  candidate,  but  the  lodge  goes  scot  free  and  a Master 
Mason  is  expelled  without  the  form  of  a trial.  This  procedure 
looks  to  us  to  be  entirely  wrong  and  unmasonic. 

He  ruled  that  non-payment  of  dues  was  not  a Masonic 
offense,  and  that  dues  should  not  accrue  during  the  period 
of  suspension.  Such  is  the  law  in  North  Carolina. 
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There  are  57  lodges,  with  a total  membership  of  4,433, 
a net  gain  of  242. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Relations  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Costa  Rica  and  Western 
Australia  were  recognized,  and  “the  applications  of  the 
Grand  Orients  of  Hayti  Lusitano  and  Brazil  for  the  renewal 
of  an  exchange  of  representatives  be  held  over  for 
further  inquiry.” 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  the  work  of  Past 
Grand  Master  E.  T.  D.  Chambers  and  is  compressed  within 
108  pages  of  the  volume.  The  Proceedings  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  North  Carolina  for  1903  receive  the  kindly  consid- 
eration of  Brother  Chambers.  The  brevity  of  his  report  is 
explained  by  this  brief  extract  from  his  introduction : 

In  the  reviews  of  the  volumes  of  proceedings  of  other  Grand 
Lodges  which  have  come  tinder  his  notice  he  has  endeavored  to  furnish 
as  much  information  as  the  limited  space  at  his  disposal  will  allow, 
only  commenting  when  comment  seems  necessary.

RHODE  ISLAND— 1904. 

114TH  Annual.  Providence.  May  16. 

THE  likeness  of  the  Grand  Master,  William  Howard 
Walker,  forms  the  frontispiece  of  the  volume. 

At  the  Semi-Annual  Communication  on  November  16, 
1903,  the  following  amendment  to  the  constitution  was 
adopted : 

Art.  VII,  Section  21. — Every  subordinate  Lodge,  upon  taking  a 
ballot  (except  in  the  election  of  officers),  shall  proceed  in  the  following 
manner: 

Each  member  of  the  Lodge  shall  he  given  two  ballots,  one  of 
which  shall  he  white  and  the  other  black.  The  Senior  Deacon  (or 
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such  other  officer  or  member  of  the  Lodge  as  the  Master  shall  desig- 
nate) shall  then  proceed  to  collect,  in  a suitable  box,  one  of  said  ballots 
from  each  member  present,  excepting  only  such  members  as  may  be 
excused  by  the  Master  from  voting.  In  case  of  a ballot  for  the  degrees 
or  for  membership,  one  black  ballot  shall  reject  the  petitioner.  If, 
however,  but  one  black  ballot  appear,  the  Master  may,  upon  the  sup- 
position of  a mistake,  immediately  order  a second  ballot,  which  shall 
be  final.  \ 

A Special  Communication  was  held  April  20,  1904,  for 
the  purpose  of  dedicating  to  the  uses  of  Freemasonry  the 
hall  of  Hope  Lodge  No.  25,  in  the  city  of  Wakefield.  A 
part  of  the  ceremonies  on  the  occasion  was  the  delivery  of  a 
thoughtful  address  on  the  “Power  of  Freemasonry,”  by 
R.  W.  Bro.  Henry  W.  Rugg,  who  thirty-two  years  ago 
performed  a similar  service  in  the  dedication  of  the  first 
Masonic  hall  in  Wakefield.  Photographs  of  the  front  of  the 
edifice  and  an  interior  view  of  the  lodge  room  show  that  the 
building  was  elegant  in  design  and  in  execution. 

At  the  Annual  Communication  the  Grand  Master 
announced  that  harmony  and  prosperity  prevail  in  the 
jurisdiction,  as  may  be  inferred  from  the  following  extract 
in  the  opening  of  his  address: 

Our  membership  during  the  year  has  increased  from  5,883  to  6,091, 
28  Lodges  showing  a gain  of  225  and  6 a loss  of  17,  making  a net  gain 
of  208.  This  is  certainly  gratifying,  as  it  shows  that  the  thirst  for  knowl- 
edge and  the  desire  for  Masonic  light  is  strong  iu  the  hearts  and  minds 
of  those  about  us,  which  conditions  would  not  exist  did  not  we  as 
Masons  illustrate  by  precept  and  example  the  beneficent  characteristics 
of  the  Craft. 

I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  our  financial  condition  is 
better  than  that  of  a year  ago,  the  balance  in  our  treasury  being  greater 
and  our  indebtedness  less.  There  was  at  the  close  of  last  year  a balance 
of  $630.41;  the  receipts  during  the  year  have  amounted  to  $3,420.41  and 
the  expenditures  to  $3,264.76,  leaving  a balance  on  hand  at  the  present 
time  of  $786.07.  Our  indebtedness  at  the  close  of  last  year  was  $2,150; 
this  has  been  reduced  by  a payment  of  $700,  leaving  our  indebtedness 
at  the  present  time  $1,450.  There  seems  to  be  no  doubt  but  that  this 
indebtedness  can  be  reduced  considerably  more  than  half  during  the 
coming  year,  and  be  entirely  eliminated  in  the  year  following.  Our 
permanent  investments  remain  as  at  the  opening  of  the  year. 
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He  reports  many  visits  to  the  lodges  and  each  of  them 
pleasant  and  profitable. 

A long  roll  of  useful  brethren  who  had  entered  into  rest 
is  submitted  by  the  Grand  Master.  Many  dispensations 
were  issued  for  various  purposes,  three  of  which  were  for 
attending  church  in  lodge  formation. 

Unfortunately,  the  Grand  Master  was  called  upon  to 
impose  discipline  upon  one  of  the  lodges  and  its  officers  for 
refusing  to  respect  objection  to  the  initiation  of  two  candi- 
dates. The  charter  was  revoked  and  the  principal  officers 
suspended,  pending  a fuller  investigation.  Later  it  was 
found  that  the  lodge  and  its  officers  were  guiltless,  except 
the  Worshipful  Master,  and  he  was  indefinitely  suspended. 

Spurious  bodies,  calling  themselves  Masonic,  have 
invaded  the  jurisdiction,  and  the  Grand  Master  puts  the 
Craft  on  notice  that  it  must  be  alert  to  prevent  visitations 
of  these  clandestine  organizations.  Later  on  in  this  con- 
nection the  following  was  adopted: 

Ordered,  That  a subordinate  Lodge  shall  not  examine  any  person 
presenting  himself  as  a- visitor  unless  he  shall  exhibit  a diploma  or 
certificate  bearing  the  seal  of  a Grand  Lodge  recognized  by  this  Grand 
Lodge,  showing  his  membership  in  a regular  subordinate  Lodge. 

The  reports  of  all  the  committees  confirm  the  gratify- 
ing statements  made  by  the  Grand  Master. 

In  the  jurisdiction  there  are  37  lodges,  with  a total 
membership  of  6,091,  a net  gain  of  208. 

There  is  no  regular  Report  on  Correspondence  beyond 
the  following  recommendation,  which  was  unanimously 
adopted: 

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Western 
Australia  for  the  recognition  and  fellowship  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Rhode  Island,  we  submit  the  following  statement  and  resolution: 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia  appears  to  have  been  regu- 
larly organized  October  11,  1899,  by  the  representatives  of  thirty- three 
Lodges,  being  a majority  of  the  duly  constituted  Masonic  Lodges  in 
Western  Australia,  then  unoccupied  territory  according  to  the  Ameri- 
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can  doctrine.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  West  Australia  has  maintained  its 
organization  in  the  face  of  considerable  difficulties  and  now  exercises 
its  authority  over  upwards  of  fifty  Lodges,  having  a total  membership 
of  some  twenty-six  hundred.  Fourteen  or  more  Grand  Lodges  in  the 
United  States  have  recognized  the  Grand  Lodge  of  West  Australia. 

Resolved,  That  fraternal  recognition  be  accorded  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Western  Australia,  that  body  having  been  regularly  organized 
in  the  territory  over  which  it  exercises  jurisdiction.

SCOTLAND— 1903. 

THIS  pamphlet  contains  the  Proceedings  of  Grand  Lodge 
at  the  Quarterly  Communication  of  November  5,  1903; 
of  the  Annual  Communication  of  November  30th  for  the 
election  and  installation  of  Grand  Officers,  and  the  reports 
of  important  committees. 

Charters  were  issued  to  two  lodges,  one  in  India  and 
one  in  Transvaal,  South  Africa. 

Very  much  of  the  time  of  the  Quarterly  Communica- 
tion seems  to  have  been  devoted  to  the  consideration  of  a 
new  internal  revenue  act  in  its  relation  to  Masonic  lodges 
in  Scotland.  Under  the  Scottish  law  excisable  liquor  can 
be  sold  nowhere  without  a license,  and  the  Masonic  lodge 
which  uses  any  refreshment  of  this  kind  is  classed  as  a 
“club”  and  may  be  raided  by  the  police  at  any  time.  To 
prevent  any  seeming  violation  of  the  law  or  any  scandal  to 
the  Craft  the  Special  Committee  issued  a circular  letter  to 
the  lodges  pointing  out  the  application  of  the  act,  from 
which  this  extract  is  made: 

It  has  no  bearing  whatever  on  Masonic  lodges  unless  exciseable 
liquor  is  sold  or  supplied  in  the  premises  of  the  lodge. 

A lodge  may  provide  for  refreshment  in  four  ways: — 

1.  It  may  limit  itself  to  refreshments  absolutely  excluding  excise- 
able  liquor. 
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2.  It  may  meet  in  licensed  premises  where  exciseable  liquor  is 
sold,  but  subject  to  a special  license  being  obtained  if  the  meeting 
should  be  continued  after  the  ordinary  licensing  hours. 

3.  It  may  meet  in  its  own  premises  and  allow  some  dealer  in 
exciseable  liquor  to  sell  it  to  the  lodge  at  his  own  risk  and  for  his  own 
profit,  that  dealer  getting  a special  license  on  each  occasion. 

4.  It  may  arrange  for  its  own  exciseable  liquor  being  sold  or  sup- 
plied in  its  premises. 

The  sentiment  against  the  use  of  intoxicating  drinks  in 
a Masonic  lodge  in  the  United  States  is  so  pronounced  and 
ar.eneral  that  this  statement  of  the  committee  will  cause 
surprise : 

It  is  customary  for  Lodges  to  supply  their  members  with  excise- 
able  liquor  while  at  what  is  termed  “Refreshment.”  Some  Lodges 
supply  this  refreshment  after  the  Lodge  has  been  closed.  These 
refreshments  are  sometimes  supplied  out  of  the  Lodge  funds,  and  at 
other  times  the  Lodge  supplies  them  to  its  members  and  visiting 
brethren,  on  payment  of  the  value  of  the  liquor  supplied.  This  practice 
has  existed  from  the  remotest  period,  and  no  interference  has  been 
made  by  the  Excise  Authorities  or  others  in  the  practice,  and  this 
custom  or  privilege  has  never  in  any  way  been  abused.  This  custom 
has  received  the  express  sanction  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  which  has 
encouraged  its  subordinate  Lodges  to  supply  their  members  with  such 
refreshment  within  their  own  premises,  and  has  discouraged  the  prac- 
tice of  meeting  in  licensed  premises. 

The  condition  of  the  Craft  is  thus  stated  by  the  Grand 
Master  in  his  speech  at  the  Feast  of  St.  Andrew: 

I do  not  think  I ought  to  detain  you  at  further  length,  so  will  sum 
up.  What  we  know  as  the  General  Fund  has  increased  from  some 
,£25,100  to  £28,265;  the  Beuevolent  Fund  stands  at  the  present  moment 
at  £8,522,  as  against  just  £8,300  a year  ago;  the  Annuity  Fund  has 
increased  from  £33,900  to  £36,363— (applause)— making  a grand  total 
for  the  three  Funds  of  £73,140,  exclusive  of  the  value  of  the  heritable 
and  movable  property  of  Grand  Lodge  which  is  valued  at  £25,400, 
making  a gross  total  of  no  less  a sum  than  ,£98,590.  (Applause.) 
Brethren,  I think  we  may  all  safely  congratulate  ourselves  on  that 
position.  And  more  particularly  may  those  older  Masons  who  remem- 
ber the  time  when  Grand  Lodge  did  not  have  any  credit  on  any 
account,  but  were  somewhat  in  the  other  direction,  on  finding  Grand 
Lodge  with  a sum  closely  approximating  £100, coo,  I am  sanguine 
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enough  to  hope  that  a year  hence  your  Grand  Master  will  be  able  to 
announce  that  the  value  of  Grand  Lodge  propert}'  has  entered  into  six 
figures.  (Applause.) 

From  the  report  of  the  Annuity  Board  at  its  half-yearly 
meeting  of  January  21,  1904,  it  is  seen  that  there  were  on 
the  list  175  annuitants  and  that  there  was  disbursed  to  them 
the  sum  of  ^1830,  or  nearly  $10,000.

THIS  booklet  of  forty-six  pages  contains  the  condensed 
record  of  the  business  of  Grand  Lodge  transacted  at 
the  half-yearly  of  October  21,  1903,  and  of  the  Annual  of 
April  20,  1904. 

As  in  former  years,  so  now  these  noble  brethren  seem 
to  be  harmoniously  united  in  the  purpose  of  caring  for  the 
worthy  poor  within  the  Jurisdiction,  no  matter  where  they 
hail  from.  We  quote  from  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
General  Purposes:

The  increase  in  the  value  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Funds  for  the  year 
has  been  ,£653  4s.  3d. 

During  the  past  half-year  30  petitioners  have  been  relieved  from 
the  available  Benevolent  Fund  to  the  amount  of  ,£51  3s. 

Monthly  payments  have  been  made  during  the  same  period  from 
the  Permanent  Benevolent  Fund  to  14  widows  and  5 brothers,  amount- 
ing to  ^114.  In  each  case  the  fullest  enquiries  have  been  made.  The 
Board  assure  the  Grand  Lodge  that  these  moneys  have  been  worthily 
bestowed. 
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The  Grand  Inspector  of  Lodges  reports  in  part  as  to 
the  condition  of  the  Craft: 

I and  the  Deputy  Inspector  have  visited  as  many  of  the  Lodges  as 
possible  during  the  year,  and  have  much  pleasure  in  stating  that  the 
work  of  the  several  Degrees  is  carried  out  in  a manner  which  reflects 
credit  on  the  Masters  and  Officers,  especially  so  in  the  country,  where 
we  have  found  much  enthusiasm,  and  a great  desire  to  be  perfect  in 
the  work. 

There  are  44  lodges,  and  a membership  of  2,760,  the 
same  as  last  year.

Your  Committee  regret  to  notice  and  disapprove  of  the  many  dis- 
pensations granted,  conferring  degrees  out  of  the  statutory  time.

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Grand  Lodge  has  from  time  to  time,  in  no  uncertain  language,  desired 
a restriction  of  the  dispensing  power  in  this  particular.  However, 
your  Committee  realize  the  pressure  upon  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand 
Master  and  are  fully  satisfied  that  he  has  used  his  best  judgment  in 
their  granting,  believing  them  to  be  for  the  best  interest  of  the  Craft 
and  of  Grand  Lodge,  but  we  again  reiterate  the  wishes  of  Grand  Lodge 
as  expressed  for  many  years  to  restrict  the  issuance  of  dispensations 
for  this  purpose  to  the  minimum. 

But  the  Grand  Master  very  properly  sat  down  on  the 
boys  who  wanted  to  go  to  church  in  battle  array. 

The  decisions  reported,  nineteen  in  number,  seem  to  us 
to  be  good  law  and  were  approved  by  Grand  Lodge  after 
some  inconsequential  paring  by  the  Jurisprudence  Commit- 
tee. Although  some  of  our  brethren  at  the  Round  Table 
will  be  shocked,  we  are  in  full  accord  with  this : 


Refused  to  pass  upon  the  physical  qualifications  of  a petitioner 
for  degrees,  holding  that  the  Lodge,  and  not  the  Grand  Master,  was 
the  proper  judge,  being  responsible  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  referred 
the  solicitor  to  “ Mackey’s  Jurisprudence  ” and  the  “Ancient  Charges,” 
published  with  our  by-laws,  for  information  on  the  subject. 

The  work  of  the  Grand  Lecturer,  Bro.  B.  F.  Ives, 
receives  high  commendation  from  the  Grand  Master  who, 
himself,  has  not  been  able  to  make  many  official  visits. 

The  Craft  of  South  Dakota  is  reported  to  be  in  excel- 
lent condition,  with  103  lodges  and  a total  membership  of 
5,710,  a net  gain  of  266. 

Another  of  his  fine  reports,  filling  188  pages,  is  presented 
by  Bro.  Samuel  A.  Brown  and  is  a review  of  the  Proceed- 
ings of  sixty-two  Grand  Lodges.  North  Carolina  for  1904 
failed  to  appear,  and  cannot,  therefore,  take  a place  in  the 
procession.  A story  of  the  conditions  as  he  found  them  and 
racy  fraternal  comment  on  legislative  acts  of  Grand  Lodges 
combine  to  make  the  production  pleasant  and  instructive. 
We  are  not  so  charitable  as  Brother  Brown,  but  we  respect 
the  kindliness  of  his  “ conclusion:” 
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Your  committee  has  materially  shortened  the  reviews  of  the 
Grand  Lodges  which  exchange  proceedings  with  us  in  order  to  make 
room  for  the  very  instructive  report  of  Brother  Emil  Frenkel,  of  New 
York,  upon  various  Grand  Lodges  of  Europe,  of  which  we  in  South 
Dakota  have  so  far  received  little  information  in  these  reports.  We 
think  that  a careful  examination  of  this  portion  of  the  report  will 
interest  the  brethren  more  than  a longer  review  by  jour  committee, 
which  leaves  this  part  out.  The  Masons  about  whom  Brother  Frenkel 
writes  will  be  found  to  be  giving  a good  account  of  themselves  in  the 
matter  of  Masonic  charity.  Their  ways  differ  in  some  respects  from 
our  own,  and  perhaps  insuperable  objection  now  exists  against  enter- 
ing into  closer  relations  with  them,  but  to  ignore  them  will  not  tend 
towards  the  realization  of  our  ideal  of  Masonry  Universal.

SOUTH  CAROLINA — 1903. 

x 2 7 th  Annual.  Charleston.  December  8. 

IN  the  portrait  gallery  of  this  volume  we  find  likenesses  of 
* the  retiring  Grand  Master,  Walter  M.  Whitehead,  and  of 
his  successor  in  the  Grand  East,  John  R.  Bellinger,  and  also 
of  the  able  and  versatile  Grand  Secretary,  Charles  Inglesby. 

Grand  Master  Whitehead  in  a very  beautiful  exordium 
recites  the  principles  of  Masonry,  which  he  believed  to  be 
“older  than  creation,  having  dwelt  from  eternity  in  the 
bosom  of  deity.”  Appropriate  tribute  was  offered  to  the 
dead,  the  loss  of  two  distinguished  Craftsmen — Past  Grand 
Masters  White  and  Branch — being  eloquently  deplored. 

The  Grand  Master  rendered  fifteen  decisions  which 
were  approved  after  slight  modifications,  except  these  two 
as  to  which  the  Jurisprudence  Committee  says,  and  rightly, 
it  seems  to  us: 

The  following  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master,  reported  in  his 
address,  are  not  approved  by  your  Committee,  for  the  reasons  stated 
after  each: 
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7 . A man  was  born  and  reared  in  South  Carolina,  but  for  years,  in 
following  his  occupation  he  traveled  through  Georgia,  North  Carolina 
and  South  Carolina.  He  has  never  resided  twelve  months  in  any  one 
place.  Can  the  lodge  entertain  his  petition?  I ruled  that  it  could  not. 

Your  Committee  cannot  approve  this  decision,  for  the  reason  that: 
The  man,  having  once  had  a residence  in  South  Carolina,  does  not 
lose  such  residence  by  temporary  absence  in  the  pursuit  of  his  ordi- 
nary occupation  or  business. 

8.  One  Lodge  invaded  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  another  and 
initiated  a candidate  residing  within  the  limits  of  the  latter.  The 
second  Lodge  complained  and  stopped  the  first  from  proceeding  fur- 
ther with  the  disputed  material.  It  was  desired  to  know  what  course 
should  be  pursued,  that  is,  who  should  give  the  remaining  two  degrees. 
I ruled  that  the  first  Lodge  having  begun  the  work  under  a misappre- 
hension is  entitled  to  complete  the  degrees,  but  that  the  fees  belong 
to  the  Lodge  whose  material  the  candidate  was  in  the  beginning. 

This  decision  cannot  be  approved  by  the  Committee,  because,  the 
first  Lodge  cannot  confer  the  remaining  degrees,  without  the  consent 
of  the  second  Lodge  after  application  to  it,  and  election  therein. 

The  condition  of  the  Craft  is  reported  to  be  satisfactory. 
One  lodge  has  been  revived  and  dispensations  issued  for  the 
formation  of  three  others. 

In  reply  to  a request  for  information  as  to  the  proper 
method  of  creating  a Chapter  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern 
Star,  the  Grand  Master  replied  as  follows : 

I replied  that  it  was  impossible  for  me  to  give  any  information  in 
regard  to  this  Order  since  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  South  Carolina 
had  no  knowledge  of  its  existence  nor  did  it  exercise  any  control  over 
its  officers  or  members  in  this  Jurisdiction.  The  Order  seems  to  flour- 
ish in  some  States  and  is  regarded  as  a valuable  aid  in  bringing 
together  the  wives  and  daughters  of  Masons  in  some  sort  of  social 
intercourse,  and  I am  told  in  a relation  also  which  enables  them  to 
become  known  to  Master  Masons  in  times  of  distress  or  peril.  If  this 
is  the  case,  it  might  be  considered  a valuable  adjunct  to  our  Institu- 
tion. Still  it  is  no  part  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry,  and  we  have  no 
cognizance  of  its  purposes,  aims,  or  ritual. 

Although  himself  holding  liberal  views  as  to  the  perfect 
youth  doctrine,  the  Grand  Master  was  forced  to  severely 
discipline  the  Master  of  a lodge  who  deliberately  and  know- 
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ingly  violated  a provision  of  the  Constitution  by  initiating 
and  passing  a candidate  who  had  but  one  eye.  In  this  con- 
nection it  may  be  stated  that  an  amendment  looking  to  the 
relaxation  of  the  rule,  although  supported  by  a majority, 
failed  to  secure  the  necessary  two-thirds.  However,  the 
matter  will  come  up  again  next  year  in  the  form  of  this 
amendment: 

Strike  out  Article  III  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof,  the  following: 
Article  III.  Every  Candidate  for  initiation  in  this  Jurisdiction 
must  be  upright  in  body  aijd  not  so  deformed  or  dismembered  as  that 
he  cannot  literally  comply  with  all  the  requirements  of  the  ritual. 

In  the  Jurisdiction  of  South  Carolina  there  are  197 
lodges  and  a total  membership  of  7,251,  a gain  of  six  lodges 
and  325  members. 

We  are  glad  to  see,  judging  by  his  photographic  appear- 
ance, that  Bro.  Charles  Inglesby,  the  author  of  this  corre- 
spondence report,  has  been  restored  to  vigorous  health  and 
is  now  able  to  give  his  brethren  a review  of  the  transactions 
of  sixty-seven  Grand  Lodges  and  one  hundred  and  eighty 
pages  of  instructive  Masonic  literature,  the  like  of  which 
they  will  find  it  difficult  to  procure  elsewhere.  The  Pro- 
ceedings of  North  Carolina  for  1903  receive  generous  space 
and  a very  thorough  and  fraternal  summary  from  Brother 
Inglesby,  for  which  we  thank  him.

TENNESSEE— 1904. 

90TH  Annual.  Nashville.  January  27. 

THE  portrait  of  the  incoming  Grand  Master,  Bro.  James 
L.  Sloan,  forms  the  frontispiece  of  the  volume  of  Pro- 
ceedings. 

The  address  of  Grand  Master  Edmund  P.  McQueen  is 
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an  excellent  report  of  his  official  work  for  the  year  and 
elicits  the  hearty  commendation  of  Grand  Lodge.  His 
strictures  upon  the  slipshod  business  methods  of  some  of  the 
Subordinate  Lodges  in  the  matter  of  collecting  dues  are 
severe  but  merited,  and  long  service  at  the  Secretary’s  desk 
enables  us  to  give  intelligent  endorsement  of  all  that  Brother 
McQueen  says  in  that  relation,  and  we  believe  that  we  cannot 
use  our  space  more  profitably  than  in  reproducing  his  sen- 
sible views : 

Aside  from  what  I have  learned  from  my  visitations,  I have  made 
inquiries  of  our  Brethren  from  different  parts  of  the  State,  and  am 
glad  to  report  that  with  a few  exceptions  the  Lodges  throughout  the 
State  are  in  a prosperous  condition,  and  I have  found  in  almost  every 
instance  the  Lodges  which  are  not  doing  well  are  those  which  have 
not  had  the  benefit  of  the  District  Lecturers.  I find  that  it  is  the  prac- 
tice of  some  of  the  Lodges  to  permit  their  members  to  remain  for 
years  in  arrears  of  dues.  This  ought  not  to  be,  and  wherever  I have 
found  a Lodge  pursuing  this  course  I have  found  a weak  Lodge,  and 
it  will  remain  weak  so  long  as  this  course  is  pursued.  In  the  first 
instance,  the  Secretary  is  to  blame  for  this  state  of  affairs.  If  he  would 
properly  discharge  his  duties  as  Secretary,  and  require  the  Brethren 
to  pay  promptly  according  to  the  terms  of  the  by-laws  of  his  Lodge, 
there  would  be  no  cause  of  complaint  along  this  line.  The  Subordinate 
Lodges  should  use  great  care  in  selecting  their  Secretaries,  and  always, 
so  far  as  it  is  possible  to  do  so,  elect  men  who  will  faithfully  and 
promptly  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office.  A Mason  ought  to  regard 
it  as  a privilege  as  well  as  a duty  to  contribute  his  part  to  the  support 
of  the  Fraternity,  but  if  a member  of  the  Lodge  is  not  able  to  pay  his 
dues  the  Lodge  should  remit  them;' for  we  ought  not  to  require  a 
brother  to  pay  money  into  the  treasury  when  he  is  really  in  need  of  it 
for  the  support  of  himself  and  his  family.  Some  weak  Lodges  claim 
that  a number  of  their  members  are  excused  from  paying  their  dues  on 
account  of  age,  although  in  many  instances  the  aged  members  are 
abundantly  able  to  pay  their  dues. 

Although  I have  the  highest  respect  for  old  age,  and  think  that 
due  consideration  should  be  given  it  in  everything,  yet  I think  this 
practice  of  remitting  dues  on  account  of  age  is  not  good  policy.  It 
should  not  be  a question  of  age  when  we  come  to  consider  the  remis- 
sion of  dues  of  a Brother  Mason,  but  it  should  be  a question  of  ability 
on  his  part  to  pay,  let  him  be  young  or  old.  A Brother  who  has 
enjoyed  the  benefits,  privileges  and  associations  of  Masonry  during  a 
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term  of  long  life,  and  is  blessed  with  abundance  of  this  world’s  goods, 
ought  to  feel,  and  I believe  does  feel,  thankful  to  his  God,  and  he 
should  dispense  Masonic  charity  with  a liberal  hand. 

I have  been  informed  that  there  are  some  Lodges  in  the  State  that 
have  not  had  a meeting  or  performed  any  work  for  years,  and  I think 
these  Lodges  should  be  required  to  resume  work  within  a given  period 
or  surrender  their  charters. 

In  his  official  announcement  of  the  death  of  his  friend, 
Past  Grand  Master  Bun  F.  Price,  the  Grand  Master  paid  an 
eloquent  and  earnest  tribute  to  the  manly  and  lovable  quali- 
ties of  the  deceased  brother.  From  Bro.  Henry  H.  Inger- 
soll’s  memorial  we  take  this  beautiful  paragraph : 

For  twenty-five  years  Bun  Price  was  mine  own  familiar  friend. 
Wiser,  worthier,  better  men  I may  have  known,  but  never  a truer, 
stronger,  better  friend.  He  was  no  angel,  just  merely  a strong,  zeal- 
ous, ardent,  generous  man  to  be  loved  and  trusted.  His  foibles  were 
common  to  good  men.  He  gave  himself  and  his  talents  freely  to  the 
service  of  his  friends.  He  trusted  God  and  His  promises  and  confessed 
Him  before  men.  He  was  a kind,  indulgent  husband  and  father. 
The  world  is  better  for  his  having  lived  in  it,  and  we,  his  surviving 
Brethren,  rejoice  in  his  achievement.  Let  us  cast  over  his  foibles  the 
broad  mantle  of  Masonic  Charity  and  cherish  and  imitate  his  shining 
virtues  as  a man  and  Mason.  Noble  man,  kind  friend,  good  Brother, 
hail  and  farewell! 

Many  visitations  are  reported,  and  of  their  value  to  the 
Fraternity  there  can  be  no  doubt. 

The  Masonic  Widows’  and  Orphans’  Home  is  shown  to 
be  in  excellent  condition  and  caring  for  25  widows,  47  girls, 
and  51  boys.  Enlargment  of  accommodation  is  needed,  and 
this  means  more  land  for  the  institution,  but  it  is  not  to  be 
had  for  love  or  money — at  present.  This  extract  from  the 
report  of  the  Board  of  Control  shows  the  management  to 
be  very  economical: 

Average  cost  per  year  per  inmate,  $91.87. 

This  will  show  an  increase  over  last  year  per  capita  of  $13.48,  but 
-an  examination  will  also  show  that  of  the  above  disbursements  nearly 
$900  is  on  account  of  extraordinary  expenses.  If  the  actual  expense 
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of  feeding  and  clothing  alone  is  taken  into  consideration,  the  expense 
for  1902  is  $42.15  per  capita,  and  for  1903,  $44. 

The  Craft  of  Tennessee,  certainly  that  part  of  it  in 
Grand  Lodge,  is  uncompromising  in  its  hostility  to  the  liquor 
traffic,  and  after  this  communication  of  Grand  Lodge  a man 
in  any  wise  engaged  in  the  manufacture  or  sale  of  liquor 
renders  himself  ineligible  to  become  a Mason. 

There  are  425  lodges  on  the  roll,  with  an  aggregate 
membership  of  18,555,  a net  gain  of  724. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  118  pages  of  very  fine 
print,  is  the  fullest  statistical  and  comparative  statement  of 
Grand  Lodges  that  we  have  seen.  The  work  is  thorough 
and  exhaustive.  North  Carolina’s  Journal  of  Transactions 
for  1903  is  condensed  in  four  pages  of  this  report.  We  take 
pleasure  in  extending  a cordial  welcome  to  this  new  member 
of  the  corps,  Past  Grand  Master  Henry  A.  Chambers,  whose 
genealogy  makes  him  of  our  brethren  and  kin: 

The  writer  of  this  review  is  a native  of  North  Carolina,  served  her 
as  a soldier  from  1861  to  1865,  and  obtained  his  Masonic  degrees  in 
Catawba  Valley  Lodge,  No.  217,  at  Morganton,  after  the  civil  war,  and 
was  Senior  Warden  of  that  Lodge  when  he  removed  to  Tennessee  in 
January,  1867.  He  is  proud  of  his  native  State,  and  must  accordingly 
be  pardoned  by  his  Tennessee  Brethren  for  his  labor  of  love  in  the 
length  of  this  sketch.

TEXAS— 1903. 

68th  Annual.  Waco.  December  i. 

PHOTOGRAPHS  of  the  Grand  Master,  William  James, 
and  of  Past  Grand  Master  Joseph  D.  Sayers  adorn  the 
volume. 

The  address  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  W.  M.  Fly, 
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is  a document  of  considerable  length,  strongly  written,  and 
should  be  read  by  every  Mason  in  Texas. 

The  condition  of  the  Craft  is  reported  to  be  in  every 
way  satisfactory,  but  the  rapid  growth  in  numbers  does  not 
indicate  to  the  mind  of  the  Grand  Master  an  omen  of  good 
in  the  future.  He  expresses  that  too  much  importance  is 
attached  to  the  increase  in  numbers. 

Exception  to  the  general  prosperity  is  found  in  the 
report  of  two  lodges  which,  overcome  by  unfavorable  con- 
ditions, had  ceased  to  exist. 

Nine  dispensations  were  issued  for  the  formation  of 
new  lodges  and,  judging  from  this  statement  of  the  Grand 
Master,  it  is  probable  that  the  environments  are  favorable 
to  growth  and  permanence.  He  says  on  this  subject: 

I have  for  many  years  been  of  the  opinion  that  we  have  by  far  too 
many  weak  lodges  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  and  the  experience  of 
the  last  twelve  months  has  only  strengthened  this  belief.  In  passing 
upon  applications  for  dispensations  for  new  lodges  I have  insisted  not 
only  that  the  petition  be  accompanied  with  the  necessary  certificate 
aud  recommendation  of  the  nearest  lodge,  but  that  the  proper  District 
Deputy  make  special  inquiry  as  to  the  surrounding  conditions,  and 
only  after  I had  received  evidence  sufficient  to  convince  me  that  the 
real  good  of  the  Craft  demanded  its  creation  have  I issued  dispensa- 
tions therefor. 

The  efficiency  of  the  District  Deputies  is  highly  com- 
mended by  the  Grand  Master,  who  speaks  of  them  in  this 
wise : 

During  the  month  of  September  I learned  of  the  permanent 
absence  from  the  district  of  R.  W.  Bro.  J.  J.  Hatfield,  D.  D.  G.  M. 
Twenty-fourth  District.  I at  once  declared  the  office  vacant  and 
appointed  Bro.  W.  A.  Putnam,  of  Hubbard  City,  to  fill  the  vacancy  for 
the  unexpired  term. 

I feel  that  I hazard  nothing  in  declaring  that  no  Grand  Master  was 
ever  supported  by  a more  faithful  and  efficient  corps  of  District  Depu- 
ties. With  some  700  lodges,  composed  of  a membership  of  35,000, 
scattered  over  the  vast  area  of  this  great  State,  to  visit  and  superin- 
tend, has  proven  a test  of  their  unsurpassed  zeal  and  endurance,  and 
evidences  their  constancy  and  devotion  to  duty.  Many  have  been  the 
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demands  laid  upon  them  by  your  Grand  Master,  and  in  no  single 
instance  have  they  failed  to  respond  promptly  and  cheerfully.  Their 
work  in  every  instance  testifying  to  their  intelligence  and  information 
concerning  their  duty  in  the  execution  of  Masonic  law  and  usage. 

Many  special  dispensations  were  granted  and  a yet 
large  number  refused.  Of  the  latter  is  one  for  show  pur- 
poses, which  he  thus  reports: 

I declined  to  grant  dispensation  to  Victoria  Lodge,  No.  326,  to 
appear  in  public  on  Sunday,  December  28,  1902,  for  the  purpose  of 
hearing  a “ Masonic  address.” 

Under  the  head  of  “Discipline,”  the  Grand  Master 
reported  irregularities  in  several  lodges,  which  would  indi- 
cate gross  ignorance  on  the  part  of  Masters  and  Wardens 
and  sometimes  deliberate  defiance  of  the  law. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas  has  been  disposed  to  be 
kind  to  Mexican  Masonry  and  help  it  to  approach  regularity 
and  respectability,  but  the  invasion  of  Texas  territory  by 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Federal  District  of  Mexico  forced 
Grand  Master  Fly  to  denounce  that  body  as  spurious  and 
clandestine  and  to  forbid  any  intercourse  or  recognition  by 
the  Craft  of  Texas.  The  Grand  Master  mentions  several 
points  in  the  State  in  which  the  Federal  Grand  Lodge  has 
established  Subordinate  Lodges.  After  this  vigorous  action 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  it  is  not  likely  that  this  spurious  brood 
will  thrive  in  the  atmosphere  of  Texas. 

There  were  forty- nine  decisions  by  the  Grand  Master 
and  these  generally  met  the  approval  of  the  Jurisprudence 
Committee  and  of  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Masonic  Home  and  its  management  elicited  enthu- 
siastic praise  from  the  Grand  Master,  the  directors  and  those 
other  brethren  who  are  best  informed  as  to  its  working. 
The  reports  of  its  officers  show  that  the  institution  is  pros- 
perous and  doing  a noble  work.  The  population,  outside  of 
the  officers,  consists  of  125  children,  boys  and  girls,  and  6 
widows.  From  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Directors  we  take 
this  paragraph : 
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We  can  only  add,  in  this  report,  what  we  have  so  often  previously 
said,  this  great  benevolent  institution  belongs  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Texas,  and  every  Mason  within  its  jurisdiction  is  interested  in  its  wel- 
fare. It  should  be  visited  and  inspected  by  all,  and  we  are  satisfied 
that  every  one  who  sees  it  and  examines  its  workings  will  take  pride 
in  the  knowledge  of  the  fact  that  his  Grand  Lodge  is  successfully  carry- 
ing out  so  great  an  institution.  And  to  this  end  your  Directors  cordi- 
ally invite  every  Mason  within  this  jurisdiction  to  visit  the  home. 

It  is  found  that  the  appropriation  of  $150,000  for  the 
erection  of  a Masonic  Temple  in  Waco  falls  short  by  $25,000 
of  meeting  the  cost  entailed  by  the  original  specifications. 
The  increase  in  the  cost  of  building  material  is  assigned  as 
the  cause  of  the  insufficiency  of  the  first  appropriation. 
The  Temple  will  be  built  and  it  will  not  matter  as  to  the 
cost. 

The  lodges  number  683,  with  a total  membership  of 
323,84,  an  increase  of  816. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  135  pages,  is  a pleasant 
review  of  the  Proceedings  of  fifty- five  Grand  Lodges,  some 
of  them  for  two  and  three  years,  but  to  our  regret  the  North 
Carolina  Proceedings  failed  to  show  up  and  do  not  appear. 
Like  all  his  work,  this  report  is  valuable  and  instructive, 
strong  and  fraternal.  It  is  needless  to  say  it  is  from  the 
pen  of  Bro.  Thos,  M.  Matthews,  Sr.,  whose  labors  in  this 
department  have  brought  honor  and  distinction  to  Brother 
Matthews  and  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas. 

This  prescription  for  the  restoration  of  cordial  relations 
between  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington  and  all  other 
American  Grand  Lodges  is  offered  by  Brother  Matthews, 
and  if  taken  will  cure  : 

We  will,  therefore,  only  say  now:  If  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Wash- 

ington will  itself  adopt,  in  clear-cut,  unmistakable  language,  a resolu- 
tion repealing,  without  any  quibbling  or  circumlocution,  as  it  did  in 
the  case  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg,  the  declaration  that  she 
made,  that  she  reserved  to  herself  the  right  to  pass  upon,  under  any 
and  all  circumstances,  the  legitimacy  or  regularity  of  every  one  claim- 
ing to  be  a Mason,  who  may  come  within  her  jurisdiction,  then  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Texas  will,  and  as  we  feel  sure  every  other  Grand 
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Lodge  upon  the  continent  will,  be  perfectly  satisfied,  and  will  most 
cheerfully  resume  fraternal  relations.  Will  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Washington  do  this?  We  will  see.

UTAH— 1904. 

33RD  Annual.  Salt  Lake  City.  January  19. 

THE  likeness  of  Grand  Master-elect  Richard  Louis  Conely 
occupies  the  fly  leaf  of  the  volume,  and  Brother  Diehl 
furnishes  a biographical  sketch  from  which  it  is  seen  that  in 
a little  less  than  eight  years  this  young  brother  “advanced 
from  the  North-east  corner  of  the  lodge  to  the  Grand  East.” 
Very  good  pedestrianism ! 

Just  preceding  the  memorial  pages  is  found  the  portrait 
of  Past  Grand  Master  William  Thomas  Dalby,  who  died 
September  7,  1903,  leaving  behind  the  record  of  an  upright 
man  and  Mason. 

The  address  of  Grand  Master  Walter  Scott  is  an  excel- 
lent presentation  of  his  official  acts  as  well  as  a forcible 
expression  of  opinion  on  many  topics  of  importance  to  the 
Craft. 

In  reference  to  the  incompatibility  of  Mormonism  and 
Masonry  the  Grand  Master  uses  this  temperate  expression 
of  his  belief: 

The  peculiar  people,  among  whom  it  is  our  lot  to  live,  with  their 
peculiar  ideas  of  truth,  justice  and  morality,  differing  so  greatly  from 
the  standard,  accepted  by  Masons  as  the  law  of  God,  makes  it  our 
special  duty  to  keep  a watch  upon  the  wall  and  guard  well  the  por- 
tals which  admits  men  within  our  mystic  circle.  As  Masons  we  are 
taught  to  obey  the  moral  law,  and  to  be  good  and  upright  citizens, 
obedient  to  the  laws  of  the  country  in  which  we  live,  and  any  body  of 
men,  who  do  contrary  to  these  principles,  and  advocate  any  thing  in 
opposition  to  them,  have  no  business  among  us,  and  must  be  kept  out 
of  our  lodges  at  all  hazards.  While  we  are  liberal  in  our  ideas  as  to 
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the  religious  faith  of  men,  we  must  sternly  oppose  any  doctrine,  which 
proposes  to  enslave  the  body  and  soul  of  men,  and  is  opposed  to  the 
code  of  honor,  truth  and  morality  laid  down  for  us  by  our  traditions, 
and  we  have  no  fear  but  that  our  brethren  elsewhere  about  the  globe 
will  understand  our  position  and  applaud  our  actions,  notwithstanding 
such  doctrine  tries  to  dignify  itself  by  assuming  the  name  of  a religion. 

The  condition  of  the  Craft  is  reported  to  be  good. 

Appropriate  and  affectionate  reference  to  the  Masonic 
dead  is  made  by  the  Grand  Master,  who  reports  the  holding 
of  a Lodge  of  Sorrow  December  13,  1903,  under  the  auspices 
of  Grand  Lodge,  for  the  purpose  of  commemorating  the 
virtues  of  deceased  brethren.  Grand  Lodge  adopted  the 
following  resolution,  making  this  an  annual  observance: 

Resolved,  That  hereafter  each  Grand  Master  is  required  to  arrange 
for  and  hold  a “ bodge  of  Sorrow  ” during  the  latter  part  of  his  term 
of  office  and  to  extend  an  invitation  to  all  the  bodges  in  the  Jurisdic- 
tion to  participate  in  the  solemn  ceremonies. 

Dispensation  was  granted  for  the  formation  of  a new 
lodge  at  Richfield,  with  the  assurance  of  being  useful  and 
permanent. 

Only  one  decision  was  reported,  but  that  seems  to  be 
very  good  law : 

An  expelled  Mason  can  onty  be  restored  to  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges of  Masonry  by  action  of  the  Grand  bodge. 

When  so  restored,  his  standing  is  that  of  an  unaffiliated  Mason. 
The  Grand  Master  has  no  authority  to  restore  an  expelled  Mason 
during  recess  of  the  Grand  bodge. 

From  the  Grand  Secretary’s  report  it  will  be  seen  that 
there  is  an  increase  of  sixty-eight  in  the  membership,  but 
the  Fraternity  of  Utah  does  not  care  about  swelling  its 
numbers  so  rapidly,  as  witnessed  by  twenty-five  rejections. 
This  is  a good  sign. 

Brother  Diehl  had  prepared  a paper  on  the  “Perfect 
Youth  Doctrine,”  but  for  lack  of  time  for  its  revision  he  did 
not  present  it  and  the  matter  rests  for  a year. 

There  are  11  lodges  only  in  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  and 
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a total  membership  of  1,151,  but  the  Craft  is  as  united  and 
useful  as  anywhere  else  in  the  world,  and  the  brethren  as 
earnest  and  enthusiastic. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  the  twenty-eighth  in 
the  series,  is  the  work  of  Bro.  Christopher  Diehl,  who  brings 
to  its  performance  the  skill  born  of  experience  and  ripe 
scholarship.  The  transactions  of  fifty-six  Grand  Lodges 
are  reviewed  and  those  of  North  Carolina  receive  flattering 
notice. 

In  his  “critical  examination  of  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Jersey  on  landmarks” 
Brother  Diehl  becomes  an  iconoclast  and  pulls  down  the 
structure  so  carefully  built  by  the  able  committee  of  New 
Jersey.  This,  in  regard  to  the  prerogative  of  Grand  Mas- 
ters, so  tenaciously  held  by  the  brethren  of  that  Grand 
Jurisdiction,  will  well  repay  perusal  and  warrant  the  space 
given  to  it : 

The  third  Landmark  is  said  by  the  Committee  to  be:  “The  Grand 
Master  is  elected  by  the  Craft.  * * * He  is  the  ruler  of  the  Craft, 

* * * may  create  Lodges  by  his  warrant,  * * * may  suspend, 

at  his  pleasure,  the  operation  of  any  rule  or  regulation  of  Masonry, 
and  is  not  answerable  for  his  acts  as  Grand  Master.” 

The  Committee  rightfully  say  that  “to  the  uninformed  this  may 
be  rather  startling  ” — but  I think  it  more  so  to  the  informed.  In  the 
first  place,  it  should  be  stated  that,  prior  to  the  organization  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  England,  there  is  not  the  slightest  evidence  that  there 
ever  was  a Grand  Master  of  Masons,  and  if  there  is,  this  writer  chal- 
lenges its  production;  and  if  there  was  no  Grand  Master,  and  the  office 
was  created  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  it  follows  that  the  hypothesis  that 
the  “ office  owes  its  existence  to  a Landmark  ” necessarily  falls  to  the 
ground.  All  the  attributes  which  the  Committee  attach  to  the  office 
of  Grand  Master  are  clearly  the  outcome  of  statutory  regulations 
adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodges,  or  do  not  exist  at  all;  as,  for  illustration, 
the  inference — for  it  is  not  asserted  in  so  many  words — that  he  has 
the  right  to  make  Masons  at  sight,  owes  its  origin  to  the  Steward’s 
Lodge  of  the  Schismatics,  and  only  made  its  appearance  sixty  years 
after  the  organization  of  the  first  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  in  a foot 
note  inserted  by  Laurence  Dermott  to  “ Old  Regulations  XIII,”  in 
Ahiman  Rezon,  in  1778.  If  such  a prerogative  existed,  it  is  strange 
that  it  is  not  mentioned  in  Anderson’s  Constitutions,  the  Ancient 
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Charges  of  the  Old  Regulations,  which  were  published  in  1723  It  is 
not  going  too  far  to  say  that  the  existence  of  such  a prerogative  is  a 
pure  figment  of  the  imagination.  It  is  not  true  now,  and  never  was 
true,  that  the  Grand  Master  is  elected  by  the  Craft,  if  the  expression 
“ Craft”  is  to  be  understood  as  meaning  the  entire  body  of  Masons. 
If  there  ever  was  anyone  elected  to  this  exalted  station  by  the  univer- 
sal suffrage  of  the  Craft,  history  does  not  name  him.  He  is  the  “ ruler 
of  the  Craft  ” only  in  the  sense  that  he  is  the  executive  of  his  Grand 
Lodge,  and  limited  in  his  authority  by  the  laws  it  enacts;  and  the  same 
is  true  of  the  assertion  that  he  creates  Lodges  by  his  warrant,  as,  for 
instance,  if  the  Grand  Lodge  prohibits  the  organization  of  a new  Lodge 
within  a certain  distance  of  an  existing  body,  the  Grand  Master  is 
restrained  by  it.  He  cannot  make  a Lodge  of  less  than  the  constituted 
number  of  Masons,  or  of  those  who  do  not  possess  the  qualifications 
prescribed  by  the  Grand  Lodge;  and  there  is  not  a charter  in  existence 
which  purports  to  be  given  by  a Grand  Master  of  his  own  pleasure.  If 
he  grants  a dispensation  for  a new  Lodge,  its  privileges  terminate  and 
it  must  return  its  proceedings,  not  to  the  Grand  Master,  but  to  the 
Grand  Lodge.  It  ought  to  be  sufficient  to  overthrow  the  statement, 
that  he  may  “suspend  at  his  pleasure,  the  operation  of  any  rule  or 
regulation,”  to  say  that  at  his  installation  he  takes  an  obligation  to 
support  and  maintain  the  laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  it  is  absolutely 
absurd  to  say  that  he  is  not  responsible  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  his 
acts,  in  the  light  of  history.  From  the  very  beginning,  Grand  Lodges 
have,  in  one  way  or  another,  asserted  that  they  are  the  source  of  all 
Masonic  power,  and  have  on  innumerable  occasions  reviewed,  and 
even  censured,  Grand  Masters  for  their  acts  done  in  official  capacity.

VERMONT— 1904. 

iiith  Annual.  Burlington.  June  15. 

THE  portrait  of  the  Grand  Junior  Warden,  Myron  J. 

Horton,  who  died  January  7,  1904,  adorns  the  volume 
and  forms  its  frontispiece.  From  the  address  of  Grand 
Master  Olin  W.  Daley  we  transcribe  in  part  what  he  says 
of  Brother  Horton: 

He  sincerely  believed  that  the  institution  was  charged  with  a 
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beneficent  mission,  and  that  it  was  the  duty  of  every  member  to 
contribute  his  share  towards  its  accomplishment,  according  to  the 
talents  entrusted  to  him.  He  devoted  a liberal  share  of  his  time  to  the 
performance  of  what  he  deemed  to  be  his  part,  and  always  performed 
that  part  faithfully  and  well.  He  was  tender  of  heart  and  compas- 
sionate for  the  sufferings  of  the  unfortunate.  His  ear  was  ever  open 
to  the  cry  of  the  helpless;  the  poor  and  needy  found  him  a helper;  he 
did  not  coldly  pass  by  on  the  other  side,  but  immediately  set  about 
devising  some  method  of  relief. 

Warm  tributes  were  paid  to  other  distinguished  Crafts- 
men who  had  ceased  from  their  labors  and  left  the  memories 
of  useful  lives. 

The  condition  of  the  Fraternity  is  reported  to  be  in 
every  way  satisfactory,  and  in  this  connection  the  Grand 
Master  says  in  part: 

I find  that  th'e  condition  of  the  Craft  in  this  jurisdiction  is  very 
satisfactory  and  prosperous.  While  it  is  true  that  some  of  the  lodges 
are  not  as  prosperous  as  I would  wish,  yet  the  average  is  such  as  to  be 
a source  of  much  congratulation. 

Nothing  to  my  knowledge  has  occurred  with  perhaps  the  excep- 
tion of  some  minor  differences  which  occasionally  arise  in  some  of  the 
subordinate  lodges,  and  which  are  generally  of  a local  character,  to 
disturb  the  activity,  zeal,  progress  and  harmony  of  our  fraternity  within 
our  own  borders. 

The  net  increase  in  membership  during  the  year  just  closed  has 
been  three  hundred  and  twenty-five,  showing  a slight  increase  over 
last  year. 

From  the  reports  of  the  District  Deputies  I find  that  many  of  the 
lodges  are  giving  their  attention  more  than  ever  to  the  collection  of 
dues. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  all  of  the  lodges  will  recognize  the  impor- 
tance of  having  their  dues  promptly  paid  and  that  the  good  work  which 
has  been  begun  by  some  of  the  lodges  will  be  taken  up  by  others  and 
continued  until  members  in  all  of  our  lodges  will  meet  their  obliga- 
tions punctually,  and  the  class  of  non-affiliates  for  N.  P.  D.  will 
become  gradually  extinct. 

We  are  in  accord  with  Brother  Daley  as  to  the  impor- 
tance of  lodges  paying  strict  attention  to  the  prompt  col- 
lection of  dues,  and  believe  that  the  observance  of  business 
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methods  in  this  respect  will  lessen  the  number  of  suspen- 
sions. 

No  decisions  were  reported,  but  many  inquiries  were 
- made  by  brethren  who  did  not  have  time  to  read  the  book 
of  the  law. 

The  Grand  Master  reported  the  constitution  of  a lodge 
at  Bellows  Falls  and  the  subsequent  installation  of  its  officers, 
and  says  of  the  circumstance: 

This  occasion  was  unique  in  character,  from  the  fact  that  never 
before  in  the  history  of  Vermont  Masonry  have  two  lodges  in  the  same 
town  voluntarily  surrendered  their  charters  and  united  in  a new  organ- 
ization. This  action  on  the  part  of  the  brethren  of  Bellows  Falls  in  the 
establishment  of  a new  lodge  is  a fitting  illustration  of  the  old  doctrine 
of  self  sacrifice  for  the  betterment  of  a noble  cause.  It  not  only 
means  union  on  a broader  basis,  but  it  stands  for  the  development  of 
the  principle  that  personal  considerations  may  be  gracefully  yielded 
to  still  higher  demands  of  Masonic  obligations. 

It  is  a move  in  the  line  of  progress  and  cannot  fail  to  bring  that 
peace  and  that  prosperity  that  follow  in  the  wake  of  obedience  to  a 
common  duty,  though  it  involves  personal  sacrifice. 

It  came  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Grand  Master  that  two 
aged  ladies,  76  and  78,  respectively,  and  the  daughters  of  a 
Past  Grand  Master  of  Vermont,  were  in  straitened  cir- 
cumstances and  needed  relief.  He  closes  a full  account  of 
the  case  in  these  words : 

After  ascertaining  the  facts  which  I have  related,  I felt  that  there 
was  not  the  slightest  doubt  but  that  they  were  deserving  and  needed 
assistance,  and  in  behalf  of  the  Grand  Lodge  I sent  them  a check  for 
$50.  I trust  that  this  action  on  my  part  will  meet  with  your  approval. 

It  seems  very  sad  that  these  two  ladies,  whose  span  of  life  is  nearly 
covered,  should  in  their  old  age  be  reduced  to  need  and  struggle.  They 
have  always  been  industrious  and  supported  themselves  and  mother. 

They  are  now  in  poor  health  and  it  is  simply  a question  of  time 
when  they  will  both  be  totally  incapacitated  for  labor.  Has  the  Grand 
Lodge  any  duty  in  this  matter? 

As  was  to  be  expected,  Grand  Lodge  not  only  approved 
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of  his  action,  but  made  provision  for  the  care  of  these  ladies 
as  long  as  they  live. 

Under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Vermont 
there  are  103  lodges,  with  a total  membership  of  11,288,  a 
net  gain  of  305. 

Bro.  Marsh  O.  Perkins  presents  177  pages  of  delightful 
review  of  the  Proceedings  of  sixty-one  Grand  Lodges,  among 
which  is  North  Carolina  for  1904.  On  the  subject  of  the 
popularity  of  Freemasonry  he  holds  a level  head  and  doesn’t 
take  fright: 

All  who  may  follow  us  in  our  journeyings  through  Masonic  lands 
can  but  be  impressed  by  the  reports  on  every  side  of  unparalleled 
prosperity  and  notice  everywhere  the  cautionary  signals  against  the 
impending  danger  of  making  Freemasonry  too  popular.  These  signals 
are  not  to  be  disregarded,  yet  if  the  Fraternity  presents  itself  to  right- 
minded,  right-thinking  men  as  a means  of  inculcating  the  basic  prin- 
ciples of  true  benevolence  and  the  betterment  of  mankind,  numerical 
strength  must  enlarge  the  sphere  of  usefulness  and  make  more  potent 
the  influence  of  our  beloved  Institution.  Accepted  and  applied  in  this 
spirit,  Freemasonry  can  never  be  too  popular.  May  it  ever  be  our 
constant  endeavor  then  to  keep  its  widening  and  broadening  sphere 
within  these  right  lines.

VIRGINIA— 1903- 

126th  Annual.  Richmond.  December  i. 

THE  photograph  of  the  incoming  Grand  Master,  Thomas 
N.  Davis,  adorns  this  volume  of  Proceedings. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master,  Ed.  N.  Eubank,  who 
declined  a reelection,  is  a vigorous  presentation  of  his 
official  doings  and  of  his  views  on  Masonic  questions  on 
which  there  is  yet  wide  divergence  of  opinion.  Foremost 
among  these  is  his  firm  belief  in  the  unlimited  power  and 
prerogatives  of  the  Grand  Master,  which,  by  the  way,  is  not 
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accepted  by  the  Craft  of  North  Carolina,  nor  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Virginia. 

The  Grand  Master  made  this  declaration : 

At  the  last  Grand  Annual  Communication  Bro.  R.  J.  Tuck  appealed 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  from  the  action  of  South  Boston  Lodge,  No.  91, 
and  a Committee  of  Past  Masters  expelling  him  from  Masonry.  The 
Committee  on  Appeals  presented  a majority'  and  a minority  report,  and 
by  a close  vote  the  minority  report  was  adopted,  the  action  of  the 
Lodge  and  Committee  of  Past  Masters  was  reversed,  and  Bro.  Tuck  was 
thereby  restored  to  his  former  status. 

This  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  caused  great  dissatisfaction  among 
the  brethren  of  South  Boston  Lodge  and  its  vicinity,  and  strong  pres- 
sure was  brought  to  bear  on  me  to  exercise  my  prerogative  and  set 
aside  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  This  I declined  to  do,  not 
because  I doubted  my  right  or  power  so  to  act,  but  because  I doubted 
its  expediency,  and  I finally  agreed  with  the  brethren  interested  that 
I would  call  attention  to  the  matter  in  my  address.  I now  do  so,  and 
further  say  that  it  is  the  opinion  of  many  brethren  that  the  action  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  resulted  in  a miscarriage  of  justice.  Should  the 
Grand  Lodge  decide  to  reopen  this  case,  I purpose  to  refer  it  to  a 
Special  Committee  on  Appeals,  not  composed  of  any  who  were  on  last 
year’s  committee,  or  who  have,  to  my  knowledge,  expressed  an  opinion 
on  the  subject. 

The  exceptionally  able  Committee  on  Grand  Master’s 
Address  presented  this  answer  to  the  assumption  of  “pre- 
rogative,” and  was  sustained  by  the  Grand  Lodge: 

We  are  constrained  to  differ  with  our  Grand  Master  as  to  the 
recommendation  of  the  reopening  of  the  Tuck  case.  An  end  to  all 
litigation  is  always  earnestly  desired,  especially  in  a Masonic  house- 
hold, and  from  this  well-known  maxim  of  common  law  and  common 
sense,  in  the  judgment  of  your  committee,  when  an  appeal  has  been 
taken  to  the  Grand  Lodge  and  the  accused  acquitted,  it  is  not  only 
inexpedient  but  unjust  to  reopen  the  case  and  practically  retry  the 
accused.  Not  only  would  it  be  reopening  old  sores  and  give  rise  to 
angry  litigation,  but  it  would  subject  the  man  a second  time  to  expense, 
suffering,  and  probably  injustice.  All  Lodges  should  cheerfully  and 
willingly  acccept  as  final  the  solemn  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and, 
where  the  party  has  been  acquitted,  promptly  bury  the  whole  matter 
in  oblivion.  We  have  no  doubt  that  the  expressions  of  our  Grand 
Master  in  regard  to  his  right  to  overrule  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
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were  made  without  due  consideration.  In  the  judgment  of  your 
committee,  when  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia  has  passed  upon  a 
question  of  this  nature,  and  the  result  has  been  the  acquittal  of  the 
accused,  the  Grand  Master  has  no  more  right  to  interfere  with  the 
decision  than  he  has  to  alter  the  ancient  landmarks  of  Masonry;  and 
no  subsequent  Grand  Lodge  has  the  right  to  reopen  or  reverse  the 
solemn  verdict  of  acquittal  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  Grand  Master, 
during  recess,  has  certain  powers,  and  is  the  Grand  Lodge  ad  interim , 
but  he  has  no  right  to  reverse  the  solemn  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

On  the  subject  of  Special  Dispensations  the  Grand 
Master  has  opinions  which  we  cordially  endorse: 

While  on  the  subject  of  Dispensations,  I desire  to  sound  a note  of 
warning  for  my  brethren.  I invariably  declined  to  grant  Dispensa- 
tions where  the  purpose  was  stated,  or  I had  reason  to  believe  it  was 
to-  enable  a candidate  to  take  the  degrees  so  as  to  qualify  him  to 
petition  a so-called  higher  body  a little  sooner  than  he  otherwise  could. 
My  brethren,  I stand  before  you  as  a Knight  Templar  and  a 32d  of  the 
Southern  Jurisdiction  of  the  Scottish  Rite,  and  I am  proud  of  it;  but 
after  all  is  said  and  done,  there  is  nothing  higher  or  nobler  than  Blue 
Lodge  Masonry,  the  corner-stone  and  foundation  of  all  Masonry,  by 
whatever  name  known.  I have  been  advised  that  sometimes  a candi- 
date is  solicited  to  sign  a petition  for  a body  beyond  the  Blue  Lodge 
even  before  he  is  raised,  thus  making  our  Lodges  mere  stepping-stones 
to  something  else,  and  lowering  Blue  Masonry  from  its  rightful  posi- 
tion in  the  eyes  not  only  of  candidates,  but  of  brethren  who  should  be 
better  informed.  I call  your  attention  to  this,  not  out  of  antagonism 
to  any  other  branch  of  Masonry,  but  because  it  is  an  evil  which  it  is 
in  your  power  to  correct. 

A prolific  cause  of  dissention  in  lodges  and  among 
brethren — the  rejection  of  candidates— is  thus  referred  to 
by  Brother  Eubank: 

I regret  to  say  that  the  impression  prevails  among  a great  many 
brethren  (including  some  that  ought  to  know  better),  that  when  a man 
of  good  moral  character  petitions  for  initiation  he  has  almost  a right 
to  be  elected,  and  if  he  is  refused  that  an  outrage  has  been  perpetrated, 
and  the  perpetrator  must  be  discovered  and  his  place  in  the  Lodge- 
room  made  too  hot  to  hold  him.  Brethren,  this  is  all  wrong.  No  man 
has  a right  to  be  received  in  our  ranks,  and  when  Masons  so  far  forget 
themselves  as  to  impeach  the  motives  of  brethren,  who  (known  or 
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unknown  to  them)  chose  to  exercise  the  most  sacred  right  of  a Mason 
by  declining  to  admit  a profane  into  the  Lodge,  they  dig  pits  wherein 
they  themselves  may  fall.  Better  never  another  Mason  be  made  for 
the  next  ten  years  than  to  have  candidates  forced  into  our  Lodges  by 
the  overawing  of  the  dissenting  brethren. 

To  guard  against  clandestine  Masonry  the  Grand  Lodge 
has  adopted  the  suggestion  of  the  Grand  Secretary  to  fur- 
nish to  the  lodges  of  Virginia  duplicate  lists  of  these  spurious 
bodies  as  they  are  reported  from  those  jurisdictions  where 
they  are  most  in  evidence — Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  New  York, 
Massachusetts  and  others.  Brother  Eggleston,  of  the 
Committee  on  Correspondence,  presented  a list  of  these 
fraudulent  growths  found  in  eight  Grand  Jurisdictions,  and 
all  told  they  number  about  seventy-five  lodges. 

The  time  of  the  Annual  Communications  was  changed 
to  the  second  Tuesday  in  February,  the  first  meeting  on  the 
new  date  to  be  in  1905. 

The  number  of  lodges  by  our  reckoning  is  280,  and  the 
total  membership  15,001. 

Our  clippings  of  things  which  would  be  interesting  and 
instructive  to  North  Carolina  Masons  have  been  so  copious 
that  we  have  no  space  to  quote  from  the  admirable  Report 
on  Correspondence  by  Bro.  Jos.  W.  Eggleston,  but  we  wish 
to  express  dissent  to  his  appraisal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Egypt  when  he  says: 

Let  us  inform  him  and  all  Masons  that  this  Grand  body,  while  its 
proceedings  are  published  in  Arabic  and  while  it  contains  Mohamme- 
dans as  well  as  Christians  and  Jews,  and  has  on  its  altars  both  the 
Holy  Bible  and  the  Koran,  gets  its  origin  from  England  and  practices 
the  same  sort  of  Masonry  we  teach.  It  is  free  from  politics,  as  Conti- 
nental Grand  Lodges  are  not.  No  man  hailing  from  an  atheistical 
Grand  Orient  like  France  can  gain  admission. 

Personally  we  know  nothing  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Egypt  and  are  willing  to  concede  some  of  Brother  Eggles- 
ton’s claims,  but  if  he  wants  to  know  about  the  “politics” 
and  the  independence  of  this  Egyptian  Grand  Lodge,  we 
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commend  him  to  a study  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Illinois  within  the  last  four  or  five  years.  He  will 
find  that  the  claims  of  Egypt  were  advocated  by  one  of  the 
ablest  and  most  distinguished  Masons  in  America,  and  that 
after  years  of  investigation  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois  in 
October,  1903,  through  the  recommendation  of  its  Corre- 
spondence Committee,  felt  constrained  to  refuse  recognition 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Egypt.

WESTERN  AUSTRALIA— 1902-3. 

THIS  pamphlet  of  seventy-nine  pages,  adorned  with  the 
portrait  of  Grand  Master,  the  Hon.  John  Winthrop 
Hackett,  LL.  D.,  in  the  full  regalia  of  his  rank,  contains 
the  record  of  four  Quarterly  Communications  from  July, 
1902,  to  April,  1903,  and  one  Special  held  September  30, 
1 902. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  has  not  yet  recognized 
the  exclusive  territorial  jurisdiction  of  this  young  Grand 
Lodge,  with  the  result  that  the  Western  Australian  brethren 
think  the  Scotch  Grand  Lodge  has  been  ungenerous  to  them. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  having  in  the  territory 
nearly  as  many  lodges  as  the  new  Grand  Lodge,  is  not  will- 
ing to  surrender  its  authority  over  them,  and  hence  the 
trouble.  We  should  be  glad  to  see  this  source  of  irritation 
removed  and  complete  harmony  restored,  but  it  is  impossi- 
ble to  say  that  one  is  right  and  the  other  wrong.  The 
Grand  Secretary,  Brother  Stephenson,  in  his  report  at  the 
Quarterly  of  April,  1903,  makes  this  reference  to  the  con- 
troversy : 

The  all  important  question  of  our  relationship  with  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Scotland  in  this  territory  has  been  productive  of  a correspond- 
ence, the  magnitude  of  which  would  surprise  most  of  the  members 
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present.  With  unceasing  watchfulness  I have  used  my  best  endeavours 
to  protect  the  vested  interests  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  to  propagate 
and  uphold  the  doctrine  of  exclusive  territorial  jurisdiction.  At  the 
January  Communication  of  1902,  the  Grand  Master  called  upon  his 
brethren  to  “fight  the  battle  with  temper,  moderation,  and  with  full 
regard  to  Masonic  principles  and  feeling,  but  with  an  absolute  unwa- 
vering conviction  that  we  are  in  the  right.  Masonry  universal  has 
declared  that  our  Grand  Lodge  has  been  formed,  organized,  and  con- 
stituted in  accordance  with  the  antient  usages  and  established  customs 
of  the  Order.  What  further  encouragement  is  needed?  We  may  rest 
assured  that  we  have  Masonic  justice  on  our  side,  and  the  future  will 
declare  with  what  measure  of  success  we  have  laboured. 

From  the  address  of  the  Grand  Master,  now  in  the 
third  term  of  his  service,  these  extracts  are  taken  as  show- 
ing the  excellent  condition  of  the  Craft  in  this  young  Juris- 
diction : 

On  this,  the  third  anniversary  of  an  election  to  the  Grand  Master’s 
chair,  when  our  Grand  Lodge  has  been  in  existence  three  years,  I 
think  it  well  to  place  before  you  a few  of  the  results  that  have  been 
achieved  in  our  first  triennial  period.  When  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Western  Australia  was  first  organized,  thirty-three  Lodges  acknowl- 
edged allegiance.  There  are  to-day,  if  we  include  the  Lodge  of 
Kookynie,  whose  constitution  is  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Gen- 
eral Purposes,  sixty-three  Lodges,  a growth  of  thirty  in  three  years. 
At  the  Constitution  of  our  Grand  Lodge  it  was  difficult  to  estimate  the 
number  of  subscribing  members  on  account  of  the  very  unsatisfactory 
state  of  the  private  Lodge  rolls;  but  a fair  estimate  may  set  it  down  at 
about  2, coo.  On  the  31st  December  last,  there  were  3,006,  which  may- 
be compared  with  2,684,  the  number  of  Brethren  at  the  beginning  of 
last  year,  showing  an  increase  of  322  on  the  rolls  during  the  twelve 
months  of  1902.  The  average  membership  per  Lodge  is  fifty — a highly- 
satisfactory  figure. 

FINANCES. 

As  the  result  of  our  three  years  financial  operations,  the  Grand 
Treasurer  has  to  announce  that  the  treasury  of  Grand  Lodge  is  in  a 
most  flourishing  position.  The  assets  of  the  General  Fund  exceed  its 
liabilities  by  ^1,379,  compared  with  ,£905  last  year.  The  Benevolent 
Fund  exceeds  its  liabilities  by  ,£1,245,  compared  with  ,£981  last  year, 
and  the  Freemasons’  Hall  Fund  shows  a surplus  of  ,£13,227.  The 
total  assets  of  Grand  Lodge  in  excess  of  liabilities,  amount  to  a grand 
total  of  ,£15,851  13s.  iod.  On  the  subject  of  finance,  there  is  one  mat- 
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ter  on  which  we  may  speak  with  peculiar  pride.  On  31st  March  last, 
when  our  books  closed,  there  was  not  a single  Lodge  among  those 
owing  allegiance  which  was  in  arrears  in  its  dues. 

There  is  no  Report  on  Correspondence,  but  the  Grand 
Secretary  promises  one  for  next  year.

The  address  of  Grand  Master  Eli  M.  Turner  is  a full 
report  of  his  official  acts  and  received  this  endorsement: 

We  have  read  with  much  care  and  with  a considerable  degree  of 
pleasure  the  address  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  an  able,  up-to-date 
Masonic  address,  scholarly,  interesting,  instructive.  One  that  should 
he  read  and  seriously  and  thoughtfully  considered  by  every  member 
of  the  Fraternity  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction.  Questions  of  vital  inter- 
est to  the  Craft,  and  which  may  most  seriously  affect  the  very  life  of 
our  ancient  and  honorable  institution  are  discussed  therein,  to-wit: 
The  material  offered  for  initiation;  the  use  of  the  ballot  and  the  motive 
that  impels  its  use  and  the  results  that  flow  therefrom.  The  Craft  are 
therein  warned  to  take  heed,  and  act  wisely.  Remember  that  the 
structure  into  which  has  been  wrought  a defective  piece  of  timber,  no 
matter  how  substantial  it  may  appear,  is  weak,  and  in  time  may  topple 
and  fall.  So  will  it  be  with  this  Grand  Masonic  Structure  should  we 
fail  to  inspect  carefully  the  material  offered.  Let  us  guard  well  the 
portals  of  Masonry.

The  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master  were  all  approved, 
including  the  following,  which  in  some  Grand  Lodges  is 
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considered  an  insuperable  bar.  We  agree  with  the  West 
Virginia  view : 

Illegitimacy  is  not  a bar  to  Masonry. 

Brother  Turner  discusses  with  good  sense  and  modera- 
tion three  important  topics,  any  one  of  which  may  at  any 
time  come  before  a Worshipful  Master  for  settlement.  They 
refer  to  physical  qualifications,  the  ballot  and  the  force  of 
objection.  On  the  first  of  these  we  quote  a part  of  his 
observation  as  being  thoroughly  sensible: 

As  illustrating  the  difference  between  the  physical  qualifications 
required  by  different  jurisdictions,  I may  state  that  a gentleman 
recently  came  to  my  office  who  had  a stiffness  of  the  middle  joint  of 
the  little  finger  of  his  left  hand,  so  that  he  could  not  straighten  the 
finger;  otherwise  he  was  a perfect  specimen  of  physical  manhood,  and 
a man  of  very  high  character  and  reputation  in  the  community  in 
which  he  lives.  Yet  we  could  not  receive  his  petition  because  in  our 
neighboring  state  of  Pennsylvania  he  had  been  rejected  because  of 
this  defect,  and  a waiver  of  jurisdiction  was,  upon  request,  refused. 
It  does  seem  to  me  that  in  this  twentieth  century  of  Masonic  light  and 
progress  it  is  time  we  should  look  to  the  intellectual  and  moral  quali- 
fications of  candidates,  and  closely  scan  their  character  and  conduct, 
rather  than  to  be  “sticking  in  the  bark,”  by  rejecting  men  because 
they  are  not  physically  perfect.  If  a man  must  be  physically  perfect 
before  he  can  be  admitted,  a condition  which  is  probably  his  misfor- 
tune, why  should  he  not  also  be  required  to  be  at  least  morally  per- 
fect, the  want  of  which  qualification  may  be  the  result  of  his  own 
vicious  inclinations?  We  cannot  too  carefully  inspect  the  character 
and  conduct  of  our  candidates.  It  is  these  that  fit  men  for  Masonry, 
and  not  the  fact  that  they  have  the  physical  perfections  of  Apollo 
Belvidere. 

This  upon  the  abuse  of  the  ballot  is  well  worth  publish- 
ing far  and  wide: 

There  is  no  test  that  so  surely  determines  a man’s  character  as  a 
Mason  as  the  use  of  the  ballot.  The  secrets  locked  in  his  own  breast 
may  be  transmitted  to  the  ballot  box,  and  the  world  grow  none  the 
wiser,  whether  his  action  is  prompted  by  the  highest  or  the  basest 
motive.  Masonry  has  no  room  for  that  man  who  is  lost  to  the  high 
and  noble  principles  of  the  Order,  as  to  carry  into  the  Podge  room  his 
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business,  social,  political  or  religious  differences  with  his  brethren. 
Within  the  Lodge  he  is  only  a man  and  a Mason,  and  his  every  act 
and  thought  should  be  inspired  alone  by  the  good  of  the  Craft.  In  no 
other  way,  my  brethren,  can  this  Fraternity  of  friendship  and  broth- 
erly love  be  perpetuated.  It  is  the  very  heart  and  soul  of  our  Masonic 
life. 


With  the  conjoined  labors  of  the  Grand  Lecturer  and 
his  deputies  and  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  the 
Craft  of  West  Virginia  should  not  be  very  much  in  need  of 
instruction.  The  reports  of  these  officers  cover  more  than 
thirty  pages  of  the  volume  and  show  the  lodges,  with  very 
few  exceptions,  to  be  in  excellent  condition.  These  lag- 
gards, the  Grand  Lecturer  thinks,  ought  to  be  buried  out  of 
sight  unless  they  “get  a move”  on  themselves. 

The  lodges  number  124,  and  the  membership  is  8,712, 
a gain  of  689. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  a breezy  review  of 
the  transactions  of  sixty-four  Grand  Lodges  and  covers  307 
pages  of  the  volume,  or  somewhat  over  one-half.  It  is  the 
work  of  Past  Grand  Master  George  W.  Atkinson  and  should 
be  read  by  every  Mason  who  has  the  opportunity.  His  crit- 
icisms are  direct,  sometimes  pungent,  but  generally  based 
on  hard  common  sense  and  the  genuine  Masonic  spirit. 
The  North  Carolina  Proceedings  for  1903  are  fraternally 
reviewed  and  a very  full  synopsis  of  transactions  given. 

Under  California  is  found  Brother  Atkinson’s  bill  of 
requirements,  and  a candidate  having  them  would  need 
little  else: 

I make  this  remark  because  Dr.  Vincil  and  I agree  that  nothing 
further  should  be  required  of  a candidate,  than  to  be  a man  clean  on 
the  inside  and  out,  able  to  support  himself  and  those  dependent  upon 
him,  and  physically  competent  to  fill  all  the  requirements  of  the  ritual. 
The  Apollo  in  Freemasonry  is  rapidly  getting  to  be  “a  has  been.” 
What  matters  it  if  a candidate  have  a little  toe  gone,  or  two  or  three 
fingers  off  his  left  hand,  or  one  leg  is  an  inch  or  two  shorter  than  the 
other,  or  the  loss  of  the  piece  of  an  ear  in  a fight  with  an  Apaches? 
I confess  that  such  an  applicant  might,  in  personal  appearance,  look  a 
little  worse  for  wear,  or  something  of  that  sort,  but  what  of  that? 
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Men  are  not  judged  by  appearance  only.  Moral  qualifications  are  the 
main  essentials,  and  looks  amount  to  nothing.  Our  institution  is  no 
longer  conducted  upon  the  operative  basis.  It  is  now  wholly  specu- 
lative, and,  therefore,  the  physical  perfection  doctrine  has  to  go  down 
and  out  with  the  passing  of  the  years.  For  many  years  past  I have 
stood  upon  the  following  platform  as  covering  all  that  is  necessary  for 
a candidate  to  possess: 

r.  A man  free  born. 

2.  Absolute  clean  moral  character. 

3.  Must  be  able  to  earn  a livelihood. 

4.  Must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

5.  Must  not  be  in  dotage. 

6.  Must  not  be  in  the  liquor  business. 

7.  And  must  be  able  to  fulfill  all  of  the  requirements  of  the  ritual. 

Did  space  permit  there  are  many  things  in  Brother 
Atkinson’s  fertile  pages  that  we  would  gladly  transfer  to 
our  report.

!N  a comparatively  brief  address  Grand  Master  John  Corscot 
reports  upon  the  usual  topics  of  these  papers  and  pre- 
sents this  conclusion  of  the  general  condition  of  the  Craft : 

The  year  so  soon  to  close  has  been  one  full  of  peace  and  prosperity 
to  the  Craft  in  this  jurisdiction,  having  been  characterized  by  a most 
healthful  growth,  the  spirit  of  harmony  and  brotherly  love  having 
generally  prevailed  among  the  members  of  the  constituent  Lodges. 

The  Grand  Master  notes  sympathetically  the  loss  sus* 
tained  by  the  Craft  in  the  death  of  Past  Grand  Master 
Gabriel  Bouck,  to  whom  Grand  Lodge  is  indebted  for  the 
compact  form  of  its  Constitution  and  Edicts.  From  the 
memorial  we  quote  this  picture  of  the  deceased  brother: 

He  was  earnestly  impressive  in  his  efforts  to  keep  all  legislation 
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of  the  Grand  Lodge  strictly  within  the  bounds  of  the  ancient  land- 
marks, as  propounded  by  the  old  leaders  and  authorities  of  Masonic 
law,  but  generally  yielding  to  Mackey  mostly  to  confirm  his  own 
opinion  thereon. 

He  was  a man  of  strong  intellectual  powers,  a just  man  with  a 
tender  heart.  His  deeds  of  charity  were  numerous;  his  many  acts  of 
kindness  and  deeds  of  charity  were  scattered  all  through  his  life. 

He  was  a philosopher;  was  honest  and  faithful  to  his  clients  and 
friends.  He  was  a patriot,  a great  lawyer,  a Master  Mason,  in  all  these 
words  imply. 

The  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master,  ten  in  number, 
received  the  approval  of  the  Jurisprudence  Committee  except 
these : 

i.  Question:  If  a Lodge  grants  permission,  is  there  any  objection 

to  the  use  of  a Lodge  room  by  the  Jews  for  their  days  of  atonement 
and  prayer? 

Answer:  No. 

6.  Question:  At  a regular  communication  of  a Lodge,  when  the 

order  of  balloting  is  reached  and  a certain  petition  for  degrees  comes 
up  in  the  natural  order  of  business,  the  Master  announces  that  “for 
good  and  sufficient  reasons  best  known  to  myself,  I wish  the  petition 
to  lay  on  the  table  until  I see  fit  to  spread  ballot  on  same;”  after  con- 
ferring the  M.  M.  degree,  a number  of  the  brethren  had  left  the  Lodge 
room,  the  ballot  was  spread,  and  the  candidate  elected.  Question: 
Was  the  action  of  the  Master  illegal,  and  the  initiation  of  the  candi- 
date so  elected  irregular  and  clandestine? 

Answer:  It  was  illegal  for  the  Master  to  ballot  on  the  applicant 

at  any  time  other  than  at  the  time  specified  in  the  by-laws,  at  that  or  a 
subsequent  meeting.  The  candidate  being  in  no  way  responsible  for 
the  action  of  the  Lodge,  is  an  E.  A.  in  good  standing. 

7.  A Lodge  doing  work  for  another  is  entitled  to  the  fee,  unless 
there  is  a previous  contrary  arrangement. 

9.  A member  of  a Lodge  in  good  standing,  though  a saloon- 
keeper, cannot  by  order  of  the  W.  M.  be  lawfully  excluded  from  a 
Masonic  funeral  procession. 

We  are  disposed  to  take  side  with  the  Grand  Master 
except  as  to  No.  7. 

The  committee  says: 

That  decision  numbered  6 be  approved  in  so  far  as  it  holds  that 
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the  candidate  is  an  Entered  Apprentice  in  good  standing,  and  disap- 
proved so  far  as  it  holds  that  the  action  of  the  W.  M.  in  delaying  the 
balloting  was  illegal.  By  the  edicts  of  the  Grand  Lodge  a Master  is 
invested  with  absolute  power  in  the  government  of  his  Lodge.  He 
may  open  and  close  his  Lodge  at  pleasure,  declare  its  business,  and 
even  deny  admission  to  a member  of  his  Lodge,  But  he  is  accountable 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  any  abuse  of  these  powers. 

Should  the  Master  of  a Lodge  delay  the  balloting,  on  a petition 
for  the  degrees,  for  the  purpose  of  changing  the  result  he  would  be 
amenable  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  an  abuse  of  his  power. 

Decision  numbered  7 is  disapproved.  It  is  in  conflict  with  the 
following  edict:  “ In  case  a Lodge  does  work  at  the  request  of  another 

Lodge  the  fee  belongs  to  the  Lodge  making  the  request  and  the  candi- 
date remains  a member  thereof,  but  the  fee  may  be  disposed  of  by 
agreement  between  the  two  Lodges.” 

Decision  numbered  9 is  disapproved,  as  it  is  in  conflict  with  the 
edict  declaring  the  powers  of  a Master,  which  says  a Master  may  deny 
admission  to  the  Lodge  to  a member  thereof.  As  a Masonic  funeral 
procession  is  the  Lodge,  the  Master  has  power  to  exclude  any  member 
therefrom,  but  to  exclude  a member  on  account  of  his  business  only 
would  be  an  abuse  of  the  power. 

Decision  numbered  one  is  disapproved,  it  being  in  conflict  with 
the  edict  that  provides:  “ A Lodge  cannot  hold  its  meetings  in  a room 

used  for  other  than  Masonic  purposes,  nor  permit  its  Lodge  room  to 
be  used  for  other  than  Masonic  purposes  without  permission  from  the 
Grand  Lodge  or  the  Grand  Master.” 

The  following  reference  to  the  value  of  the  work  of 
Past  Grand  Master  Aldro  Jenks  is  merited,  and  it  is  grati- 
fying  to  note  that  the  recommendation  of  increased  compen- 
sation, after  approval  of  the  Committee  on  Expenditures, 
was  adopted  by  Grand  Lodge : 

We  are  at  peace  with  our  brethren  everywhere,  as  will  appear 
from  the  excellent,  unexcelled  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Correspondence,  Past  Grand  Master  Aldro  Jenks,  whose  report  for  the 
current  year  is  earnestly  commended  to  your  careful  perusal  and 
candid  consideration.  Advance  copies  of  the  report  are  on  the  Grand 
Secretary’s  desk  for  distribution. 

In  this  connection  permit  me  to  call  attention  to  the  amount  of 
time,  labor  and  care  spent  in  the  work  of  review  and  preparation  of 
this  very  able  contribution  to  the  literature  of  Masonry,  and  to  the  fact 
of  the  meager  compensation  of  $300.00  allowed  Past  Grand  Master  Jenks 
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for  this  work.  It  is  unquestionably  worth  double  the  amount  paid, 
and  it  is  earnestly  recommended  that  the  compensation  be  made  at 
least  $600.00  for  the  last  year,  and  that  in  the  future  payment  for  this 
service  be  made  in  the  months  of  December  and  June  of  the  Masonic 
year  for  which  the  report  of  the  Committee  is  made. 

The  method  of  dispensing  relief  pursued  by  Grand 
Lodge  commends  itself  as  being  in  line  with  the  old  ways, 
but  the  Grand  Master  thinks  that  the  worthy  poor  should 
not  be  forced  to  ask  for  assistance.  He  says: 

It  has  seemed  to  me  that  some  of  the  Subordinate  Dodges,  and 
possibly  the  Grand  Dodge,  have  been  pursuing  the  wrong  course  as  to 
the  matter  of  dispensing  charity,  believing,  as  I do,  that  instead  of 
having  those  in  need  appeal  to  us,  as  is  the  practice  with  county  poor 
commissioners,  we  should,  in  a quiet,  unobtrusive  way,  ascertain  the 
needs  of  those  in  adversity  and  relieve  their  necessities  without  expos- 
ing their  condition  to  those  who  can  have  no  interest  in  them  save 
that  of  idle  curiosity  or  as  material  for  useless  gossip. 

It  would  seem  that  a Grand  Dodge  with  an  annual  charity  fund 
exceeding  $ 2,000  should  devote  more  of  that  fund  to  the  purpose  for 
which  it  is  contributed  and  make  its  disbursements  on  the  plan  of 
seeking  worthy  recipients,  rather  than  that  of  direct  appeal  from  those 
seeking  aid;  so  that  those  who  are  worthy  may  not  be  overlooked 
because  of  their  delicacy  in  making  known  their  true  financial  con- 
dition. 

The  number  of  lodges  is  253,  and  the  membership 
20,571,  a gain  of  858. 

More  than  half  of  the  volume  is  profitably  given  to  the 
splendid  Report  on  Correspondence  by  Past  Grand  Master 
Aldro  Jenks,  who  discusses  ably  and  fraternally  all  matters 
affecting  the  Craft.  The  Proceedings  of  North  Carolina  for 
1904  receive  kindly  notice  from  Brother  Jenks. 

In  defense  of  the  ruling  of  Grand  Master  H.  I.  Clark, 
which  was  disapproved  by  the  Jurisprudence  Committee, 
that  “it  is  not  obligatory  to  display  the  charter  in  the 
lodge,”  Brother  Jenks  says  in  part: 

This  may  be  a correct  interpretation  of  the  code  of  North  Carolina, 
but  the  regulation  is  a senseless  one.  Prior  to  1723  a Masonic  Dodge 
never  existed  that  had  a charter  to  display.  Until  that  time  such  a 
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thing  as  a charter  for  a Masonic  Lodge  was  wholly  unknown.  Why, 
then,  must  the  charter  be  present  in  the  Lodge  room?  It  is  evident 
that  Grand  Lodge  might  create  Subordinate  Lodges  by  a mere  vote  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  authorize  them  to  elect  and  install  officers  and  perform 
Masonic  work  without  issuing  to  them  any  paper  charter.  The  vote 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  would  itself  be  a warrant  that  empowered  them  to 
work.  It  is  equally  clear  that  should  the  Grand  Lodge,  by  resolution, 
declare  the  charter  of  a Subordinate  Lodge  arrested,  all  work  doue 
thereafter  by  such  Lodge  would  be  illegitimate  and  clandestine,  even 
though  it  might  retain  manual  possession  of  its  charter  and  display  it 
ever  so  prominently  in  its  hall  while  work  was  being  done.

WYOMING— 1904. 

30TH  Annual.  Evanston.  August  17. 

THE  portrait  of  Grand  Master-elect  Frank  A.  Luckfield 
forms  the  frontispiece  of  this  compact  and  well  printed 
volume. 

The  delightful  meeting  of  two  distinguished  knights  of 
the  quill  is  thus  told  by  Brother  Kuykendall  in  the  second 
page  of  the  record : 

A distinguished  visitor  in  the  person  of  Brother  Christopher  Diehl, 
who  for  a third  of  a century  has  been  the  able  and  honored  Grand 
Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Utah,  was  welcomed  by  the  Grand 
Master  in  a few  chosen  remarks,  and  the  grand  honors  were  given  as 
a token  of  the  esteem  in  which  he  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Utah  are 
held  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Wyoming.  It  was  a red  letter  day  in  the 
official  life  of  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  latter,  the  memory  of  which 
will  last  until  he  shall  be  called  hence.  Pleasant  recollections  of  the 
visit  of  our  right  worshipful  brother,  and  also  of  Brother  Daniel  Dunn, 
Past  Master  of  Mount  Moriah  Lodge  No.  2,  of  Salt  Lake  City,  who 
accompanied  him,  will  be  long  entertained  by  all  the  members  of  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

Bro.  T.  S.  Taliaferro,  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  gave 
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a full  accounting  of  his  official  doings  in  a well  written 
report  of  twenty-five  pages. 

Many  pleasant  and  profitable  visitations  are  reported, 
and  the  condition  of  the  Craft  declared  to  be  highly  satis- 
factory. 

Among  his  recommendations  is  one  that  should  appeal 
to  the  Craft  not  alone  in  Wyoming,  but  everywhere,  that 
special  care  should  be  devoted  to  the  collection  and  preser- 
vation of  the  records. 

‘ Under  the  head  of  “ Necrology  ” he  pays  a tender  trib- 
ute to  those  who  have  passed  over  the  river  and  publishes 
a long  list  of  departed  Craftsmen  at  home  and  abroad. 

Three  decisions  are  reported  and  these  were  approved 
as  being  in  accord  with  Masonic  law.  We  make  this  extract 
as  showing  a just  and  proper  enumeration  of  the  force  of 
objection  after  one  or  more  degrees  have  been  taken : 

Second — When  a petitioner  has  taken  a degree  in  Masonry  he  is  a 
Mason  and  is  entitled,  if  there  be  aught  against  him,  to  be  heard  in 
his  own  defense;  therefore,  in  order  to  bar  such  a brother  from  further 
advancement,  a trial  must  be  had,  and  he  must  be  found  guilty  accord- 
ing to  the  procedure  of  Masonic  trials.  A petitioner  has  no  Masonic 
rights  prior  to  receiving  the  Entered  Apprentice  degree;  hence,  an 
objection  lodged  with  the  Worshipful  Master  will  prevent  the  degree 
being  conferred  upon  one  who  has  been  elected  to  receive  the  degrees 
of  Masonry,  but  has  not  received  a degree.  But  if  the  petitioner  has 
become  a Mason  of  any  degree,  the  lodging  of  an  objection  with  the 
Worshipful  Master  has  no  legal  force  or  effect  whatsoever.  I would 
consider  it,  however,  the  duty  of  the  Master  to  notify  a brother  lodging 
such  objection  of  the  right  procedure,  in  ample  time,  in  order  that  he 
may,  in  a regular  manner,  prefer  charges  against  one  whom  he  consid- 
ers to  have  acted  unmasonically. 

Dispensations  were  issued  for  the  formation  of  two 
new  lodges. 

It  is  pleasant  to  note  that  the  Committee  on  Appeals 
and  Grievances  had  not  a single  case  of  controversy  or  com- 
plaint to  come  before  it  and  that  the  report  closes  with  the 
statement  that  peace  and  harmony  prevail  throughout  the 
jurisdiction. 
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A roster  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges  and  their  member- 
ship and  the  printing  of  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  contribute  to  make  this  volume  of  great  value 
to  the  Fraternity  of  the  State. 

Twenty-three  lodges  are  subordinate  to  the  Grand 
Lodge,  and  the  total  membership  of  these  is  1,649,  showing 
a net  gain  of  161. 

The  feature  of  this  volume  is  the  admirable  Report  on 
Correspondence,  eighty-six  pages,  by  Bro.  W.  L.  Kuykendall. 
He  brings  to  the  performance  of  this  congenial  work  a mind 
well  stored  with  the  facts  of  Masonic  history  and  a fine 
contempt  of  pretense  and  shams,  as  shown  by  this  brief 
extract : 

With  the  greatest  respect  for  our  brethren  of  sublime  faith  in 
mythical  Grand  Masters,  shady  landmarks,  prerogatives  and  antiquity 
of  Speculative  Masonry,  extending  back  to  Solomon  and  Adam,  we 
shall  be  greatly  surprised  if  one  of  them  attempts  an  answer  to  above 
and  similar  arguments  of  others,  with  anything  beyond  assertion,  as 
in  the  past.
